prefted limitatibn to whom, or to what heirs the title ftiould 
defeend.

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INTRODUCTORY OBSERVATIONS 


TO THE SECOND VOLUME. 


Having, in my preface to the Firft Volume of the Dormant and 
£xtin<5l Baronage of England, laid fo much to maintain the ufeful- 
ncfs of delivering to future ages the memorable a<^ions of our 
nobility, I fhall now obferve, that authors who have bent their 
minds to the iludy of antiquities and genealogical memoirs, have 
met with fuch difeouragements, that, nothing but an innate fatis- 
fadlion in the purfuit, and a defirc to preferve the remembrance of 
famous perfons, could ever incite them to be at the labour and 
expenfc which neceflarily attend the publication of their works. 

It has, indeed, been objc<5lcd to thefc labours, that they lerve but 
to illuftrate and brighten the families they treat of, to pleafe the 
vanity of the living pofTelTors of their honours ; who will not, through 
a falfe pride (if they can avoid it), fuffer any of their ancedurs to be 
mentioned, except fuch as were as confpicuous as themfelves : 
thinking it a derogation to be defceqded from peribns in low (lations, 
and not rccollefting, that by their talents and induftry, the way to 
their own exaltation was prepared, * 

a z However, 
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However, I am not confeious of having wilfully flattered any 
perfon or family, or delivered any untruth ; my ftatements have been 
endeavoured to be warranted by the bell M.SS. and printed autho- 
rities. And if the accounts of feme families arc Ihorter than others, 
and not fo correal, that is what in candour ou^it to be allowed, 
as incidental to all undertakings of fo much complexity. 

Robert Glover^ Somerfet herald, temp, queen Elizabeth, colledlcd 
' with great judgment, the genealogies of the dukes, marquifles, and 
carls of this kingdom; which was publillied in i6ro, by Mr, 
Thomas Millcs, his kinfman and executor. In 1619, Ralph Brook, 
York herald, fet forth the marriages and ifluc of the fame nobles, 
with hillorical notes; which were reprinted (A. D. i 6 z 2 ) by Au- 
gullinc Vincent, Windfor herald, with great alperity of animad- 
verfion. 

But the moll approved hiflory of the Baronage of England was 
written by Sir William Dugdalc, in the time of (Charles II. This 
great antiquarian has, however, made feveral miftakes: it being 
hardly poflible to avoid committing forae in works of this deferip- 
tion. Yet Hill it is univcrfally allowed, that with all his errors, 
his w'ork will ever maintain the pre-eminence over every other of 
the kind. Him, therefore, I have cholcn to f.'llow; and whoever 
will take the trouble to compare my ftatements with his account, 
w’ill find that I have carefully obferved the mention of every great 
baron, or nobleman, of whom he has treated. Where I have de- 
viated from his reprefentation, I have given the authority on which 
fuch deviation is founded. In addition, I have given the arms of 
the refpedive families, which arc unnoticed by him ; I have added 
the names of thofe perfons who had ever fummons to parliament, 

with 
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with the times when, and how often they were fo fummoned; a 
point of information the more eflential, as Dugdale, in his Baronage, 
has omitted giving an account of many, whofe names, ncverthclefs, 
are contained in his Lifts of Summons to Parliament. And, laftly, 
I have fupplied (from Ilolingfticad’s Chronicles), a copy of the Battle 
Abbey Roll, or lift of the names of thofe eminent perfons who came 
over with the Conqueror. 

In the firft volume a few errors have occurred : but as it is my 
anxious wifli to render every page of this work as corre<ft as poflible 
(notwithftanding the great labour of the undertaking), I lliall 
annex, at the end of the laft volume, a lift of fuch errors as may be 
difeovered.

ABERGAVENNY. 

I 

This is a moft ancient barony; concerning which, much having been 
faid, that the poiTefibrs thereof have ever had the name and title of 
honour, together with the pofleilion of the caftle and lordihip, al- 
tbot%h the fame have been transferred to divers families, one of them 
not being heir to the other; and for that caufc is thought to relcmble 
tha caftle of Arttndel, which heretofore was adjudged to conftitute the 
owner and pofteiTor thereof Earl; ** ratione pofteftionis cafiri, manerii 
ct dominii de Arundell abique ulld ali& ratione vel creatione in comi- 
tem.” It may be neceftaiy to ftate, rather particularly, the nature and 
defeent of the fame* 

The caftle of Bergavenny was built by Hamelin d£ Balun, firft 
lord of the territory, called Over- Went, or Wentland, in Monraouth- 
ftiire, in Wales, after the Norman conqueft. This Hamelin living 
through the reign of the Conqueror, and to the latter end of that of 
Rufus, and having no iflue of his body, ^vc his lands of Over-Went 
voE, II. B (in 
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ABERGAVfilSrNY. 

(in wljlch was iituated his faid caftle of Bcgarcnny), hit 

nephcHi^&ih of his fitter Lucie, that was countefi of the Me. *«;, 
This Brian, by Maud his wife, heir to Wygod, of 
great baron, had two fons, who were lepers ; wherefore, placing thetttv 
m the priory of Bergavenny (which his uncle had founded), he under* 
took a voyage to the Holy Land, where he ended his days; leaving 
his lands of Over- Went, and the cattle of Bern^ny, to Walter of 
Gloucetter, his couiin, at that time high conttabl^^ £ngl 4 nd^ 

The Ion of Walter was *MiLfis, whom H^ty I. created eari of 
Hereford. By his wife, the heiiefs of Brecknock, he ht 4 five fons, 
who died without ifluc, and three daughters; between whom the 
whole inheritance was afterwards divided. The eldett of thefo fitters, 
Margery, was married to Sir Humphrey de Bohun, to whofe (hare, in 
the partition, fell the honour of Hereford, and the office of high 
conftable of England ; Berta, the fecond, was the wife of Sir William 
dc Broafe, who had the bfdflup of Brecknock, and the land of Over- 
Went, which contained the cattle and feignory of Bergavenny; Lucie, 
the third fitter, took to her hufband (Herbert Fitz-Herbert), for hei 
portion the Foreft of Dean, and other lands m England. 

Sir William Broafe, the hufband of Berta, was a man of mighty 
pofieifions before he married her ; and was lord of Brembcr, in Suficx, 
with the whole rape and cattle. The iordfiitp of Brecknock being by 
far the greateft feignory, the ftyle and title of Berpvenny was never 
ufed by him, or by his defeendanrs, they writing thcmielves lords of 
Buseknock onl). 

‘ William, his fon and heir, was banifhed by king John; as was 
William, his cldeft fon, along with his father, 'xiles fucceeded hii 
brotlicr William, and on his dcccafo, Reginald, his next brother, was 
focctiTur to him, whofe fon, William, being flain by the Welfo, anno 
1250, his three daughters, Maud, Eve, and Eleanor, became his heirs j 
for Ifabel, the fourth, who had married David, fon of Llewcline prince • 
of Wales, had no ifTue, 

Between thefe daughters the inheritance was divided; and Eve, the

It w»s at tbb time the ftylc of Bei^reony was firft tal^etr, ‘For it 
pleafod Heory III. to create Sir William Cantilupc, lord Bergavenoy, Bfrgavcnnjr.

Gboroe, the fon, Was at his father s deccale only about three yeats 
of age, and fucceeded him in lands, honour, and dignity ; and married 
a daughter cd the carl of Juiiicoln, but died without ilTuc, whereupon 
his inheritance was diHded between hb two liBecs, his coheireCes ; 
viz. Joan, Bic wife of lord Haftings, had the manors in Wales, War- 
wtcklhire, Somerfet, and Sufblk; the feat of this femily was at ABon 
Cantilupe, co. Warwick ; their place of burial, at the priory of Studely, 
in the fanic county, to which they were great benefa^ors. 

And MiUcent, the wife of Eudo la Zouch, had the manors in Bed-

ford, Northampton, Wilts, Devon, Hereford^ York, Bucks^ and 
Nottingham, amongB which was the manor of Haryngworth, in 
Northamptonlhire, which afterwards was the name of bis barony. He 
being fummoned to parliament by the Byle of. lord Zouch of 
ryngworth. ^ ' '' . 

On the death of Henry lord HaBings, Johr, his fon and heir (then 
hx hU minority), was entitled to the honours of his fether ; who being 
a baron of the realm before he married the heirefs of Cantilupe, bore 
hfs own furname of HaBings, for the name of his dignity. Whereby 
^ the title of Berg^vomy once looife became involved and ftlent in ihat 
** of anothei; and for five genera^ns lay dormant in the barony of Ha*

The male line of Haftings thus failing, the caftle and lordfhip of 
Bergavtnu), according to the courlc of common law, by defeent and 
blood, paflld with other inheritances to Reginald lord Grey, of Ru- 
thyn, found h) inquifition to be next couiin and heir of the whole 
blood, unto John, the laft carl of Pembroke, baion Haftings, Weisford, 
and Rergavenny. 

Collins, in his Parliamentary Precedents, p. 78 (Bergavenny cafe), 
fa)s, of this Reginald Sir William Beauchamp (a younger brother to 
'i'homaa carl of Warwick), purchafed the caftle, manor, and lordfliip 
of Bergavenny. But Dugdale affirms, lie had them by an entail made 
on him by John de llafting,, carl of Pembroke, and was by Ri- 
chard II, created baron thereof by wiit of fummons to parliament, in 
the 16th year of his reign. 

This Richard, firft of his family lord Bergavenny, married Joan, 
one of the fillers and coheirs of Thomas earl of Arundel and Surrey, 
by whom he had ifluc his fueceftbr, and two daughters, Joan and Eli- 
zabeth. 

RiCHAKD Blauchamp, ncxt baron of Bergavenny, was created 
carl of Worcefter, by Henry V. having well merited the fame for his 
fidelity and valour in the wars of France. Which ftill attending, he 
was at laft mortall} wounded by a ftone from .1 fling, and died loth 
Henry VI. having by his wife, Ifabcl, daughtci and heir of Thomas 
.lord le Defpcnftr, an ot.ly cliild, Elizabeth his foie heircF; wh6 mar- 
ried Sir Edward Ncvil, knight, youngeft fou of R Iph Nevil, firft carl 
of Wcllmoreland, by Joan, daughtei of John of Ghent, duke of Lan- 
Caft<r, third fbn of king 1 Iward III. and with her carried the titles of 
Le Dclpenftr and Abergavenny to the Ncvil family. But it is to be 
obferved, that altli Mi{h the faid Sir Edward Nevil was fummoned to 
parliament as lord h rgavenny jure uxoris, he was not at that time in 
pofleffion of the caftle, being kept out in confequence of an fentail 

made 
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mad6 by William Beauchampl the firfl lord of that name; to 
Joan his wife, and the heirs male of the body of the fald William,, 
with remainder, for default of fuch iflue, to the heirs male of Thomas 
carl of Warwick^ his elder brother. ' 

The line, however, of Thomas, ended in a female heir: but Richard 
NevH, carl of Salifbury (nephew of Sir Edward), having married her, 
he, in her right, was earl of Warwick, and retained the caftlc of Ber- 
gavenny as parcel of her inheritance. His two daughters, and heirs, 
were Ifabel, married to George duke of Clarence; and Anne, to Ri- 
chard duke of Glouceftcr,' afterwards Richard III. Thefe two dukes 
* 

fuccedivcly, with like injuRice, kept pofTcffion; but at length, by 
their deaths, it came into the hands of the crown, when king Hen- 
ry VII. on the petition of George Nevil, grandfon of Sir Edward, 
before- mentioned, was pleafed to rcftorc it to him as the true and 
rightful heir ; declaring how wrongfully his grandfather had been dif- 
feifed. Which George Nevill, lord Bergavenny, entailed his lands 
(for the moft part), for want of heirs male of his own body, to the 
heirs male of his brother. Sir Edward Nevill, the remainder in fee to 
his own right heirs. His fucceflbr was his Ion, Henry Nevill, lord 
Bergavenny (or Abergavenny), who left ilTue an only daughter and heir, 
Mary the wife of Sir Thomas Fane, knight, who thereupon challenged 
the title of baronefs Bergavenny, againfl Edward Nevill, Ibn of Sir 
Edward Nevill, a younger brother (according to Dugdalc), of this laft- 
mentioned Henry; but according to Collins, in liis Parliamentary 
Precedents, p. 63, a younger brother to George lord Bergavenny, 
father to the faid Henry, as indeed appears the more correft and evi- 
dent, from the entail before-mentioned ; the next heir male of th’ls 
line, unto whom the cattle of Bergavenny was fettled, both by tefta- 
ment and of parliament: but the ditpute was not determined 
until jJ5th May, itt James I. when after great arguments on each 
part, the title of Bergavenny was, both by judgment of the houtt of 
peers, and orders of the lords commiilioners for the office of carl 
marihal of England, decreed for the heir male ; in whofc line the faid 

barony 
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barony is now vcdod, but at prefcnt immergcd in the higher title of 
. carl of Abergavenny. Whereupon, to give ibme fatisfaAion to the 
heir female, the king, by his letters patent (fay Dugdale and Collins), 
gt anted the dignity or barony of Lc Defpenfer, to her and to her 
heirs. (Vid. Defpenfer.)* 


ALDITOLEY, or AUDLEY OF HELEGFL 

Arus«> 0. a Fret, O. 

This family, upon very good grounds, is imagined to be a branch 
of the ancient and noble houfe of Verdon, and to have aflumed its 
furnamc from the lordihip of Aldithlcy; the inheritance whereof 
Nicholas do Verdon, who died about the i6th Henry III. gave to 
Henry, who ufually bore for his arms the fame ordinary as Verdon 
did ; viz. Frette, but diftinguilhed with a large Canton in the Dexter 
part of the Shield, and thereon a Crofs Patde. 

This Henrv was in great efteem with Ranulph earl of Chefter; 
enjoying by his grant, the lordfhip of Newhal, in Chcfhirc; the manor 
of Aftonfield, in Staffordihire ; with various lauds in other places. 
His wife was Bertred, daughter of Ralph dc Meifnilwarin; and his 
iiTuc, James, his fon and heir, and a daughter, £mmc, the wife of 
Griffin ap Madoc, lord of Bromficid, and a perfpn of great power 
in Wales. Which 

< James was in great favour with Richard earl of Cornwall ; whom 
he was prefent with, when crowned king of AJmaigne. He was often 
in the wars of Wales, and Rood firm to Henry HI. againft his rebel 
barons ; in the of wh'.lc reign, he went a pilgrimage to St James 
of Galicia ; and in the 54th into the Holy Land. After when, viz. 
the 56th, anno 1575, he broke his neck. To whom fucceeded 

* Prom 4he time of thi* adpdioation, the barony of Abergavenny fetms to have deicended 
-only in the male line, and not to htin general, as a barony in fte. 

James, 
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jAlilfiS, his and heir; who, the ift of Edward T. died without 
ifliwf, leaving Henry, brother, to iiicceed him ; who did not long 
Ibrvivc, dying likewifc without iflfiac, the 4th Edward I» wbofe fuc- 
ceflbr was 

William, his next brother, who enjoyed not his inheritance long; 
for the loth of Edward I. he was llain in a notable defeat given by 
the Wcllh to the Engliih army, which loft fourteen banners, with 
many brave and noble perfons who were killed. Deceafing aJfo 
ifTucleft, 

Nicholas, his fourth brother, became the next heir ; who doing NiVhoia?, 
his homage, had livery of bis lands, and then paid jf.io for his relief 
of the tenth part of the barony of Wiche-Malbanc. 

In the ^5th of Edward I. this Nicholas had fummons to parliament 
amongft the barons of the realm, and was likewiie in that expedition 
to Scotland with the carls of Warren and Warwick, at which time 
they obtained a great victory at Dunbar. After which, about two 
years, be died, leaving by Catherine bis wife (one of the daughters and 
coheirs to Maud de Longcfpc, according to Dugdale; but, according 
to Edmonion, and indeed according to the lame Dugdale, in his ac- 
count of the GifFards of Brims&ld,* daughter and coheir of John 
GifFard of Brimsfield, by Maud his wife, daughter and heir of Walter 
dc Clifford, and widow of William de Longefpe,) ** 

Thomas, his fon and heir, who married Eve, daughter and heir of 
John lord Clavcrlng; and died without iffuc, whereby his brother 

Nicholas became his heir, who had lummons to parliament Nithoia?, 
among the barons of ^he realm, from thc 6 th to the 14th'’ of Edward II. 
about which time he died; having married Joan, the widow of Heni^ 

Lacy, earl of Lincoln, and fitter and coheir of William Martin, a ba- 
ron, who was fummoned to parliament the of Edward 1 . by whom 
he had iffue 

* Dugdale fays, Iir died the 10th of Edward 11. but the name of Nicholas appears in the 
Lifts of SummoBs to PailianieDt of the 12tb of Edward If. 

James, 
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J^MEs, the celebrated lord Audley, who fo eminently diAlngu|jCbc '4 
. himfelf at the famous battle of Poiriers, where the French army Mf8S 
completely defeated; and their king, the dauphin his fon, with many 
of the chief nobility of France, v. ere taken priibners. Prcvioully to 
the battle, this lord acqtuiinting prince Edward with the vow he had 
n)adc, to be the firft in the fight, craved hi^ leave that he might ac- 
complini it; to which the prince accorded: and faid, Sir James, 
** (jrod give you this day that grace to be the beft knight of all 
“ others.” He departed accordingly, and went to the foremoft front 
of the engagement ; and by hij^ extraordinary valour broke through 
die French army, caufing much flaughtcr, but had the misfortune to 
be fevcrcly wounded. His gallant condurt and prowefs fo infinitely 
plcafcd the Black Prince, that as a teftimony thereof, he fettled upon 
him 500 maiks, per annum, of revenue, inland in England; which 
lie immediately gave to his four cfquircs. The prince being made 
acquainted with the circumftance, demanded whether he liked not 
his bounty, or thought the gift beneath his acceptance. But he faid, 
they dcltrvcd the fame as well as himfeif; for without their afliftancc, 
added he, “ 1, a finglc man, could have done but little.” Whereupon 
tlic prince bellowed on him 600 marks a-year more. And here we 
are at a lofs which to admire moll; the noblencls and liberality of the 
brave prince, in fo promptly and confiderably rewarding hiJi valiant 
Ibldier, or the unexampled generofity of the foldier, in apportioning 
that recompence to thole who had fo laithfully and couragcoully fup- 
poit^l him; thus appreciating the merits of his companions in arms 
above his own! 

^ After this he continued to Icrve iu the wars, with equal honour to 
hitnfcif and glory to his country ; ami died the 9th of Richard II. 

By his wife, Joan, daughter of Roger Mortimer, earl of Ma^ch, he 
k<t a fon, Nicholas, and two daughters, Joan, the eldcft, married to 
Sir John Tuchet; and Margaret, the fccond, to Sir Roger Hillary, 
By a fccond wife, Ilabcl, daughter and coheir of William Malbank, 
baron of Wich-Ma’.bank, he is laid to have had another daughter,

Of this family was a(fo Hvgh OjE kohnsr, fether of Hugh carl of Sri’otS? 
Gtouceftcr, and brother, us prefumed,, to the firft Nicholas. This 
Hugh, in the reign of ‘Edward I. was employed in the king's fervicc 
for feveral years, and was Called Hugh Senior, in difelnSiioti from his 
ibn, Hugh earl of Giouceiler.r He was in that feme infurreSiion in 
which hi!, fon was concerned with Tliomas earl of J^ancafeer, the 
15 th Edward 11. and was feized, and fent prifoner to Wallingford 
cafelc ; but aflerwards found fuch favour with the king, that he was 
not punifhed, like many others, for his tranl^elHon. He fet in the 
parliament of the 1 ith and J 4 th Edward 11.; a'nd by his wife, Ifolda, 
widow of Walter Baiun, left iftue, Hugh before-named, and another 
fon, James. There appears alfo to have been of this family another 
branch, James ; who, after the earldom terminated in heirs female, 
was fummoned to parliament, from the 8 th of Henry V. to the 33 d 
of Henry VI. He was feveral times in the wars of France, as his pre- 
deceifors had been ; but further, Dugdale gives no account of him. 

Jt is not improbable but that he 'was defeended from that James, who 
was, as above feid, a younger brother to Hugh earl of Oioucefeer,' ( Vid. 
the Table.)

In the time of Hcniy II. Philip de Estley held certain manors 
in the county of Warwick, of which his grandfather had been en- 
feoffed, temp. Henry I. amongft which was that of Aftlcy, from 
whence the fumamc of the femily was affumed. To this Philip fuc* 
ceeded Thomas, his Ion and heir, who was one of the rebel barons 
againft king John. His wife was Maud, one of the fifters and coheirs 
to Kogcr de Camville, of Creckc, co. of Norf.* by whom he left Wal- 
ter, his fon and heir, father of 

Thomas, who, the 32d of Henry HI. was fent with divers other 
great men into Gafeoigne ; but a few years after, viz. the 47th of 
Henry III. he was one of the rebellious nobles who feized upon the 
king’s revenues in Warwickfliire and Leiccfterfliirc ; and was fo emi- 
minent for his adivenefs in thofc troubles, that upon the agreement 
made the following year, wherein the king, to fatisfy the barons, 
fubmitted to thole ordinances called Provihoncs Oxonii, he w’as the 
'only man intrufted with the management of Warwickfliire ; having 
the title of “ Cuftos pacis.” But for.thcfe his difloyal adions, he paid 
dearly, lofing his life the year following at the battle of Evcfliam, with 
Simon Montfort, carl of Leicefter, .chief of the rebellious lords, who 
was alfo there flain. 

This Thomas lord Aftlcy married two wives ; firft, Joan, daughter 
of Ernald de Bois, by whom he had Andrew, his fucceffor ; tad a 
daughter, Kabel, married to William de Bifminghara, anceftor of the 
lords Athenry, afterwards earls of Louth, in Ireland', 

His fecond wife was Edith, daughter of Peter Conftablc, of Melton 
Conftablc, in Norfolk, efquire, After and coheir tqSirBalph Conftable, 
♦ knight, 
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knight; by whom he had Thomas> Ralph;, and Stephen; alfo a 
daughter, Agnes. Thomas Settled at Hill Morton ; but dying without 
iiTue, left his eRate to his brother Ralph, from whom Sir Jacob Ailley, 
of Melton ConRable, is defeended. 

Andeew, fon and heir to Thomas, by his firft wife, was, by virtue 
of the decree called Di< 9 ;ura de Kenilworth, put into polTcflion of 
his father*^ eftates ; and was al/b fummoned to parliament, from the 
23d to the iipth of Edward I. amongft the other barons of the 
realm. He £ed anno 1301, leaving two fons, Nicholas and Giles de 
• AftJey. 

Nicholas fucceeded his father, and was alfo fummoned to parlia- 
ment, temp. Edward IT. in whole Icventh year, attending him into 
Scotland, he, together with his brother Giles, were both taken pri- 
foners at the fatal battle of Bannock(buni,.near Stirling. Dying with- 
out ilTue, his nephew, Thomas, Ion of his brother Giles (by Alice, 
fecond daughter and coheir of Sir Thoinas Wolvcy, knight), had livery 
of his lands, 1336. 

Thomas lord ARley, thus becoming heir to his uncle, Bie loth 
Edward III. received the honour of knighthood. The next year he 
founded a chantry in the parilh church of Aftley; ai^d afterwards 
procuring leave to change the chantry priells into a dean and fecular 
canons, he built a fair and beautiful <3ollegiate church. He was fum- 
moned to parliament, the i6th, «ad, and 23d of Edward III. His 
wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Guy de Beauchamp, earl of Warwick; 
by whom he had Sir William, Sir Thomas, progenitor of the Pat- 
Ihull line, and Giles de AlUcy, anceitor of the Alllcys of Wolvcy. 

William, eldeft fon of thelaft, was the next lord Aftley. He 
had many employments under Richard II. Henry IV. and allb to the 
6th of Henry VI. By Catherine, daughter of* William lord Wil- 
loughby, of Ercfby, he had an only daughter, Joan, who married 
Thomas Raleigh, of Famborough, in the county of Warwick, efqaire; 
and, fccondly, Reginald lord Grey of Ruthyn, to whom flic was fccond 
wife ; and had ifliie by him three fons : Edward ; John, the fccond,

of Harwell, in co. Leicefter; and Kobert, the third, of EnyiliCf in 
Staifordlhire. 

Ed w ABO, the cldcft, marrying Elizabeth, foie daughter and heir of 
Henry, fon of William lord Ferrers, of Groby, became heir to the 
faid lord Ferrers ; and in the ayth of Henry VI. was fummoned to 
parliament as lord Ferrers of Groby, to diftinguifli him from lord Fer- 
rers of Chartley, Wherefore the barony of AiHcy lay abforbed in that 
of Ferrers, until Sir Thomas Grey, grandfon of Edward lord Ferrers, 
of Groby, was created marquis of Dorfet by Edward IV, in the 15th 
year of his reign. He married Cecily, daughter and heir to William ’ 
lord Bonville and Harrington, who brought thofe honours into the 
family. 

By this lady he had Sir Thomas, bis eldeit Ion, a knight of the 
garter, and fecond marquis *of Dorlet ; who had illae feveral Tons, of 
whom Henry, the third, yet cjdeft furviving Ion, Succeeded his father; 
and having married Frances, eldeit daughter and coheir to Thomas 
Brandon, duke of Sufiolk, by Mary, the French queen, lifter to 
Henry VIII. was created duke of Suffolk ; but having been unfbrtu^ 
nately allured to countenance the proclaiming his daughter, the lady 
Jane Grey, to be queen, he was clofely fought after by his enemies, 
and having been difeovered fecreted in an hollow tree at his park at 
Aftley, he was feized, attaint<M, and finally beheaded, in 1554*5. 
Thus all the honours of this unhap^iy duke being loft, did ib remain, 
till James I, created (in the i ft year of his reign), Henry, fon of John 
Grey, of Pergo, brother to duke Hchry, baron Grey of Groby, by let- 
ters patent, dated July aift, 1503. • 

Mr» Jacob fays, this Heniy fuccteHti to the baronies of Bonville and 
Harrington, in right of bis great grandmother , which, if the fa<ft, he 
was equally entitled to fuccced to the barony of Aftley. But had he 
abfoltttely inherited thofe titles, he would fcarUely have accepted of a 
grant by letters patent with later rank, of what he had a fair claim to 
with precedency from his aneeftors. The attainder of the duke feerhs to 
have mci^cd them all m the crown, or otherwife they muft veil in the

Gilbert, who married Margery, or Margaret, daughter and heir 
of Warinc dc Vefei, and died the 19th Henry III. leaving the faid 
Margaret him furviving,'and a fon, William, his heir, to whom fuc- 
ceeded Gilbert, his fon and heir; but he dcccafing without iffue, 
William, his brother, became his heir. Which William left iffue 

Gilbert, who, the pth Edward If. was found to be heir of Wil- 
liam dc Vefei, fenior; viz. fon of William, brother of Gilbert, who 
died S. P. fon of William, fon of Margery, daughter And heir of 
Warine dc Vefei, brother of Kuftace, father of William, father of 
John and William (called William dc V’’cfci, of Kildare), who died 
without legitimate iffue.

Of this fimily, Wjlltam Tuciiet, in the time of Edward 1. 
fervtd in the wars of Scotland, and had furamons to parliament 
amonp,it the barons of the realtti* from the 28th to the 34th of Ed- 
vard r. inclufive. After whom was another William, who taking 
fart with Thomas carl of Lancafter in his inAjrrcdion, was taken pri- 
loncr with that nobleman, at his defeat at Borough Bridge, and was 
handed at York. 

Cotemporary with thefc was Thomas Tucuet, who had llTuc Sir 
Robert 'ruchet, father of another Thomas, who married Joanc, one 
of the fjftcrs and coheirs to Nicholas lord Audley, of Hclegh,* But 
Collins in his Paihamcntary Precedents^ p. 90 and 395, lays, it was 
Sir John Tuchet who was hulband to the faid Joane.

The earl had been -tauch 
cejfifured jfor hlstharcdh the iriih rebellion, and wrote thefe memoirs 
to explain his condu^, rather than to •cxcuic it ; ibr he freely con- 
fefie^ his faults, and imputes them to provoeations from the govern- 
ment of that kingdom; to whofe rafhnefs and Crttoll?)', conjointly with 
the votes and refolutions of the Englilh parliament, be afcrlbes’ the 
mafifacre. ‘ 

Soon 'alter thcar publication,' the earl of Anglcfey, lord privy fcal, 
wrote to aik a copy. l.ord CatUohaVen feat him one ; but denied 
the work as his. Anglefey, who had been a commiihoncr in Ireland 
for the parliament, thinking himfelf aifedted by this nasrarivc, pub- 
lillicd Caftlchaven’s letter, yrith obfervations and rcned:ions, very 
abufivc, on the duke of Ormond ; which occailoned, hrik a printed 
controverfy, and thch a trial before the privy council; th6 event of 
which was, that Anglefcy’s firft letter was voted a fcandalous libel, 
and himfelf removed from the cuftody of the privy feal; and that the 
cafl cf Caftlehavcn’s memoirs, on which he was fevemi times exa- 
mined, and which he owned, were declared a feandalous libel on the 
government; a cenfute that Teems ycry little founded. ,For there is 
not a woid to authorife that feotence from the council of Charles 11. 
but tlic imputation on the lords jvdtices of Charles I. ; fur it can 
fcarcely be fuppofed the privy council would pique thcmfelves on vin- 
dicating the honour of the republican parliament! 

Thus It appeals, the earl of CatUchaven, in the time of the civil war,

the cattle and manor of ChUhdno> in Kent, to hold during the term 
, of his own life, and that of Marguct his wife. The like grant, he 
alfo had of various other confidcrable manors, and alfo of the cattle of 
I^dCwS, in Kent, in exchange for certain lands he had purchattid ; and 
the 5th of Edward H. he obtained a grant, in fee, of the bcforclaid 
cattle and manor of Chilham ; which cattle, 3 fc. Alexander dc Baliol 
pottVflcd in light of Ifabel his wife, it being of her inheritance; and 
VJd,Stra’)olgj wliicli, by rcafon of tlic felony of John dc Strabolgi, earl of Athol 
(who was hanged), her fon and heir, ought to have efeheated to the 
' crown oil the death of the faid Alexander. But after all the great 
favours received from the king ; after having been intrufted with the 
government of many cattles of high importance in the kingdom, and 
cmjilo^ed in feveral ofBccs of great honour, and fummoned to parlia- 
ment amongft the barons of the realm, from the 3d to the 14th of Ed- 
wanl II. he became a rebel, and joined in the infurredion of Thomas 
carl of I^fancaftcr; with whom, and others, on their defeat at Borough 
Bridge, lie was taken prifoner, and afterwards hanged at Canterbury, 
anno 1321. When was exhibited an horrid fccnc of royal revenge; 
for at the fimc time were executed, in various parts of the kingdom, 
ninety loids, knights, and others concerned in the fame infurrtdion, 
made to check the tyranny of thofe times. His wife was Margaret, 
daughter and coheir of Thomas, third {on of Thomas, fecond fon of 
Richard dc Clare, carl of Glouccfter, i>y whom (who furvived him), 
he left ifluc, Giles, iiis fon and heir, and four daughters, hereafter 
mentioned 

Which Gilvs, uotwithftanding his father s crime, found fuch fa- 
‘ vour from the king, that he had a fperial picccpt to the keeper of the 
wardrobe* in the Tower, to deliver unto him all bis father’s hamcls, as 
well coat armours as otheta, And the yth of Edward III. although 
not then of full age, \ct doing his homage, had livery of his lands; 
and the next enttung year attended the king in an expedition into 
Scotland, and cont nned in the Scottilh wars the 9th, loth, and iith 
of Edward III. in which reign alfo he had fummons to parliament

Upon partition of tJic 
inheritance, the» manor of Badicfmcrc, with divers Other lands, were 
allotted to Maud dc Vcrc* The manor of Tongc,' with certain, other 
eftates, to Elizabeth de Bohun. The manor of Chetham, in Kent, 
and various manoft in other counties, to Margaret de Tibetot. The 
calllc and manor of Chilham, in Kent, together with other manors in 
the fame county, and in the counties of Eflex, Wilts, and Dorfet, to 
Margcric de Roos. 

But the barony of Badicfmcrc fcettis to have been confidered as 
having devolved upon the Verts earls of Oxford; who fiom this period 
continued to number it among their other honours, until by the 
death of John de Vere, the fourteenth carl of Oxford, without ifluc 
' male, the i 8 th of Henry VIII. the fame, with the other baronies in 
fee veiled in him, fell into abeyance between lus four fillers and co^ 
heirs ; and were fo certified the 5 th pf April, i6^5, as will be treated 
of more particularly under the head of Oxford. (Vid. Vere Earl of 
Oxford.)

Hugh, who, the zzd of Edward I. was one of thofc eminent per- 
fons who had fummons to attend the king with his advice touching 
the weighty affairs of the realm, and afterw'ard had fummons to par- 
liament from that time to the 30th of Edward I. His wife was 
Ifabel, daughter and heir of ’Robert Aguillon/ by whom he had ifTuc, 
Thomas, his fon and heir, and a younger fon, William. And deceafing 
the 3 2d of Edward I. 

Thomas, his eldcft Ion, fucceeded him in the barony; and had 
alfo fummons to parliament, from the ift of Edward II. to the 4th of

foit; other confiderable lordlhips to Sir George Dunbar, knight, and 
the manors of Scbclford and Stoke-Bardolf, in com.

But ncvtrthclefs, it appears, that forne time after, the king, on the

Ralph, who, the 43d of Henry IIL had futnmons, with other 
great men, to attend the king at Chefter, furniihed with horfe and 
arms, to repel the incuriions of the Welfli; but the 48th of Henry III. 
adhering to Simon Montfor,., carl of Lciceftcr, and other the rebel- 
lious barons then in arms, he was the next year (after tlieir vi^Hory 
over the king’s armylt Lewes), appointed governor, for them, over 
the caftlcs of Salop and Bruges. Before the end of the fame year, 
prince Edward, with the royal forces, giving battle to the barons at 
Evefham, this Ralph was there flain, with divers eminent perfons, 
manfully hghting in the cauie of liberty. It is faid, that when Simon 
Montlort, the principal general of the barons, peiceived the grctit 
llrcngth and order of the royal army, he concluded he Ihould be de- 
feated, and therefore adviled Ralph Badfet and Hugh De/pcncer, to 
get away, and rcfcrvc thenafclves for better times; but they ftoutly 
anfwcred, “ If he pcriflied, they did not wifh to live!'* A noble* con- 
fidence in their commander, and fpecimen ot the Ipirit of our anc dons, . 
who cflimated the liberty of their country above the value ol their 
own lives ! 

His wife was Margaret, the widow of Urian St, Pierre, and daughter 
of Roger de Somery, baron of Dudley, who furvisc'^ him, and after- 
wards took the habit of rcli^on ; by whopi he left a daughter, Maud,

Beaumonts of Wednefbury, in com. Stiif. and 

JoiiiN, hi> fon and heir, who was only four years old at his tather\ 
death ; but the gth of Henry VI. making proof of his age, bad livery 
of the lands of his inheritance. He w'as in great favour with that 
king, under whom he bore the moft honourable employments; was 
made a knight of the garter ; alfo carl of Boloine, by letters patent, 
dated 2;th July, 14th Henry VI, and, moreover, iu confidtratiou of 
his grc.it merits and cfpecial femccs, was advanced to the honour of 
A vih'ount, by other letters patent, bearing date rath February, 18th 
Henry VI. being the firft peribn ever dignified with that title in 
England. 

Furthermoie, the 23d of Henry Vl. he had another grant to Iiim- 
Iclf, and the licirs male of hl> body, of place and precedence above 
all vifeounts thenceforth to be created, and to take place next and 
immediately unto I'aib, in all parliaments and public meetings. Hav- 
ing been thus raifed to higher honours than any of his nneeftors had 
b*-forc borne, he was nut unmindful of the gratitude he owcil to that 
prince, who had Cn highly favoured him; wherefore, in his caufi* 
ngainft the houfe of York, he bravely adventured his life, and was fl.un 
in the battle of Northampton, 38th FJenry VI. His wife wtb FJi/ 1- 
beth, foie daughter and heir of Sir William Fhclip, lord Baidoll In 
whom he had ifluc a fon, Henry, who died in his lifetime, S. P. Wil- 
liam, his facccftbi ; and an only daughter, Jo.inc, who m.nricd John 
I )rd Lovel, of Tichmerfh. Which ^ 

William adhering to the Lancaftrian Intcrcft:, pfirticipated in the 
hard fate which befcl that family. For b< ing taken prifoncr at Tow’- 
ton Field, ift Edward IV. he was the fame year attainted, and divers 
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oi' his manors given fo the lord Haftlng'?. Jiut after king Henr^ VII, 
obtained tlie crown, he was reftored again, and his attainder wholly 
reverfed ift Henry VII. in which year he had fnmnions to parliament, 
by the title of “ Williehno vicecomiti Bcamond and lived long 
after, viz. to tlic 23d of tliat reign.'* 

Tie Wiij twice married; firft, to Kli/:abeth, danghttr of Richard 
Scroopc j .md, fceondly, to Joanc, daughter of Ilumjdircy HtalFord, 
duke of Buckingham, but had no iflue by either; whereupon hifto- 
rian'> and antiquarians relate, that Francis vilcomit I>ovcl (his ncplicw), 
had he been at that time living, and not attainted, would have been 
hi5 hoir for the barony of Beaumont; but he d\in*g S. P, and hii 
attainder never being reverfed, his fillers could inherit nothing from 
him. 

But here it is neceffary to remark, that as by reafon of their bro- 
ther s attamder, Joanc and Fridifwide, the fillers of tiic fald Fraircis 
viftount Lovcl, could not inherit any thing from him, yet as they 
were not entitled to the faid harony of Beaumont through him, but 
through their mother Joanc, daughter, and at length heir, of Jolin, 
firlt vilcount Beaumont, the faid attainder could not operate to debar 
them of that honour to which they were entitled ex parte rnatcrni. 
I'liii',, if a man feifed of lands in fee, hath two Ions, the eldcft i: 
attainted, and then ihc father dkth, the king fliall have the land, and 
not the younger, for the attainder of the elder is an impediment ; but 
If the elder had died before the father ^ then the younger Ihould have 
had the land by defeent ; for he is hc'<r to the father and not to the 
bi'uther.

Bt this point, however, determinable as it may, it is rilatcd, that 
WILIER Bec, although poflefied of a fair inheritance in Flantltis, 
vould not withfland tht temptation which the tpoil of England held 
out to ail lliole who iliould follow the fortune of the Norman duke, 
111 his nivafion of England, whom he accordingly accompanied; and 

a reward, obtained of his gift the manor of Erefby, in the county 
of lancohi, and divers other lordlhips. 

'I'ht, Walttr marued Agne^, the daughter and heir of Hugh, the 
fun of Pinco, commonly called Hugh Dapxfcr, and had ilTuo by hci 
hvf fi/iis. \iz. Hugh, Henry, Walter, John, and Thomas; hut Hugh, 
the elded, djing without ififue in his return from the Holy I^and, and 
He nr), his brother, being a perfbn of weak underdanduig, his two 
other brethren, via. Walter and John, fbared the inheritance ; Tho- 
mas, the younged, having all the churches which were of then 
patronage. 

VV VLTER had ifTuc Henry, who was the father of Walter, after- 
wards condahle of Lincoln cadle. But Henry had iffuc Walter, hia 
ion, who married Eva, niece of Walter dc Grey, archbilhop of York; 
and was father of 

John, who, the 7th of John, paid a fine to that king, for liberty 
to marry the widow of William Bardolph. His fucctfibr was another

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Hfart, wlio married Ilawife, fiflcr of Thomas dc Mukon, and 
wa4 fucoceded hy another Wakei, who l>ad idue three Tons; John 
Anthony, tJjc famous bilhop of Durham ; and Thomas, bilhop of St.

From this account, however, by Dugdale, Collins, in his Parliamen- 
tary Precedents, p. 16, very much ditFcrs. For in the raft of Richard 
Bertie, cfcjuirc, churning the barony of Willoughby of Erefl>)', h*' thus 
recites; viz. 

For the barony of Krclby, it is plain, that the dignity Is annexed 
** to the manor of Erefby, after the manner of the ancient bar^rnies, and 
after the manner of Arundel caftle. And that the lunc manor hath 
more knights fees thereunto belonging thaia is rcqnifite for a barony, 
“ may appear in accompts and old inquifitions, in which diver 1 ma- 
nors, as mcmlicrs of the faid chief head of the barony, arc named 
** and rchcarfcd. Winch came unto Walter Beke, by the right of 
Agnes his wife, daughter and heir to lord Hugh Dapifer. Alfo hsng 
** after, another Walter Beke, dcfci oded of the form -r Walter, having 
** three daughters, and no Ions; and matching one Robert Wil- 
. “ lougl.hy, conveyed in lii> lifetime the manor and barony to the faid 
“ Robert, by fpccial conveyance, to co^ie preftiitly and immediately 
** to him iiftcr the death of the find Walter; whereby the ftiid Robert 
** was loid of Erefby, and the tenuic of the head manor of the hart ny, 

" that U to fay, of Fre<hy, proveth that the dignity is annexed there- 
** unto. For the ksv,c( of Dapifer, by words in ancient charters and 
offices, is exprefsl) cpjiointed to be done by the baron of Erefby 

“ himfelf. 
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“ himfclf, until by compofition it was agreed and permitted, that it 
might be executed either by his fon and heir apparent, or by another 
“ deputy, at the leaft in degree a knight. So that the gift of tlie 
“ baronv^ was granted in the Conqueft time, upon the honour of tlie 
fcrvicc to be done by the perfbn of a baron, to have continuance for 
ever.” (Vid. Willoughby of Erelby.) 

Butd>efoie we entirely leave this family, It may be worth while to 
fay iomething of Asthonv di; Bck, the bifliop of Durham; who 
wa^ it man of vail power and wealth, and by that means obtained of 
the pope the patriarchate of Jerul'alem, and of the king the principa- 
lity of the Tile of Man ; and had fo gre^it a command, that Stow fays, 
in the battle of Falkirk, fought by Edward I. ag.iinll the Scots, there 
were no Itfs than thirty-two of his banners in the armv. lie died 
March 1310; and was buried in the cathedral at Durham, before 
the high altar, being the firll bilhop that prclnmcd to lie in the 
church, on account of the interment of the holy St. Cuthbert, And 
fo iiiperltitious were they then, that they dared not to bring him in at 
the doors, hut bioke a bole in the wall, to bring him in at the end of 
tbi‘ church, which is faij to be yet vifible. 
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WnfN Williajii t!ic C'onqiurcir okuned the Crown oi England, 
he confrrrod tlic manor of Berktlt)' upon Roger, a Norman, who had 
afliRul hun in hi> tonqucll, and who thereupon afTunied the name of

In the time of Edward IT. John oe Bhrser, or BouRniiER (fon 
of Robert de Burfer, and Emma his wife), was a knight, and one of 
the jufticcs of the king’s bench, and held alfo the fame office under 
Edward III. He married Helen, daughter and heir of Walter de 
Colchefter (by Joan his wife, lifter of Roger de Montchenfj), by 
which match he 6rft came to fettle at Stanfted-Hall, in com. Eflox ; 
where, in time, his poftcrity became fo eminent. Of his two Tons, 
Robert and John, 

Robert, the eldcft, fuccecdcd him. He was at the famous battle 
of Crefty, in the fame part of the army which the Black Prince com- 
manded, on foot. He was alfo lord chancellor of England, with a 
grant of a-ycai above the cuftomary fees, for his luitabic main- 
tenance.^ And ha\ing been fummoned to parliament, the i6th and 
3 2d of Edward III. was the next enfuing year cut off by the plague, 
wlych then almoft univerfally raged, Hio wife was fMargartt, 
daughter and fblc heir of Sir Thomas Prayers, of Sihlc-Hedinghara, lu 
Eflcx (by Anne, daughter and heir of Hugh de Effc\, dcfccndcd from 
a younger fon of Henry de EfTex, baron of Raleigh, and ftandard-bcaicr 
of England). By whom he had John and William. 

John Loro Boorchier, eldeft fon, was one of thofc appointed 
by Edward III. to profccute his right and title to the crown of France, 
and fpent a confidcrablc part of his life in the wars of that kingdom, 
■where he acquired great reputation ; where, and in many other public 
employments, he behaved with that gallantry and fidelity, that he was 
made a knight of the garter. He was alfo fiimmoned to parliament, 
from the 5th of Richard if. to the ift of Henry IV. when, being 
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uc;< d and infirm, ho obt,uncd a fpccwl exemption from that 
icrvict durin*: the fcmiundcr oflus life; and iln-d the fame }car, loav- 
by Eii/abcth Ins vvito, daughter of Sir John (Vggefliall, his only

This (tuyon, thus invcflcd in the barony of “ Chojief-Wal- 
vceyii," the 15th Edward 111 . was governor of St. Brlavcl’s Caftlo, 
and warden of the foreft of Dene, in com. (/lone, and for fcveral

John dc Ilandlo, and Maud his wife, by licence, entailed certain of 
their eftates on Joan, Elizabeth, and Margaret, daughtcis of the fald 
Maud’s eldcll fin Richard, by her fecond hulband ; remainder to 
John Lovel, fon of her firft hufband, John Lovel, and his heirs male. 
This John dc Handlo was a great warrior ; bad fummons to parlia-

This caftle he is faid to have built out of the fpolls he obtained 
in the wars of France; and having told it to the king, died i,^th Ed- 
ward IV. lie had been lord treafurer and chamberlain to Henry VI. 
and ftandard-bcarer, and chief butler of England, as alfo a knight of 
the garter, and flcward of his houfehold. He married Alice, daughter 
and heir of Sir William Dcincourt, knight ; by whon^ he had a Ton, 
Thomas, who died before him ; wherefore leaving no furviving iiTuc, 
bis two filters, or their reprefentatives, became his heirs. Of which 
filters, Elizabeth married Sir Henry Norbury ; and Joanc, the other.

John de Cherlton, by the gift of Edward II. niarricd Hawifc, 
the lifter and heir of Griftin ap Owen, othcrwile Griffin dc la Pole, 
by reafbn of his refidcnce at Pole, commonly called Welftj Pole, in 
com. Montgom. and amongft: other lands in her right, poftefled the 
lordfhip of Powis. He was chamberlain to the king, and ferved often 
in the wars of Scotland; was alfb conftituted juftice of Ireland, anti 
was greatly cftccmed for his prudence and valour. He died the 37th 
of Edward HI. having been fummoned to parliament, from the 7th 
of Edward II. to the 37th of Edward III. incluftve. I'o him fuc- 
cceded 

John, his fon and heir, who was chanfocrlain to Edward III. and 
attended the Black Prince in the wars of Gafooigne. He died the 
48th Edward III. (1374), and by Joan his wife, daughter of Ralph

This noble family took its furname from C’lltTord Caftic, in Herc- 
fordfhire, built by William Fitz-O/born, carl of Hereford, temp. Wil. 
Conq. being given in marriage to Walter, fon of Kichard Fitz-Ponce, 
with Margaret, daughter of Ralph dc Toney, a defeendant from the 
laid Fitz-Olborn ; which Richard was fon of William carl of Arques 
and Thouloufc, in Normandy, lecond fon to Richard duke of Nor- 
mandy, and was furnamed Pons, from an iflaud called Ponor; and 
had by Maud hi.s w’ifc, three fens: firll, Simon, I’oundcr of the piioiy 
of Clifford, in CO. Heref; fccondly, Walter who, refiding at Clifibrd 
Caftic, took his name from thence ; and, thirdly , Richard. 

Walter had iffue-' two Tons: %iz. Walter and Richard (from 
whom the Cliffords, lords of Frampton, in the county of Gloucctlcr, 
riefeended in a dired line for fifteen or fixtecn defeents, till at Icnirth 
it fell to a daughter and heir, fMiiy, who died without iffuc; but 
her father’s younger brother wa.s father of Anthony Cliftbrd, the j)of- 
felfor of Frampton, in 1648); alfo two daughters, viz. Roliimoud, 
and Lucia, married, firft, to Hugh dc Say% of Richard’s (’aftle; and, 
fccondly, to Pjurtholomcw de Mortimer. Rofamond was the cele- 
brated concubine of Henry II. by whom flic was mother of William 
Longefpee, carl of SaUlbury. She was alfo that beautiful lady, for 
w'hom the fame king built the famous labyrinth at Wodcftock, where 
he kept her, lb that Ihc could not be found by his jealous queen ; and 
gave her a cabinet of fuch exquifite workmanfliip, whereon the 
lighting of champions, the moving of cattle, the Hying of birds, 
and the fwimming of fillies, were fo admirably reprefented, that they 
feemed as if they were all adually alive. On her deceafe, flic was

Walter, fon and heir of Walter dc Clitfbrd, by Margaret bis wife 
bcforcnicntioned. This Walter fuccccdcd his father, and married 
Agnes, foie daughter and heir to Roger de Cundy (lord of the manors 
of Covenby and Olenthara, <o. Line, b) Alice his wife, lady of 
Honiralllc, f<>Ie daughter and heir of William dc Chcyncy, lord ol 
the aforefaid manors, temp. Will. Conq.), by whom he had iflue, 
Walter, Roger, Giles, and Richard ; whereof 

Walpek, the 17th of Henry HI. adhering to the carl of Pembroke, 
and other nobles, againft the king, was outlawed, but was after re- 
Rored, and received into great favour with the king. He died the 
48th of Henry III. leaving by Margaret his wife, daughter of Lcvvel} n 
prince of Wales, one daughter and heir, Maud; married, firlt, to 
"William Longefpee, earl of Salifbury ; and, Iccondly, to John Gidard, 
of Brimsficld. We theretbre now come to 

Roorr, brother of the faid Walter, in whofc lil'ctimc he deceafed; 
Vui T.rjuz. leaving ilhic by Sibill hLs wife (widow' of Robert lord Tregoz, and 
daughter and coheir of Robert Ewias, a great baron m Htreford- 
' fliirc,) 

Roger, his only fon and heir; who, by the countefs of Lorain, hi-^ 
wife, had ilTue Roger, his only fm, who w'as flaiu in a Iklrrailh with 
the Welfli in his lifetime; and by Ifabella his wife, daughter and 
Vui \ ij.oniit. coheir of Robert dc Vipount, lord and h«'’'LJitary fberifF of Wedmore- 
land, had iflue John, who died in his hfetirac ; Robert, lucceflbr to 
his grandfather; and a daughter, Idonca, wife of Henryk d Percy. 
Which 

Robert, the 13th of Edward T. being found coufin and heir to 
Ralph de Gdugi, baron of Slefmouih, paid his relief, and had livery of 
the lands of that inheritance, su the 25th of Edward I. on the death 

of 
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of Richard Fitz-John (a gfeat haron in Effex), as fon ot Ifabel, 
daughter and coheir of Robert de Viponnt, by Ifabcl his wife, fiftcr 
and coheir to Richard Fitz-John, be was found to be one ol the 
coufins and next heirs of the fame Richard Fitz-John. Having been 
often in the wars of Scotland, and filled many high offices, he was at 
length unfortunately fiaiii at the difaRrous battle of Bannockburn; 
where the Scots fo completely defeated the Englilh army, the yth of 
Edward II. 

This Robert was the firR of the femily who had fummons to par- 
liament, after the adoption of that mode of creating peers ; in which 
he fat in all the parliaments, from the 28th of Edward I. to the yth 
of Edward II. inclufive. His wife was Maud, daughter and coheir 
to Thomas, fccond foil to Richard dc Clare, earl of GlouccRer ; by 
whom he had ifliie, his fucceflbr 

Roger, who being in the infurreftion of the carl of Lancaftcr, wa^ 
taken pnfoncr at Burrough Bridge, and afterwards executed at York. 
He had been fummoned to parliament in the 13th and 14th of Ed- 
ward II. in which laft year he died, as before obferved, unmarried. 

Robert, the next brother, was therefore bis heir. He was of the 
lame party as his brother Roger had been; but itf^thc 4th of Ed- 
ward III. the king, by ad of parliament, pardoned all thofe who were 
adherents of tlie earl of Lancaftcr. He died the i8th of Edward III. 
leaving, by Ifabel his wife, daughter of Maurice lord Berkeley, four 
tons vu. Robert, Roger, John, and Thomas, from whom defeended 
Richard Clifford, biffiop of Worceftcr, afterwards tranflated to Lon- 
don; made a cardinal, and nominated for the papacy, but himfelf 
n.'iracd cardinal Columna, who was thereupon immediately elcded. 
This Ifabel, baronefs dc Clifford, being left a widow, bequeathed her 
raanfion houto, in St. Dunftan’s pariJh, Fleet Street, to the prentices

KoBtiat ffjccecdcd his father, and ferved in the battles of CrelTy 
and Poiifficrs, fo cnnnently glorious to the Englilh, while very young; 
for he died under age, about the 24th of Edwaid III, His wife was 
Euftmia, fifter to Ralph Nevil, ffrff: carl of Wcftinoreland. But hav- 
ing no iffue, 

BooivR, hia brother, became his heir, who was one of the wardens 
of the Scotih marches, as fcvcral of his progenitors had before been. 
He was alio a matt of much gallantry and valour, and often in the 
, wars of France and Scotland ; a lover of building, and took great care 

to repair the ancient cattles, the feats of his anc< ttors ; and having been 
fummoned to parliament repeatedly, ttom the 31ft of Edward III. to 
the lath of Richard II. died the 13th of the fame reign, leaving, by 
Maud his wife, daughter of Thomas Beauchamp, carl of Warwick, 
u ^fhn« Thomas, his ion and heir, and two daughters ; viz. ^Maiy, married 

berenfut to Sir Philip Wentworth, of Wentworth Wodchoufc; and Margaret, 

incntiuMcd > Mclton, knight. (But in addition to ihefe, Edmonton 

gives a third daughter, Catherine, married to Ralph Baron, of Grey- 
ftock), and alio two other fons; viz. William, fecond fon, who 
VhI Baidolf. married Anne, daughter and coheir of Thomas lord Bardolf, and died 
S. P. 1419 ; and Sir Lewis Clifford, third fon, anceftor of the Barons 
Clifford, of Chudlcigh. 

Thomas, fon and heir of Roger, was in his youth much at court, 
and in great favour with Richard IL and fomewhat wild and extra- 
vagant; for he was one of thofe-that vvcic banillied th*^ court by 
.authority of parliament, in the year 1387. He was, however, expert 
m military affairs, and famous for his exercifc in dee Is ot arms ; he 
had furnmon*^ to parliament, the 13th, J4th, and I5lh of Richard IL 
( *rmny” ff *wcr of his youth, being fcarcely 

i!un uiN'i- thirty years old. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas lord 
1 mlJb 'and 0 ^ Hamlakc, by whom he had John, bis fucceffbr, and a daugh'* 
VolVp!.'‘-i Matilda); whf> married, lirtt, Richard carl of Cam- 

bridge ; 
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bridge; and after, John K^vil, lord t<atimcr; and lived to a very 
great age. 

John, the next lord Cliftbrd, he grew up, was highly la- 
vonred by Henry V. by rcaron of his fame for deeds of arm?, and the 
eftimation of his conduift and experience in warlike affairs, and was 
made a knight of the garter. In 1431, he attended that king into 
France ; and the year foDowing was flain at the fiegc of Meux. He 
married Elizabeth, daughter of Henry lord Percy, furnamed Hotlpur 
(by his wife, Elizabeth, cldcft daughter of Edmund Mortimer, carl of 
Maich, by his wife, Philippa, only daughter and heireft of Lionel 
duke of Clarence, third ftin of king Edward III.), by w'hom he had 
diue two fons, Thomas, his fucccflbr; and Henry, who died without 
iffue; alfo a daughter, Mary,* wife of Sir Philip Wentworth, of 
Wentworth Wodehoufc, knight. (Eng. Comp. Vol. III. p. 94. 

Nicholfon and Burnc’s Cumb. and Weftai. Vol. I. p. aSis.) Yet 
neither Dugdale or Rdmonfen mention this Henry or Mary. Vol l.paii> 

Thomas, fun and heir of John }c»^ Clifford, was in minority at his 
father s death, but on arriving at years of maturity, as is evident from 
Hollingthead, Stow, and other chroniclers, did brave fervicc as a com- 
mander , and in the civil wars of that age, with much courage and 
a^livcncfs, took part with Henry VI. agatnft Richard duke of York, 
and was unhappily flam in the firfl: battle of St, Albans. He married 
Joan, daughter of Thomas lord Dacres, of Gillcfland, and by hci had 
iffue, four fens and five daughters; viz. John, his fen and heir; Roger, 
who married Joan, daughter and coheir of Thomas Courtney, carl of 
Devon ;f Robert, who married Antte, daughter of William Berkeley, vy 
by whom he had iffue, from which lineally defeeoded George Clif-. 
ford, of Lmcolnihire, whofe wife was Hrfula Digby; and had a 
daughter of the fame name; Thomas, who was a brave man, and died 
S.P. temp. Henry VII. Of the daughters, Elizabeth, married Robert, 
cldcft fen of Sir William Plompton, when but fix or feven years old ; 
but he dying before flic was twelve, flie married William, brother to 
the flud Robert. Maud married Sir Thomas Harrington, and after-

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wards Sir Edward Dudley, Itnight; and b) both of thefe hufbands had 
iffue. Alice married, firft. Sir Richard Tcmpclt, knight; and after. 
Sir Richard Conicri, knight; to both of whom (he had ifllic. Joanc 
wai wife of Sir *Simon Mul^ave, of Hartley Caftlc, from whom is 
deftended the baronet family of that name ; and Margaret, of Sir Ro- 
' bert Carr, of Slefoid, in Liucolnlhirc, 

John, the next lord Cliftbrd, like his father, was a ftrong Lancaf- 
trian, and a commander at the battle of Wakefield, where the roy.d 
party prevailed ; and the duke of York was llain, and Richard earl ot 
Salilbury taken prifoner, and afterwards beheaded. But not content 
with this vidoiy, the lord Clifford having difeovered young Edmund 
earl of Rutland, third Ion of the laid duke of York, he furioufly ftab- 
bed him to death ; which barbarous a^ion rendered his name deteft- 
able on both fides. This, however, was done, as he alleged, in 
revenge for his father s death, W'ho had been llain before by Rutland’s 
father. But it was not long after before he himfclf was killed, by an 
hcadlcA arrow, at the battle of Towton, the ift of Edward IV, For 
having put off his gorget, either through pain or heat, it penetrated 
his throat, and he died immediately. It is remarkable, that he, his 
father, grandfather, and great grandfather, all died in the wars ; the 
two firft at home, and the latter two abroad. His wife was Margaret, 
daughter and heir of Henry Bromflctc, baron of Vefey, who brought 
with her that title to the Cliftord ftmily, by whom he had iffue, 
Henry; Richard, Rain in the Netherlands; and fSir Thomas Clifford, 
who married Ellen, daughter and coheir of John Swarby, of Bracken- 
burgh, in Lincolnftwrc ; and a daughter, Elizabeth, mamed to Sir 
.Robert Alke, from whom defeended the Aikes of Yorklhirc, and the 
lord Fairfax, of Denton, in the lame county. 

Henry was fucceffor to his father; but the houfc of York pre- 
vailing, he was, when about feven years old, dilguifed in the mcaii 
habit of a Ihepherd’s boy, to prevent his falling into their hands ; for 
the memory of his father was fo odious to them, that had he been 
difeovered, they would have n-venged with his blood, the death of the 

young 
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• Rutland, murdered as Ijeforemcntiortcd/ ' In this manner 

.„he lived, deprived of his lands and honours, for the fpacc of tw'cnty- 
,four years, without any education, even (as is faid),‘ fo much as learn- 
ing to write, for fear of difcovery ; but in the ift of Henry VlL the 
Lancalifian intefeft having again prevailed, he was reftored in blood 
and honours to all his baronies, lands, and caftles, by an a^l, entitled, 
An ad for reftoring Henry lord Clifford, &c.” He was afterw^ards, 
in the reign of Henry VIII. a principal commander in the great vic- 
tory obtained over the Scots at Flodden Field, wdicre the king of 
Scotland was llain. It is related of him, that w'hcn called to parliament 
he behaved nobly and wdfely ; but othcrw'ifc feldom came to London 
or the court, but delighted to live in the country, where he repaired 
his caftles, which had fallen into decay during the'late troubles. He 
died the 15th of Henry VIH.. 

’ He was twice married ; firfl:, to Anne, daughter of Sir John St. 
John, of Bletfo, by whom he had three Tons, viz. Henry ■ Sir Thomas 
Clifford, who married Lucy, daughter of Sir Anthony Brown, knight, 
and died S. P.; and Edward; and four daughters, according to Dug- 
dale, Edmonfbn, and others ; viz, Mabel, wife of William Fitz- 
Williara, earl of Southampton; Eleanor, of Sir Ninian Markcnfieldj 
Anne, of Sir Robert Metcalf; but Edmonfbn fays, firff of Robert 
Clifton, and, fccondly, of Metcalf; Joair, of Sir Ralph Bowes, from 
whom defeended the family of that name in Yorkfhirc. But Nicholfon 
and Burnc, in their Hiftory of Cumberland and Wcftmorcland, Vol. I. 
p. 587, add another daughter, Margaret, married to Cuthbert, fon 
and heir of Sir Edward Ratcliff, of Corington, in Northumberland ; 
on whofe marriage Derwentwater was fettled, and her portion was • 
£‘ 5 oo.' His fccond wife was Florence, daughter of Henry Pudfey, 
of Barfoot, in the county of York; by whom he had three Tons, who 
died young, and a daughter, Dorothy, who married Sir Hugh Low- 
ther, whofe grandfather, Sir Hugh, was he who married Anne Thrcl- 
kcld, daughter of Sir Lancelot Thrclkeld, by Margaret, baronefs Vefey, 
and widow of John lord Clifford, father of the faid Henry. 
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IlKjfKi*, cldcll fbn bpr the firft wife, Anne St. John, vvas the jpext 
lord CUtford ; and the 17th of Henry VIII. was, by letters patent, 
created carl of Cumberland, to him and his heirs tyialc. He was cm-, 
ployed in all the armies fent into Scotland in the faid king’s reign, 
and ever behaved hinafclf nobly and valiantly. He was one of the 
moft eminent lords of his time, for noblcnefs and gallantry, through 
which he wafted fome part of his cftatc. He was twice married: 
firtt, to Margaret, daughter of George earl of Shrcwft)ury, by whom 
he had no ifliic; and, Iccondly, to Margaret, daughter of Henry Percy, 
earl of Northumberland, by whom he had tw’O fens ; viz. Henry, and 
Sir Ingclram Clifford, who married Anne, daughter and heir of Sir 
Henry llatclifFc,’^ and had iifuc only two daughters, who died in their 
infancy. Edmonfon mentions a third fon, Thomas ; alfo four daugh- 
ters; viz. Catherine, wife, firft, of John lord Scroope, of Bolton, f 
and afterwards, of Sir Richard Cholmeley Maud, of John lord Co- 
niers, of Hoinby, ro. York ; Elizabeth, of Sir Chriftopher Metcalf, of 
Napper, in Yorkfliirc ; and Jane, of Sir John Huddlcftonc, of Milium 
Caftle, in co. Cumb. knight. Dcccafing at Skipton Caftlc the 34th 
of Hent) VIII, he was fucccedcd by his cldeft fon 

IlrNRY, fccond earl of Cumberland, who, at the coronation of 
queen Anne Bulkn, wa> made a knight of the bath. He Iccms to 
have wafted a part of his cftatc j^and in the latter end of his time, to 
have retiicd and li\cd a country life. Walpole, in his Catalogue of 
Noble Authors, juft notices him ; and lays, he has but little claim to 
a place in his Lift, unlcft anv furthe** difcoverics arc made of bis 
writings, than “ Sv^mc Vetfc& vvhich he compofed, on bis father’s

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prcfcnting a trcatifc of natural philolbphy, in old French, to the prior}* 
of Boston }“ and which, with the book itlclf, were preferved in Mr. 
ThorelbyN mufeum at Leeds. He was twice raarried; firft, to Ele- 
anor Brandon, niece of king Henry Vfll. by whom he had three 
children; \iz. Henry and Charles, who died infants; and an only 
daughter, Margaret, who married flcnry earl of Derby. His fceond 
wife was Anne, daughter to William Lord Dacres, of Gillclland, by 
whom he had two fons, George and Francis; and three daughters; 
Frances, wile of Philip Lord Wharton ; and Mary and Eleanor, who 
both died young. On his deccafe, the i2fli of queen Elizabeth, 
George, his eldcft fon, was his fucedfor; at that time under age, 
but who afterwards became particularly eminent. The ftudy of ina* 
theniatirs being his principal delight, inclined him to fca voyages and 
navigation, in w’hich employment he greatly excelled ; for he undertook 
eleven or twelve expeditions, wherein he did great fervicc with honour 
to himfelf, and damage and difgrace to the enemies of his country. 
He was a man of great quicknefs of wit, and adivity of body; with 
an affable difpolition. In the art of tilting, he furpaffed all the nobles 
of his time ; which, with horfe racing, foooting, and other cxpcnfivc 
excrcifcs and recreations, next to his fea voyages (which were moftly 
at his own coft), made him difpofe of his lands; whereby it w'as 
obferved, that he confumed more of his effate than any of hi? 
inccftors. 

He died in 1605.® Margaret, daughter of Francis carl 

* The following chatafter of George Qiflbid, earl of Cumberland, is given by bis daugbtf r, 
the celebrated tountets of Dorfet and Pembroke, in hei MS. Memoirs. *' He was cnclu^id 
“ with many perfections ot nature, befitting lo noble a perionage; as an excellent (juiiKiirfs ot . 
" wit and apprehenfion, an attire and firong body, and an affable dilpofitioo and bebavtonr. 

" But as gi od natures, through human frailty, are oftenfimes mlfled, fa he fell to love a lady 
^ of ijviality, which did by degrees draw and aliene his love and affection from his fo virtuous 
and well-deferring wife, it being the caufc ot many difeontents between them for many years 
" together, fo that at the length, for two or three years before his death, they parted houfes, 

" to her extreme griet and forrow, and allb (0 his extreme lorrow at the time of his death; for

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of Bedford, by whom he had two fons, who died young, and a daugh- 
ter, Anne, married, firft, to Richard Sackvillc, lord BuckhufR; and, 
iecondly, to Philip Herbert, carl of Pembroke. Wherefore, leaving no 
male ifTuo furviving, tlic earldom of Cumberland devolved upon his 
brother 

P'rancis, who became the fourth carl of Cumberland of his 
family. lie wa-* a kniglit of the bath, having been lb made by 
James I, when his, Ion Charles was created duke of York. He mar- 
ried GrilTe], daughter of Mr. Thomas Hughes, of Uxbridge, and 
widow of Edward Nevil, lord Abergavenny, by whom he had Icvcral 
children; viz. George, who died an infant; Henry, his fucceflor; 
Margaret, married to Sir Thomas Wentworth, afterwards carl of 
Straftbrd ; and Frances, to Sir Gervafe Clifton. And dcccafing in 

Henry, his eldell furviving fon, was the next earl, and the laft of 
tins ancient houfe. He married Frances, only daughter ol Robert 
Cecil, earl of SaUfbury ; and had levcral children, who died young, 
excepting Elizabeth, who became his Ibic furviving daughter and heir; 
and niaincd Richard carl of Cork, in Ireland, and Burlington, in 
England ; which Richard, by letters patent, was created lord Clifford, 
of Launfborougb, 1644. And the faid Henry earl of Cumberland 
departing this life without iffuc male, in 1643, the title became 
extinft. 

But on the death of George earl of Cumberland, the barony ol 
Cllffoid, it is confidcred, did properly remain with his d,inghttr Anne; 
wherefore Ihc dying in 1675, Thoma? carl of Thanet, her grandlon, 
in 16^0, laid claim to the faid barony and title; which were allowed

to the Table of Defeent will more particularly explain. 

But before we conclude our account of thh noble family, it may 
not be unentertaining to relate the following curious particulars rela- 
tive to their burial place, taken from Whitaker’s Iliffory of the Dean- 
ery of Ciaveu, in com. Ebor,* viz. 

“ Beneath the altar (in Skipton church), is the vault of the Clif- 
“ fords, the place of their interment, from the diffolution of Bolton 
pnory to the death of the left carl* of Cumberland; which, after 
having been clofcd many years, I obtained permillion to examine, 
“ March 29. 1803. The original vault, intended only for the firft 
earl and his ftcond lady, had undergone two enlargements; and the 
“ bodies having been depofited in chronological order, firft and imme- 
“ diately under his tomb lay Henry, the firft carl. Whofe lead cofiSn 
** was much corroded, and exhibited the Ikclcton of a Ihort and ver) 
ftout man, with a long head of flaxen hair, gathered in a knot bco 
** hind the ikull ; the coffin had been clofcly fitted to the body, and 
“ proved him to have been very corpulent, as well as mufcular. Next 
“ lay tl^e remams of Margaret Percy, his fecond wife, whofe coffin 
** was ftlll mtire» She muft have been a flendcr and diminutive 


** woman. The third was * the lady Ellenor's Grace,’ whofe coffin

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" was much decavcd, and exhibited the Ikoleton (as (night be ex*

guifllted, and a long prominent nolc was very confpicuous. Next 
” lav Francis loid Clifford, a boy; at hb right-hand was his father, 
“ George, the third earl, whoic lead cofhn prccifcly rcfemblcd the 
'' outer cafe of an Egyptian mummy, with a rude face, and fomcthing 
“ like female mamma* aift upon it ; as were alfo the figures and let- 
** ters G. C. (605. The body was clofely wrapped in ten folds of 
*' coarfe cerecloth, w hich being removed, exhibited the face fo entire 
(only tinned to copper colour), as plainly to rcfcmble his portraits. 
** Ail Ihs painters, however, had the complailance to omit three large 
" w'arts upon the left cheek. The coffin of earl Francis, who la) next 
** to his brothi n, was of the modern lliape, and alone h.id had an outer 
“ Ihell ot wood, which was covered with leather, the foldcrmg had 
dcc.wed, and nothing appeared but the ordinary ikeleton of a tall 
“ man : this eail had never been embalmed.^ Over him lay another 
“ coffin much dc< ayed, which I fufped, had contained the lady Anne 
D.icrc, his mother. Laff la) Henry, the fifth carl, in a coffin of the 
farat form with that of his father : lead not allowing of abforption, 

“ or a narrow vault of muOi evaporation, a good deal 0^ moiflmc rc- 
** maincd m the coffin, and fijme hair about the fkull. Both thefe

Tins family took their fumafne from Clinton in the Valley, near 
Woodftock, in Oxfordfliire, now called Glimpton; but as in the 
peerage accounts of the nobility now exifting, the fame is fully fet 
forth under the title of “ Clinton duke of Newcaftle” (in which the 
earldom of Lincoln is now merged), a detail of defeent become^ here 
unnccefTary. Suffice it therefore

of Clinton defeended to his fur'^iving filler, Margaret, who, in 1760, 
died unmirricd. 

The barony of Clinton has fince been recognized in the family of 
Trefufts, in the perfon of Hubert George William Ticfufis, who was 
fummoned to parlianu-nt by v rlt, dated 2 /th February, 1^94, as baron 
Clinton, and heir general of the body of Theophilus, fuimcrly earl of 
Clinton, and baron Clinton, being fon and heir of Robert C itton Tre- 
fufis, Icm and heir of Robert Trefufis, fon and heir of Samuel Trefull',, 
who was brother and heir of Francis Trefufis, cldcll fon and hoii of 
Francis Trefufis, by Bridget bis wife, only child from whom there is 
any iflue now remaining, of Arabella, wife of Robert Rollc, a daugh- 
ter of the faid Thcophilus carl of Lincoln, the Iflue of all the other 
children of the faid Thcophilaa being cxtindl.

The creation t>f this Humphrey Bourchi^to the title of Cromwell, is 
made by Cdllins, p. 234, a precedent to fhew, where there have been 
coheirs to a barony by writ, that the honour hath been fometimes 
allowed to the ifluc of the youngeft daughter. 

In the ISatement of the death and burial of the fajd Humphrey 
liourchicr, lord Cromwell, made by Dugdalc, the firft to have occurred 
at the battle of Barnet, and the other at Weftminfter Abbey; there 
feems as if he were miftaken for Humphrey Bburchicr, fon and heir 
of John Bourchicr, lord Berners, who was there flain in his father s 
lifetime, and buried in St Edmund’s chapel, in the ^id Abbey, with 
the following iiifcription on his tomb :

hufltand married Robert lord Willoughby, of EreAiy, and had iffue 
an only daughter, Joan, wif of Sir Richard Welh, knight, after lord 
Wells; which Richard, by the faid Joanc, had iRue Robert lord Wil- 
loughby and Wells, wlio died S. P. and a daughter, Joan, heir to her 
brother, who married Sir Richard Haftings, lord Wells and Wil- 
loughby, 
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ioughby, in right of his wlfe,^iJ had iffuc Anthony Haftings, who 
died iduelefs. Wht*refor(:jjl|(s line of Stanhope, by Maud Cromwell 
his wife, being extinct, thWaid barony having been firft created by 
■writ, feems be Vefted in abeyance among^ the dcfccndants of the 
three aunts of Ralph the laR lord Cromwell (of that furnamo), mai- 
ried, as before obferved, to the lord Bardolf, Sir William Fitz- Wil- 
liams, Clifton ; and, fccondly, Bcnfted, 

The whole account of this Cromwell family does not well agree 
with the ufual accuracy of Dugdalc; for he lays, that John de Crom- 
well, firll lummoned to parliament the ift of Edward U. died loon 
after the 9 th of Edward HI. leaving Ralph, his Ion and heir, who 
dcccafcd the izd of Ricliard II. a period of Cxty-four years after his 
father.*’ Which Ralph, at the time of his dcceafe, the zzd of Ri- 
chard II. left another Ralph, his fon and heir, then thirty-fix years of 
age, and Maud his wife, furviving; which Maud died the yth of 
Henry V, leaving Ralph, his grandlbn, her heir, then fixtecn years 
old, who was fummoned to parliament from the ift of Henry IV. to 
the 3^4 of Henry VI. a length of time of fifty-fix years. Now if it , 
was Ralph the father who was fo fummoned, he mull have lived to 
a great age ; viz. to near ninety : and if it were Ralph the fon, fo 
meant by Dugdalc, be was not born the ill of Henry IV. to be only 
fixtecn the 7 th of Henry V. 

Wherefore the ftatement muft be either incorred, or the above 
remarks Ihew the family^to have been a llrong inftance of fucccffional 
longevity.

Mountjoy Blonnt* carl of Devon ; or ratber, according to Noble, in 
his Hi (lory of the Houfe of Cromwell, made an exchange thereof. 
He died jn 1607, and was buried in the abbey church of Down Pa- 
trick. He is faid to have had two wives ; one a daughter of — - 
Uinptou, ehjuirc; and, iccondly, France>, daughter of William Rugge, 
efJpiire, of Norfolk.‘ By his fird wife he had a daughter, Eli/ubeth, 
married to Sir Joim Shelton, of Shelton, in Norfolk; and aftersVards 
to Thomas Fitz-finghes, of Oxfordlhirc, cfquire.* 

By his fecond lady he had Frances, married to Sir John Wingfield, 
of Tickencote, co. Rutland ; Anne, wife of Sir f William Wingfield, 
and Thomas, bis ion and heir ; which 
Thomas fucccCded, and was fummoned to parliament, 18th 
James I. and in 1635, was by Charles I. created vlfcount Lecalc, 
and in 1644, of Ardglafs, in Ireland. He was a very loyal man; 
and took the contrary fide from his friend lord Efl'cx, the parliament 
general. He died in 1653, and was buried at Tickencote before- 
mentioned. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Robert 
Meverell, of Throwlcigh, in StaiFordihire, efquirc ; by whom he had 
iflue three daughters: Frances and Jane, who died young; and Mary, 
who married William Fltz-Hcrbert, of Tiifington, in com. Derby, 
cfquire; alio three fons, viz. Wingfield, Vere EiTex, and Oliver. 
Which 

Wingfield was his fucceffor; who by Mary, daughter of Sir 
William Ruficl, knight, of Strenlham, in com. Wig<<rn, had Thomas, 
his only fon, and a daughter, Maiy ; and dying in 1668, the faid 
Thomas fuccecdcd him, who married a daughter of Dr. Michael 
Boyle, aichbifbop of Dublin, and lord chancellor of Inland, but died 
without ifi'uc. April nth, 1083, and was buried at Ham, In Slaf- 
foidlhlrc. Wherefore the honours devolved upon his uncle,

confidered extin^l; but that of Cromwell being an Englilh barony 
in fee, was enjoyed by hU daughter, the faid Klirabcth ; who at the 
funeral of queen Mary, and the coronation of queen Anne, walked in 
thofc proceflTions as baronef» Cromwell, She manied Edward South- 
well, Efquire, principal fccrctary of Rate of the kingdom of Ireland;

Ife rebuilt the feat 
of Chevening on a plan of Inigo Joins, and died in 1630 ; lta\ing by 
Elizabeth, his firft wife, daughter and coheir of Sir Arthur Throtk- 
niortoii, cldeft fon of Sir Nicholas, of Paulcrs Perry, in com. North- 
amp. by Anne his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir Nicholas Carew, 

K.G. temp. Henry VIII. fourfons; Francis, Richard, Thomas, 
and Ilenrv ; which three laR died S,P.; and by Dorothy, his fi'cond 
wife, daughtci of Dudley lord North, a Ion, Richard Lennard (wlio 
took the name of Barrett, in purfuance of the will of his kinlman, 

Edward Barret, loid Newburgh), and a daughter, (.'athci me, who mar- 
ried Chdloncr l^hutc, of the Vine, in the county of Southampton, 

Succeflbr to his father was Fkancis, his tldcfl: fon; who, in the 
civil war, temp. Charles 1 , fidcd with the parliament at the beginning 
of the ruptur<‘, but at laft declined a£ling with them, and llrenuoully 
oppofed their me'dfure<5. lie married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir 
of Paul vifeount Banning, and b} her (who, after his death, was VnUe 
cicated counteC of Shepey for life), had iffuc three Tons; viz. Thomas, 

FrcUieis, and Henry ; and three daughters, of whom, Philadelphia 
married Daniel O’Brian, \ifc<iunt Clare; Elizabeth, ,fohn Braba/on, 
carl of Meath ; and Margaret died unmarried. 

Thomas, on the dcccafc of bis father iu 1662, became the next

He married Anne Palmer, alias Fit/-Roy, daughter of Barbara duchtfs 
of Cleveland, bom before fhe and her hufliand, Roger Palmer, carl 
of Caillemain, were feparated, but acknowledged by Charles II. as his 
natural daughter, who aIBgned her the royal arms, with the batooii 
finiftcr. 

I'his carl, though poflelTcd of many amiable qualities, yet by m- 
voL. ir.

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dulging him/hlf in the levities of the court, inhere he was one of the 
lords of the bedchamber, by deep play, and other d<^is of itnprudeacy, 
very much hurt hi^ eflate; a great part of which he fold at dif* 
ferent times, particularly hi^ noble feat at Herft-Monceaux, in SuiTex. 
He died in 17155 leaving by Anne his w ife, two daughters, and co- 
heirs (for Charles and Henry, his fons, died infants) ; viz. Barbara, 
who married Charles Skelton, a lieutenant-general in the French fer- 
vicc (eldcft fon of Bevil Skelton, fon and heir of Sir John Skelton, 
lieutenant-governor of Plymouth, which Bevil was envoy to the 
States General m the reign of James U. whofe fortune he followed 
into France, and was comptroller of his houfehold there), and died 
without idiie; and Anne Leonard, who became folc heir, and was 
married three timet-; viz. firft, to her coufin, Richard Bariett; fccondly, 
to Henry Roper, lord Teynham, to whom fhc was third wife; and, 
thirdly, to Robert Moore, a younger fon of Henry carl of Drogheda. 
This lady, foon after the death of her firft hufband, Richard Barret I, 
fold, with the confent of her fiftcr Barbara (then living), Chevcning 
and Dacre, with other eftates in Kent and Cumberland , and dying in 
1755, her fon, Thomas Barrett Leonard, by her firft huibaud, became 
lord Dacre.

Humphrey D^crb, the next heir male of this ancient tamily, 
having (as before obferved), been adjudged to hayc*the icat and terri- 
tory of GUlcfland, was thenceforth, for diftinflion fake, called lord 
Dacrc of the North, as the other family was the lord Dacie of the 
South. This Humphrey Urcnuoully fupported the caufc of the houfc 
of York (in whofe behalf his elder brother, Ralph, had been flain at 
the battle of Towton), and for his good ferviccs, the 9th of Ed- 
ward IV. had conferred upon him the office of mailer foreilcr of the 
foreft of Ingle wode, in com. Cumb. to hold during life ; and having 
been lummoned to parliament, the «2d cf Edward IV. and ift ol 
Richard 111. deccoftd the lil of Henry VII. leaving 
Thomas, his ion and heir, his fucceifur; who, the ift of 
Henry VUI. was conftituted warden of the marches ; and the 4th of 
Henry VIII. <'ommandcd a body of horfc, with which he pertormed 
excellent fervicc at the memorable battle of Flodden Field, whcic the 
Scots were fignally defeated, and their Icing flain,* He manied Eli- 
xabeth, grand-daughter and Ible heir of Ralph baron Greyflock; ami ViJ On, 
the 42d Henry VII. had fpccial livery of her inheritance. He vsas a 
knight of the garter, and m much eftimation with Henry VIII. from 
the lil year of whofe reign to the 17th, he had fummons to parlia- 
ment; m which year he <hed, leaving iffiic, William, his fon and 
heir, and Humphrey; alfo three daughters viz. Mary, niiirrled to 
Francis earl of Shrcwlbury ; Margaret, to Henry lord Scropc, of Bol- 
ton ; and Jane. Which 

William, by the title of lord Dacrc of Gillcfland and Gnyftork,

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liacl a fpccml livery of all the lands* of hi** inheritance. The 25th of 
Henry VIII. he had a difference with the lord Morley on point of 
precedency; when, bj judpiment of the houfe of lords, it was deter- 
mined the lord Morley fliould lit next above him. The 28th of 
Henjy VIII. he was aceufed of treafon by Sir Ralph Fcnwjck ; but 
on tii.d by bis peer*, was ac(juittcd.

W hich 
George, liy the fall of a wooden horfe whereon he pradifed to leaj), 
was unfortunately killed under age, whereby his three fifters became 
his coheirs; of whom, Anne, the eldcft, married Philip How aid, earl 
of Auindd, Ton and heir of the duke of Norfolk; and Elizabeth, the 
youngeft, married the lord William How aid, fon of the fame duke, 
but by another wife ; Mary, or Margaret, the other daughter, died 
unmarried (although by Dugdalc, and others, f.iid t«) have married 
another fon alfo of the faid duke).'' But thia fad fccins evident, from 
the partition of the inheritance between the faid Anne and Elizabeth 
only, in right of whom the earl of Arundel fettled ‘t the Dacrc eftate 
at Grcyftock, in whofc name and family it ftill continues; and the 
lord William Howard fettled at Naworth, from whom is defended 
’ the prefent eail of Carlifle; whole titles a^e, baron Da ’'es of Gillcfland, 
vifeount Morpeth, and carl ot Caihfle. 

On the death of (zeorge l< id Daore, his uncle Lennard Jaim'id as

This ancient family is faid to be defeended from Norman 
D’Arcie, or D’Areci, who came into England with the Conqueror. 

Which Norman was progenitor of Philip D’Arcy, a loyal baron, who 
the 34th of Henry III. is reprefented to have beqp the accafer of Sir 
Henry de Bathe, knight (an eminent judge of that time), for his uu- 
faithfulnefs and corruption in point of judicature. This Philip dcceafcd 
the 48th of Henry III. leaving, by Ifobel his wife, filler and coheir to 
her brother, Roger Bertram, of Mitford, Norman, his cldeft fon and vid. Bertram 
heir ; who, although amongft the rebel barons at their defeat at Eve- Mitford, 
foam, was yet, afterwards received into favour, and had fommons to 
parliament the 3 id of Edward I. and died foon after. He was father

Ncverthclcfs, upon the dilfolving the 
parliament, he weathered theftorm; and, through the fat our of the 
king, loll only the office of Chancellor. 

I'leth difeontrnts, however, arifing between tlie young king and 
his nobles, the great lords put thcmfelves iu arms, and met at Harin- 
gey Par]., near Highgate; whence coining to Wcftniinller-Ildil, they 
a''cul<*d the carl of Suffolk, with others, of treafon. Hereupon, to 
avoid the danger, he fled the kingdom privily to Calais, and wa^ fain 
to feck a iiife dfyhim in fome part of France; for certain it is, that on 
being fummoned to aiifw^cr the charge in parliament, he never ap- 
peared, and was outlawed. 

He was a knight of the garter, and died in exile at Paris, the J2th 
of Richard 11 . Ic.'iving, by Catherine his wife, daughter and heir of Sir 
,lohn Wingfield, knight, Michael, his fon and heir, and a daugliter, 
Anne, married to Gerard, fon of Wanne lord I/Jflc. Which 

Michael, the 31ft of Richard II. obtained the judgment againfl 
lii^ father to be annulled ; and the ilf of Henry IV. was fully rcilorcd 
to the caftle and honour of Eye, an-j v'tlicr the lands if his father; as 
alii) to the earldom of Suffolk, with a declaration, that iu cafe he 
.Ihould die without iffuc male, the faui inheritances ihould rcfoit to 
tlie nc\t heir male of the body d’ Micbavl, bis latlicr.

During thu Kill part of tlio gloiious reign of 
Ili. ry V. he ferved with much ripntation m the wao of France, and 
was m.ide a knight <if the garter. Upon the death ot tliat king, he 
wa, Ifft in France with the carl of Salillniry, for the defence ol tin* 
En 'hfla acquifitions there ; and the 3d of Henry VI. upon the taking 
of the city of Main, was made governor thcrctif. After this, with tlie 
carl of Sahlbury, he took ftneial places, hut had no fuccefs ,at the lie^'c* 
of Oilcans; and .at lall w.as taken prifoncr, with his lirother .John, .it 
Terjciuv, by the French (Alexander, another of his brothers, Ixin-r at 
the fame time llain.) 

The 2 ill of Henry VI. in confideration of his manifold fcrviccs, he 
obtained .1 grant to bimlelf, and Alice his wife, and their ilTuc male 
(in reverfion), of the honour of earl of Pembroke, in caf* Humphtey 
duke of Glmn'dler Ihould happen to die without iflue male.

npon the coronation-day of the king’s heirs and fuccedbrs ; as alfo, 
another (eeptre of ivory, with a golden dove on the head thereof, 
upon the day of the coronation of the then queen, and all other queens 
of England in time to come. Moreover, he was, the «6th of 
Henry VI. (June 2d), created duke of SutTolk, Which advancement 
is reputed to ha vc- been, for advidng the murder of the duke of 
Glourcrt-ern 

} 3 e the truth of this, however, as it ma), his honours and great 
pow'cr v\erc now drawing to an cud: for affairs, both at home and 
abroad, fuccceding unprofperoufly, he was charged with /everal mif* 
managements; wallc of the public treafure, the foul murder oi the 
good duke Humphrey, and lofs of divers 'provinces in France, with 
many other high crimes and mifdemeanours, for which he was com- 
mitted to the Tower; and though the queen interpofed, and got him 
rclcafed, yet the people were fo enraged, that to pacify them the king 
banilhed him the realm. Whereupon putting to fea at Jpfwich, with 
purpoll to fail to France, he was intercepted in his pafiage, and 
boarded by the aiptain of a Ihip of war belonging to the duke of 
Exeter (then confoable of the Tower of London); and being brought 
into Dover road, had his head cut off on the fide of the cock boat, 
28th Henry VI. 1449, and was attainted. 

It is recorded of this William, tluU when his fathci and three bro- 
thers had loft their lives in the fei vice of their countr) in the French 
.wars, he (as we read in the parliament rolls of the ^8th of Henry VI.) 
iptut thirty whole years in the fame wais; and for foveiitcen years 
together, never came home. Once he was taken prjflincr, wlulftonly 
u knight, and paid i 0,000 ftcrling, for his ranfom; fifteen years wus" 
he a privy counfellor, and thirty years a knight of the garter. 

It is faid, that he firll ntarried the counteis of Hainault privately, 
and by her had a daughu r, who became the wife of -- - - Barentlne; 

but 
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but that afterwards, folcmnly taking to wife Alice, daughter: and heir 
of Thomas Chaucer (widow of Sir John Philip, knight), by whom he 
had vaft pofleffions, Ihc proved that daughter married to Barcntinc to 
be a bdftard. By the faid Alice he kft 
John, his fon and heir ; who having married Elizabeth, fifter to 
Edward IV. the faid king, by reofon that his father’s title of duke of 
Suffolk was utterly void by his attainder, renewed* the fame title to 
him and his iffuc male, by letters patent, dated fi^d May, 3d Ed- 
ward IV. After when, the i ith of Edward IV. he was one of the 
lords then affcmblcd in parliament, who did rccognife the title of 
prince Edward, cldcft fon of that king, and made oath of fidelity to 
him. He was a knight of the garter, and the id of Henry VIl. con** 
ftituted governor of Wallingford caftlej foon after which, viz. yth 
Henry VII. he died, having had iffoe five funs. ; viz. John, carl of 
Lincoln ; Kdmimd (of w'hom hereafter) ; Humphrey, a prieft ; Ed- 
watd, archdeacon of Richmund; and Richard; as alfo font daughters, 
namely, Catherine, wife of William lord Stourton; Anne, a nun at 
Sion; Dorothy, who died unmarried; and Elizabeth, who married 
Heiii) Level, lord Morley. Of the fons, 

John, the cldcft, the 7th of Edward IV. (hU father then living), 
was, by a fpecial charter, dated the 13th of March, in regard to his 
nearncls of blood to that king, created earl of Lincoln ; and the ad of 
Richard HI. was made lord lieutenant of Ireland. After when, by his 
uncle, the fame king Richard, he was declared heir apparent to the 
crown, in cafe of the death ol his own fon, prince fiklw'ard. 

Being therefore fo eminent a branch of the houfc of York, he utterly 
difreiilhed the earl of Richmond’s attaining the crown, and prcfently 
broke out in rebellion againft him, to his own ruin; for his whole 
army was utterly routed at the battle of Stoke, and he himlelf, witli 
his principal confederates, there flain, anno 1487 (isd Hcniy VII.) 
Dying thus in his father’s lifetime, S. P, his next brother, Edmund, 
became heir to the title of Suffolk ; and on his father’s deceafe fuc- 
cceded thereto. Which

Icuinly promifcd him hi-' life; but had no fooner got bini ml(, In 
hands, than he clap^ied him into priton, where he continued till the 
5th of U.,in\ VIJh When that prince not Hiinking Uinifell bouudin 
t(> obferve .ill the promifes of hii father, cau/ed this unfoitunate noblc- 
miu lo be difpitcbcd out of the w'ay, and beheaded on Tower llill, 
the 30th of Apr 1 , 1313: thereby fatisfying all uncaly feruples of 
m’nd touching tlu* pretenfions of the houfe of York to the crown; and 
removing < cit.iiu jealoiit fears, which from the good afTedion ot the 
people to that houfe, might be othciwifc entertained.

In the time of William the Conqueror, there was one Robert, 
who, from hi.s office of Reward" to the king, was called Rouekt le 
De.9P3?S?cgji. He wa.s brother to Urfo dc Abitot, then fherifF of 
WorccRer; and was a man* of great eminence, not only on account 
of his poll:, but as being a baron, and poiTeffing many lordfliips in 
Warwick, Lincoln, GlouccRer, and LciccRcrlliire; but whether he 
came into England with the Conqueror, whether he was of BritiRi or 
Norman extradion, and whether he was ever married and had ilfuc, 
is not altogether certain. Iri the time of Henry I. there was one 
William Ic Defpenfer ; but whether he had that name as bis fon or 
iuccclfor in office, wc cannot fay. The next of that name or office 
mentioned, is ThirRine,* who is faid to have had four fonsj viz.

We that furnamc, temp. Henry IH. in whole reign he made a great 
figure; having been chief julticlary of ICngland, and governor <jrfeYcral 
principal caflies. But he at length fided with the barons, and was 
one of thofe to whofe cuftody the king (after he was made captive 
at the battle of I/cwcs), was committed; and at lalt loft his life at the 
battle of Evtdiam, in 1260. He married -Miva, daughter to Philip 
BafTct of Wicomb, and widow of Roger Bigot, carl of Norfolk, by 
whom he liad 

Hugh, his fun, called Hugh Defpcnccr, ftnior, to diftinguilli him 
from Hugli, his fon, who had alwavs the addition ofjimtor. 

Thcfe, his fon and grandfoii, rofe to an amaving height of povi^'r 
and proipeiity in the reigns of Jiidward I. rind II. efpeciaUy in that of 
the latter, vs hole great la\onritcs they were; and over whom t)i'*y h.ui 
fuch an abfolutc afcendcncy, that tluy turned him which wa} lbc\cr 
their ambition, covetoufnefs, reienge, or caprice prompted them: and 
thereby, at length, plunged both Mru and tliemfelvcs i:i the gulph 
of irrevocable ruin. The cider was a«l\anccd to the title of carl of 
Winchcfter, the i.ijth of Edward ll.; aiid the )ounger wa' ft^lcd <arl 
of Gloucefter, in right of his wife, (drVft of the ihrc"’ daughters and 
coheirs of Gilbert dc Clare, earl of Gloucefter. But ’■he barons 
fhocked at the pride and covetoufnefs of botli thele Dclpcno'‘rs, took 
up arms, with the carl of Lancaftcr at their heatl, and dc nvaiuled their 
banifhmcnt, to which the king was obliged to confcnc : but in a fhort 
time they were recalled, and became more pcjwciful than ever. Tlieii 
arrogance and oppreffions, however, having rendered them odious to 
the people in the greateft degree; the queen and )oung punce, who

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had gone over to France, and dare not return for icar 'of them 
(through their indigation luiving been proclaimed traitors, and banifh-, 
ed), undcrdandtp.g how the difpofitlons of the people* were adeded, 
ventured over ; and landing at Harwich, with thoic hmE, who tbrovigh 
the prevalency of thefe two powerful favourites, had futfered exile, 
raifed a confidcrablc army, in conlcapiencc whereof the Spcncais were 
taken, tried, and executed : the elder (then ninety years of age, with 
hoary locks), at Erillol, in fight of the king and of his own fbn, Hugh, 
in Odober I33.<; and the younger at Hereford, on a gallows fift) 1‘cct 
high. It is faid by forne writers, tl\at the body of the elder was Ining 
up with two Itrong cords for four days, and then cut to pieces, .and 
given the dogs; and that his head was font to Wiuchcller, bceauie ho 
had the title of that place. The fetitencc pafled upon the yoinigcr 
was, To be drawn upon an hurdle, with drums and tru.mpets, 
throughout the city of Hereford, and then to be brought into the 
market-place, and there to be tied on an high ladder, that every one 
raiglit fee him ; and in the fame. place a great line to be made, and 
his privy members to be cut from him (bccaufc he was reputed an 
heretic), and fo to be burnt before his face; then his heart to be taken 
out, and calf into the fire; then to he hanged, beheaded, and (juar- 
tcred.” Which fentcnce having been executed, his liead was font to 
London, and his (juarters to four other places. 

Hugu Liu DRSPFu.vcr.n, cldcfl: fon of the lull: mentioned Hugh, 
who w'as flylcd lord of Cdamorgan, liad fummons to parliament, and 
was made u knight banneret I'V Edward III. {)ut died S, P. in 1349; 
and vva.^ fuceeeded by liis nephew, Edward, cldcll. fou ot Efiward his 


"next brother, who died beibre him; which Edward wa. a kniglit of 
the garter, and the 47tli Edward III. tlic duke o-' Lam ifrcr making 
an cxpvdluoti Into France, comucindcd the rear of the arivy. lie had 
fummons to parliament, from the 3 ill to the 39th of Edward Hi. and 
dying the 49th of the fame reign, Jelt 


Tuo.m-vs, hio fun and heir; who, the siil of E.ichard 11. was 
created earl of Gioucefter, by reafou of his defeent from Giih'ert de 

Glare 
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Clare (as before fa ul), carl of Gloucellcr. He married Conftance, 
daughter of Edmund of Langley, duke of York, and obtained from 
kitur Richard ft. the ffrant of manv nun'j.rs: but iji the narliamcnt,

the ift c)f Henry IV, he was degraded hts bonour, and dlipoHeft 
of moft of his edates. And not long atier. when he nurpolld going 
abroad, being taken at Brillol, ami condemned to die by a M)te of the 
houfc of commom;, he was carried into the market -place, .auti there 
beheaded by the rabble. The year following he Wvis adjudged a 
^traitor, by the naroe of Thomas lute lord Spencer, and tf.> forfeit all 
his lands which he held in fee, the ill oi’ Henry IV. r..s aitb all hivS 
goods and chattels, Idis itlue were, a fun, IViehard, who ilied at the 
age of fourteen, S. P. and two daughters ; \1/, Eli/aboth, who died 
an inf. ut; and Ifabcl, w'ho married, full, Richard Hcaiicliamp, lord 
Abergavenny, and after carl of Woredter; and, fccomlly, Richard Vi.i.nean- 
Beauchamp, carl of Warwick, by whom flic b.td a ion, Henry, duke 'anaXtrof 
of Warwick, who had au oidy dauglitcr, Anne, who died in licr 
infancy. 

The barony of Defpencer thus palTed by Iliibcl, the hcircls of that 
family, to Beauchami) lord Abergavenny, and earl of Woredkr; and Vi.i. Rerga-

by the heirds of Beauchamp, along with the title of Abergavenny, to 
Nevil, who, by virtue of this alliance, held the barony of Defpencer 
merged In that of Abergavenny. 

Fmm the family of Nevil (as Jfhewn under the title of Aberga- 
venny), it devolved upon that of Fane, where it again lay dormant in 
the earldom of Wcftinoreland, until Jolui Fane, the feventh carl of 
that furnamc, died without llTuc, when the earldom defeended to the 
next heir male, but the barony of Ddjjcncer fell to his nephew, Francis' 
Daftiwood, fon of his cldcft filler, Mary, by Sir Francis Daibwood, 
baronet, her hulband.

Thk family of Dafliwood is of no very ancient or noble Uncage. 
Of which was vSa M i; EL D^shw^ood, of llowncy, near Taunton, in 
Somcrfctfliirc, cfqnire, who had two wives; from the fecund whereof 
defeended the baronets of that name, of Northbrokc, in co. Oxon ; and t 
from the firU, Francis Dalhwood, efquirc, his fecond fon, who was 
a Turkey merchant, and an alderman of the city London: he was 
father of Sir Francis, his youngeft fon, created a baronet in i/oy; 
who, by Mary, his fecond wife, daughter of Vere, and cldeft fiftcr 
and heir to her brother, John, feventh carl of Weftmorcland, who died 
S. P. in 1/53, had ilTue a fon, Francis beforementioned. 

Which Francb, in right of his mother, had fummons to parliament 
as baron le Defpcncer. He was one of the joint poftmafters general 
in 1 766, and alfo lord lieutenant and cuftos rotuiorura, of the co. of 
Bucks ; but was not a nobleman particularly known, or dillinguilhed 
for any very eminent talents or brilliant adions. His wife was Sarah, 
daughter and coheir of Thornas Gould, of Ivo, co. Bucks, by whom 
he had no ifliie;* and dying in lySf, w-as fucceeded in the barony by 
his fitter Rachiel, who married Sir Robert Auften, of Bexley, in Kent, 
baronet ; but dying alfb itthelcfs, the title devolved upon Sir Thomas

But the Fine 
llot.v mh Roll of 13th Henry IV. whereby tlie manor of Overfley was aligned 
m i 7 ihe faid Ralph Ncvil, and Miry his wife, directly calls Mary one of 

the daughters and coheirs of the aforefaid Elizabeth. Which if the 
moft correal, llicn Robert, the Ion of Elizabeth dc Ferrers, baronefs of 
Wemme, dic’d S.P. and the beforenamed Elizabeth Grcyftock, and 
Mary Nevil, w’frc not his daughters, but his {lifers, and heir.',. Vet 
had they lb been, inlfcad of Elizabeth being eighteen, and Mary 
feventccii years oKl at her death, they muft have been neaily forty 
each, if their age be c'alculated from the death of Robert dc Feners, 
the 4th Richard II. W'^hcrefore, of the tv,ro llatemeots made by Dug- 
dale, in hi^ Warwicklhirc, p. 62H; and that in his ilaronage, Vol. I. 
p. 269, the kill appeals the bi.ll tounded; am’ is likewife adopted by 
Sandlbrd, in his Genealogical Hiftory of the Roy il F.. lily ; as alio by 
Edmonliin, in hia Baronagium Gencalogicum. 

The heirefs of the Ncvil family married into that of Gafcc'gne 
(dcfccndcd from the celebrated judge of tliat name, temp. Henry IV.) 
and the heirefs of Galcoigne married into that of Wentworth, which 
produced the great bat uulbrtunatc carl of Strafibid (beheaded, temp. 
CUvirlcs I.j; who, by icafon of this defeent was, among his other 

titles.

HRRVt.y gave confent, that Conan, then carl of Richmond, Ihould 
ti.inflatc the afc'rctaid abbey to Eaft Wilton, and there place it upon 
the verge of the river Jorc, from wliich it was thenceforth called 
Jttrevaulx. Hither he cauled the bonc:> of Akaris, his father, to be 
biought and entombed; after which, circ. 1184 (the 38th Htnry II.) 
he deeealcl, leavinji three fon?; ficnry, Hugh, and William. Of 
whom, 

Hemut married Alice, daughter of Randolf Fitz-Walter (anedtor 
to the barons of GreyRokc), and departed this life 1201 (3d .lohn), 
leaving ilTue 

RvNDoi.r, his fon and heir; whofe wife was Alice, daughter and 
heir to Adam de Stavelcy, lord of Stavelc}. He died the 46th 
Htnry III. (1262), and was buried at Jorcvaulx Abbey ; whofe ilTuc 
w'cre two foils, Henry and Adam. Which 
Henri had alfo two Ions; viz. Randolf, who died S. P. and 
Hugh, who fuccceded to the inheritance, and died the j2d Ed- 
ward I. (1304). To this Hugh fuccccdcd 
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Henry; 
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llENRr; who being culled Henry Fitz-llugh, gave that furnamc 
to all his dclccndants. He was a perfou of high note and emintney 
in his time; was (dten in the wars of Scotland; and was the hrft of 
the name who had funmions to pailiamcnt, w'hicli he had from tlic 
14th of Ldward II. to the iz^th of Edward III. Ih' marrkd E\c, 
daughter of Sir John Bulmcr, knight; by whom he had Henry, his 
(<)n and heir, who died befoTc him; leaving by Joane his wit'’, daugh- 
ter of Sir llichard Foiirncys, knight (filler and heir to William 
F(mm<‘ys), two Ions, Henry and Hugh. Which Hugh wedded Ilabcl, 
daughter of Ralph lord Nevil ; but died S. P. And the faid 

Hja'uy, on the dccenfe of his grandfather, the jOtli luiward III. 
anno i35(>, was his fuccclTor. Tliis Henry ferved king Edward in 
the wars of France; and was one of the retinue of Humphrey dc 
lloluin, call of Hereford. He hal fummous to parliament, from the 
ill to the <>th of Richard II. inclufivc. His wife wa? Joane, daugh- 
ter of Henry lord Scropc, of Malham, by whom he had ilTuc twro Ions; 
John, who was Rain in the battle of Otterburne (commonly called 
C'hcvy Cliacc); and Henry, his fccond Ion. And deccafing the xotli 
Richard 11. the laid 

Henry was his heir, and the lame year had livery of his land^. 
The 6th of Henry IV. he was joined in commiffion with the bifliop 
of Bath and Wells, Ralph carl of Wcftmorcland, and others, to treat 
of peace with Scotkind ; and was alfo employed on other weighty 
and Important cmbaflics. On th-' coronation of Henry V. he was 
appointed to the office of conll.'tble of England for that folcmnity; 
. end w.is alfo made lord chamberlain of the king’s houfehold, likawile 
employed to the grand council of Conllancc, at t'.at time hoiden. 
The 6th of Heny V. he was at the fiege of Roan; which wa> moft 
\.diaally and obrtlnately def nded by the French, It is laid of this 
Heniy, that lie travelled more than once to Jcrufalcm; iikewile to 
Grand Cairo, where tl»e Souldan had his rclidcncc ; and in his return, 
f<>ught with the 'I nr)*', and Saracens.

The id of 
EdWfird II. he was governor of the caftlc of \Vincheftcr, and was alfo 
dew aid of the klng’.s houfehold; after when he died, viz. the 9th of 
Edward II. At whirh time he was Icifed, jointly with Ifabel Ins wife, 
ol the manor of Stonrton, in com. Wilts, leaving Rolicit, his fon and 
heir, then about twtnt) -eighth or thirt)’j’ years of age. Which 

llcinruT, the 10th of Edward II. was in the wars of Scotland; and 
the lOth of h'dward III. had command to provide ten men at arms, 
and ten archers, for the king’s fer\icc in France; and the 19th of 
Edward III. had abb command to fit himkif with horfo and arm'>, to 
attend the king into that realm. He was likewife fummoned to par- 
liament, from the tfl to the 35th of Edward III. and died the 38th

Robert, fiftli fon of Richard de Tonbridge, eail of Clare, being in 
great favour with Henry I. obtained from him a grant of the barony 
of Dnnmow, in Elfev, to hold to himfclf and to his heirs; alio the 
honcnir of Barnard’s Caflle, in the city of London.' And ha\ing 
marrit d Maud, daughter of Simon de St. Lis, carl of Huntingdon, 
died 34th Henry L anno 1134; leaving ilTuc two fon.s, Walter and 
Si moil ; to the lad: of which he gave Da ventre, in Northaniptonfhire. 
And the laid 

W\lti:r was his fucceffor; who, the 13th of Henry 11 . upon the 
alTtlTmoni: for marrj/ing the king’s daughter, certified his knights lees 
to be fnt^-thret and one half de vetcri feofii*aincnto, and three and a 
fourth part de no\o. In the endeavours of .fohn carl of Moreton (the 
king’s brother), to feize the crown, during the abfcnce of Ilichaid 1 .

called Raynard’s Caftle, to be demoliflicd : but having afterwards be- 
haved with furpiiHng gdlantry at a tounament in Normandy, when, 
at the firft courfc, he overthrew his rival, both hurfc and nun ; the 
king (John), W'ho was there prefent, was fo pkafed, that he rtftored 
him to his barony, and gave h’'m leave to repair his cadks. He was, 
how’cvcr, afterwards one of tin -ft baroni who nioR /ealouily oppofed 
tlie king ; and was conftituted by them general of their army, under 
the title of, “ MarOial of the army of God and the churrb." He was 
aWo one of the foremoft in that imprudent mcalure, of inviting over 
the Dauphin of France ; though he ibon found caufe to repent of his 
luUirc. and to declare againft Lewis. He was, however, on the part 
of the lebcl barons at the battle of Lincoln, where tliey were deflated, 
and hinifclf taken pnfoncr. Yet he did not long continue fo ; for the 
year cnfuing, he took upon him the crofs, and went to the Holy 
Laud, where he w.is at the fiCge of Dainietta. He died the 9th 
Henry III. ( 235), leaving Roefe, his fecund wilt, furviving, and allb 
Walter, In'- fon, and rjniftiatia, his daughter, uiirticd to William de

Thus the barony of Fitz- Walter came to the family of Ratclltt'c, 
derived from the ancient branch of ilatcliffe of Ratcilffe, in the county 
of Lancaftcr, in the perfon of Sir John Rutclift'c, a banneret; who by 
Cecily,, daughter and coheir of Sir John Mortimer, of Attilborough, 
in com. Norlolk, knight, had iifue Sir John Uatclirl'c, knight of ti»c 
garter, who married Catherine, daughter and coheir of the lord Btsr- 
nel! and had ilfte a third Sir John, who mairied Elizabeth, heirefs 
of Fitz- Walter ; whofc fon, another 

Sir Joir:^, was fummoned to parliament as baron Fitz-Walter, the 
id of He nr s VII. and had ilTue 

RoBF.nr, his fucceifor, afterwards created vifeount Fitz-Walter and 
carl of SulioA ,f wherefore the barony lay dormant in the faid earldom 
UTitii the (iceeafe of Robert, fon of Henry ear! of Suflex, without ifi’uc, 
anno lOzy, when the earldom went to his coufin, Edward RaiclifFc, 
the next earl ; but the barony of Fitz-Walter devolved upon the dc- 
feendants from Frances, daughter and heir of the faid Henry earl of 
Sud'ex, by Anne, his fecond wife; which lady Frances married Sir 
Thomas Mildmay, of Mullho, , in Effex, knight, and had ilTuc Sir 
Henry Mildmay, knight ; who, in right of his mother, claimed the 
faid barony in parliament, anno 1640, but by rcafon of the troubles 
then after enfuing, there was nothing done therein till after the rcRo- 
ration of Charles II. when Henry Mildmay, efquire, grandfon and 
heir of the faid Sir HeiMy> petitioned the king for the faid barony ; 
which claim being continued by Benjamin Mildmay, brother and heir 
of the faid Henry, it was at laft folemnly adjudged to him, anno 1669. 
But this claim met with much oppofition from Robert Cheeke, 
ell|uire, fon of Henry Cheeke, efquire, who married Frances, one of 
the fiftcrs and coheiri of the whole blood to Edward the laR carl of

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SulTcx, who died S.P. 1641. His objections being, firll, that of half- 
blood ill Mildmay; and, fccondly, that the barony or title of lord 
Fit/- Walter, was merged and extinCl with the earldom. But upon 
full debate, and mature confidtration had therein, it was refohed, 
upon the queftion, That the half-blood could not be any impedi- 
ment in the cafe of a dignity: and that although a baron m fie fimple 
be created an earl, the baroii) fliall defeend to the heir general, whe- 
ther or not the earldom cuiitinuc or be cxtiuH?” 

There being after this tome doubt as to the place and precedency of 
the lord Fitz-Walter, the fame was picfcntly adjufted. For, 

“ Jovib, 10 die Novembris, 1670, 

The lords fpirltual and temporal in pailianieut alfcmblcd, taking 
into conlideiation this day the lord Flt^- Walter’s claim of precedency 
to all barons now fitting as barons, the lord keeper, by command of 
the lords, demanded of the lord Fit/- Walter, whether he would coii- 
fent to fit as the Jaft baron of the rei^n of king Edward I. with a 
faring of his own right, and allb fav ing the right of all other barons. 
To which the lord Fit/-Waltcr declared his con/ciit; upon which 
confent this houfe did adjudge, that his lordlhip be placed the laft 
baron of the reigi) of king Edward I. And accordingly the lord Fitz- 
Walter took the faid place immediately.” Vid. Mildmay lord Fitz-

The barony of Fitr-Walt<’r huing thus pafled into the family of 
Mildmay,* and been allowed to the claimant, he had fummons (as 

before

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before fhewn), to parliament ; bat only enjoyed bis peerage a ibort 
time, dying in 1679. His wife was Catherine, daughter and culieir 
to Thomas vifeount Fairfax, of the kingdom of Ireland, by whom he 
had five fons; viz. Charles, Benjamin, Walter, Robert, and William; 
which laft three died young ; alfo three daughters ; Mary, Elizabeth, 
and Catheune, who died in their infancy. 

Charles, the elded fon, fuccceded hU father, and married Eliza- 
beth, daughter of Charles Bertie, youngeft Ion of Montague carl of 
Lindlcy, but died in 1728, without iffue; wherefore the title devolved 
upon his brother Benjamin, who, the 14th May, 1730, 3d George II. 
was, by 1 tters patent, created vifeount Harwich, and earl Fitz-Wal- 
ter. He was alfo, in 1735, ^worn of the privy council, appointed firft 
lord commiffioner of trade and plantations; and, in 1737, was confti- Vui Sthom* 
tutod treafurer of the king’s houfchold. He married lady Frederica, 
cMcd of the daughters and coheirs of Mcinhardt duke of Schomberg 
(widow of Robert earl ot Holdcmefs), and had ilTue a fon, Robert- 
Schombergh, w'ho died in his infancy; and departing this life the apth 
February, without furviving iflue, the vifeounty and earldom 

became cxtinft, and the barony of Fiu-Waltcr fell into abeyance 
among the numerous rcprelentatives of the five daughters and 
coheirefles of Mary Mddmay, lifter to Benjamin, the foft baron Fitz- 
Walter of that furname, as is flicwn in the annexed Table.

Amongst others to whom William the Conqueror committed the 
guardianihip of the Marches of Wales, was Guarinb de Meer, a 
branch of the houie of Lorraine; which Guarine was iheriff of Shrup- 
Ihire, i6th Will. Conq. It is faid of him, that hearing William, 
fifter’s fon to Pain Pevercl, lord of Whittington, in Shroplliire, had 
two daughters, whereof Mallet was one, who rcfolved to marry none 
but a knight of great prowefs; for which purpofe her lather had 
appointed feme noble young men Ihould meet at a certain place, 
where he who performed bell Ihould have the callle of Whittington, 
and his daughter in marriage; he repaired thither; and fighting 
with a foil of the king of Scotland, and alfo with a baron of Burgoyne, 
he vanquilhed them both; and thereupon obtained, as well the fair 
damfel, as the calllc of Whittington. By her he had iffuc 

Fulke, his fon and heir; of whom it is related, that falling out 
with John, fon of king Henry II. at a game of chefs, he had hU head 
broken by John with the chefs board, but in return, gave him luch a 
blow as almoU killed him. Being under the tutelage of one Joos,* a 
knight, he fell in love with his daught<r Hawyfe, and narried her. 
When he died is not certainly known; but he had ifTue In fbns viz. 
Fulke, William, Guarine, Philip, John, and Alan. Of whom 
Fulke was his fuccefTor; who, the yth of Richard I. gave a fine 
of forty marks for livery of the calllc of Wiiittington. He was tlie 
renowned Fulke Fitz-Warine, whole llrange and various fortune in 
war was fo much admired by our anccllors. The pth of John, he 
gave to that king rzoo mark', and two palfreys, for the marriage of 
Maud, daughter of Robert Vaulbur, widow of Theobald Walter, with 
' her 
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Her mheritancc ; and the i;^th of John, be had livery of the dowry of 
the faid Maud, lying in Amunderneffe, in com. Lane. 

Moreover, this Fulke married a lecond wife, called Clarice; and the 
48th of Henry III. being in the battle of I.«wcs on the king’s part, 
he was there drowned in the adjacent river. IjCaving ilTuc, Fulke, his 
foil and heir, and Eve, a daughter, who became fecond wife of Lew- 
eline prince of Wales. Which 

Fulke having performed great Icrviccs againft the Wellh, obtained 
many privileges from king Edward 1 . whom he attended into (laf- 
coigne with a military power, and ferved alfo in the wars of Scotland, 
The 23d Edward I. he had fummons, amongft divers other great 
men, to attend the king with his advice, touching the affairs of the 
nation ; and the 34th of the fame reign, was made a knight of the 
bath, by Bathing. He had likewife fummons to parliament amongfl 
the barons of the ualm, from the 23d Edward 1 . until the 8th of 
Edward 11 . iuelulive, about wdien he died. He married the daughter 
to Grylfin, Ion of Wenovewyn, with whom he had the territory of 
Ballclleg ; and left another 

Fulke, his Ion and heir, who at his dcceafc was in the wars of 
France ; when, by Ipecial favour, AHanorc his wife, was permitted to 
have livery of his manor of Whittington, until his return, when he 
might perform his homage, The 13th of Eklward II, he was in the 
wars of Scotland; and the 14th of Edward JI. was conftable of the 
king’s army, then advanced againft the barons in infurredion under 
the earl of Lancafter, He had fummons to parliament, from the 9th 
of Edward II. to the gth of Edw'ard III. and died the 33d Ed- • 
ward III.^ leaving Fulke, his fon and heir, then in minority, viz, 
feven years old and upwards ; and a daughter, Mabel, wife of John 
de Tregoz.

$m W1LZ.U&1 BoGRGHkER, who married Thomafinc^ daughter 
and heir of Richard Hank^ird> was the third ion of William Bour- 
chier, carl of Eu,* in Normady, hy Anne bis wife, daughter and heir 
of Thomas of Woodftock, duke of Glo’ftet ; and in confequence of 
this alliance and defeent from the ancient barons Fitz-Warinc, was 
fummoued to parliament a» a peer of the realm by that title, from the 
:37th of Henry VI, to the iRtti of Edwajfti IV. The certain time of 
hb death is not noticed ; but he ia faid tp hare been buried in the 
AugulBne Friers in London. On the deceaie of the aforelkid Tho- 
maiinc, he married a fccond wife, Catherine, widow of - 
Stukeley ; which Catherine allb died in his lifetime, viz. the yth of 
Edward IV. having had iflue a daughter, EHzabeth. To him fuc-^ 
cccdcd 

Fulke, his fon, called atlb lord Fitz-^Warinp, who, the 13th of 
Edwaid IV. had fummons to parliament, but not after; and deccafed 
the 19th of the fame reign, anno 1478, leaving John, his fon and heir,

John having had iivery of bis lands ; and the 8tli of Henry VIII. 
upon the decealc of his mother, Elizabeth, fitter and heir to John 
vidDinbaro. lord Dinham, had the hkedivery of the cattljis,Jands, and inheritance, 
which thereby had defeended to him. Thc, 3«4 Henry VJII. he was 
one of thufc lords wlio fubferibed tbe ^letter to pope Clement Vlh 
rel'pcctiog his fupremacy in this kingdom, in cafe he refufed compliance 
with the king’s wittics relative to the divorce from 4ueen Catherine ; 
after when, by letters patent, dated at Weftmintter the 9th of July, 
'fldth Henry Vllf. he Was adv'dnced to the dignity of cail of Bath. 
And having had fummons to parliament, from the 7th of Henry VH. 
to the 38th of Henry VIII, inclndvc, died foon after, viz. the 31ft of 
\ii Btidge- leaving iffue by Cecilie his wife,^ daughter of Giles 

xjitk lord Daubency, and fitter and heir to Henry earl of Bridgewater, three 
foils; John, Araias, and Giles; alfo five daughters; viz. Elizabeth, 
wife of Edward Chichettcr, efquire; Dorothy, of Sir John Fulfoid, 
knight ; Margaret, Anne, and Alianor. 

John, his fon and heir, was bis fucedfor; who, the 33d of 
Henry VIII, had a fpecial livety of all his lands, and on the death of 
Edward VI, was one ,of the, firtt who appeared for queen Mary, and 
wa;» afterwards couttituted one of the commiflioners for the ceremony 
of her coronation. He was three times married : firtt, to Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Walter Hungcrfbrd, knight, by whom he had a 
daughter, Elizabeth ; fecondjy, to Eleanor, fiftc: to TImmas M inncrs, 
the firtt carl of KutUnd of that furnamc, by whom he had ilTue fbur 
fons; vi/. John lord Titz-Warinc, who died in hblifetinic; Henry, 
and Sir (ieorge BourchiCr, who was made general of the ff-rces Tent to 
fupprefs the rebels in Muntter, anno 1580, the 23d t)f EHzibetb ; and 
Fulke; alfo five daught..iS; viz. Mary, wife of Hugh Wiat of 'ixetcr; 
Cccilie, of Thomas Peyton, cuttomer of Plymouth ; Elizabeth, Mar- 
gant, and Frant.cs. His third wife was Margaret, daughter and heir

of John DGennitt^H, eiquixe, widow of Sir Bichard l<ong, I night, 
by whom ho had two daughters ; Sufanna, and Bridget, who married 
Arthur Price, of Vaynor, in com, Montgom. Enquire, And deccafing 
the 3d of Elizabeth, 1560, Ica^bg the‘imd Margaret furviviag, he was 
fuccceded by 

his gmndfon (viz. :fon of his fmd fon, John lord Fitz- 
Warine, by Frances bta wHc, daughter of Sir Thomas Kitlbn, of Hen- 
grave, in Suffolk, knight.) Which William had fought in the 
Netherlands under tho earl of Lcicefter, general of the Enghlb foices 
font by queen Elizabeth to the aSiliaitce of the Dutch. As nothing 
further is laid of him, it is probable he lived retired in the country ; 
as he died at hb manor houre of TawftoeW in Devonfhire, the 51ft

He married, firft, Dorothy, daughter of Oliver lord St John, of Blet-

three daughters, viz. Elizifoeth, married to BaSl earl of Denbigh; 
Dor<»thyi to ThoroaSiiOrd of Gtohy, Ibjh to Henry carl of Stam- 
ford ; and, fecondly, to GiiftavuS Mackworth, by whom fhe had a 
daughter, Maty, married to a gentleman in Lincolnfliire ;"*■ and Anne, 
to James earl of Middicfex; and after, to Sir Chichefter Wray, 
baronet.

7i?th Charles II. anno 1306,^ and having no male ilTue, was fuccecdcd 
in the cardom of Bath by Sir Henry Bourchier, knight (Ion of George, 
third fon of John, fccond carl of Bath), by Martha his wife, daughter 
of William lord Howard of EBingham ; which earl Henry died in 
1 054, of whofc “ morofity of nature” lord Clarendon makes mention. 
His wife was Rachel, daughter of Francis earl of Wcftmoreland ; but 
he dcccafcd without iflue, as did alfo feven brothers in his lifetime, 
whereby the earldom of Bath became extinct in this family ; but the 
barony of FItz-Warine, as a barony in fee, feems to be in abeyance 
amongft the rcprcfcntativqt of the three daughters and coheirs of Ed- 
ward, the four^ carl of Bath, who died anno 1335.

which Thomas^ upon a partition made of the Vcrdon }ands« the i8th 
of Edward III. amongfl other manor^thcre was allotted to him the 
manor of Farnham, in com. BucksJ In the ijoth of Edward III. he 
was in the wars of France; and was in the glorious \i^lory obtained 
by the Englifh army over the French at Crefly. When he died is not

Dugdale 
fays, he died the 8 th of Henry IV. yet, by the fame learned and 
accurate author, in his Writs of Summons to Pailiiment, he there 
Rates him to have been fummoned from the 7th of Rjchaid II. to the 
1 4th of Henry TV. induiive. 

By Joanc, his 6rfl; wife** aforclaid, he left two daughters, his next 
heirs, viz.

Although 0ug<lalc makes no mention of the Grey family before 
the time of Richard I. yet it appears, from good authority, they %^cre 
of ancient defeent, and of great eminency, long prior to that a;ia. 

Rollo, or FtJtBJCa'l*, was chamberlain to Robert duke of Nor- 
mandy ; and of his gift had the caftle and honour of Croy, in Picardy, 
from whence his pofterity afliimed their fumame (afterwards written 
de Grey.) This Rollo, or Fulbert, was father of 
JoiiK lord de Croy; which Johtt was anceftor to 
Anschitil de Gkey, Who, at the general furvey, temp. W. Conq. 
poflelTed divers lOrdUiips ha the counties of Oxford and Bucks ; and 
the faid Anfchitil was progenitor of 
Hlmit de Grey, who was in great favour with Richard I. as is 
manifefted from the grant which that prince made to him, of the 
♦manor of Thurrock, ki Eftex, aftctW’ards called Thurrock Grey; 
whereof abb he had a confirmation by king John, with whom he 
continued in great eftimation* He married Ilblda, niece and heir of 
Robert BardolC by whom he had fix ions ; viiz. Richard, whoft'^ prin- 
cipal feat was at CodnOr, in com. Perby ; John, fometimes juftice of 
Chefter, progenitor of the lords Orcy, of Wilton and Ruthyn ; Wil-

He 
t arly diRinguiRicd himfclf as a loldicr, and has left a confidcrable fame 
to poRcrity, Of him it is faid, that as Hannibal was fworn an enemy 
to Rome at nine years old, fb my lord Grey was bred one to France 
at fourteen. 

His great conduiR won him much cRcem. His civility to Rrangcr'* 
was obfcrvable, his bounty to his followers eminent; his /kill in war- 
fare contpicuous ; w’hofe end he faid was viiRory, and the end of 
udtory noblcnefs, made up of pity and munificence. Being governor 
of Guifhes, which was befieged liy the French after their taking of 
Calais, he defended it with great valour; but the garrifon, tlirough 
defpair, mutinying, he was obliged to furrender the place ; and being 
thereby made a prlfoncr, he ruinrv his fortune to \ ay his ranfom, vi/. 
24,000 cro.v ns. Dugdale fays, he was attainted ; but for w hat caufc

Ha\ing lived to all the jijrcat purpofes of life but fcir-intcrcft, he 
decealed, anno the ^tU of I'^lizabcth, r563 ; to the pubite Ibrrow of 
England, which lie fccured, and co the joy of Scotland, which he 
awed. On this orcafiou it was remarked, “ that on the fame day 
died the grcatoll fcholar, and the greateft fbldicr of the nobility 
meaning, Henry Manners, carl of Rutland, as the firft ; and VVilliam 
lord Grey dc Wilton, as the laR. He had fumnions to parliament 
from the of Henry VIII. to the 6th of Philip and Mary, and was 
a K. G. His wife was Mary, daughter of Charles carl of Worceftcr, 
by whom he had ilTuc, Arthur and William; and a daughter, Honora, 
who married Henry Denny, efquirc. Of the Ions, 

AnxifUK luccecdcd his father in honour, but in a frnali eftate .Nti'i'i- 
(much dimlnilhed, as before obferved), wlilch by his valour he en- 
deavoured to advance; being initiated into feats of war under his 
martial father at the liege of Leith, anno 1560, where he was wounded 
in the Iboulder, which infpirited him with an antipathy to the Scots. 

He was afterwards fent over lord deputy into Ireland, anno 1580, where 
h.' unfortunately fought the rebel Irilh at Glandilough, to tlic great 
lots f>f Englilh blood ; which made many commend his courage above 
his condud, until he recovered his credit, and finally liipprellcd the 
rebellion of Defmond. Which rendered his name (with otiicr mili- 
tary exploits), more famous as a foldier even than his father. IJc wat 
the patron of the poet Spencer, at the time he was lord deputy in 
Ireland ; and was much commended for his dilpatch, rciblution, and 
for his prudence in public aliairs. He was a knight of the garter, as • 
his lather had been; and was alfo funimoncd to parllaraeut, from the 
8th to the 35th of queen Elizabeth, in which year he died. Hi- 
Iccond wife was Jane Sibylla, daughter of Sir Richard Monlon, knight,

The” lords (continues Sir Dudley), were long ere they 
could all agree, and loth to come out with fo hard a cenfure againil 
him; moil of them itrove with themleivcs, and would j&in, as it 
ieems, have difpenied with their coAfciences to have ihewn him 
favour. After Sentence, when he was aiked what he would fay agatnit 
its being denounced? he replied, ** 1 have nothing to fay; yet a word 
of Tacitus comes in my month:

It feems* that after an infulting farce of bringing the convi< 5 led 
confpirators to the fcaffold, and after an inexpreilible aggravation of 
cruelty, in the ceremony of the preparation for execution, and in 
minute expedation of the catafbrophe, the tragedy being worked up 
to the higheft point, a pardon, as to their lives, was produced ; and 
Grey was remanded back to the Tower, there to remain during plca- 
fiirc, where he lingered until he died, the 6th July, 1614, without 
iffue. His forfeited eftates at Whaddon, in Buckinghamfliirc, were, 
after his attainder, leafed out to his mother; and after his death, 
granted in fee to the new favourite, George Villier^ duke of Buck- 
ingham. 

His only brother,, William, died before him, in 1605, S, P. ; and 
his heir was his fitter (of the whole blood), Bridget, wife of Sir Row- 
land Egerton, of Egerton, in Chclhire ; whofc intcrcft, according to

Tims unfortunately terminated the male hne of the lUuftrioua 
family of Grey of Wilton. But in the female line, 3 ir Thomas Eger- 
ton. baronet, defeended from the aforelaid Sir Eowland Egerton, the 
honour of the family has been continued down and recognized ; his 
majelty, the prefent king, George III. having been pleafed to create 
him, by letters patent, 15th Hay, 1784, lord Grqyde Wilton; dna 
iiuce, by further letters pfdent, to elevate him to the dimity of an earl, 
26thi June, 1801, a degree of rank and dignl^ not before attained to 
by any of his anceftors of the Wilton branch.

By ^Mur^, h»s firfl" wife, daughter of Wiliam lord Boos, nc had John, 
hii <bn and heir ; and by Joane, his fccond wdfe. daughter and heir bf 
William lord Aftlcy, and widow of Thomas Ralcio^!), of Famborough, 
in com. Warw. cfquire, he had iffuc three ^bn^ ; viz. Edward, who 
married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of Henry, fon of William lord 
Ferrers, of Groby,* and bore the title of Ferars of Gioby ; John, of 
Barwell, in com. Lciccft. ; and Robert, of Enfield, in com. Stafford : as 
alfo a daughter, Eleanor, married to William Lucy, of Chcrlccotc, in 
com. Warw. efquire. 

JoHX, fpn and heir of Reginald, by his firft wife^ was a perfon of 
cfpccial note and eminence, a Icnlgbt of the garter ; and ftrved in the 
wars of France with diftinguifhed celebrity, where he was in the cele- 
brated battles of Agincourt, temp. Henry V. and of Vernoul, the 3d 
of Henry VI, when his father being alfb prefent, they participated in 
the honour of that fignal victory. When he died docs not certainly 
appear ; but it w as in his father’s lifetime. His wife was Conflance, 
daughter and coheir of John Holland, duke of Exeter, and widow of 
Thomas Mowbray, duke of Norfolk; by whom he had iffuc Edmund, 
and Thomas, who was created baron of llugcmont Grey but died 
S.P. Which 

EDMO^ D therefore became fucceffor to his grandfather Reginald, in 
the baronies of Grey of Ruthyn and HaRlngs ; and was, by king Ed- 
ward IV. created carl of Kent, and to the heirs male of his body. 
Whereby the baronies beforementioned were merged in the earldom ; 
and fo continued, until by the deceale of Henry carl of Kent, without 
iffue, in 1^*39, the earldom reverted to the nevt heir male defeended 
from Anthony Grey, ol Branfpatlic, a younger fon of George fecond 
carl ol Kent; but the titles of Grey of Riithyr and HaRings, being 
baronies in fee, devolved upon Sufanna, llRer and heir to Henry eafl of 
Kent aforefaid, and wife of Sir Michael Lrongv’ilc, knight.

Op this family, which is of good antiquity in the county of Nor- 
folk, was AjifDREW Yelverton, temp. Edward II. whofc fon^ 
Robert, wa-^ feated at Rackheath, near Norwich ; and married Cecilia, 
daughter of Sir Thomas Bardolf, dclcended from the ancient barons 
of that furnamc, by whom he* had ifliie, John, his ton and heir, an- 
ceftor of the before-mentioned , 

Sir IlrNRT Yelvehtoit^ knight, who was one of the members for 
the county of Northampton, in that parliament which voted the 
reftoration of king Charles IT. : but he deccafrd In the flower of his 
age, Oclobcr 3, 1670, leaving by bis wife aforefaid, Sulan, daughter 
and folo heir of Charles Longuevillc, baron Grey dc Kuthjn, ^rcc ' 
fbns, viz. Charles, Henry, and Chriftopher j and a daughter, Frances^ 
married to Chriftopher vifeount Hatton, Which 
Charle.s fucccedcd his father as ft baronet ; and On the dcccafe*of 
his mother, in fOyd, became baton Grey of Ruthyn : but dying un- 
married, of the fm all-pox, foou after, viz. anno 1679, the title 
devohed on his brother 

IlnNUt ; who afterwards, the 2d William at 1 Mary (21ft April, 
1600), was created vifeount Longuevile, and died in »>03-4, aged 
forty ; lea^ing by his wifi , Barbara, daughter of John Talbot, of ]Lay- 
cock, in CO. Wilts, cfquirc, two fbns, Talbot and Henry; and alfbfivc 
daughters; viz. Ba»bara, Sufanna, Frances, Anne, and Henrietta. 
Tai.bot, the deleft fon, was fucceflbr to his father; and aflifting

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at the coronation of Icir^ George T. carried the golden fours, as his 
father had borne them at the coronations of king James fl. and king 
William and queen Mary.’’ On the 3d of Au^ift, j y 17, he was created 
earl of SuiTcx; and in i^Z$» was constituted deputy earl raarflial of 
England, and in the fame year, alfo created a knight of the bath, at 
the rcinftitution of that order. His vife was Lucy, daughter of Henry 
Pelham, of SuiTcx, efquirc, uncle to the duke of Kcwcaftle; by whom 
(who died in childbed, 25th March, if 30, in the thirty-fijfth year of 
her age), he had two ions, George and Henry; and departing this life, 
at his feat of Eafton-Mauduit, in Northamptonlhire, the 27th October, 
1731, he was fucceeded by 

CicoRGc, his eldelt /on and heir, who died unmarried in 1758; 
wherefore the ^honours devolved upon 
HhNRV, his brother and heir; who married, firft, Hefter, daughter 
of John Hall, efquirc, of Mansfield Woodhonfe, in Nottinghamfhirc ; 
and by her, who died in 1777, had ifiuc an only daughter, Barbara. 
His fccond wife was Mary, daughter of John Vaughan, efquirc, of 
Bfiftol, but by her had no ifiTue. Wherefore his lordlhip deccafing in 
1799, without ilfuc male, the vifeounty of Longuevile and earldom of 
Sufiex arc confidcred extind; but the barony of Grey of Ruthyn, with 
the other female baronies merged therein, delccndcd to the ifluc of his 
only daughter and heir, the 

Lady Bxrbsrv, before-mentioned, who died in her father’s life- 
time, April 9th, 1781; leaving by her hufband, Edward Thorotun 
Gould, clquire, of Woodham-Mansfield, 00, Notts, Barbara, born 25th 
January, 1777; Mary, born May 5th, 1778; and Henry, born in Sep- 
tember, 1780.

(orlcited by the attainder, but Fran<'f being loll to the EngUlh ciown, 
the title of'ranl.erville iharcd tlic farre fate. 

I'his John, at the time of his father’s doatli, was only fix years of 
ago; but the 20th <»f Edwaid IV. he obtained Inery of his lands 
witlu^ut ni.iking proof of his age; and the 22d of Edward IV. had 
lumnions to parliament, and fo to the 9th of Henry VII. 1494, the 
period of his death. John, hi» fon and heir, died anno 1504, aged 
naictccn ; having Edw'ard, his Ion and heir, then only one year old. 

Winch EbV, A«D, the 15th of Henry VIII. was with the duke of 
Sutiidk m the expedition then made into France; and was at the 
taking of Bray, and other places then won from the Fremh, But of 
him nothin*! further worthy of notice is recorded. He had fuminons 
Lo parbaniCnt, from the aift of Henry VIII. to tlie 5th of Edward VI. 
vs hen he died without legitimate ilTue; and wai the laft baron Powis 
rvf the (iJrey family. His wdfe was Anne, otic of the daughters of 
Cluiiles Brandon, duke of Suflblk : who fursiving him, became the 
wife of R«ndlc Hauwortb, cfijuirc. 

But by one .fane Orwell, the /aid Edward lord Powis had illuc, 
Edw ird Grey, a natural fon, and alfo three natural daughters; vi/.. 
J.iiie, Anne, and ~ - on whom fucceflSvely (in cafe of default of 

lawful illue t>f his own bod)), he entailed the chief part of his efiates, 
comjj;fing the barony of Powis. 

Siiii-e thr' time much uncertainty ha< prtvailcvi refpetfling the right 
to the iuheritancv’ of the title : it being contended on one hand, that 
Richard lord Powl'-, w>-o diet’ the fith of Edward IV. bcfidcs bis (on 
and fucceffor, John, kft a daughter, named Kli/abeth, who inariied 
Sir John Ludlov ; w'lio by her had iffue two daughters and coheirs^ viz. 

Anne 
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Anne and Alice I^udlowc, who married Thomas and Humphrey Vci- 
noji; but on the other, it is objeded, that the laid Richard lord Puv^i: 
had not a daughter Eh/abeth, married to Ludlow, but hud a iiilcr 
Kli/abeth, who married Sir Roger Kynalion, knight. 

It appears, however, that anno 1581. (which is the firR notice taken 
of Elualicth in the herald’s book-), Henry Vernon (dele ended from 
the aforcfald Vernons), petltton<‘d queen Elizabeth, fitting lorth his 
claim to the barony of Powis; ihc matter was referred to lord trs-a- 
furer Burleigh, niaftcr of tlic court of wards, und the earl of Leiceifer, 
deputy earl marilul under the carl of Shrewfbury. Thole two ]<»ids 
join in a letter, dated September azd, 1584, to Cooke, claicncuux 
(•’alter being then vacant), and Glover, Sonurlct hcwld, rcquiiing 
them to examine into tlie proof of Mr. Vernon’-^ cUiim, and to ctitily 
their opinion. And by a report, dated Oiflobcr zad, 1584, they t,(T- 
tificd that they had ex,amiiticd into the defeent of the Powis tamlly, 
and after fcarchlng all the rccotds and books of the office, tiny find 
that none of the lords Grey pf Powis had a daughter, except 1 hi try, 
who had a daughter, named Elizabeth, married to Sir Roger Kynaflon, 
frc’nt whom the KynaRons of Hordley are defeended. 

After this, viz. in March 1731-2, John Kynallon, efiiuirc, hiil 
ckiim to this barony, as lineal heir of Edw,ird Kynallon, oi Ilordlt-y, 
next Loufiii m blood, and heir of Edward the laffi loid (ircy of . 
But he was oppofed by Sir Nathaniel Ciirzon, baionot (dtrccucl<d 
from the Vernons, as in the annexed Table is uK.rc fully ihewn), niui 
refting his prctcuiions on the ground of being ncaiit m blood to tJic 
fiid Edward lord iPawysi that iSj, from Elizabeth. duigUttr, and .u 
length heir of Richard lord Powis; whereas Mr. KynaRuii clamitvl • 
from 1 hzabeth, filler to the faiJ Illcliaul.

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T(j the firi^ it was anTwered by Mr, Kynaflon, that in Hilary Term, 
iytU Ehzabctii, 158^, in a criufc in the court of wards (Inter Vernon 
and Grey t(ie JJallaid), the court of ward-j, by a fblcmn decree, recit- 
ing that the laid three inquifitions had been traverfed, and in due form 
aioidcd, deelaicd all thefe in»[uIfitions infufiiciait. 

To the llcond head it was obflrved, that it was apj'rehendcd tlicic 
vcfdid> would not atted Mr. Kynafton; as the then Mr. Kynalbai, 
nor any perfim under whom he claims, are not made puftki to the 
lints, and a-. Inch the vcrdids were to be oonlidered as “ r<3 inter tiUo-i 
ada.” 

On the third head It was alTertcd, it did not appear that the Ver- 
nons (from whom Sir Nathannd dv rived Irinlclf), by any of thtii 
difjiutes enjoyed any part of the lord Fowls’ ellatc, excepting a fmall 
pottion, part of which being in the neighbourhood of Cur/on, might 
be probably purchalcd, as was the other pait.

But neverthelefs, Edward Haftings, great grandfon of Hugh HaR- 
Ings, brotlicr to the faid John, of the half blood, had a long conteft 
w ith Reginald lord Grey, of Ruthyn; for the arras of Haftings, chal- 
lenging tlic fame as the next. heir male; he was, however, <ondenincd 
in very heavy cofts, and imprifoned fixteep years, for dlfohcying the 
fentence of judgment which was ' givep in favour of the lord Grey. 
Howbeit, Haftings having failed in fils claim to the arms, and the 
eftates of which the carl of Pembroke died feifed, having palled to 
Beauchamp, by the entail beforementioned, he apprehended the injury 
done to him fo great, that he, with extreme anguilh of mind at his 
latter end, left God’s curfe and his owui upon his dcl'cendants, if they 
did not attempt the vindication thereof. 

This Edward is faid to have afl'umcd the title of lord Plaftings and 
Stutevile; as by a deed under his feal of arms, dated 4th November, 
8tli Henry IV. appears; by what right, however, is not recorded, as 
there is no teftimony that he was ever fo created, or had fummbtis to,

(tailed Robin of Ridcldalc), and others, to the number of jo,ooo, he

as appears by his charter, bearing date the 4th of July, anno the lyth 
of his reign, 1749. November 15, the ill of Un hard Ilf. this Wil 
liam earl of Huntingdom was coullitutcd jnllicc of iiouth W,dcs; and 
on the lad of February following, entered into covenants with that 
king, to take Catherine Plautagcnet, his daughter, tt, wife, Lefore the 
fcaft of Michaelmas then next enfuing; as alfo to make her a ceitain 
jointure, and the king to fettle lands and lordlhlps of a large annual 
value on them, and the heirs male of their .tvs 0 bodies.

hw lord (who had^j^aifed him from nothing), that the 2d of IM- 
ward IIL anno 13^18, being tahcti in a wood nearHenlcj PaiK, h^ 
was beheaded on the nones of Odober; and his head fent to ILiu; 
earl of Laneaftcr, then at Waltham Crofs, co, ElTex, by Sir Thon)a^ 

Wyther, and 'feme other private friends. 

He married Maud, fecond daughlcr and coheir of Alan k* Zouchc, 
of Afhby, and had itfuc four ions; vir. Robert,. Thomas (after rail of 
Kent, of whom under that head) ; and Alan, who had the manois t»f 
Dalbury and Weekfworth, in Dcrbyflnrc; alfu Otho, who was vet) 
eminent for his valour, and becanie one of the knights of tlic gain r 
at the firft foundation of the order by Edward lU.

The name, however, of this title, together with that, of Lovel, was, 
by favour of his majefty, and by virtue of his royal letters patent, 
dated May 7 th, (ad George 111.) revived in the perlbn of John 
Pcrcival (carl of Egmont in Ireland), by the defbription of " Baron . , 
* Vid. Lovcl* Level* and Holland, of Enmorc, hi the county of Stafford.” The noble 
family of Pcrcival is, in fa^t, the fame in origin with that of Lovel; : 
being both of them branches of the great honfc of Yvery, which long 
flouriflicd in Normandy and France, and whofc iUuftrious defeent and 
alliances arc moll: elaborately fet forth; in an efpecial work, entitled, 

" The Hiffory of the Houfe of Yvery.” To the laborious author 
wdicreof we are under much obligation for many paffages, which have 
enabled us to give a better and more accurate account of feveral fami- 
lies, than the pages of Dugdale could fupply.

There arc thofe, perhaps, who may exped, that in giving an 
account of the honourable and large fpreading family of Howard, the 
line of their defeent ihould at Icaft be carried up to the time of the 
Norman conqueff ; but it feems, that although the mod: learned anti- 
quarians and expert heralds have long cxercifcd their powers of 
refcarch and conjedlure, they have never yet been enabled to Ibite, 
with abfolute certainty, from what beginning, or primaeval aheeftor,

Other families, now of more humble mnk' in the world, can with 
great truth and accuracy trace thc nlelves in a continued fucccfllon of 
the male line, from thole heroes, who coming over with duke Wil- 
liam, participated with him in the glory ot his conqueft, and were 
rewarded for their fervices with Honours and with lands; the latter of 
which, even at this day. Hill remain in the hands of Ibme of the

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the 3d of Edward III. *n all his dcmcfne lands in the counties of 
Bedford, Norfolk, York, and Kent. In which /car, haring, without 
licence, purchafed the oiHce of coinage' in the Tower of London, 
and city of Canterbury, from Maud, the widow of John de Botetourt 
(who held it by inheritance of the king, in capite), obtained his par- 
don for that tranfgreirion ; and having been fummoned to parliament, 
from the ift to the 9th of Edward III. died the fame year; leaving 
by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of the lord Botetourt, William, his 
ion and heir, then only fix years of age, and the laid Elizabeth, 
furviving. 

This William, the 25th Edward III. making proof of his age, 
had livery of his lands, his homage being refpited, by rcafon he was at 
that time in the king’s fervico in France. Wherein he continued for 
many years, performing many notable expbits ; particularly, the 38th 
Edward 111 . when being with John de Montfort, at the (iege of Do- 
veroy, vvith fcaicc 1600 mcii (Englifli and Britons), he encountered 
Charles de Blois, who came to raife the liege with 3600, whom he 
defeated and flew, with almofl: 100 5 knight and efquircs; taking pri- 
foners, 2 earls, 27 lords, and 1500 men at arms. 

Neverthclefs, the 50tli of Edward HI. the parliament having com- 
plained againft him and the duke of Lantalfer, they were removed 
from thtir trufls, and the lord Latimer lined 20,000 marks; which 
the king, together with bis imprifonment, was afterwards plealed 
wholly to remit. And being thus fully reftored again, he was made 
one of the commanders of the king’s fleet, and governor of Calais, as 
alfo a knight of the garter; and having had lumnions to parliament, 
from the 42d of Edward HI. to* the 3(1 of Richard U, inclulive, died •" 
the year enfuiug (anho 1380), leaving Elizabeth his wife, daughter of 
Edmond earl of Arundel, furviving; and allb an only daughter and

Of the Latimer name (if not of the fame family), was Hugh La- 
Tnn:ii, biiliop of Worcefter, who, in the reign of queen Marv, was 
burnt in .Sinithfield, with biflaop Ridley, for their z\,al in fnpport of 
the Proteliant religion. 

JOHN NEFIL, LORD LATIMER OF DJMIY, 

Tnr flrft of this family who bore the title of lord Latimer, was 
Joif.N Ni.vii.L, fbn of John lord Nevill, of Raby, by his fecund wife, 
* \iA. J Uh hilizabeth, foie daughter and heir of William Latimer, lord Latimer,'*^ 
^ Richard 11 . 

AVliich John was fummoned to parliament, from the 5th Henry IV. 
to the yth of Henry VI. inclufivc. And having married Maud, 
daughter of Thomas lord Clifford, and widow of Richard carl of 
Cambridge, died the fame year, leaving noiffue; whereby his frftcrs,

i‘ which, Elizabeth nwrried Sir Thomas Willoughby, knight. 

But divens of the lordfhips whereof he was feized being, f</r want 
of iffuc of his body, entailed upon Ralph Nevill, carl of Wcftmorcland, 
his elder brother of the lialf blood, the faid Ralph fettled them, by 
feoffment, upon George Nevill, one of his fons by his fecond wife, 
Joanc, daugh^T of John of Gh^nt, duke of Lancaftcr; who there- 
upon the next enfuing year, the 10th of Henry VI. was linutnoned 
to parliament as lord Latimer.

Wurffi George, the T 3 th of Henry VI. was one of the chid 
commanders of the king’s forces' then raifcd in the North, for titc 
defence of thofc parts againft the Scots. 

And the fimc jc^ir came to au accord with Maud, countds t>f 
Cambridge (widow of hk half unde, John brd Latimer), viz. that, 
if by the advice of their counfcl, they fliould grant unto Sir John 
Willoughby, knight (for to preferve amit), and to prevent IdW'fuik), 
any of thofe lands which formerly belonged to the faid John lord La- 
timer, that of fuch lands Ihe Ihould give tw'o parts, and he, the faid 
George, one part. And in cafe of any fuit commenced b> Sir John 
Willoughby againfl them (by reafoii of his being the nevt heir in 
blood to the fame John lord Latimer), for any of thole lands, die to 
pay two third parts, and he the other third part of the cofts incurred 
thereby. 

In the latter part of his life, it feems, this George became an idiot; 
whendbre the cuftody of his lordihips and lands was committed to his 
nephew, Hichard Ncvill, carl of Warwick.'^ His wife was Elizabeth, 
third daughter of Richard earl of Warwick, and cohei- to their mo- 
ther, Elizabeth (his firR wife), daughter and heir of Thomas lonl 
Berkeley, by whom ho had iflue Sir Henry Ne.ill, knight, who was 
lliin at the battle of Edgeot, in bis lifetime, and a daughter, who 
died iffuclcfs. And having had fummons to parliament, from the loth 
of Henry VI. to the 9 th of Edward IV. inclulive, he departed thw 
life the fame year, leaving Richard, his graiidfon, his next hur, at that 
time about two years old ; viz. fon of Sir Henry Nevill, knight, hc- 
tbrementioned, by Joanna his wife, daughter of John Bourchicr, lonl 
Berners.

Which Kichabd, the ift of Henry VII. was one of the com- 
manders of the king’s army at the battle of Stoke, againft John carl 
of Lincoln, and his rebellious followers; who were there entirely 
defeated. 

The 6th of Henry VII. he had fpecial livery of all the lauds which 
dclccnded to him by the death of his grandfather; and foon after, viz. 
the Sth of Henry VII. he was again a commander in the Knglilh 
army ; and fo likcwife the 5th Henry VIII. when he greatly diftin- 
guilhed himfelf in the battle which took place at Flodden Field, where 
the Scots were totally vanquiftied, and their king Ilain. 

Memorable, alfo, is this Richard for the dispute he had with Robert 
lord Brooke, touching the barony of I^atimcr; to which, as next heir 
in blood to John lord Latimer, who died S. P. the (;th of Henry VI. 
he claimed a right. But to end the contention, the lord Brooke was 
informed by an herald, that Sir George Nevill, grandfather to Richard, 
was created lord Latimer by a new title,* which therefore lineally 
defeended to Richard, by Henry, fon and heir of the laid George; and 
that the lord Brooke had made a wrong claim : who Ihould have 
claimed his ftyle from William Latimer, firft created lord Latimer, of 
Danby (the head manor of his barony) temp. Edward I. On this 
the lord Brooke perceiving his error, and having a title of his own, 
was contented to conclude a match between their children ; and Ri- 
chard fufFered a recovery on certain manors and lordlhips demanded 
by the lord Brooke ; with which adjuRment both, parties were well 
fatisfied. After which, he departed this lif*, viz. the a^d of 
Henry VIII. (» 531)1 h«iving had fumraons to parliament, the yth, 
nth, and iJ5th Henry VII. and the ift, 3d, 6th, 7th, 14th, and .jilt 
Henry VIII. By Anne his wife, daughter uf Humphrey Stafford, of 
Grafton, in co. Wigorn, hv. left a numerous ilTuc, as in the Table of 
Defeent, whereof 

Joifx, his cldeft fon, was his fucceffor; who, 58th Henry VIII. 
upon that infurre(Ri< n in Yorkfliire, called the Pilgrimage of Grace, 
was, together with the lords Scrope, Lumley, and Darcy, chofen by 

the 
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the rebels to treat v^itb the duke of Norfolkj general of the king s 
army then advanclng^againft them. The 35tb, 28th^ 31ft, and 33d 
of Henry VUI. he<bad liimmons to parliament; and the 34th ol the 
fafnc king depeHed thb hie, leaving iiSue by Dorothy, his firft wile, 
one of the daughters and coheirs ol John Vere,^ e'ai’h of Oxford, John, *^1',*), 
his fon and heir, an^ a daughter, Margaret. But by Catherine, l>is 
fecond wife, daughter of Sir Thomas Parr, of Kendall, Knight, he had 
no illuc. Which Ca.tlu‘rinc afterwards became the lafl witc of king 
Henry VIII. whom Ihc furvived ; though by many a narrow cfcape 
from meeting the lame fate as fomc of her prcdcccHbrs. 

John, upon, his father's deccafe, anno 154s, became the next, 
and the lad lord I>atimcr*of bis line; and having had fumnions to 
parliament, from the 33th of Henry VIII. to the 23d of ijnecn Eli- 
zabeth, deccafed about that time (*580);* leaving by Lucy his wife, 
dauglitcr of Henry earl of Worceftcr, only four daughters, his coheirs; 
vi Catherine, wlh* of Ilenjy carl of Northumberland ; Dorothy, of 
Thomas Cecil, eldcft Ton of William lord Burleigh; Lucy, of Sir Wil- 
liam Corinvallls ; and Elizabeth, who married, hrlL Sir John Danvers, 
and afterwards Sir Edmund Carey, knight, third Ion ol* Henry tlw firft 
lord Ilunldon, by whom flic bad no ilTuc; but from her ilTue by Sir 
Jolin D ini cr-', dcfccntlcd Elizabeth, mother of Sir Thomas Ofliortic, 
baronet, ui f.nour ot whom afterwards the name of this honour was 
rccogiii/cd by Ins majefty Chailes II. who created the faid Sir Thomas 
vifeount Latimer, of Danby, in the county of York, by letters patent, 

13th Auguft, 25th Charles JI. 1673, in whole poflerity the fame now 
continues ; but merged in the higher title of duke of Leeds, to which 
dignity they lublcrjiicntl) were elevated.

Ok thii. name, it is mentioned, that there were fcvcral families ib 
denominated ; the one from the Ifle of Ely, and the other from the 
Iflc of Wight : but which of them is the moft ancient, is not pofi- 
tivcly afeertained. 

The firlt perfon of any confequence, of whom notice is made, is 
Bryan de L’Isle ; who, the 3d of John, paid 120 marks and a pal- 
frey, for the wardlhip and marriage of the heir of William Briton ; 
and, the 6th of John, took to wife Maud, the daughter and heir of 
Thomas, the fon of William de Scleby. This Bryan firmly adhered 
to king John, and held many high military employments under him ; 
as alfb under king Henry lU. The 6th of Henry III. he held the 
manor of Brianflon (otherwife Blandford Brian), 'in the county of 
Dorfet; and died, circ. 18th of Henry III. as it feems; for Thomas 
Briton, and Alice his wife; William de Glamorgan, and Kalph de 
hcopham, being his heirs, had livery of his lands, paying 100 marks 
fine. 

The 13th of king John, mention is alfb made of Hugh de L’Isle, 
^^ho then gave 200 marks, and an horfe of price, for the marriage of 
hi^> heir, a daughter ; for which heir (named C’athcrinc), William do 
Cuntilujic, the 15th of John, paid 300 marks, to be a wife for hU fon. 
Whofc name, however, docs r«<.t appear. 

I now tome (la}s Dugdalc) to W\rine dl L’Isle, fon of Ro- 
bert, fon of Alice, daughter of Henry, a jviungcr fon of Warinc Fitz-

WnriCH Warinc,” the 14th of Edward II. havinf? been grlcvoull/ 
oppreiTed by the Spenfers, joined the other barons then in arms, and 
Ihared with Thomas carl of Lancaller, and the reft of them, in their 
ill lueccf- ; being taken, and banged at York with the lord Moubray, 
and many others* After which, it was found, in «ft Edward III. 
that he died foiled of the manors of Bouden, Kingfton, <ind Fanflorc, 
in Bcrkftiire; Mundiford, in Norfolk; and Kiftingbury, in Northamp- 
tonlhirc ; leaving Gerard, his Ion, twenty-three years of age, and Alice 
his wife, fifter and heir of Henry Tcyes,* furviving. 

Gbraru, fon and heir of Warine de L’lfle, in the 3jft of Ed- 
ward III. had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, 
but never after. He ferved often in the wars of Scotland and France; 
and was a man of great eminence in his time. His wife was Eliza- 
beth, widow of Edmund de St. John; w'hom, Dugdalc fays, he mar- 
ried the 28th Edward III. wherefore (he muft have been a fccond 
wife; as the fame learned herald ftates, that on his dcccafc, the 34th 
Edward III. Warine, his fon and heir, was of full age. 

Which Warine, the 31ft Edward III. obtained licence to make a 
caftle of his houfe at Shirbournc, in com. Oxon, and had fummons 
to parliament, from the 43d Edward III. to 5th Richard II. inclulivc, 
the next enfuing year whereof he died (anno 1313), being then feifed, 
amongft others, of the manor of Kingfton L’lfle, in the county of 
Berks ; and leaving ifluc by Margaret his wife, daughter of William 
PIpard, a daughter and heir, alfo named Margaret, who married 
Thomas lord Berkeley, by whom flic had ifliie Elizabeth, her daughter 
and heir, who married Richard Beauchamp, carl of Warwick, to

John Talbot, eldcft fi>n of John Talbot, firft earl of Shrew ftiury,

created baron L’lfte, “ Sibi, hseredibus et aflignatis.” This patent is, 
“ per Breve de private Jtplh et de authoriiate Parl/ameiiii i'" reciting, 
that the faid barony or manor of King f oh VTJley was, by the confent 
of his mother, in the pofleffion of the faid John Talbot ; which ap- 
pears to intimate, that this barony was altogether feudal; and the 
rcafon why the authority of parliament was wanting was, that his 
mother being then alive, the harony was aduajly iu her, and could 
not be transferred to the fon othezwife than by parliament. In the 
30th of Henry VI, he was advanced to the dignity of vifeount L’Jfle; 
fibi et haTcdibus mafeulis dc -'orporc fuo.”

I)e\t»n, efipnic; and, lecoiidly, Thomas Monk, or l.e Moynu. of Po- 
tlicridge, in the lame county, auceftor, as it i i laid, to the eel- brated 
generil Monk; and Elizabeth, who became the w'ifc of Sir Krane-s 
Jobfon, knight, lieutenant of the Power, and mailer of the je.v\il 
ollicc to quetn Elizabeth.

From Antlenfon’ii (.Jcnealogical Iliftory of the Itoufc of Yvery, it 
appears that the great houfes of Yvery, I.»uvel of Karry, l/uvel of 
Ticluiicrfli, Perceval, a«d Harpctrc-Goumay, were originally derived 
from the lame jftock. 

The firtl of thi> family who entered England, was Robert lord of 
Breherval, &c. in Normandy (where he likewife hold the caftic of 
Yvery, by the fcrvice of three knights fees), a younger fon, as it is 
faid, of Endcf., fovereign duke of Brittany, He came over with the 
Coivjucror in fo6tv atid was rewarded with the lordfliips of Karry 
ant] Harpetre, in Somcrletlhirc ; but returning afterwards into Nor- 
mandy, and being feized with a grievous illnels, was ihorn a monk in 
the abbey of Bee, and died foon after, circ. 1083 ; leaving three fons, 
Afeclm, Goucl, and William. Of thefc, 

Ascelim Gouf.l nE Perceval fuccccdcd his father; and, from 
the vioh'nce of his temper and a<?lions, was furnarncJ Inipus, or the 
Wolf. He had alfo been an adventurer in the Himc expedition into 
England with his father, and was an officer of iiigh rank ; and for Ins 
frrviccs had a grant of many manors, particularly Wefton in Gordano, 
Stawel, &r. in the county of Somcrlet*. He afterwards was com- 
mander of the Norman forces at the liege of Mantc, under William - 
the Cont|acror, who there received the hurt of which he died. This 
Afeelin was famous for the long difjmtc he had with the carl of Bre- 
tcvil, in Normandy. The particulars of which remarkable trinfartion 
are related at large by Ordcricus VitaHs, a cotemporary hid^uian, but 
arc hv) long to be inferted in this place: yet* fiich was the nfilt of 
that celebrated conteft, that after having lullaincd a liege of two 
months in his caftle of Breherval, againll a great army, commanded

by the moll Valiant and experienced officers of tW age ; and 
wonderfully and extraordamrily provided for the undertaking, ho made 
bis»own terms; keeping pofleffion of the foftrels, and obtaining in 
marriage llabella, the only daughter of^ the Ikid ^rl. ^ , 

Thh lady, tliough a natural daughter of the carl of Bretevil, yet in 
default of legitimate iffiic, by the favour of Henry 1 . became helrels 
in part to her father, and Afcclin Goucl was eftablilhcd in the earldom 
of Yvery in tny, loon after which he died* 

His ilfuc were Icvcn fons, and a daughter, married to Radulfus 
Rufus, a Norman nobleman; but of the fans, the names of Robert, 
William, and John, are all which are handed down to notice. Wlvereof 
Jolni, the youngcll, was portioned by his father in the manor of Har« 
petre. Which name he allumcd, though afterwards changed by his 
defeendants to Gournay.* 

Robert, the eldell Ion, fuccccdcd his father; and dying in ri^r, 
S. P. his brother Wiifianl became his heir. 

Which William fucceeded both to his Norman and Englilh 
fllatcs, and bore the title of earl of Yvery. He was nicknamed Lupcl- 
lus, or the Little Wolf, a diminutive of the appellation which his 
father bore. In 1 153, he was in arras, ami defended his calllc of Kany 
againft king Stephen; hut died between that year and 1158, the exi<^ 
time not being known. He married Auberic, filler to Waleran do 
Belleniontc, carl of Mcllent, in Normandy, and to the earl of Lciccllcr 
in England; the ilTue of which illullrious marriage were five fons, vir. 
Walcrau, Ralph, Henry, William, and Richard.* 

Waj.eran, the eldell, fiicrceaed his father in Normandy, and was 
baron of Yvciy, but the title of earl is no further metftioned ; his line 
continued in his defrendants till it failed in the i Vh centurv.

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R\LPa, the fcc^sfid ton, alTumcd the favourite ajjpfHalioii of the 
family; winch being foltcned by degrees into Lupcl, and thener to 
Luvcl, became the furnamc uf the barons of Karry and Tielimcifli. 

He married Maud, daughter of Henry dc Ncwmarch ; but d) m/ 
vn ithout ilfuc, foon after his father, Henry, his next brother, became 
his heir.* 

Which Hen BY, tipon the feutage levied tliat }car, the 5th of 
Henry n. 1159, paid five mark's to the crown; and the 12th of 
Il<’nry H on the aid then levied f)r marrying tlic king’s daughter, 
certified his knights fees to be eighteen dc veten feoffamento, and one 
de novo. His wife’s name was Alice; by whom he had ififuc two 
fons, Ralph and Ilenry. Whereof 
Ralph fucccedcd his father; and the ill of liing (1199b 
gave 4 *^^ livery of his barony of Kari. Some time alter, he be- 
llowed the lands of Ethelberge on the monks of Montacutc ; but died 
the 9th of John, A. D. iao8, without ilTuc. Wherefore 

Henry, his brother, became his heir; who the fame year, viz. the 
gth of John, gave 300 marks, and feven palfries, for livery of the 
lands of his inheritance. And in the Telle dc Nevd (which is an 
ancient colledion of knights fees), it appears he had, amongll others, 
Hunewy, Pydccumbe, and Colncy, in the co. of Somerfet; at which 
time Pydecumbe and Colncy were in jointuic to Alice, the mother of 
this Henry, and Hunewy in jointure to Maud, the widow' of his bro- 
ther Ralph. 

The J3th of John, he paid 300 nnrks, and three good pffrict, Ibi 
leave to go into Ireland ; and again, upon the colle6Uon of the feutru^* 
of Wales, he paid tweuty-threc marks for eleven knights fees and onc^ ‘ 
half; and thirteen mark> for fix fees and an h ilf, for ihe fees of Tvlon- 
taciitc; foon after which he died, leaving by Chr,lliaai iu>, wife, who

barony. Rut of thefc, the firll married Walter de Eflelcs; the fccond 
Thomas de Bretun ; the third, Matthew Wake; and the fourth, Wil- 
li.jni Fit/- Walter. To this Henry fucceeded 
Richard, liis fon and heir, bcforcmcntioucd ; who, the 2d of 
Henry HI. giving £.. 100 , as fecurity for payment of his relief, had 
livery of his barony of Karri, and of all other his lands in the county of 
Somerfet. The 38th Henry III. upon collcdion of the aid for making 
the king’s cldcft fon a knight, he anfwercd for eleven knights fees and 
an half for the honour of Moreton, and died the fame year (1254), 
leaving 

Hpa’rv, his fon and heir, who the next year, the 39th of Henry III, 
paid X’.ioo for his relief, and had livery of his lands; but enjoyed his 
eftate only a few years, dying the 47th Henry III. {1263); being 
then feifed of the manor of Caftle Cary, holden in capitc of the king, 
by barony, and the fcrvicc of finding two foldiers in the king’s army 
for forty days. His ilTue were Richard and Henry Luvel. Whereof 
Richard, the cldcft fon, doing his homage the fame year, had 
livery of his barony, paying £. roo for his relief; but he furvivcd his 
father only a fliort time, and dying without ifllic,** 

IIrxut, his brother, was his heir and fuccefibr; and the 2d of Ed- 
ward I. (1274}, was in poflclfion of the barony of Kari, and died 
about the year 1280, leaving a fon, Hugh, and a daughter, Oliva, wife 
of John de Gournay, of Bevcrfion.'*

whereas, by a pleading btDic the juiiices in eyie, in the county of Somerfet, the 8th Ed- 
ward I, the more certain 'jiomntiou to be colie Acd that he uas fucceeded by his brother 
Ueury 
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'by John de Gournay, f ■*r the fortune of his wife Oliva, fitter to the 
faid Hugh I^uvel : which fortune he then entered into engagements 
to pay.* Bvit this Hugh dcceafcd the 19th Edward I. (1291), being 
then ieifed of the cattle of Cary, and of divers other lands of great 
value ; leaving Alianorc his wife furviving, and a fon, 

KicffAnD, the next baron of Cary, who, the 9th of Edward III. 
obtained, in conjundion with Muriel his wife, the cuftody of the 
cattles of Corf and Purbcck, in co. Dorttt; after which, he had a 
confirmation of a moiety of the barony of Wachftriker, in Scotland : 
but whether in reward for his fervices againft that nation, or as an 
acquifition from his wife, is not faid. This Richard had fummons to 
parliament as a baron of the realm, the jj^d, 33d, and 24th of Ed- 
ward III. and died upon the laft day of January the year following, 
feifed of the manor of Winfred Egle, in the county of Dorfet, and 
alfo of (.’attic Cary, and Merfli, in the county of Somerfet. Ilis wife 
was Muriel, daughter of William, the firft carl of Douglas, in Scot- 
land ; by whom he had ifluc a fon, James, and two daughters ; vi/;. 
Joane, wife of John do Moels; and Alianorc, of Sir Roger Ruhaut. 
But this James, his only fon, deceafed in his lifetime, viz. the i6th 
Edward III. being then feifed, in conjunittion with Ifabcl his wife, of 
the manors of North an<l South Barewe, and Blakford, held jointly by 
them for their livci; hut who this lady was is unknown; his ilTue by 
her, however, w'cre a fon, Richard, eight years old at the time of his 
father’s death, i6th Edward III. (who died under age, S. P. alfb be- 
fore his grandfather), and a daughter, Muriel, who thereby became 
heir to the eftate and barony of Kari, upon the death of her grand- 
father; at which time, the 25th Edward III. (1351), ttie v\ms nine-' 
teen years of age, and then the wife of Nicholas St. Maur; whofc 
poftcrit) for fomc time enjoyed this eftate and honour. (ViJ. St. 
Mdur.) 
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This houfc, tluni^'^h not io confidcniblc In tlte very carlicfi time, 
yet ver} fbon became of note with that bt forementioned ; and 
in one (tt had the advantage of the other, that it lafied to a later 
jx'riod. 

Ot Wiid.ivM, the firft of thU line, and brother to Ralph and 
Henry, of Caftle Kary,^ very little is faid, but it appears he was lord 
of Minlfcr, in com. Oxon, and that he was dead before the 8 th of 
Richard I, for in that year his foil was potTcired of the inheritance. 
Who the lady was that he married cannot be alHrnied , although it is 
certain her name was Maud, and that Ihc was living the 8 th of John, 
being then a widow.f 

Willi \.\f, fon and heir of William and Maud, the 13 th of John, 
held Dockinges by barony; which, with its appurtenances, the rccord| 
affirms in the margin, to be a fee, and lately granted to this family. 
His wife’s name was Ifabcl, by whom he had ilTue John, baron of 
Dockinges, and loid of Minllcr-Luvel. 

Which John was a minor at his father’s d<’ath, and in cuRody of 
Alan Raffet, of Murcfdcwall and Wycombe, in Surrey; whole daugh- 
ter, by Ahva, daughter of Stephen Gay,§ he mariicd, and jointured 
in the manor of Minfttr Luvcl , upon which oc< 'fion he quitted the 
ancient coat of arms, which was thit of Luvcl ot Kary, the crolslets 
only omitted, and either out of honour or icgard to the houfe of 
Bafict, alTumcd their coat (which were Barry Ncbulc of Six A. ind S.) 
the colours only changed into 0. and 0. Hb children by the faid Aliva, 
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were, John, baron of. Locklngcs; P)>ilip;" Fulke, archdeacon of Col- 
chrftcr; and Agnes, the wife of Adim dc Chetwynd, ancxilor to the 
vifeount’s family of that furnamc, in the kingdom of IrcJind. Of 
thefe, 

John, the cldtfl: ion, was fucceiTor to his father; and the 48th of 
Henry III. was made governor of the caille of Nurtbamuton. and the 
^6th ot Henry HI. governor of Marlborough caftlc. After when, no- 
thing niaierial is related of him untd his. death, the Kvl.vaid I, 
(1587), v/iu‘n he was lound fciict! oi the manor of MinAtr-Eavd, in 
com. Oton; ICleeumbe, in com. Wilts; and of I'lchmenh, in coni. 
Northamp. Which great lordrtup he acquired in light of Maud his 
vv'ife, daughter and heir of ------ Sydenham ; and which not long 

after became the title of the barony that his pofterit; enjo)cd. His 
ilfnc wcjc, Sir J'homas Luvcl, who had Tick well for his portion, and 
bore a Bend Azure over his coat for diti:(‘rencc and John, his cldcil: 
fon and heir, who performing his fealty, had livery of his lands the 
fame year.

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' Which John, at his fathcA dcreafc, was thirty-two years old; and 
the 32d of Edward I. attended that king into Galcony> and the 24th 
of the fame reign, had his tirft writ of fummons to parliament as a 
baron, and from thence to the 4th of Edwaid II. inclufivc. To his 
firft wife, he mairud Ifabcl, daughter of Emald de Bois, of Thorpe- 
Ernald, filler and heir of Willitim ; and flic dcccafmg about the 4th 
of Edward II. left an only daughter, Maud, her heir, who became the 
wife of William lord Zouche, of Haryngworth; and carried with her 
the lands of Dockingcj, which had been fettled upon her mother’s 
niariiagc. 

Ilis feeoiid wife was Joan, daughter of Robert lord Roos, of Ham- 
lake, by whom he had ifliic John and Jumca;' and dcceafing the 4th 
of Edw'ard 11 . vs’as fuccccded by 

John, his eldeft fon, who furvived him only a flioit time, and hav- 
ing had fummons to parliament, the 6th, yth, and 8th of Edward JI. 
died the fame year (1 Ji5)> leaving iflue by Maud his wile, filter and 
heir to Edward lord Burnel,* an only fon, alfo named 

Joiiv, two years old at his father’s death ; of whom the firft me- 
morable mention made is, that he was in the expedition into Scotland 
the 8th Edw'ard III. being then twenty-one years of age ; anil 111 the 
10th and j8th of the* fame reign, he was m the wars of France, fo 
alfo the 19th, 30th, and 31 ft, and one of the retinue of Thomas 
Beauchamp, earl of Warwick; but in that lafl: year he died (fj47)» 
leaving iflW John, a fccond fon, likewife named John; and a daugh- 
ter, Ifabclla, who Kcamc the wife of Thomas, fm of Thomas Green. 
Of thefc, 

Jo^r^, the eldeft fon, was only fix years and a half old at his father’s

death; 
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death, and did not live to attain his twcnty-firft year, but died the 
35th of Edward lU. ifluelc/s; wherefore his next brother became his 
heir, who, as before obferved, was llkcwifc named John. 

Which John, the 37th of Edward III. (1263), being of ful! age, 
had livery of his lands, his homage being rcfjutcd, and was aiterwards 
JeJed into the mofl noble order of the garter; and the 44d of Ed- 
ward III. was in the wars of IVance, and fo alio in divers other years 
of the fame king. • 

The 5olh of Eld ward III, he was conftituted governor of Banelyng- 
ham, in France. In the time of Rich.ird II. when the great dlfcontent 
arofe amongft the nobility, by rcalon the king was fo ciitircl) l'vv.'i}ed 
by Robert de Vere, duke of Ireland, and f)ine others, to the great 
feandal of the government, he cfpoufed the popular party ; yet at 
length it fo happened, that he aiterwards fell off from that fide to the 
king, and became one of thofc whom they expelled the court. The 
time of his death is not certain ; but it appears he had funimons to 
parliament, from the 49th of Edward III. to the Sth of Henry IV. 
Inclufiv e ; and made his will the 9th of Henry IV, 1 408, the probate 
whereof bears date the 12th of September following. Ills wife was 
IVtaud, granddaughter and heir of Robert lord Holland,'*' by whom he 
left in lie, 

Joii.v, his foil and faccclTor, the eighth of that name, who iiirvived 
him not long ; for having had fnmmons to parliament, from the i nh 
(>i Henry IV. to the 2d of Henry V. inclufivc, he died that year 
(1414), leaving, by Alianore his wife, daughter of William lord 
Zouchc, of Ilaryngw'orth, William, his fon and lulr; and a fccond 
I'on, alfo named William, who married one of the daughters and co ' 
heirs of Thomas St. Clcre, of Barton St. John, in com. Oxon. 

Which William, the elder, the 4th of Henr} V. was, by inden- 
ture, retained to lervc the king in the wars of E'rance ; and the Qth of 
Henry V. was again in the fame wars The ift of Henry VI. doing 
his homage, lie had livery of the lands of his inheritance, by doreent, 
both from John lord Luvel, his father, and from Maud de Holland, 
his grandmother. And having married Alice, one of the daughters of

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John, an<l filler and coheir to William ^lord Deincourt (l^ridbw of 
Kalph lord Butler of Sudley), lie had alfo livery of the lands of that 
inheritance the 2d of Henry VI. performing bis fealty for the fame. 

The ; 4th of Henry V'^I. in confidcration of )jis cmineilt fervices, 
and by fcafon of his inlirmities of body, he bad an efpecitd eieiriptiori 
from coming to parliament for term of life ; yet his name appears in 
the Lifts of Summt.ns thereto, from the ^d to the 33d of Henry VI. 
inclufivc -; in w hich latter, upon the 16th of June, 1459, he departed , . 
this life, leaving John, his fon and heir/ and Alice Iris wife, furviving; 
who the very fame year, upon the death of Margaret, her lifter, wife 
of Ralph lord Cromw'ell, S. P. was found the next' heir,, whereby 
divers lordflitps and lands dcfccndcd to her, whereof Ihe had cfpccial 
livery foon after. 

John, fon and heir of William lord Luvel, was twenty-two years 
of age at his father’s death; and the next year, being then a knight,, 
had livery of Iris lands, his homage being refpited ; and the 3$th of 
Henry VI. in confidcration of his good fervices, obtained a patent from 
the king, to be chief forefter of the foreft of Whichwoodc, in com. 
Northampt. ; but before the end of the year, the Yorkifts prevailing 
over king Henry, the face of affairs changed, to the total ruin of that 
unfortunate monarch, and of his friends. So that of this John, no- 
thing further is related than his death, the 4th of Edw'ard IV. being 
then leifed, among divers other confidcrablc lordlhips, of the manors 
of Minftcr Luvel, in the county of .Oxford; Bainton, otherwife Dein- 
courts-Monor, inYorklhire; Tichmcrlh, in Northampton^hl^e;*Hol- 
gatc Burnell, and Ai^on Burnell, in Shropihire;’ and alfo bf the 
■ moiety of the manor of Alkbatn-Bryan, in the county of the city of 
York ; being the titular, names, as well of. bi.s’bwn bairony, as of thofe 
which, by inheritance, had defeended tp him.

Itobert Luvel, who died ifiuelcw, abd Henry, who was buried in the Crutebed Friibi bu|,0f ,, 
whom nothing luithcr is brown, 

His 
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His wife was Joane, d aghter of John, and lifter and heir to Wil- 
liam, vifcoiint Beaumont,'* by whom he left illuc two daughter-^; 
vi^. Joane (or Jane), v\ Ife of Sir Brian Stapleton, knight; and t'ri- 
difw’idc, married to Sir Edw'ard Norris, knight ; and a fon, 

FK\.\rih lord Luvcl, who, the 4th of January, the 44d of liid- 
ward IV', was advanced to the dignity of-vifeount Lnvcl ; and, niore- 
over, being a great fiicnd and favourer of lung Ridi.ird 111. he wa*; 
made a knight ol' the gartiT, lord chamberlain of his houl’chold, and 
conftituted chief butler of England, Ilis interefts being thus entwined 
with that king’s, he adventured liimfclf in battle, for liiin at Borworth, 
where Richard being llain, and his army routed, this nobleman having 
cfcapcd the llaughter, lurked privil) about for fome month'', until at 
laft he got into Elander«, to M.irgarct duchefs of Burgundy, the late 
king’s lifter, by whom he was well received. But after this, eoming 
into England with John dc la Pole, carl of Suffolk, and the reft of 
that party, together with 2000 ftout liildicrs, under the eondud of 
Martin Swart/ (an eminent German commander), on belialf of Lain- 
bert Simiiell (the counterfeit duke of York), he underwent the like 
l.ite with them; being llain, as it is faid, in the battle of Stoke, the 
jd <»! Henry VII. But, however, certain it is, that he attempted to 
make hi.s eleape out of the light, being fecn on horfeback endeavour- 
ing to Iwani the river Trent ; yet from this period, no further mention 
is made of him by any hiftorian. Though there was a ftrong rumour, 
that he for the prcl'ent prelcrved his life, b} retiring to Ibmc I'ccret 
place, where he was ftarved to death, by the treachery or negicft of 
thofe in whom he eonfidul. Which report, in later days, iccms to be 
confirmed by a very paiticular cireumftance, related in a letter from 
William Cowper, cftjnire, elr-rk of the parlianu'iit, concerning the liip- 
jtofed finding of the body of Francis lord Luvei, viz.

“ I met t’other day with a memorandum I had made fome vears 
ago, perhaps not unworthy }our notice. You may remenibcr, that 
VOL.

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“ lord Bacon, in his Hiftory of Henry V II. giving an account of the 
“ battle ^>f Stoke, fais of the lord Lovcl, who w'as among the rebels, 
“ that he fled, and Iwame over the Trent on horfcback, but could 
“ not rccov<‘r the further fide, by rcafon of the fteepenefle of the 
“ bankc, .ind (o was drowned in the river. But another report 
‘‘ Icavea him not there, but that he lived long after in a cave or 
“ vault. 

Apropos to tliis; on the 6th of May, 171:8, the prefent duke of 
llutland related in my hearing, that about twenty years then before, 
“ viz. in 1708, nj)on occafion of new laying a chimney at Minfter 
'*■ Luvcl, there was difeovered a large vault or room under ground, iu 
‘‘ which Wiis the entire, Ikeleton of a man, as having been fitting at a 
“ table, w’bieh \va-> belore him, with a book, paper, pen, &e. ; in 

“ another part of a room lay a cap, all much mouldered and decayed. 
Which the family, and others, judged to he this lord Luvcl, whofe 
exit has hlthert<j been fo unccrtaiit.” 

I'rom lienee it may be concluded, that it was the fate of this un- 
happy lord, to have retired to his own houfe after the battle, and there 
t>) lui\e iiitriilled himfelf to Ibme tervaiit, hy whom he wa.«. immured, 
and aft(‘r\var(K negleded, cither through treachery, fear, or fome acci- 
dent which befel that pcrliin. A melancholy period to the life and 
fortunes ol' one of the greatefl: and moll: adivc noblemen of tlic ;cra 
wherein he had lived. 

To complete th» tragedy, king Henry VII. afpiring after the vaft 
inheritance "f thi.s tamliv, by an ifl of attainder confifeated the whole 
eflatc, then inferior Co ar none in theklngd(<m; .and which, by 
grants at ilitferent tinie.-i liom Henry VIll. to Ja’ncs I. has j’.afl'cd to 
the families of Compton, earls of N-orthampton ; Cecils, earls of Sa- 
liihnvy, and other great houfes now cxifting. By the fame ad were 
annihilated ail thofe liaruiiies vvhich centered in this great perlbn; who 
dying itfuelefs, liis fitters, already mentioned, were his heirs, but could

1738, ill (jeorge If. But who lca\ing no furviving ifluc, the honour

Yet the title has awin been revived m favour of John carl of tdid, 
mont; who, by letters patent, the yth of May, 1764, was created 
baron Lovell and Holland, of ICnmorc, in the county of Sornerfet. 
Whereby this iKjble family once more ranks amongll the peers of 
the realm ; the laid earl of Egmont being tin* deleendant and 
immediate reprefentative of Richard, the next and )oungell bro- 
ther to Ralph, llenr\, and William, the progenitors and founders of 
the houlcs of Lovill of Caflle K,.ry, and I'ichmerfli, as already 
Rated.

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of Richard dc Lucie, of Egrcmont, had Ifluc Thomas, his fon and 
heir. 

Which Thomas affumed the furnamc of Lucie ; and the i6th of 
Edward I. doing his fealty, had livery of all the lands which were of 
the inheritance of Alice, his mother, but died the 33d of Edward I. 
(1305); being then feifed, amongft others, of the manor of Langley, 
in com. Northumb. which came to him by the marriage of Ifabel, one 
of the daughters and coheirs of Adam de Bolteby.**^ 

To whom fucceeded Thomas, his fon and heir, then twenty-four 
years of age ; who performing his homage the fame year, had livery 
of his lands, and the year next enfuing, viz. the 34th of Edward I. 
was in the wars of Scotland; but long he did not furvivc, for the zd 
of Edward II. anno 1309, he dcceafed, without ifluc, whereupon his 
brother 

Ahthoxv was found his next heir, and twenty-five years of age; 
who doing his fealty, had li\cry of the lands of his inheritance, ex- 
cepting thofe which Chriftian, the widow of the faid Thomas, held 
in dower, ^i/. the third part of the manors of Brathwait, Afpatrick, 
and Caldebck, in Cumberland; and the manor of Langcle, and ^illdges 
called Fourlbncs and Allcrwafli, in Northumberland. 

In 1 0 th Edward II. being flicritF of Cumberland, and governor of 
the caftle of Carlillc, this Anthony was alfo conftituted governor of 
the Gallic of Appleby, and of the calllc and honour of Egrcmont ; and 
the fiunc year obtained from the king, a grant, in fee, of the caflle 
and honour of Ci)kcrmouth, with the manor of Hapeaftre, pertaining 
thereto, to hold by the lervice ot one knight’s fee. 

Moreover, about the 5th oi Edward III. he w.is conllituted juftice 
of Ireland ; and the 8th of Edward III. governor 0^ the town of Ber- 
wick upon Tweed. He had alfo luinmons to parliament, from the 
14th of Edward II. to the 17th of Edward III. inclulivc; in which 
year he died, leaving 

Thomas de Lucie, his fon and heir; who having married Mar- 
garet, the third filler, and one of the coheirs of John Multon, of 

Egremond, 
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Egremond,* in the 8th of Edward III. made partition with them of 
the lands of their inheritance, and the i ith of Edward III. had livery moot. ^ 
of them accordingly ; which was in his father’s lifetime. After which, 
the lyth Edward III. performing his homage, he had livery of his 
paternal inheritance. 

Furthermore, in coniidcration of his eminent fervices, he obtaineef 
from the king a joint grant, with Ralph lord Ncvill, to fettle his ma- 
nors of Caldcbck, UIbcdalc, and Afpatrick, in Cumberland, upon Regi- 
nald de Lucie, his fbn, and Euphemia his wife, daughter of him the 
faid Ralph, and the heirs of their two bodies lawfully begotten, for 
ever. 

lie had fummons to parliament in the lifetime of his father; vi/, 
the 15th, i6th, and 17th of Edward III. and from thence to the 38th 
of Edward III. inclufivc; the year following of which he died (1356), 
leaving ifluc by Margaret his wife (bcforcmcntioncd), his fon and 
heir, 

Anthony, then twenty-four years of age, who doing his homage, 
fooii after had livery of the lands of his inheritance ; and having mar- 
ried Joane, widow of William lord Greyftokc, without the king’s 
licence, obtained pardon for that tranfgrcflion. The 41 ft of Ed- 
ward III. he procured licence, w’ith divers other noble perfons, to 
travel beyond fea; and tlie next enfuing year (J368), departed this 
life, leaving Joane his w'ife furviving, and Joane, his only daughter 
and heir, two years and a quarter old ; w'hich faid Joane died the year 
following, being then not much more than three years of age. 

Wherefore the inheritance of the honour of Cokermouth devolved 
upon Maude her aunt (viz. lifter to Anthony de Lucie, her father), 
then wife to Gilbert de Umfravill, carl of Angus, but after, of Henry 
Percy, earl of Northumberland. 

Which Maude, by a fine levied the 8th Richard II. fettled the laid 
caftle and honour of Cokermouth, with a large proportion bcfidcs (;f 
her great eftates, upon the laid Henry earl of Northumberland, and 
bcrfelf, and the heirs male of their two bodies ; and in default, on 

tlie 
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the heirs of her own body ; and, in default thereof, then on Henry 
lord Percy (fon and heir of tiic faid earl by his firft wife), and the h^irs 
male of his body, upon condition that the faid carl, and the heirs male 
of his body, fliould bear the arms of Percy ; viz. “ O. a Lion ramp. 
Az. ” quarterly w'ith the arms of Lucie ; viz. G. three Lucies Ar.” 
And in cafe carl Henry fhould die without ilTuc male, then that Sir 
Thomas Percy, knight, brother to him, Usould enjoy the caftlc and 
honour, &c. upon the like conditions ; and in default of fuch ifluc, 
then to Sir Thomas Percy, fecond fon of the carl, and his heirs male ; 
and in default, remainder to Sir Ralph Percy, third fon of the carl, 
and his ilTuc male, with remainder fhould the conditions not be per- 
formed, to the right heirs of her the liiid Maude,' who then were on 
her father’s fide; viz. Sir William Melton, knight, fon of Joanc, 
filler of Thomas lord Lucie, father of Anthony, brother of her the 
faid Maude ; and on her mother’s fide, viz. Sir Walter Fitz-Waltcr, 
knight,* and Sir Robert Harrington, knight.f Wliich Sir Walter was 
fon of Walter, Ion of John, fon of Joanc, one of the lifters of Mar- 
garet Lucie, mother of Anthony, brother of her the faid Maud ; and 
the faid Sir Robert Harrington, the fon of John, the fon of Elizabeth, 
the other filler of the faid Margaret. 


‘ fllir (lied iflTiuU'fs by ln'r fitft Imihjnd, (lie c.iil of Angus, as alio by lier fecond, the earl 
of Noithunibcrlaiid j and the title of Liu-y, from this period to the deaili of the late dulchcfii of 
Northumberland, in l has been ever one numbered aniongft the batotiics veiled in the Percy 
.family, but with v\ bat degree of legal jiropricty, the reader may ealily be convinced.

Tins noble ramlly deiive their defeent, both on tlic male and female 
fide, from no lefs. ancie nt than ilhillrious ancefton. 

Liolph, lord of lAimlcy Caftlc, fon of Olbert de Lumicy, married 
Algitlia, daughter of Aldred earl of Northumberland, by Edgina, 
daughter of king Ethtlred II. Which I>iulph lived in the time of 
Edward the Confefl'or, and was a great favourite with the inhabitants 
of the bifliojAitk of Dm ham ; but was at length murdered b} means 
of lycoferin, chaplain to Walchcr, bifliop of Durham, whofe envy he 
had incurred. Yet thi^ offence was foon after revenged by the people; 
who alfembling together, flicrificcd the chaplain, and the bilhop him- 
Iclf, to their fury and refentment. 

From this match ifl'ucd four Ions ; of which the cldcft, Uchtred, 
alfumcd the furname of LuMLEt, which hath ever fince continued to 
his poflcilty, of whom the earl of Scarborough i& now the chief male 
reprefentatne ; under which title, as a very ample and copious ac- 
< ount may be feen in Mr. Collins* Englifli Peerage, or in Archdale’s 
Peerage of Ireland (under the head of vifcouiit Wateiford), it is un- 
neceflary here to trace the adlions and lineal fuccefljon of the familj, 
further than what may be ncctfVary to lliew tht defeent and termina- 
tion of the firll: baron)r, in the firft branch of the male line of this 
honourable houfe. 

Siifhcc it therefore, that fiom Tchtred (fon and heir cf Eeiulph) 
beforementioned, defeended Rogeu de Llmley, who married Sibyl,

In 1^0-. he obtained licence to make a caille of his manor honl'e at 
Litmlev ; and wa-. Inmmoned to parliament, fiom the Sth ot l\i- 
chard II. to the lit of Henry I V'^. when joining with Thomas de 
Hidkind, earl ot Kent, and his confederate;-, lor lefloiing king Ri- 
ehatd II. he wa> attiimted, ancl had his lands lu/ed. himli It being llain 
in the ll.iimilli at ( 'irencdler, 'i’o whom fucceialed 

d'lioM \s, hii ildell’ I.Jii and heir, wlio, the 5th <'f Hun} I\'. died 
in his minoiit), le.nin;’; Ins nest brother, 

Sir.IouN Lumle}', kmeht, his heir; wdio, tlir (ith of Ileiirc IV. 
doiii'^ his Iiomage, hid loery of all the ealilc", manors, and lands 
\\heieot his i.irher ILdpli w a ■< lei ted at the time ot his attainder; and 
haeiii” ibewn lus tiehl..} to the king, was tuliv leltored in blood 
(tiiiited by the eoiuidion of hi-, talh.cr, a'ld I'homa- his brother), by 
a I of j.ailiaimnl, the pp!i IIeniyI\k Alt' r veh.en, he lignah/ed 
himtelfwith Henr} Y. in the wauof hVaive ; but unfoitunately loll 
Ins lid at the bailie of Ikiuge, in Anjou, wlierc th<' king’s biother, the.

IJ'- fuceelfor was 'I'iiom vs, ni-, onl} ton and Iic'r, who the 1 Jth ol 
Heniv \’I. bad liver} ot bis kiiuls; and on th,' aceelbon of king Kd- 
waid I\ . to the crown, petiuoned the pailianicnt flir the revcrlal of 
the attainder e-f Ralph lord Lnmle}, In- ggandlathcr, which was 
aceordnvdy repealed; and he hid lummons to parliament, among the 
voi.. u. U u barons. 
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barons (^t'tbc realm, from the ill of Edward IV. to the I5th Henry VII. 
inclufivc. Dugdale fays, this indulgence was Ihcwn him, in regard 
that he had married a natural daughter of king Edward IV. but other 
authorities lay, his wife was Margaret, daughter of Sir James Har- 
rington, knight, brother to William lord Harrington ; and dying in 
148,:?, he was fucceeded by his only fon. 

Sir (iKouGE Lumley, knight, whole cldcll fon and heir, Thomas, 
died in his lifetime, leaving by Elizabeth Plantagenct his wife,* natural 
daughter of Edward IV, Richard Lumley, his fon and heir. 

Which Rich \ud, fuccceding his grandfather, had fummons to 
parliament among the barons of the realm the ill and 3d Henry VIII. 
and having ilfue two fons, viz. John and Anthony, the lall became 
ancellor to the prefent carl of Scarborough, and the former, 

.Tohn, was fuecelTor to his father, at his dcccafe in 1511 ; and had 
fummons to })arliamcnt the bth Henry VIII. lliortly after which, he 
had livery of all the lands of his inheritance. In the ^ ill of Henry VIII. 
he had fummons alfo to that parliament v-hicli met at Wellminllcr 
the 3d of November the fame year, and continuing, by prorogation, 
till the 27th of that king’s reign, gave the lirll llroke to the dillblution 
of the monalleries in England. Rut in the 28th of Henry VlII. he 
was in that infurredion, called the Pilgrimage of Grace; when a 
pardon being oft'ered by the duke of Norfolk, general of the army lent 
to fupprefs them, he was delegated to treat with the duke ; and lb 
well accommodated matters, that all concerned in the rifing, were 
permitted to repair home without being qucllloned for their offence. 
Yet loon after he had the moitilication of loling !>is fon and heir, 
Gr.oR(, e; who being concerned in another infurredion witli lord 
Darc) and others, was thercujwn a})prehendcd, committed to the 
Tower, and being arraigned, and found guilty of high treafon, fuffered 
death the 2yth Henry VIIl. in his fathcr’.s lifetime.

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This George, by Jane his wife, fecond daughter and coheir of Ri- 
chard Knightlcy, of Faufley, in com. Nortliamp. knight, had ifliie 
John, his fon and heir, and two daughters ; viz. Jane, wife of (jcffcry 
Markham, cfquirc, who died itluclefs; and Uarbara, married to 
Humphrey Loyd, cfquirc. 

Which JoHV, on the death of his grandfather, was then an infant, 
but on his petition, in the ift of Edward VI. fetting forth, that he 
was a perfon in lineage and blood corrupted, and deprived of all de- 
gree, eftate, name, fame, &c. by the attainder of (u'orge Luinley, his 
father, “ It was enabled, that the faid John Lumley, and the heirs 
male of his body, fhould have, hold, enjoy, and bear the name, dig- 
nity, Rate, and pre-eminence of a baron of the realm.” Whereby a 
new barony of Lumley was created, and limited by exprefs words to 
the faid John in tail male, the ancient barony being veiled in the 
crow'll by the faid attainder of George, his father. 

Of this noble perlbn Camden gives this charaeRer; ** That he was 
of entire virtue, integrity, and innocence; and in his old age, a 
“ complete pattern of true nobility. And had fo great a veneration 
“ for the memory of his ancellors, that he cauled monuments to be 
“ erected for them in the collegiate church of Cheller le Street (op- 
pofite Lumley Caftle), in the order as they fucceeded one another, 

“ from Liulphus down to his own time ; which he had either piehed 
“ out of the demolllhed monallerics, or made new. 

“ He alfo took care that his cllatc Ihould defeend to one of his 
“ own name and blood, by his lall will and teftament; in which he 
“ bequeaths to bis kinfman and heir male, Richard, cldell fon and 
“ heir apparent of Roger, the fon of Anthony Immlcy, brother to 
“ John lord Lumley, his grandfather, his callle of Lumley, together 
“ with divers manors, lands, and tenements, A'c.” 

His lirll: wife was Jane, eldeft of the two daughters and coheirs of 
Henry Fitz-Alan, carl of Arundel by whom he had iifue, Charles, »Vi.!, Anm 
Thomas, and Mary, who died in their infancy. His laR ludv was 
Elizabeth, daughter of John lord Darcy, of Chich. who furvived him,

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without ilTuc. He dli-d the t ith Aj) 11 , 1609, and was hurled In the 
church orChcam;"' luuln^^.i iiohlc uiouaiucnt ol white maihle eroded 
to Ills menior}. 

Thus, for want of Hfuc male, the eldell braueh of the houfe of 
l^umley, and the new created barony, became detet mined. 

Jhit the re\eren<l Dr. Lloyd, of Cdioam, In Suire_\ (delceivled, as In 
the Ledlutee annexed), p( tltionlini; the kin^ to l)e called to the ii})jKr 
houfe, In ri^ht of his deftent from Kalph loid Lumley, fummoned to 
parliament the Htli of llichaid II. the faid petition was rderred b) lih 
majefly to the houfe of p<.ers, and the laid Dr Llo}d lieard b) his 
counfel thereupon; when It was leported, tlie ^3d March, 

'I'liat by the ad of parliament of the jll of lOdward VI. a new barony 
ol Lumle\ was created, and limited by exprefs words to John loid 
Lumley in tail lUide ; and that upon hi.s death without ilfuc male, the 
laid liatom became extind. 

'J'hat the •ittainder of Cleorgc Lumle) is not reverfed by the liiid 
ae"t, but lemainsjet in lorc'c ; and that tlie relbtution of John lord 
Lumle) In blood only, while the attainder remains unre\erfcd, could 
not poflibly re\i\e the ancient barony which was before merged In the 
crown, In confecjutnce ol that attainder. 

And ujion the whole matter the committee came to this refolntlon: 

That the petitioner hath not any right to a wilt of fummons in 
parliament, as prated by his petition. 

The honour of baron Lumley de Lumley, in the county jialatine 
of Durham, was, iiowever, again re\i\ed in the perlbn of Richard 
Lumle}, tlu chief heir male of the famil} after th*' death of .lohn lord 
Lumley, anno iboc, ; ficmi whit h Richard, is immediately defeended 
the pn lent carl of Scarborough.

Although none of this family were barons by tenure, nor had 
fuinmons to parliament before the time of Edward III. yet were they 
long bciijrc pcrlbns of confidcrabic note ; for Hugh Maltravcrs was a 
witnefs to that charter which king Henry I. made to the monks of 
Monl acute, in com. Somerf. 

In the 5th of king Stephen, Willtam Maltiiavers gave 1000 
marks of iilxcr, and 100, for the vidow of Hugh de la Val, and 
lands of the fame Hugh, for the term of fifteen years, and then to have 
the benefit of her dowry and marriage. 

The i8th of Henry II. mention is made of a John Maltravers; 
and alfo the .)Oth of Henry II. of Walter Mai/travers, who paid 
twent) marks for livery of his purparty of the lands of Roger Fitz- 
(jcffery. But this Walter, it feems, died without iflue male ; for the 
6th Richard I. Richard de Herriet gave 100 marks for livery of his 
lands, as his wife’s right. After this, the next of whom notice is 
taken, is 

John Maltravers, who was one of the rebel barons againft king 
John; but the ill of Henry III. returned to his obedience, and the 
36th of Henry III. had fummons to attend the king with horfe and 
arms into France ; but the 34th of Edward I. he died," being then

aged man indeed ; as thofe periods of time comprehend a fparc of eighty years.

Which John, the 25th of Edward I. doing his homage, had livery 
of his lands; and, the 34th of the fame reign, was made a knight (with 
prince Edward, and many more), by Bathing. The 12th of Ed- 
ward II. he had a charter for free warren in divers of his lordfliips in 
the counties of Dorfet, Somerfet, Wilts, Gloucefter, and Berks , and 
the year following was in the wars of Scotland. 

Upon the depofal of that unfortunate monarch Edward II. being in 
great eftimation with thofe who were then in power, he had fummons 
to that parliament held the ill of Edward III. by the name of John 
Mdltravcrs, fenlor. Shortly after which, he was one of the principal 
perfons to whom the cullody of Edward II. was committed ; and is 
faid to have treated him very hardly, and to have been accellary to his 
murder ; when, being confeious of his guilt, he fled into Germany, 
and continued there many years; but the 19th of Edward III. he 
came voluntarily, and furrendered himfelf to the king, who was pleafed 
(by reafon of his ferviccs in E'landers) to grant, that he might return 
with fafety into England, to abide the judgment of the parliament, 
which he did ; and being thereupon fully pardoned, in the parliament 
held the 25th of Edward III. had fummons to fit in that convention ; 
and the year following, was conftituted governor of the ifles of Guern- 
fey, Jerfey, Alderney, and Sarke. The 35th of Edward III. he 
founded the hofpital of Bowes, in the ifle of Gu^.rnfcy; and Ihortly 
after died, viz. the 38th Edward III. leaving Joane, the wife of Sir 
John de Kaynes, knight, then twenty-two years of .’ge ; and Alianorc, 
Vid. Arundel, tbc wife of John, the fecond fon of Richard earl of Arundel, nineteen 
years of age, his granddaughters and heirs (viz. daughters of John, his 
fon, who died in his lifetime), ” and Agnes his wile, furviving.

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VVliich Agnes, it is faid, was his fecond wife, by whom he had ifluc

Thus far according to Dugdalc ; but Hutchins, in his Hiftory of 
Dorfet (Vol. II. p. 1 13), afferts the account of this family by that 
celebrated Baronagian, is not drawn up with his ufual accuracy, and 
gives a defeent thereof very different ; which, as in point of dates, it 
feems the moft plaufible, is therefore here prefented. But after all, 
neither ftatement may probably be very correct ; and it may in this 
refped be neceffary to remind the reader, that Dugdalc in his Baronage 
is wholly filcnt as to moft of the particulars relating to the Maltravers 
of Lychet and of Hooke.

Dugdalc, in his Li(b of Summons to Parliament, mentions the name of John Maltravers, 
junior, the 1ft, dth, 25th, and 35th of Edward III.; as fuch, if this John died the 23d of Ed* 
ward HI. he could not be the fame who ba4 fummons the 25th and 35tb of Edward III.; where- 
fore it feems, that the John Maltravers, junior, who is mentioned in thofe years, was John 
Maltravers of Hooke, fon of John Maltravers, fenior, Agnes, his fecond wife, abovenamed.

Mar- 
and Coningfby, in com. Line. ; Dueinton, in com. Gloc. ; and Bcre- scriv.nby, 
wick, in com. Suff. ; by the efpecial grant of Robert his fatlicr ; and ' ** 

the i6th of king John, gave 350 marks for licence to marry Amice, 
the daughter of Jernegan Fitz-Hugh. After when, he was in arms 
with the rebel barons againfl: that king, with whom, however, he 
made his peace, but Rood out to the laft againft Henry III. as did, 
alfo, William, his younger brother ; who was in fuch eftcem with 
them, that in the parliament held by thofc barons, the 45th of 
Henry III. he was fummoned thereto as one of the peers. 

This Robert, by Amice his wife, had the manors of Weft Tanfield, 
in Richraondfhire, Eaft Tanfield, Nanficld, Carcthorpe, Wathe, 

Binfow, Leming, Langton, Erilby, Nelworby, and Burgh, and left 
ilTue 

William, his fon and heir, who married Lora, the daughter of 
Roefc dc Dovor;f and had with her the town of Ludington, in 
Northamptonlhirc, and was fucceeded by 

John de Marmion, his fon; who, the 22d of Eldward I. had 
fummons, with other great men, to attend to advife concerning the 
public aftairs of the nation ; and the 25th of Edward I. was, more- 
over, fummoned to parliament among the barons of the realm, and 
from thence to the i6th of Edward II. when he departed this life, 
leaving John, his fon and heir, thirty years of age.

Which John furvivcd him not many years; for the pth of Ed- 
ward III. he dcccafcd (having been fummoned to all the parliaments 
of his time), leaving iflue by Maud his wife, daughter to the lord 
Furnival, a fon, named Robert, and two daughters ; viz. Joanc, the 
wife of Sir Jolm Bcrnack, knight ; and Avicc. Which 

Robert being an infirm pcrlbn, and having no ilTuc, by the advice 
of his friends, married Avicc, his younger filler, to Sir John Grey, of 
Rothcrfield, ^upon condition that the ifil'ue of the fiiid Sir John Grey 
and Avice, fliould bear the furnamc of Marmion. Which Avicc, by 
her faid liufband Grey, had iffue two Tons ; viz. John and Robert ; 
whereof John died iffuelcfs, and Robert had only one daughter, Eli- 
zabeth (by Lora his wife, daughter and coheir to Herbert de St. 
Quintin), who became the wife of Sir Henry Fitz-Hugh, knight.f

fevcral tombs of them at Weft Tanficld, in com. Ebor, where they 
had a caftle, which came by defeent to the lord Fitz-Hugh.

The firft mentioned of this name, is Peter de Maulet, a Poic- 
tovin,*^ one of the efquires to John carl of Moreton ; and by him, 
upon the death of king Richard I. employed to murder Arthur, fon 
of GefFcry duke of Brittany, his elder brother, in order to pave the 
way for his fucceffion to the crown ; for which execrable adtion he 
was rewarded with the barony of Mulgrave, and the heir thereto, in 
marriage; viz. Ifabel, the daughter of Robert dc Turnham;* nor did 
he want for any favour king John could well beflow upon him, being 
one of his moft intimate counfellors, and by him made flierifF of the 
counties of Somerfet and Dorfet. He continued al fo in favour with 
Henry III. and was by him made governor of the caftlc of Sherburne, 
in com. Dorf. the 6th Henry III. in which year he died, leaving 

Peter, his fon and heir; who giving loo marks for his relief, had 
livery of his lands. The of Henry III. he was one of the god- 
fathers at the font to prince Edw'ard (the king’s eldeft fon) ; and the 
35th of Henry III. accompanied William de Fortibus, earl of Albe- 
marle, with divers others, to the Holy Land. He married Joanc, 
daughter to Peter de Brus, of Skelton; and dcccafed the 36th of 
Henry III. leaving Peter, his fon 'and heir. 

Which Peter (commonly called Peter de Mauley the Third), the 
31ft of Henry III. doing his homage, had livery of his lands. The 
38th of Henry III. he obtained a charter for free warren in certain of 


' This Peter de Malo-laai, commonly called Mauley, built a cadle, which, from its grace 
and beauty, he jiamed, in French, Mouitgrace •, but becaufe it became a grievance to the neigh- 
bours, the people, by changing one (ingle letter, called it Moultgrave } by which name it ever 
after remained known.

his dcmcfne lands in the county of York, and alfo licence for a weekly 
market at his manor of Lythc, in the fiime county ; and likewife for 
a yearly fair, beginning on the eve of St. Ofwald, and continuing for 
eight days next enfuing. The like charter he alfo obtained, the 42d 
of Henry III. I'or a weekly market, and yearly fair of the fame dura- 
tion, at his manor of Egeton, in com. Ebor. 

His wife was Nichola, daughter of Gilbert, Ion of Gilbert de Gant, 
carl of I /incoln ; by whom he had ilTue, 

Peter, his fon and heir (called the Fourth) ; who, the yth of Ed- 
ward I. doing his homage, and paying ,C.ioo for his relief, had livery 
of all his lands, which he held of the king in capite, by barony, of the 
inheritance of William Follard.' 

The 15th of Edw'ard I. he was retained, with Edmund de Morti- 
mer (the chief of the barons marchers), to ferve him in the wars of 
Wales, with ten horfc completely armed; viz. one black, with a 
white foot, price fixty marks; another black, price forty marks; an- 
other black, with tw'o white feet, price thirty marks ; one dun, price 
tw'cnty marks ; one bay, price eighteen marks ; one iron grey, price 
forty marks ; one forrcl, price eighteen marks ; one grey, price four- 
teen marks; and one colt, price one hundred fhillings; and to be 
paid in money according to thofc prices, for every one he fhould lofc 
in that fervicc. Moreover, the 23d of Edward I. he w'as in the wars 
of Scotland : fo alfo the 26th, 27th, 28th, and 3 2d of Edward I. 

The 2d of Edward II. he was found to be one of the heirs to Lora, 
wife of Gilbert de Gant ;* and the year following departed this life, 
having had fummons to parliament, amongft the barons of the realm, 
from the 23d of Edward I. to the time of his deceafe. His wife was 
Eleanor, daughter of Thomas lord Furnival, by whom he left 

Peter, his fon and heir (called Peter the Fifth); who afterwards 
performing his homage, had livery of his lands ; and the next year,

the 4th of Edward 11 . had fummons to be at Roxburgh, with horfe 
and arras, to march againft the Scots. The 8th of Edward II. he was 
again in the wars of Scotland; fo allb the loth and i ith of Edward II. 
and in the ift and 7th of Edward III. Moreover, the 20th of Ed- 
ward III. he was one of the northern barons who gave battle to the 
Scotch army at Durham ; which was there entirely defeated, and 
David their king taken prilbncr, with divers of the nobility of that 
kingdom. But the 29th of Edward III. he dcccafcd, being then 
leifed, jointly with Margaret his wife, daughter of Robert lord Clifford, 
of the moiety of the manor of Iwardeby, in com, Line.; and leaving 
Peter, his fon and heir, twenty-four years of age. 

Which Peter doing his homage, had livery of his lands the fame 
year. He was denominated Peter dc Mauley the Sixth ; and the 30th 
of Edward III. was in the celebrated battle of Poidiers, where the 
Englifh obtained a glorious vi( 5 Iory over the French army; taking John 
king of France, and Philip his fon, prifoners, together with many of 
the principal peers and noblemen of that nation. 

The 31ft of Edward 111 . having married Fllizabcth, widow of John 
lord Darcy (daughter and heir to Nicholas lord Meinill), without 
licence, he paid £.100 for that offence, and obtained pardon. 

The 43d of Edward III. he was conftituted a comrniffioncr, with 
the bifhop of Durham, and others, for the guarding of the Eafl 
Marches. So, alfo, in the 3d of Richard II. with the carl of Nor- 
thumberland; but Ihortly after this he died, viz. the 19th March, the 
6th Richard II. leaving Conftance, his fccond wife, one of the daugh- 
ters and coheirs to Thomas dc Sutton, of Sutton, in Holdernefs, 
furviving, and Peter (the fon of Peter, who died in his lifetime, by 
Margery his wife, one of the daughters and coheirs of Sir Thomas dc 
Sutton, knight), his grandfon and heir, at that time five years old. 
Which 

Peter (the Seventh), the zzd of Richard If. making proof of his 
age, had thereupon livery of his inheritance. And having been made 
a knight of the bath at the coronation of Henry IV, and alfo <um- 

moned 
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moned to parliament (as his anccftors had been before), until the 3d 
of Henry V. and having married Maud, daughter to Ralph Nevil, earl 
of Weftmoreland, departed this life the fame year; leaving Conftance, 
the wife of Sir John Bigot, kniglit, formerly married to William Fair- 
fax, by whom Ihc had no ilTue ; and Elizabeth, the wife of George 
Salvin, cfquirc ; his fillers and heirs, between whom the inheritance 
was divitled. When, according to Leland (for Dugdale is lilcnt 
thereon), “ Bigot, in the divifion, had the caftle of Maugrevc,* with 
“ eight tounclettes ther about the fc coft longging to it, whereof 
“ Seton therby was one.” — “ Saulwaync had for his part of Mauley’s 
“ landcs, the barony of Eggefton on Elkc, not far from Whitby ; allb 
“ Lokington-Barugh, not far from Watton on Hullc ryver ; Ncffcark, 

and the lordfliip of Dancallc.r.” 

Of this family was alfo Edmund de Mauley (viz. Ion of Peter the 
Third). Which Edmund behaving valiantly in the wars of Scotland, 
the 34th of Edward I. obtained from that king a grant of the manor 
of Seton, in Whitby Strand, in com. Ebor; which was part of the 
lands of (/hriftopher Seton, who had married the filler to the king of 
Scotland. 

The yth of Edward II. he was made governor of Cockermouth for 
life; but the year next enfuing, he was unfortunately flain in the fatal 
battle of Bannocklburne, where the Englifli army was lb lignally de- 
feated by the Scots, leaving Peter (fon of his brother Peter), his nephew 
and heir.

In the cth of Stephen, there is mention made of Roger de Molis, 
but after him none of the fame name are noticed, until the time of 
Henry III. when 


Nicholas 
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Nicholas de Moels, in right of Hawyfc his wife, daughter and 
coheir to *James dc Ncwmarch, poflefled the lordftiips of Cadebury 
and Saperton, in com. Somerf. part of the barony of the faid James 
dc Ncwmarch. 

The 12th Henry III. this Nicholas was flierifF of Hampfliirc, and 
governor of the caftlc of Winchefter; and moreover, the i8th of 
Henry III. had the iflands of Garnefey, Jerfey, Serke, and Anrcncy,f 
committed to his care, together with the flieriffalty of the fame 
county. The 28th Henry III. he obtained a fignal vidory over the 
king of Navarre ; and returning to England the next year, and being 
an expert commander, he was employed againft the Wellh, and made 
governor of the caftlcs of Carmarthen and Cardigan. And the 42d of 
Henry III.J was conftituted conftablc of Dover caftle, and warden of 
the Cinque Ports.* To this Nicholas fucccedcd 

Roger, his fon and heir, who ferved alfo in the wars of Wales; 
and temp. Edward I. had the caftle and honour of Lampadervaur (in 
com Cardig.) committed to his cuftody ; and having married Alice, 
the daughter and heir of William de Preux, died the 13th Edward I. 
being then feifed of the manors of Saperton, Caddebury, and Halton, 
in com. Somerf. with other manors in feveral counties ; part of the 
barony of Ncwmarch, whereof he held the moiety; and leaving John, 
his fon and heir, then twenty-fix years of age. 

Which .John, the fame year (doing his homage), had livery of his 
lands. He married a daughter of the lord Grey of Ruthyn ; and hav-

Roger, his fon and heir; who paying loo marks fine, and doing 
homage, had livery of his lands the fame year, through the king’s 
cfpccial favour, being at that time not of full age. But this Roger 
dcccafed the 19th of Edward II. S. P. leaving 

John, his brother and heir, who doing his homage, had livery of 
his lands the fame year ; and in the next enfuing one, received the 
honour of knighthood, by Bathing, having an allowance of robes for 
that folemnity at the king’s charge. He married Joane, one of the 
daughters and heirs of Sir Richard Luvel, of CalUe-Cary, and died the 
I ith of Edward III. leaving Muriel and Ifabel, his daughters and heirs; 
of which, Muriel married Sir Thomas Courteney, a younger fon of 
Hugh carl of Devon, and had ilTue Hugh, who died S. P. and two 
daughters ; whereof Margaret married Thomas Peverel,* and Muriel, 
John Dinham. 

Ifabel, the other daughter and coheir of John de Mods, married 
William de Botreaux ; and in the divifion of the inheritance, for her 
purparty had the manor of North Cadbury, in com. Somerf. ; and 
Dupplcford, Langeford, and the hundred of Stanburgh, in com. Devon. 
Muriel having for her Iharc, the manor of King’s Carefwell, with the 
hundred of Haytorre, in com. Devon ; the manor of Stokc-Moels, in 
com. Oxon; with one hundred fhillings rent out of the manor of 
Langford, in com. Devon. 

But after Nicholas de Mods, it does not appear that any of this 
family were again fummoned to parliament.

This family was originally of French cxtradion ; fo called from a 
town of that name in the Bourbonnois. Howbeit, 

John dr Molins is the firftof any note who is mentioned, till 
the beginning of the reign of Edward III. when he was one of thole 
who entered Nottingham cattle by furprife, and feized on Mortimer 
earl of March, for which he received his pardon fhortly after. 

The 14th Edward III. he obtained a grant, in fee, of all the knights 
fees of the honours of Pinkney and Chokes (two ancient baronies then 
extin^) ; which fees of Pinkney had come to Edward I. by grant of 
Henry de Pinkney ; and thott of Chokes had efeheated to the crown, 
by the attainder of John de Ficnlcs. And the aitt of Edward III. he 
had fummons to parliament amongtt the barons of the realm; but 
never after, though he continued in favour and trutt, and ferved often 
in the wars of France. 

Among his works of piety, he gave certain lands to maintain three 
prietts, to pray for the fouls of Vincent de Molins his father, and Ifabel 
his mother; and for the good ettate of himfcif, and Egidia his wife, 
coufin and heir of John Mauduit, of Somerford, in Wiltfhire, and 
Margaret his wife, daughter and coheir of Robert Pogeys, of Stoke, 
commonly called Stoke Pogeys, in the county of Buckingham. To 
this John fucccedcd 

William, his fon and heir, who married Margery, daughter and 
heir of Edmund Bacoun ; and died about the 4th of Richard II. as 
did

William, his fon and heir; who dying the 3d of Henry VI. was 
fucceeded by another

bert Hungerford, efquire ; which Robert had fummons to parliament 
as lord Molines, 33d Henry VI. (Vid. Hungerford.) 


MONTACUTE. 

The original name of this family was Montaigue, from a town of 
that name in Normandy. Drogo de Monteacute, fo ilyled in 
Domefday Book, came over with the Conqueror, in the retinue of his 
half-brother, the earl of Moreton ; under whom Drogo held one hide 
of land in BilhopRone, in com. Somerfet; where the earl had a caille, 
called Montagut, in alluiion to its iituation, on the top of a (harp 
hill. 

Among other manors which this Drogo poffeiTed at the time of the 
general furvey, and which were undoubtedly given him in confideration 
of his fervices, was that of Sheptuna, or Shipton, in com. Somerf, 
Which being the feat of their barony, was thenceforth called Shipton- 
Montagu. 

But as under the head of Montacute earl of Salifbury, will be given 
a more full account of this illuRrious family, wc lhall here confine 
ourfelvcs to the mention of two collateral branches, which refpee- 
tivcly had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm- Of 
thefe, the firft is

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SIR EDWARD MONTACVTE. 

Which Sir Edward was fourth fbn of William lord Montacute, 
and youngcfl brother of de Montacute, firft earl of Salifbury. 

In the iith of Edward III. in confideration of his good fervices, 
and that he might the better fupport hirnfelf in the degree of knight- 
hood which was then conferred upon him, he had a grant from the 
king of loo a-ycar. And, moreover, had fummons to parlia- 
ment. from the i6th to the 34th of Edward 111 . inclulivc. He was 
a mod eminent warrior; and ferved with didinguifhed reputation 
in the wars of Scotland and of France, during that glorious reign: 
having at one time in his train, nine knights, fifteen efquires, and 
twenty archers on horfeback ; and on his banner depiided thefe arms, 
viz. ** three fujtls in fejs^ on each an eagle difplayed with a label of 

** three points*' 

The 23d of Edward III. he was at Ghent, in Flanders ; and doing 
there his homage, had livery of all thofe lands which defeended to 
Alice his wife, daughter and coheir to Thomas of Brotherton, earl of 
Norfolk, and marfhal of England, who was fitth fbn of king Edward I. 
but elded by his fccond wdfe. 

The 29th of Edward III. he was again in the wars of France, a few 
years after when be died ; viz. the 35th of Edward III. leaving by the 
faid .Mice his wife, an only daughter and heir, Joane, who married 
William dc Ufford, earl of Suffolk, but died S. P.' 


SIR JOHN MONTJCUTB BARON MONTHERMER, 

This John was next brother to William, fecond carl of Salifbury; 
was deward of the houfohold to king Richard II. and a perion of 
very great account in his time ; having ferved king £dwar<^ III. with 

great 
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great lucccls in his wars, both by lea and land, and particularly at the 
celebrated battle of Crefly, wherein he had a principal command. 

He was fummoned to parliament from the 3 ill of Edward III. to 
the 20th of llichard II. inclulive; in which year he died, leaving by 
Margaret his wife, daughter and heir to Thomas, fon and heir of 
Ralph baron de Monthermer,* a fon, John, who fuccceded his uncle, 
William, and became carl of Salilbury; w'hereby this barony remained 
merged in the fuperior title of the carldom.f 


MONTEGLE, or MONTEAGLE.

In the 5th of Henry VIII. Sir Edward Stanley, knight, a 
younger Ion of Thomas firft carl of Derby, commanding the rear of 
the E)nglilh army at the memorable battle of Flodden Field, performed 
moll eminent fcrvice ; and by his condud and bravery, contributed 
chielly to the fuccefs of that day, in w'hich the Scots were completely 
defeated, and their king, with divers nobles and great pcrlbns llain. 
Wherefore, the next year (the 6th of Henry VIII.) the king, in con- 
lidcration of his valiant deeds in that battle, where he won the hill, 
and vanquiflicd all that oppofed him, particularly the carl of Argyle, 
and many others of note; as allb, for that his ancellors bore the eagle 
in their crell, created him lord Monteagle ; by w'hich title, the 5th of 
February the fame year, he had fpecial fummons to the parliament 
then began at Wcftminller, and was .';lfo created a knight of the moll 
noble order of the garter. 

This nobleman’s birth, his adivc childhood, and martial fpirit, had 
brought him early to Henry VIIFs notice and company, and his 
afpiring manhood to his fcrvice. The camp was his Ichool, and his 
learning was a pike and fword. Whenever his majclly met him, his 
greeting was, ** Ho! my foldicr.” 


Twice 
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Twice did be and Sir John Wallop land, with only 800 men, in 
the heart of France ; and four times did he and Sir Thomas Love! 
fave Calais : the firft time by intelligence ; the fecond, by ftratagem ; 
the third, by valour and rcfolution ; and the fourth, by hardlhip, pa- 
tience, and induftry. In a word, he lived in all capacities a public 
good, and died a common lofs, anno 1524. Dugdale fays, that his 
wife was Anne,” daughter and coheir to Sir John Harrington, knight; 
by whom he had iffue, 

Thomas, his fbn and heir; who, the zi^ of Henry VIII. had 
livery of his lands, and the :(4th of Henry VIII. was made a knight 
of the bath at the coronation of queen Anne Bullen. He had likcwife 
fummons to parliament, from the 31ft of Henry VIII. to the ift of 
queen Elizabeth, inclufive ; and died at bis caftle of Hornby, in com. 
Lane, the year next enfuing, the ad of Elizabeth (1560). This 
Thomas, as Dugdale relates, was twice married; firft, to Mary, daugh- 
ter* of Charles Brandon, duke of Suffolk, by whom he had iffue three 
fons; viz. Sir William Stanley, Charles, and Francis; alfo three 
daughters, viz. Elizabeth, married to Richard Zouche ; Margaret, 
firft, to William Sutton, and after to John Tallard ; and Anne, to Sir 
John Clifton, of Barrington, in com. Som. knight; his fecond wife 
was Helen, daughter to Thomas Prefton, of Levens, in com. Weftm. 
cfquire ; but by her had no iffue. 

Sir William, the eldeft fon, on the deceafe of his father, became 
the next and laft lord Monteagle of his name ; and had fummons to 
parliament, the 5th, 8th, 13th, 14th, 18th, and 33d of Elizabeth. 
He was alfo twice married : firft, to Anne, daughter of Sir James 
Leybourne, knight, by whom he had iffue an only daughter, Eliza-

beth ; and, fecondly, to Anne, daughter of Sir John Spencer, ot 
Althorpe, knight; who furviving him, remarried Henry lord Compton, 
and afterwards Robert lord Buckhurft ; but by this lady he had no 
iffue. Wherefore on his dcceafc, the faid Elizabeth, his only child and 
foie heirefs, who married Edward Parker, lord Morley, conveyed the 
barony of Monteagle into that family. (Vid. Parker lord Morley, and 
Monteagic.)

The 26th of Edward I. Ralph de Monthermer was in the 
wars of Scotland, and behaved himfelf lb valiantly therein, that the 
29th of Edward I. that king, in conlideration of his acceptable ler- 
vices, rendered to him, and to Joane his wife, the caftle and honour 
of Tonebrugge, with other lands in Kent, Surrey, and Su^ex ; as allb 
the Ifle of Portland, and divers other lands belonging to the faid Joane, 
which had been feized into his hands, by realbn of her marriage with 
the faid Ralph without the king’s licence. But it was not long after 
this, that the beforenamed Joan of Acres (the king’s daughter), whom 
he had lb married, departed this life, viz. the ift pf Edward 11 . after 
when, he never uled the title of earl of Gloucellcr and Hertford, 
which before had been attributed to him, in regard he polTelTed, in 
her right, a great part of the lands of thofe earldoms, which now, by 
her dcceale, defeended to her Ibn, Gilbert de Clare, by her firft huf- 
band, Gilbert de Clare, earl of Gloucefter ; and w'hich laid lands Ihc 
held for term of time only. 

The 7th of Edward II. in that fatal battle of Bannock Iburne, he 
had the misfortune to be taken prilbner; but, on account of Ibme at- 
tentions Ihcwn to the king of Scotland when in England, found fo 
much favour as to have his ranlbm remitted. 

After this, it feems, he married Ifabel, widow of John de Hallings, 
filler and coheir to Aymcr de Valence, earl of Pembroke; and, lallly, 
that he had fummons to parliament, as a baron, only from the 2d to 
the 1 8th of Edward II. inclulive. 

Thomas de Monthermer, his Ibn and heir, never had any fum- 
mons ; and being llain in a lea-fight between the Englilh and French,

anno 1340 (14th Edward III.) left ifluc, Margaret, his daughter and 
heir ; who married Sir John de Montacutc, and thereby carried the 
barony of Monthenner into that family. (Vid. Montacutc.) 

But although Dugdale thus mentions but one fon, Thomas, it ap- 
pears from Sandford’s Genealogical Hiftory, that Ralph de Monther- 
mcr had iffue, by Joanc de Acres his wife, two fons ; viz. Thomas and 
Edward. And in the Lifts of fummons to Parliament, of the i ith of 
Edward III. the name of Edward de Monthermcr is included among 
the other barons then fummoned.

In the 25th and z 6 th Edward I. William de Morley was in 
thofe expeditions then made into Scotland, and had fummons to par- 
liament amongft the barons of the realm, the 28th, 32d, 33d, and 
34th of Edward I. inclufivc. 

To whom fuccecdcd Robert de Morley, his fon; who having 
married Hawyfc, fifter and heir to John le Marefchall, of Hengham, 
in com. Norf. had livery of the lands of her inheritance, the 1 oth of 
Edward II. Which Hawylc held the office of marftiai of Ireland by 
defeent. 

The 13th of Edward III. he was conftltuted admiral of the kings’ 
whole fleet, from the mouth of the Thames northward ; and the year 
following, on Eafter day, giving battle to the French, near Sliiys, in 
Flanders, obtained over them a moft notable viAory (the like fea- fight 
having never before been feen). After this, he was alfo prefent in the 
celebrated battle of Crefly, where the French army was fo fignally 
defeated ; and was, moreover, the 22d of Edward III. again made 
admiral of the king’s fleet northward. And having had fummons to 
parliament; from the jith of Edward II. to the 31ft of Edward III. 

inclufivc, 
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incluiive, died in France the 34th Edward III. 13^0* being then 
feifed of* the manors of Morle and Greffinghall, in com. Norf. ; and as 
tenant, by the curtefy of England, in fight of the aforefaid Hawyfe 
his wife, of certain manors in the counties of Hertford, EiTex, and 
Norfolk ; and alfo of the manor of Grymefton, in Norfolk, the rever- 
lion of which belonged to Thomas, his younger (bn, who deceafed 
fixteen years before, leaving Henry, his brother and heir, fourteen 
years of age. Which Thomas and Henry were, moft probably, his 
children by a fecond wife,** as Dugdale proceeds to fay. 

To this Robert fucceeded Sir William Morlet, his fon and heir, 
by Hawife, his firft wife beforementioned ; which Sir William was 
then thirty years of age, and doing his homage i he fame year, had 
livery of his lands. The 30th of Edward III. his father then living, 
he was in the wars of France; and the 38th of EMward III. had 
licence to travel beyond fca, as alfb to grant his office of mare/chall of 
Ireland (which had defeended to him by his mother), to Henry de 
Ferrers, to hold fo long as he behaved himfclf well therein. And 
having been fummoned to parliament, from the 35th Edward III, to 
the 2ci Richard II. inclulive ; fhortly after which he died, viz. the 
30th Auguft, the following year (1380), leaving Sir Thomas Morley, 
knight, his fon and heir, and Cecily his wife, daughter of Thomas 
lord Bardolph, then furviving. 

Which Sir Thomas, the 4th of Richard II. arriving at Calais with

William, tlic fccond Ion of William,* the fourth of that name, 
lord Luvcl of Tichmerfli, and of Alice Dcincourt, his wife, amongll 
other' lands of his father’s inheritance, obtained Erdefcote, in Wilt- 

fhire; 
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(hire ; and having married Alianor, daughter and heir of Robert lord 
Morlcy, had fummons to parliament in right of his wife, by the title 
of, “ William Luvel de Morley chivalicr,” the pth Edward IV. and 
died the 23d July, 1476, feven years after, feifed of the manors of 
Erdefcote, Bridcfmith, and Uppadon Luvel, in co. Wilts; leaving 
Alianor lady Morley, his widow, who died the 20th Auguft next en- 
fuing, and two children, viz. Henry and Alice Luvel. 

Which Henry was his fucceffor, and was then in minority; but 
being arrived at full age in 1489, had fpeclal livery of all his lands. 
And being afterwards font with the lord D’Aubenie, and others, into 
the wars in Flanders, was unhappily (lain by a gunfliot at Dixmude ; 
and dying without KTuc, his (ifter, Alice, became his heir. His wife 
w'as Elizabeth, daughter of John de la Pole, duke of Suffolk, by 
Elizabeth_his wife, daughter of Richard duke of York, father of king 
Edward IV. Which Elizabeth furvived her hufband many years; 
and though a woman of more than common beauty, refilled all temp- 
tations of afecond marriage, and died in the fifty-fecond year of her age; 
and lies buried in the church of Halingbury Morley, in Effex. 

By the deceafe of this Henry Luvel, lord Morley, S. P. the barony 
devolved upon his filler Alice, beforementioned ; who by her marriage 
with Sir William Parker, carried the titles into that family. (V’^id.

Sir William Parker, who married Alice, the fiftcr and heir of 
Henry Luvel (or Lovel), lord Morlcy, was ftandard-bearer and privy 
counfellor to Richard III. and died in 1510; leaving the faid Alice 
his widow, who remarried with Sir Edward Howard, fecond fbn of 
Thomas duke of Norfolk ; but by him (whom Ihc alfb furvived), had 
no iflue. She died in 1518. 

'Henry, fbn and heir of Sir William Parker, and Alice Luvel, 
baronefs Morley, is faid not to have been admitted to his barony till 
the 31 ft of Henry VIII. but yet, according to Dugdalc’s Lifts of Sum- 
mons, his name is mentioned in the writ of fummons to parliament, 
anno 14th Henry VIII. then again the 21ft of Henry VIII. and from 
thence to the 3d of Philip and Mary inclufivc. The 23th of Hen- 
ry VIII. upon a dlfpute between him and lord Dacrcs of Gillcfland, 
for precedency, he had judgment therein given in his behalf. He 
married Alice, daughter of Sir .John St. John, of Blctflioe ; and had 
iflue Henry, who was created a knight of the bath at the coronation 
of queen Anne Bullen, and died in his father’s lifetime, 5th Edward VI. 
leaving by Grace, his firft wife,*^ daughter of John Newport, efquirc, 
Henry, his fbn and heir ; and two daughters, viz. Jane, who married

George lord Rochford, Ion of Thomas Bullen, carl of Wlltfliire and 
Ormond ; and n. n. who is fiiid to have become the wife of Sir John 
Shelton, knight. 

Which I1l:nrv, on the dcceafc of his grandfather, Henry lord Mor- 
ley, the 3d of Philip and Mary, 1 555, was his fucceffor; and had fum- 
nions to parliament, by that title, to the 14th of Elizabeth, inclufive. 
His wile was Elizabeth, daughter to Edward earl of Derby, by whom 
he left two daughters ; namely, Alice, who married Sir Thomas Ba- 
rington, knight; and Mary, Sir Edward Leventhorpe, knight; and 
all'o a foil and heir, 

Edw ard; who being fummoned to parliament the 23d of Eliza- 
beth, took his place there accordingly, the 16th of January; and the 
29th of Elizabeth, was one of the peers who gave judgment of death 
upon Mary queen of Scots ; fo likewife upon Philip carl of Arundel, 
the 3 2d of Elizabeth ; and alfo upon Robert carl of Etlcx, the 43d of 
Elizabeth. 

He married Elizabeth, foie daughter and heir of William Stanley, 
lord Montcaglc and departing this life at Stepney, in com. Midd. 
anno 1618, was buried in the parifli church there, leaving three fons; 
viz. William, Henry, and Charles ; and three daughters : Mary, mar- 
ried to Thomas Abington, of Hinlip, in com.

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This William, after the dcccafc of his father, was fummoned to par- 
liament as lord Motley and Monteaglc, the i8th and 10th of James I. 
indufivc, and died the year enfuing, 1643; having had ifTuc by Eli- 
zabeth his wife, the daughter of Sir Thomas Trdham, knight, three 
fons ; viz. Sir Henry Parker, K. B. William, and Charles ; and three 
daughters: viz. Frances, who died a nun, Katherine, married to John 
Savage, carl Rivers; tand PJizabeth, to Edward Cranfield. 

Of the fons, Sir Urnut, who was made a knight of the bath, at 
the creation of Charles prince of Wales, in anno 1616, w as fucceffor 
to his father; and had fummons to ])arliamcnt, as lord Morley and 
Monteaglc, the ill, 3d, 4th, and 15th of Charles I. And having 
married Philippa, daughter and coheir to Sir Thomas Carrel, of Ship-

Thomas, the next and laft lord Morley and Monteaglc, of this 
name and family ; who married Mary, the daughter of Henry Martin, 
of Landvvorth, in Berklhirc ; and having had fummons to parliament, 
the 13th, 31R, and 32d of Charles II. and ift of James II. died with- 
out ifl'ue.

The firft mentioned of this name is Roger de Mortimer, by 
fomc thought to be the fon of William dc Warren, and by others, of 
Walter de St. Martin, brother of that William: but certain it is, 
Dugdale afferts that 

Ralph de Mortimer (prefumed the fon of the aforefaid Roger), 
accompanied duke William in his invafion of this realm, being one of 
the chiefeft commanders in the whole army; and fhortly after that 
lignal conqueft, as the moft puiflant of his captains, was fent into 
Wales, to encounter Edric earl of Shrewfbury, who would not fubmit 
to the Norman yoke ; whom after great toil, and a long fiege in 
Wigmorc caftle, he at length fubdued, and delivered into the king’s 
hands, who thereupon rew'arded his fervices w'ith all the carl’s lands ; 
and he fcated himfelf at Wigmore accordingly. But, befides thefe, he 
enjoyed, by gift of the Conqueror, very many lordfhips and manors in 
divers other counties, whereof he was pofleffed at the time of the ge- 
neral furvey. 

He married Milicent, daughter of- by whom he had two 

fons; 'Hugh, his fucceflbr; and William, lord of Chclmerfli, and after- 
w'ards of Netherby, by gift of his brother; and alfo a daughter, llawife, 
w'ife of Stephen earl of Albemarle. 

Hugh, his fon and heir, being proud and turbulent, oppofed the 
acceflion of Henry 11.; but at length he became a canon in the abbey

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of Wigtnorc, begun by his father, but pcrfeftcd and endowed largely 
by himfclf. He died at Cleobury, the 31ft of Henry II. anno ii88,‘ 
leaving ifluc by Maud his wife, daughter of William Longefpe, duke 
of Normandy, four fons; viz. Roger, Hugh, Ralph, and William. 

Which Hugh took to wife, Felicia de Sundo Sydonio ; and had, by 
gift of his father, the manors of Sudbury and Chelmcrfii, which Wil- 
liam, his uncle, who died unmarried, had formerly enjoyed. 

Roger, third lord of Wigmore, was a brave man, and much en- 
larged his territories, and drove away thieves and robbers from thole 
parts ; and was alfo a benefador to the abbey of Wigmore. He was 
twice married : firft, to Milicent, daughter of Ferrers carl of Derby, 
by whom he had Hugh, his fon and heir, and two daughters ; and, 
fccondly, to Ifabel, filler and heir to Hugh de Ferrers, of Oakham, by 
whom he had ifluc three fons; viz. Ralph, Robert, and Philip. 
Wherefore on his dcceafc, the 17th of king John, he was fiiccccdcd 

by 

Heron, his fon by his firft wife, who married Annora, daughter of 
William de Braofc; and having been much wounded in a tournament, 
died the nth of Henry UI. S. P. and w'as buried in the abbey at 
Wigmore. 

Ralph, half-brother to Hugh, was his fucceffor; who being of a 

military difpofitlon, built fevcral ftrong caftlcs, whereby he exceedingly 

enlarged his poflcflions agalnft the Welfh, and fo reftrained their in- 

curfions, that prince Lewcllyn gave him his daughter Gladufe (widow 

of Reginald de Braofej, in marriage. Fie died the 30th of Henry III. 

and was burled with his anceftors at Wigmore, leaving iffuc four fins; 

namely, Roger, Peter, John, a grey friar at Shrewfbury ; and Hugh ^ 

lord of Chelmerlh.* Of which fons, timer of

Roger, the eldcft, fuccccdcd his father; and the 31ft of Henry III. 
paying 3000 marks to the king, had livery of all his lands, excepting 
the dowry of Gladufc his mother, then furviving. This Roger mar- 
ried a great colieircfs, Maud, daughter and coheir of William dc 
Ijraofe, of Brecknock,*' by Eve his wife, one of the fillers and coheirs 
to the lall Marefchall earl of Pcmbrokc.f Whereby his great polfef- 
6ons were ftill more augmented. 

He took an adive part in favour of Henry III. againll his rebellious 
barons ; and after the fatal battle of Lewes, wherein the king himfelf, 
and prince Edw'ard, were taken prifoners, is recorded to have been the 
pcrfin who contrived and effeded the cfcape of the prince from Ro- 
bert dc llos, then his keeper; for which, his faithi'ul fer\ices, he was 
rewarded with confidcrable irrants from the crown.

In 7th Edward I. when all was quiet, having procured the honour 
of knighthood for his three foils, he, at his own colls, held a tourna- 
ment at Kenilworth ; w'licre he fumptuoully entertained one hundred 
knights, and as many ladies, for three days, the like whereof had never 
been before in ICngland ; and there began a iioimd Table (fo called 
fiom the place wherein they pradifed tliofc feats), which was envi- 
roned with a llrong wall made in a round form. And upon the fourth 
day, the GoLlcn Lion, in fgn of triumph, being yielded to him, he 
cairied it, with all that company, to \\'’arwick. The fame wdiercof 
being- fpread Into foreign countries, occafioned the queen of Navarre 
to fend him certain wooden bottles, bound with golden bars and wax, 
under the pretence of wine, but, in truth, filed with gold ; which for 
many ages after were kept in the abbey of WIgrum\ Whereupon, 
for the love of that (luccn, he added a carbuncle to his arms. Soon after 
when he died; vi/. the loth of Edward I. He had ifliie divers 
fons; whereof Sir Ralph, the cldell, died in his lifetime. Edmund was 
Ins fuccelior. Roger was lord ol Cliirke.]jl‘‘ Sir William w'as an emi- 
nent foldicr, and murried Ilaw'vfe, the heir of Robert dcMufegros;

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but died S. P. the 25th of hidward I. Sir Geffery, the other fon, was 
alfo a knight, and died in bis father’s lifetime. 

Edmu.vd, the next lord of Wigmore, was mortally wounded in the 
battle of Ikielt, againft the Welfli ; and d) ing of his w’ounds at Wig- 
more caftle, had (cj)ulturc in the abbey there, the J2d of Edward I. 
This ICdmund had fiimmons to parliament among the barons of the 
realm, fro:n the 2^'l to the 30th of Edward I. inclufivc; and by 
Margaret his wife, daughter of William de Fendlcs, a Spaniard i^kinf- 
W’oman to queen Eleanor), had Uluc Roger, his fon and heir ; John.^ 
Hugh, Walter, and Edmund; which three kill; named were all prielts; 
as ali'o three daughters. Vv'hcreol’ Maude married Theobald de Verdon; 
and .foane and Eli/abctli were nuns at Lyngbrokc. 

Roor.iJ, eighth lord of Wigmore, was he who is fo well known, in 
our general hiltories, as the iavourite of Ifabel, the adulterous queen of 
Edward II. In the parHament begun the 2d of Etlward III. he caufed 
hi/nfelf t<j be ad\anccd to the title of carl of March ; and the fame 
year held a Roiiitd Talc at Bedibrd. After which, king Edward mak- 
ing a progrefs into the Marches of Wales, was magnificently enter- 
tained by this Roger, in his caftles of Ludlow and VV'^igmorc; fo 
likew'ife in his forefts and parks, with great cofts in tiltings and other 
pallimcs. 

Rut hereupon he grew proud beyond meafurc: infomuch as his 
own fon, Geffery, called him the King of Folly. He alfo kc{)t the 
round table in Wales for a pride, in imitation of the knights of king 
Arthur’s round table. His other ads of extravagance and Infolcncies 
arc well known ; of which the king being at length made fenfible, 
caufed him to be fuddenly furprifed in the cafflc of Nottingham (by 
means of a fubterraneous pafiage ; wdiich, from this circumfi'ancc, is 
yet called Mortimer’s Hole.) When being fecured, he w'as afterwards 
accufed in parliament of certain high crimes ; and being found guilty, 
received fcntcncc to be drawn and hanged: which fentence was

executed 
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executed at the common gallows, called the Elmes, near Smithfield. 
And his body was permitted to hang there two days and two nights, 
naked, and then buried in the Grey Friers; but many years afterwards 
tranflatcd to Wigmore. So great is the viciflitude of human great- 
ncls ! 

This eminent but unhappy man married Joanc, daughter of Peter, 
fon of Gedery de CTcncvil,* lord of Trim, in Ireland, and had ifTue 
four fons ; viz. Edmund, Sir Roger, Sir GefFery, lord of Towyth ; 
and John, /lain in a tournament at Shrew/ljury. As alfo feven daugh- 
ters; viz. Catherine, wife of Thomas de Beauchamp, carl of Warwick; 
Joat\c, of Janies lord Audley ; Agnes, of Laurence earl of Pembroke; 
Margaret, of Thomas, fon and heir of Maurice lord Berkeley; Maude, 
of John de Cherlton, fon and heir of John lord of Powys ; Blanch, of 
Peter de Grandilon ; and Beatrix, firll, of Fklward, fon and heir of 
Thomas of Brotherton, earl marlhal of England, and afterwards of Sir 
I'horaas de Brao/e. 

FioMUJiD, elded: fon beforenamed, had not the title of carl of 
March ; his father’s attainder not being reverfed in his time. He 
married Elizabeth, one of the daughters, and at length coheirs of 
Bartholomew (commonly called the rich), lord Badlefmcre, of Ledcs 
Cadle, in Kent, by whom he had two fons; Roger, and John, who 
died an infant. But this Edmund furvived his unfortunate father only 
a fliort time ; for he died in the flower of his age, the 5th of Ed- 
ward 111 . leaving Elizabeth his wife furviving; who afterwards mar- 
ried William de Bohun, carl of Northampton. 

Roger, his fon and heir, was only three years old at his father’s 
death; and the 16th Edward III. though not of full age, had livery 
of his caftle of Wigmore ; and the 28th of Edward III. obtained a 
rcverfal of the attainder of Roger, his grandfather. Whereupon he 
thenceforth bore the title of earl of March, and had reftitution of 
divers forfeited lands ; but this honour he enjoyed only for a lliort 
time, for the 34th of Edward III. he died at Romera, in Burgundy, 
being then commander of the Englifli forces there. Whence he was 

brought 
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brought over, and buried in the abbey of Wigmore with his anccftors. 
Yet was there a folcmn obfequie kept for him in the royal chapel at 
Windfor; the king ailigning a cloth of gold, called baudckyn, out of 
his great wardrobe, for the celebrating thereof. 

By Philippa his wife, daughter of William dc Montacutc, earl of 
SaliAjury, he had two fons ; Roger, who died in his lifetime, and Ed- 
mund ; as alfo two daughters ; viz. Margaret, wife of Robert dc Vere, 
earl of Oxford ; and Margery, of John lord Audley. 

Edmund, his furviving fon and heir, at the deceafe of his father 
was in minority ; yet, by rcafon of his fmgular knowledge and parts, 
was, at the age of eighteen, employed to treat with the commiffioners 
of the king of France, touching a peace between the two kingdoms. 
Moreover, the 3d of Richard II. he was conftitiited the king’s lieute- 
nant in Ireland, where he was a great fubducr of the barbaroufnefs of 
that rude people : but after having done fuch great a<Jls in Ireland, by 
taking cold in pafling a river there, he brought on his death, and died 
at Cork, the 5th of Richard II. aged only twenty-nine. He married 
Philippa, daughter and heir of Lionel duke of Clarence,"" third fon of 
Edward III. by which match he acquired the third part of the earldom 
of Glouceftcr, together with the county of Ulfter, and dominion of 
Connaught, in Ireland. His ilTue were, three fons, and two daughters; 
viz. Roger, his fuccelTor ; Sir Edmond, who married the daughter of 
Owen Glcndowr ; and Sir John, who, the 3d of Henry VI. having 
been arraigned in parliament for treafonable fpceches, was fcntenced 
to be hanged and beheaded; which was executed accordingly. Eliza- 
beth, the eldeft daughter, married Henry Percy, furnamed Hotfpur ; 
and Philippa, the youngeft, married, firft, John carl of Pembroke; fe- 
cond, Richard carl of Arundel; and, third, John Poynlngs lord St.John. 

Roger, next carl of March, by the care of thofc who had the go- 
vernment of his minority (being only eleven years old at his father’s 
death), found, when he came at age, his caftlcs and houfes w'cll in

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repair, and amply ftored with rich furniture, fo likew’ife his demefne 
fully Rocked with cattle; and in liis treafury 40,000 marks. This 
Roger being an hopeful youth, and every way accomplifhed, was fhortly 
alter his father’s death, in the parliament holden the 9th of Richard II. 
declared heir apparent to the crown, by reafon of his defeent from 
Lionel duke of Clarence ; and the 30th and 31ft of Richard II. was 
lieutenant of Ireland ; where relying upon his own valour, he adven- 
tured himfelf before his army in an Irifh habit, and was unhappily llain 
at Kenles. 

By Eleanor his wdfe, daughter of Thomas Holland, earl of Kent, 
lifter of Thomas duke of Surrey, and filler and coheir to Edmund earl 
of Kent, he had ilTue, Edmund, his fon and heir; Roger, w'ho died 
S. P.: alfo two daughters; Anne, who married Richard earl of Cam- 
bridge, younger fon to Edmund duke of York (5th fon of Edward III.) 
and Alianore, who married Edward, fon of Edw^ard Courtney, earl of 
Devon ; but died illuelels. 

Eomoxi), eldcft fon and heir, liiccccdcd his father, and was the laft 
carl of March, being at that time only fix years old ; and was given in 
ward to Henry prince of Wales, Ion of Henry IV. out of whofe cuf- 
tody he w^as fliortly after taken away by the lady Defpenfer; but being 
found out again in Chiltham woods, lie was afterwards kept under a 
fir'icier (rmvui, being the rightful heir to the erow'u. 

He married Anne, daughter of Edmund earl of Stafford ; but died 
S.P. 3d Henry VI. being then about twenty-four years old. Where- 
upon Richard duke of York, fon of Anne countefs of Cambridge, his 
lifter, became his heir; and here ended the male line of the moll noble 
family eft Mortimer earls of March, but whole heir female, liowevcr, 
carried all the great eftates, and the beft title to the throne, to the faid 
Richard duke of York, wlafte fon and heir Edward, became afterwards 
king of England, by llie title of Edward IV. And thus the caftle of 
Wigmore, with the vaft polTefrioiis, and the honours of the houfe of 
Mortimer, merged in the crown.

This houfc commenced in Nigel de Aliiini, a younger brotlicr 
to William de Albini, furnamed Pincerna, before mentioned in Vol. I. 
of this work.*’ Which 

Nigel likewife came into Eingland with the Conqueror, and was 
one of his eminent commanders ; and for his ferviccs was rewarded 
with divers manors in various counties. 

In the time of William Rufus, he was bow-bearer to that king; and 
was in great favour with Henry I. to whom he firmly adhered againft 
his brother, Curthofe; and being prefent with him in the famous 
battle of Tenerchebray, he there flew Curthofe’s horfe, and brought 
him prifoner to the king; for which he obtained all the lands of Ro- 
bert baron of Fronteboef; viz. Stutevile, in England ;f who had for- 
feited the fame for his adherence to Curthofe. After when, alfo, in 
confideration of his valour and great ferviccs, he was further rewarded 
with all the lands of Robert de Moubray, carl of Northumberland, 
both in Normandy and England, then forfeited to the crown for trea- 
fbn. Which Robert was brother to Amicia de Moubray, who had 
married Roger de Albini, father of the faid Nigel. 

Being thus poffelTed of fo very confiderable an eftate, confifting of 
full izo knights fees in Normandy, and as many in England, he be- 
came one of the moll: potent men of his time ; though the monks fay 
he was fomewhat oppreffive. He was twice married : firft, to Maud, 
daughter of Richard de Aquila, by whom he had no iflue ;" fccondly.

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to Gundred, daughter of Girald dc Gornay, by whom he had two 
foils ; whereof Roger was his fucceflbr ; and Henry, the other, hav- 
ing the lordihip and barony of Cainho given to him, was the anceftor 
of the houfc of Albini Cainho.'* And dying very aged, he was buried 
with bis anceftors, in the abbey of Ike, in N.jrmandy. Where- 
upon, 

Roger, his fon and heir, fuccccded him; who poflefling the lands 
of Moubray, did, by the fpccial command of king Henry, alTume the 
furname of Moubray ; and may therefore be confidcred the firll of this 
dynafty of the Moubray family. 

The /th of Stephen, adhering to the king agaiiill: Maude the cm- 
prefs, he was with him in the battle of Lincoln, and there taken pri- 
Ibner. After when, the 13th of king Stephen, he was with Lewis, 
king of France, in the Holy Land, where he acquired no fmall re- 
nown, by vanquifliing a Rout and hardy Pagan in finglc combat. The 
time of his death feems uncertain ; fomc ftatiiig, that he died in the 
Holy Land, and was buried at Sures ; and others, that here turned to 
England, and lived fifteen years after, and died an aged man, and was 
buried in the abbey of Biland, near to the lady Gundred, his mother. 
Be this, however, as it may, he had ifl'ue by Alice de Gant, his wife, 
two foils ; Nigel and Robert. Which 

Nigel, like his father, had a great prediledion for the holy war- 
fare; and being figned with the crofs for an expedition into thofc 
parts, died before his arrival there, 3d Richard I. leaving iffuc by 
Mabel his wife, daughter to the carl of Clare, four fons; William, 
Robert, Philip, and Roger. Of which, Robert, marrying (as it is faid), 
a countefs in Scotland, had a fair inb.eritance there, from whom dc- 
feended the Moubrays of that kingdom ; and Roger, the 5th of John, 
obtained a grant from the king, of the manors of Swanfliam, Fule- 
burnc, and Coflefey ; which were the lands of Alan de Roan. 

William, cldcft I'bn and heir, was his father’s fucceflbr; and 6th 
Richard I. paying £.100 for his relief, had livery of his lands. .But in 
the timer of king John, he was one of the moft obftinate of the rebel 

barons ; 
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barons ; nor did his obftinacy rctraA with the death of that king, for 
he ftill pcrfcvcred in his rebellion againft Henry III. and was among 
thofe taken prifoners at the battle of Lincoln ; it feems, however, that 
he at length made his peace. His wife was Agnes, daughter of the 
carl of Arundel, by whom he had two fons; Nigel and Roger. Of 
which, 

Nigel, the 8th of Henry III. paying /‘.500 for his relief, had livery 
of his lands; but loon after he died, S. P. the 13th of Henry III. His 
wife was Maud, daughter and heir to Roger de Camvill. 

Rogeu, brother to Nigel, was his heir, but then in minority. 
Which Roger married Maud, daughter to William de Beauchamp, of 
Bedford;^ and being of full age, 25th Henry III. doing his homage, 
had livery of his lands. He died the 31R of Henry III. having had 
iffuc, Roger, Robert, Andrew, John, Edmund, and William, his Ions. 
Whereof the five laft died S.P. and alfo three daughters; whofe names 
are not mentioned, 

Ro(}ei{, eldefi. fon and heir, the 6th of Edward I. on proof of his 
age, and doing his homage, had livery of his whole inheritance ; and, 
moreover, had fuiumons to the parliaments of the 22d, 23d, 24th, 
and 25th of Edward I. and died the year following, leaving by Rofe 
his wife, lifter to (filbert earl of Clare,"' and, according to Dugdale, 
daughter of earl Richard, 

John dk AIouijkay, his fon and heir, then in minority, wdiofc 
wardfhip and marriage was given to William de JJraofe, of (jower, to 
the end that he might marry Aliva, daughter of the faid William.

The 34th of Edward I. this John, although not of full age, had 
livery of his lands, and attended the king in his expedition into .Scot- 
land; fo alfo, the yth of Edw'ard II. he was in the wars of Scot-

ander/ with horfc and foot, to aflfift David earl of Athol againft 
Edward dc Brus. He was governor of the city of York ; and alfo, 
the nth of Edward II. of Malton and Scarborough caftlcs: but 
afterwards fiding with Thomas earl of Lancaftcr, and other great 
nobles, in their infurredion, he participated in their ill fortunes ; 
being taken priibner with the faid carl, and divers others, at Borough 
Bridge, and was afterwards hanged at York, the 15th of Edward II. 
He had I’ummons to parliament, from ift to 14th Edward II. and left 
by the bcforcmcntioncd Aliva, his wife, 

John, his cldcft fon and fucceffor, who found much favour from 
JCdvvard III.; for that king, in the firft year of his reign, acknowledg- 
ing the great fenfc he had of the eminent fcrviccs of the forefathers of 
this John, accepted of his homage, and gave him livery of his lands 
belbre he came of full age. He attended king Edward in his glorious 
campaign in France, and was with him at the fiege of Nantz; he was 
alfo in the mcmorahlc battle againft David king of Scotland, and was 
made governor of Berwick. He was ftylcd in his charters, lord of the 
Iflc of Axholmc, and of the honour of Gower and Brember; which 
laft were of the inheritance of his mother. He married Joan, one of 
the daughters of Henry earl of Lancaftcr ; and having had ftimmons 
to parliament, from the ift to the 34th of Edw'ard III. he died at York 
of the pcftilcncc, 4th Oeftober, 35th Edward III. leaving ilTue, 

John, his fon and heir, who foon after had livery of his lands, but 
does not appear to have enjoyed them long; for the 42d of Eid- 
vvard III. he was flain near Conftantinoplc, taking then a journey to 
the 1 hdy Land. His wife was Elizabeth, daughter and heir to John 
lord Segrave (by Margaret his wile, daughter and heir of Thomas of 
Brotherton, carl of Norfolk, and carl marfliul of England);* whereby 
he acquired a great inheritance in lands, and much addition of honour 
in blood. By this lady he had two fons, John and Thomas; and a 
daughter, Anne, who was abbefs of Barking, in Eflex.

John, the cldeft fon, at the coronation of Richard 11 . was created 
carl of Nottingham, but died foon after, unmarried, and in the flower 
of his age ; whereby Thomas, his brother, became his heir. Which 
Thomas, the 6th of Richard III. was created carl of Nottingham, 
(as his brother had been) ; and, three years after, was conftituted earl 
marlhal of England for life. Being, according to Sandford, the firft 
earl mardial ; for before his time they were only marflials. Though 
Dugdale calls Thomas of Brotherton, earl marlhal as we (in fol- 
lowing him), have before mentioned. 

The 1 6th of Richard II. he was made governor of Calais ; and, the 
30th of the fame r^'ign, obtained the king's charter of confirmation of 
the office of carl marflial of England to the heirs male of his body; 
and that they, by rcafon of the faid office, fliould bear a golden 
truncheon, enamelled with black at each end ; having at the upper 
end the king’s arms, and at the lower their own arms engraven 
thereon. Moreover, the sift of Richard II. he was advanced to the 
title of duke of Norfolk; his grandmother, Margaret (then living), 
being the fame day created duke of Norfolk. 

But this Thomas, firft duke of Norfolk, having joined clolcly with 
thofe wicked minions who bore fway with that unfortunate and mif- 
guided prince, not only contributed to the deftrudion of his father- 
in-law, the carl of Arundel, but was one of thofe who guarded him 
to his execution ; and is even affirmed to have been the perfon who 
bound up his eyes, and adually cut off his head. Furthermore, he is 
ftated to have had a principal hand in the execrable murder of the 
king’s uncle, Thomas of Woodftock, duke of Glouccftcr. 

Such, however, is the inftability of all human grandeur (efpecially 
when attained through the perpetration of crimes fo odious), that this 
great duke, after having experienced the royal favour on fb many 
occafions, fell at laft from all his honours into dilgrace. For, being 
accufed by Henry duke of Hereford (after Henry IV.) of having 
fpoken words difrefpedfully of the king, a challenge enfued, and a 
day was appointed for the combat, when the lifts were accordingly fet

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up, and the king himfclf and court were prefent ; but juft as they 
were about to engage, and the trumpets had founded the charge, Ri- 
chard interpofed, and by the advice of his council, banifticd the duke 
of Hereford for ten years, and the duke of Norfolk for life; who 
thereupon, afterwards, going abroad in purfuance of his fentence, died 
in exile, of the pcftilcnce, at Venice ; but, according to Sandford, and 
others, of grief, anno 1400, ift Henry IV. 

By Elizabeth, his firft wife, daughter of John Ic Strange, of Black- 
mere, he had no ilfuc ; but by Elizabeth, his fccond wife, fifter and 
coheir to Thomas Fitz-Alan, earl of Arundel, he had two fons, Tho- 
mas and John; and alfo two daughters, Ifabclla and Margaret; the 
one married to Sir James Berkeley, knight ; and the other to Sir Ro- 
bert Howard, knightJ 

Thomas, cldeft fon and heir, was in minority at his father’s death, 
and never had the title of duke. He was commonly called the earl 
marihal ; and w as afterwards beheaded at York, the 6th of Henry IV. 
wdth Richard Scroope, archbilliop of York, for a confpiracy to take 
away the crown and life of that monarch. His wife was Conftance, 
daughter of John Holland, duke of Exeter ; but having no ilTue, 

John, his brother, was his heir; who, the 3d of Henry VI. was 
Tcftorcd to the title and dignity of duke of Norfolk (ufing no other 
than carl marflial, and carl of Nottingham before which, the ift of 
Henry V. had been allowed to him.) He died in 1433, the 10th 
Henry VI. leaving by Catherine his wife, daughter of Ralph Nevil, 
carl of VVcftmoreland (by Joane his wife, natural daughter of John of 
Gaunt, duke of Lancafter,) a fon, 

John, the next and third duke of Norfolk, who, the 33d of 
Henry VI. upon confirmation of the title to him of duke of Norfolk 
(which had been conferred on Thomas, his grandfather), had a grant

Shortly after when he died, viz. the 1 5th Edward IV. having had 
iffue by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of John Talbot, earl of Shrewf- 
bury, 

Anne, his foie daughter and heir, who was contraded in marriage 
to Richard, fecond fon of Edward IV. but being murdered by his uncle, 
Richard duke of Glouccfter, before confummation, the inheritance of 
her father was divided between the Howards and the Berkeleys, dc- 
feended from Margaret and Ifabel, daughters of Thomas firft duke of 
Norfolk.*

this hara(5tcr by a monk of that time ; viz. “ that in his youth he 
was a Rout foldicr, afterwards very wealthy, and learned in the laws ; 
yet overmuch coveting to enlarge his poll'cffions, which lay contiguous 
to the monks of Crowland, he did them great wrong in many refpeds.” 
Of his fons, beforenamed, 

Lambert married Annabel, the cldcft of the two daughters and 
coheirs of Richard de Luci, cf Egremont ; and the 30th Henry III. 
obtained, by large gifts, an extraordinary indulgence from the pope, 
viz. That no one fliould have power to excommunicate him but by 
a fpccial mandate from his holinefs.” 

He died about the 31ft Henry III. leaving Ida, his fecond wife, fur- 
viving (who had been the widow of Geoffrey dc OilliJ, and Thomas, 
his fon and heir, then of full age. Which 

Thomas (called Thomas dc Multon, of Egremont), paying his 
relief, had livery of his lands lying in the counties of Cumb. Line. 
Suff. and Effex ; and died the 2 id of Edward I. leaving 

Thomas, his fon and heir; who, the loth of Edward II. entered 
into covenants, that John, his Ibii and heir, ffiould marry Joanc, the 
daughter ot Piers Gavefton, fb fbon as they ffiould be of age to accom- 
pliffi the marriage : but it feems this intended n atch did not take 
place. 

This Thomas had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of 
the realm, from the 28th of Edward I. to the 14th of Edward II.

inclufive, and died the next enfuing year (15th Edward II,) Allanore 
his wife, furviving ; who for her dowry had an affignation of the capi- 
tal mclTuagcof the manor of Egremont; viz. the caftle, together with 
divers conliderablc lands thereunto belonging. To whom fucccedcd 
John, his fon and heir; who, the 14th of Edward II. having mar- 
ried Annabel, one of the daughters and heirs of Laurence de Holbcchc, 
had livery of certain lands in Thorne Gumband, in com. Ebor, which 
were of her inheritance and the 6th and 8th of Edward III. had 
fummons to parliament, but died the 23d of November the fame year, 
without id'uc, whereby his inheritance became fliared betwixt his 
three fillers, who were his heirs: viz. .Joane, wife of Robert Fitz- 
Walter; Elizabeth, wife of Walter deBcrmicham; and Margaret, the 
wife of Thomas de Lucie. Which Joane, for her purparty, had the 
caftle of Egremont, with the third part of the manor, and certain other 
lands; Elizabeth, certain lands in Gosford, parcel of the manor of 
Egremont, and a third part of divers other lands ; and Margaret, the 
wife of Thomas de Lucie, certain lands in Diftington, parcel of the 
manor of Egremont, together with the third part of thofc other lord- 
fliips, whereof the fame proportion had been allotted to her fillers.

Thomas de Multon died 55th Henry III. being then feifed of 
the moiety of the barony of Burgh upon the Sands, and leaving by

Thomas, his fon and heir; who doing his homage, had livery of 
his lands; and the year next enfuing, upon the death of Helcwifc de 
Levinton (widow of Euftacc dc Baliol), was found her heir as to the 
other moiety of the barony of Burgh upon the Sands, together with 
divers manors of confiderable extent and value. This Thomas deccafed

county of Cumberland; leaving Ifabcl his wife, furviving, and 

Thomas, his fon and heir, then thirteen years old; who paying 
jT.ioo for his relief, was the 31ft of Edward I. in the wars of Scot- 
land, as alfo ill the 34th of the fame king ; and in the 3d and 4th 
Edward II. Moreover, he had fummons to parliament, from the 25th 
Edward I.* to the 7th Edward II. inclufive, foon after which he died; 
leaving by Margaret his wife, a daughter and heir,

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NEVILL OF RABY.

This ancient and noble family is defeended from Robert Fitz- 
Maldred, lord of Raby, in the bifliopric of Durham ; who having 
married Ifabcl, daughter, and (by the death of her brother Henry, 
S. P.) heir to Geoffrey, grandfon to Gilbert dc Nevill,* who came over 
with the Conqueror, thereby acquired a confiderable eftate, and had 
iffue a fon, Geoffrey. Which 

Geoffrey, by reafon his mother was fo great an heirefs, affumed 
the furnamc of Nevile, which thenceforth continued to his poftcrity. 
This Geoffrey had ill'uc, Robert, his fon and heir, and Geoffrey, a 
younger fon, who, 54th Henry III. was governor of Scarborough 
calllc, and a jufticc itinerant. He died the 13th Edward I. leaving 
by Margaret his wife, daughter and heir of Sir John Longvilliers, of 
Hornby Cafllc, In com. Lane, knight, John, his fon and heir, from 
whom came the Nevills of Hornby, whofe heir female, Margaret, 
married Thomas Beaufort, duke of Exeter. 

Robert, the eldcft fon, fuccccdcd his father, and the 38th Hen- 
ry III. had livery of thofe lands which defeended to him from Robert 
Fitz-Maldred, his grandfather. In the troublefome reign of Henry III. 
he filled fevcral important offices: but after all the marks of royal con- 
fidence which had been fliewn to him, he notwithflanding took part 
with the rebel barons ; for which offence he, however, was at length 
pardoned, and again rccci\« d into fa^•our. He married Ida, the relief 
of Robert Bertram ; and deceafing the 1 oth of Edward I. left Ranulph, 
the fon of Robert de Ntvil, who died in his lifetime,’' his grandfon and 
heir. Which

y It is related, that (his Robert fieqiientir.g the company of a certain lady in Craven, was 
caught in adultery by fome of her luilband's fricnd.s, and by them fo gelded, that he died of 

the 
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Ranitlpu was at that time in minority, and obtained the king’s 
permiflion, that his relations might manage his eftate. It is faid, he 
committed inceft with his own daughter ; for which crime, Richard 
de Kellaw, bilhop of Durham, compelled him to do public penance. 
He married two wives ; firft, Eufemia, daughter of Sir John dc Cla- 
vering; and, fccondly, Margery, daughter of John, fon ofMarmaduke 
de Thweng, by whom he had no ilTue-; but by the former, had a fon. 
Robert, commonly called the Peacock of the North, who died S. P. in 
his lifetime, and Ralph, who became his fucceffor. And having been 
fummoned to parliament from aad Edward I. to the 5th Edward III. 
died anno 1331, leaving the faid 

Ralph, his fecond furviving fon and heir, who alfo had fummons 
to parliament to the 39th Edward III. in which reign he ferved with 
honour in the wars of Scotland and of France, and had fevcral high 
and important trufts committed to his charge. He died 41(1 Ed- 
ward III. and was buried in the church of Durham, on the South fide 
thereof ; being the firft fecular perfon that had fcpulture there. He 
married Alice, daughter of Hugh de Audley, and was fucceeded by his 
cldcft fon, 

John, who aoth Eklward III. was with his father in the battle of 
Durham, where the Scots were greatly defeated, and their king taken 
prifoncr. He afterwards continued in the wars of Scotland and France, 
where he acquired conddcrable reputation, and was made fcncfchall of 
Bourdeaux, as alfo lieutenant of Aquitaine. Moreover, he had fum- 
mons to parliament, from the 43d Edward III. to 13th Richard II. 
in which year he died, and was buried in the church of Durham. His 
firft wife was Maud, the daughter of lord Percy, by whom he had ‘ 
Ralph, his fon and heir ; his fecond was Elizabeth, daughter and heir 
of William lord Latimer,* by whom he had John Nevill, lord Lati-

Ralph, next lord Nevill, was a perfon of great note; and having 
had fummons to parliament, like his anceftors, among the barons of 
the realm, was afterwards created earl of Weftmoreland, aift Ri- 
chard II. 


RALPH NEVILL, EARL OF WESTMORELAND, 

This Ralph became one of the moft eminent noblemen of his 
time ;* was a knight of the garter, earl marfhal of England, and lord 
warden of the Scotch Marches. He filled other high offices of Hate; 
was an able commander; a fhrewd politician; a wary, artful man, 
who cunningly interpofed himfelf between parties ; took advantage of 
the times ; and fo managed the fluduating interefts of the day, that 
he ever contrived to preferve himfelf in place, power, and favour. He 
married two wives ; and had by them fb many fons and daughters,f 
that the family of Nevill became the greateft houfc of alliance of any 
fubjed’s family in Chriftendoni. At length he died very old, aift 
Odober, 4th Henry VI. and was buried in the quire at Staindrope, 
under a ftately monument, w'hercon were the figures of himfelf and 
his two wives. 

JoHiV, his eldeft fon, died in his lifetime, leaving by Elizabeth his 
wife (daughter of Thomas, and one of the fifters and coheirs to her 
brother Edmund Holland, earl of Kent), Ralph, his' fon and heir. 
Which 

Ralph fuccceded his grandfather as fccond carl of Weflmoreland ; 
and married to his firft wife, Elizabeth, daughter of Henry (fiiinamed 
Hotfpur), lord Percy, by whom he had John, his fon and heir; who

married 
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married Anne, daughter of John Holland, duke of Exeter, but died 
S. P. :?9th Henry VI. in his father’s lifetime. His fccond wife was 
Margaret, daughter and heir of Sir Reginald Cobham, knight; by 
whom, according to Dugdale, he had no iiTue ; but Milles mentions a 
daughter, Margaret, that died a child. Having thus no furviving iflue, 
he was, upon his dcccafe, 5d Richard III. fucceeded by his nephew 

Ralph, third earl, then twenty-eight years of age ; of whom very 
little mention occurs, further than that he was one of the commanders 
in the army under Thomas earl of Surrey, when the Scots bcfiegcd 
Norham caftle, 9th Henry VII. He married Margaret, daughter of 
Sir George Booth, of Barton, in com. Lane, by whom he had a 
daughter, Anne, wedded to Sir William Conyers, knight ; and a fon, 
Ralph, who died in his lifetime ; for the grief of whole lofs, it is faid, 
this earl deceafed at Hornby Caftle, leaving Ralph, fon of his faid ion 
Ralph, his grandfon and heir. Which 

Ralph, fourth earl, was created a knight of the garter by Henry Vllf. 
and married Catherine, daughter of Edward Stafford, duke of Buck- 
ingham, by whom he had a numerous progeny, as in the Table of 
Defcent more particularly appears.'^;^ Of w’hich, on his death, 3d 
Edward VI. 

Henry, his eldeft fon, was the fifth earl of Wcftmoreland; and 
married Jane, daughter of Thomas Manners, earl of Rutland.* He 
died the 5th Elizabeth, leaving 

Charles, his fon and heir, iixth and laft carl of Weftmorcland of 
his family. Which Charles loft his great inheritance, with the honour 
of his blood, by joining with the carl of Northumberland in his infur- 
rciftion, the 13th Elizabeth; for which offence he was attainted in 
parliament, and all his polTeflions conf.l I ated. His life he laved, by 
retiring, firft into Scotland, and after into the Netherlands, where he 
lived meanly and miferably to a great age. 

His wife was Anne, daughter of Heniy Howard, carl of Surrey, by

whom he had only iffuc female, viz. Catherine, wife of Sir Thomas 
Grey, of Chillingham ; Eleanor, who died lingle ; Margaret, wife of 
Nicholas Pndfey ; and Anne, of David, brother to Sir William En- 
glcby, of Ripley, in com. Ebor, knight. 

Thus terminated, in difgrace, the barony of Neville of Raby, and 
the earldom of Weftmoreland. But the latter title was afterwards 
claimed by Edward Neville ; whofe cafe was determined ad James I. 
and appears thus :* 

In the time of Richard II. Ralph lord Neville of Raby was created 
earl of Weftmoreland, to him and the heirs male of his body; and had 
ilTuc by his firft wife a fon, Ralph, whofe ilTue male, during fevcral 
fucceflions, enjoyed the title, and to whom Charles, laft earl of Weft- 
moreland, was heir male. That Ralph, the firft earl, by his fecond 
wife, had ifluc George Neville, lord Latimer, of whom the then claim- 
ant, Edward Neville, was the lineal defeendant and heir male. And 
that Charles, then late carl of Weftmoreland, w*as attainted for high 
treafbn. It was, however, adjudged, that Edward Neville Ihould not 
fuccccd to the earldom, though heir male of the firft donee. The 
authority for which dccifion was grounded on the ftatute of 26th 
Henry VIII. c. 13, whereby in cafes of hiigh treafon it is enabled, 
that the offender lhall forfeit all fuch lands, tenements, and beredita- 
menu wherein he ftiall have any ejiate cf inheritance. Whence it is evi- 
dent, that the court had an cfpecial eye to the crime of high trcafbn, 
and fquared its determination by thofc reafons which are more pecu- 
liarly applicable to that crime.

Though none of this family attained the dignity of peerage till the 
reign of queen Elizabeth, yet were they of great note, and illuftrious 
by divers intermarriages with, and defeents from many noble houfes, 
long before. For it appears, that previous to the time of Edward III. 
they were of Speke, in com. Lane, and moll of them knights. 

The 35th of Edward III. John, a fecond fon to Sir Henry Norris, 
of Speke, lived at Bray, in com. Berks, as did alfo his fon and grand- 
fon ; and John, his great grandfon, temp. Henry VI. was mailer of 
the wardrobe to that king, and Iherilf of the counties of Oxon and 
Berks, the 36th of the fame reign. He deccafed the ill of September, 
the 6th of Edward IV. and was buried at Bray, in an aide of that 
church built at his exp.enfe. To whom fuccecdcd 

Sir W iLLiAM Norris, his fon and heir; who the 2d of Henry VII. 
was a commander in the king’s army at the battle of Stoke, againll 
the earl of Lincoln, and his adherents. 

This William was twice married; firll, to Ifabcl, daughter and 
heir of Edmund Ingoldellhorp, widow of John Nevil, marquis of 
Montague, and by her had ilTue three fons ; William, Lionel, and Ri- 
chard, who all died young ; and three daughters ; viz. - - - - married 
to Sir .John Langford, of Bradfield, knight; Joanc, to John Cheney,, 
of Wodhey, in com. Berks, efquire ; and Elizabeth, to William Far- 
mer, of Somerton, in com. Oxon, efquire. His fecond wife was Jane, 
daughter to John earl of Oxford, by whom he had iflue Sir Edward 
Norris, knight, who married Fridifwide, a daughter and coheir of 
Francis vifeount Lovel ;* and by her had ilTuc two fons, John and * Vid. r.ovei.

John 
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John was fquirc of the body to Henry VIII. and married Eliza- 
beth, lifter of Edmund lord Bray, but died without legitimate ifluc, 
the 6th of Elizabeth ; fo tluit Henry, his brother, became his heir. 
Which 

Henry fell a facrificc to the fufpicious temper of Henry VIII. and 
under the accufation of a criminal familiarity with queen Anne Bo- 
Icyn, was tried, condemned as guilty, and beheaded, the 14th of May, 
the 28th Henry VIII*’. By Mary his wife, daughter of the lord Dacres 
of the South, he left ift’uc a daughter, Mary, married, firft, to Sir 
George Carew, knight; and afterwards, to Sir Arthur Champernoon, 
knight ; and alfo a fon and heir, 

Henry, who lived at Wytham, in com. Berks ; and anno 1566, the 
8th of queen Elizabeth, was kniglited at his own houfe at Rycot; 
and, the 14th of Elizabeth, w’as fent embalTador into France, where he 
behaved himfelf with fo much prudence and honour, that, fo well for 
that rcafon, as of his father’s fufFerings, he was advanced to the dignity 
of a peer of the realm, by writ of fummons to parliament, the 8th of 
May the fame year. 

By his teftament, dated 24th September, 1589 (31ft Elizabeth), he 
bequeathed his body to be buried in the chapel of Rycot, and by Mar- 
garet his wife, youngeft of the two daughters and coheirs to John lord 
Williams of Thame (with whom he had the manor of Rycot), had 
ifluc fix Ions ; viz. William, his Ion and heir ; .lohn (of whom here- 
after) ; Edward, governor of Oftend ; Henry, who died of a wound ; 
Thomas, prefident of Munftcr (who alfo died of a wound); and Maxi- 
milian, flail! in Brittany. Of thefc,' 

^ Norris, it is faicl, was much in die klng’{> tilvour, who fent for him, and oifered him his 
life, if he would con fcl’s his guilt; but he nobly rijeScd the offer, laying, “ Ti’U in his con- 
feience he thought the (jutTU iiui^ •.nil ; and that he would die a thoufand linn s, lathor than 
ruin an innoccut pcrfoii." Upon relation whereof, it is alfcrtecl, ilie king cried oui^ Hang 
him up then ; hang him up then/*

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William was marflial of Barwick; and having married Elizabeth, 
daughter of Sir Richard Morrifon, of Cayfho-Bury, in com. Hcrtf. 
knight, died in his father’s lifetime, leaving Francis, his fon and heir, 
then little more than one year old. Which 

Francis, the 43d of Elizabeth, had fummons to parliament; and 
the ift of James I. on the death of his uncle, Sir Edward Norris, 
S. P."* was found his next heir, whereby he obtained a confiderablc in- 
heritance in the county of Berks, being at that time twenty-nine years 
of age ; but yet he had not poiTcffion of the lands dcfccndcd to him 
from his father till the 4th of James I. nor even then of all ; for the 
9th of James I. it appears he fued out his general livery. 

At the creation of Charles duke of York, he was made a knight of 
the bath; and, in 1610, was engaged in a duel with Peregrine Wil- 
loughby,* whom he went into the field with on an old reckoning, and 
hurt him dangcroufly in the fhoulder. 

On the 28th January, i8th .lames I. he was advanced to the dig- 
nities of vifcounf Thame and earl of Bcrkfliire. 

It feems he was a man of an haughty and violent temper, which 
terminated his life in a fatal manner; tor on the i6th of February 
following his advancement, ftanding in the entrance of tl)e houfc of 
lords (the parliament then fitting), where the paffage w'as narrow’, he 
was joftlcd by the lord Scroopc, who w'as paflling by ; which fo en- 
raged him, that though the houfc w’as fitting, and the prince was 
there, he rudely thruft before that nobleman ; in confcqucncc of which 
he was committed to the Fleet prlfon. 

His fpirit was fo great, that he could not bear the complication of 
this and other injuries, which had made a deep impreflion upon him. 
Wherefore, not long after, brooding over thefe affronts, he mortally 
wounded himfelf in the face and neck w'ith a crofs bow’, at his houfc 
at Ilycot, in Oxfordfliirc, and died on the Wednefday following.

By Bridget his wife, daughter of Edward Vere, carl of Oxford, he 
left a Ible daughter and heir, Elizabeth, who became the wile of Ed- 
ward, fecond fon of Sir William Wray, of Glent worth, in com. Line, 
whofc folc daughter and heir, Bridget, married, firft, Edward Sackville, 
fecond fon of Edward earl of Dorfet ; and, focondly, became focond 
wife of Montague Bertie, earl of Lindfoy; whofc eldeft fon by her be- 
came lord Norris, and was anceftor to the earl of Abingdon, in which 
fuperior title the barony is now merged. 

Having thus done with the chief branch of this noble family, there 
yet remains one not lefo eminent to be noticed, in the perfon of Sir 
John Norris, knight, fecond fon to Henry firft lord Norris. 

Which Sir John, for his valour and military. knowledge, was moft 
famous in his time; having been trained up to arms in the civil wars 
of France, under the great Coligni ; next in Ireland, under Walter earl 
of ElTex ; and in the Nertherlands,' under Mathias archduke of Auftria. 

He was a moft accompliflicd general, and no lefs remarkable for his 
fafe retreats, than for his rcfolutc onfets: it being obferved of him, 
“ that he brought on his men fo warily, as one that could bring them 
off ; and that he brought them off fo rcfolutely, as one that durft bring 
them on.” His fortune often overthrew his enemy, and his wifdom 
often faved his friends. 

He, like the reft of his family, was of fuch a temper, that he could 
endure any thing but an affront, and a fuperior : the firft, whereof 
upon a repulfo at court, faddened his heart; as the fecond, upon an- 
other deputy (Thomas lord Bourgh), being font over to Ireland, when 
he conceived his fervices and merits entitled him to that office, broke 
it ; for he thereupon grew fo highly difeontented, that he fell into a 
fickncls and died.

Of this family, the firft perfon who was the founder of its honours 
was Edward, Ion to Roger North, of Walkringham, in com. Notts, 
ctquire. Which 

Edward North was in fuch efteem with Henry VIII. that he 
was conftituted by that king one of the executors to his will ; and 
was afterwards appointed one .of the council to his fbn and fucceflbr, 
king Edward VI. and, in the ift of queen Mary, was further advanced 
to the dignity of a baron of the realm, by writ of fummons to parlia- 
ment ; and took his place in that great convention, upon the yth of 
April following. 

From this Edward lirfl: lord North defeended Francis lord North 
and Guilford, who was created carl of Guildford, by patent, the 8th 
April, 1752 ; whole cldcft fon and heir, Frederick lord North, was 
for many years firft lord of the treafury, and chancellor of the exche- 
quer ; and fucceeding his father Francis, became alfo earl of Guilford. 
On his deccafe, in 1792, he was fucceeded by 

George Augustus, his eldcft fbn and heir; who dying in 1802 
without ifl'uc male, the earldom of Guilford devolved upon his brother 
Francis, the prefent carl, and the barony of North of Kirtling (or 
Cartlage), fell into abeyance between his daughters and coheirs.

Tins family has been of great antiquity in the county of Northum- 
berland, and took its furname from the lordlhip of Oggil, their prin- 
cipal feat; of which name was John de Oggil, who, the 49th of 
Henry III. had his lands extended for his adherence to the rebel 
barons of that period. Some pedigrees make this John to die S. P. 
and continue the line from Robert his brother ; whofe fon and heir, 
Robert, deccafed in his father’s lifetime, leaving another Robert, who 
on the death of his grandfather, fucceeded to the eftate. 

This Robert de Oggle, the 15th of Edward III. had licence to 
make a caftle of his manor houfc at Oggle ; and alfo to have free war- 
ren in all his demefne lands within the lordfliips of Oggle, and certain 
others in the faid county of Northumberland. .His wife was Annabella, 
daughter and heir of Sir Robert Hephall (by Cecily his wife, daughter 
and heir of Sir Gilbert Chartney, knight), by whom he had iffuc 

Robert, who married Helene, the daughter and heir to Sir Robert 
Bertram, knight, baron of Bothall,^ whereby he greatly increafed his 
inheritance, and died in his father’s lifetime, leaving another Robert, 
his fon and heir; who, on the death of his grandfather, the 36th of 
Edward III. being found to be his heir, was given in ward to John 
Philipot. Which laft mentioned 

Robert, the uth Richard II. had livery of that purparty of thofe 
lands which were the inheritance of Joan his wife, one of the three 
daughters and coheirs to Sir Alexander de Heton, knight; and the 7th 
of Henry IV. upon the death of David de Holgrave, the laft hufband

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of Helene, his mother, doing his homage, had livery of the caftle and 
manor of Bothall, which were held of the king by knights fcrvice, in 
barony. Whereupon being thus peirelTed of that caille and manor, 
as alfo of the manor of Hephall, and town of Lour-bottil, he entailed 
the fame upon the heirs male of his body,* upon condition that every 
fuch heir male fliould bear the name of Ogle, with the arms of Ogle 
and Bothall quartered. Soon after when he died; viz. the nth 
of Henry IV. leaving Joan his wife, furviving, and 

Robert, his fon and heir, who thereupon had livery of his lands, 
his homage being refpited ; and the 4th of Henry V. on the deceaie 
of his mother Joan, had livery of thofe lands which flic held in dower. 
The 3d of Henry V. he was llierifF of Northumberland ; and the 3d 
of Henry VI. was made governor of the town of Roxborough for three 
years ; and the 1 5th of Henry VI. he departed this life, leaving Ro- 
bert, his fon and heir, and four daughters ; viz. Margaret, the wife of 
Sir Robert de Herbotle, knight; Anne, of Sir William Heron, knight; 

(yonftance, of Sir John Milford, knight ; and Joane, of - - 

Maners.** 

Which Robert (or Roger), had livery of the lands of his inherit- 
ance ; Maud, his mother, daughter of Sir Robert Grey, of Horton, in

The i6th of 
Henry VI. he was flicriff of Northumberland, alfo w’arden of the 
Marches, fteward and conftable of feveral cattles and lordlhips in the 
aforefaid county, and ambaffador to the Scots to treat of peace, the 
38th of Henry VI. Soon after which, he was advanced to the dignity 
of a baron of the realm, by fummons to parliament, the itt of Ed- 
ward IV. with a grant of large pofleflions in Northumberland. 

This Robert lord Ogle married Ifabcl, the daughter and heir of 
Alexander de Kirkeby,'^ of Kirkeby, in com. Lane, eldett fon of Sir 
Richard de Kirkeby, knight : and died the 9th of Edward IV. leaving 
a daughter, Ifabcl, firtt married to Sir John Heron, of Chipches, knight, 
and afterwards to John W^oderington, and 

Owen, his fon and heir; who, according to Dugdale and Collins, 
is the fame perfon whom Polydore Virgil calls George (by mittake). 
Which Owen had fummons to parliament, from the ^ad Edward IV. 
to the itt of Henry VII. inclufivc. When he died is not mentioned; 
but by Eleanor his wife, daughter to Sir William Hilton, knight, he 
left ifluc an only fon,

Robert, the next lord Ogle, in the ^th of Henry VIII. was in the 
vanguard of the atmy at the famous battle of Floddcn Field, where 
the king of Scotland, with the flower of his nobility were flain, and 
his army entirely defeated : but after this, ftill continuing in the wars 
of Scotland, he had the hard fortune to be killed at Paunherhaugh, 
31(1 Henry VIII. His wife was Anne, daughter of Thomas, fon and 
heir of George lord Lumley ; by which lady he had three fons, Ro- 
bert, George, and John ; whereof, 

Robert, the eldeft, fuccceded his father, and the faid 31(1 
Henry VIII. had livery of his inheritance ; but Ihortly after, being in 
the Scotch wars, he w'as encountered with fuperior forces by the carl 
of Arran at Halidon-llig, and there unluckily met his death, along 
with the lord Ewers, and divers others of the Englifli army, 36th 
Henry VI. 

It does not appear this lord had ever fummons to parliament; the 
name of Robert, his father, being only mentioned in the lifts of the 
6th and 31ft of Henry VIII. He was twice married: his firft wife 
was Dorothy, daughter of Sir Henry Widderington, by whom he had 
a fon, Robert, and a daughter, Margery, wife of Gregory Ogle, of 
Chapington, in com. Northumb. defeended from Sir William, brother 
to Robert firft lord Ogle. His fccond wife was Jane, daughter of Sir 
Cuthbert Ratclifte, knight ; by whom he had Cuthbert, hereafter 
mentioned, and Thomas, who married Ifabel, daughter of Sir Thomas 
Grey, of Horton, but died S. P. 30th November, 36th Henry VIII. 
likewife three daughters ; whereof Margaret married Robert, third fon 
of Sir John Widderington, knight. 

Robert, fixth lord Ogle, the 5th of Edward VI. was conftituted 
warden of the Middle Marches of the North towards Scotland ; and 
having married Joan, daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Malcvercr, of 
Allcrton Malcvercr, knight, died without iflue, the 4th Elizabeth. 
Whereupon 


Cuthbert, 
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CuTHBERT, his bfothcr of the half-blood, fuccceding to the ho- 
nour and eilate, had fummons to parliament as a baron, the 5th Eli- 
zabeth, in the 39th of whole reign, it is faid, he decealed." He mar- 
ried Catherine, daughter, and one of the three coheirs of Sir Reginald 
Carnaby, knight ; by whom he had two daughters, his coheirs : Jane, 
or Joane, married to Edward, a younger Ion of George Talbot, carl of 
Shrewfbury, who died S. P. ; and Catherine, who wedded Sir Charles 
Cavendilh, of Welbeck, in com. Notts, knight. Which 

CATH£Ri:st£ Ogle furviving her filler, and being thereupon foie 
heir to the barony of Ogle, obtained Ipecial letters patent from king 
Charles I. under his great leal, dated 4th December, the 4th of his 
reign, declaring her to be baronefs Ogle , as alfo ratifying that title of 
honour to her and her heirs. 

Henry Cavendish, duke of Newcallle, was her grandfon and 
heir, and lord Ogle ; for an account of whofe family the reader is re- 
ferred to the title of Nevocqftle. (Vid. Cavendilh duke of New- 
callle.)

Sir Thomas Butler, the feventh carl of Ormond, in Ireland, 
was the firll who, by this title, had fummons as a baron to the Englifh 
parliament ; the writ being direded, “ Thomic Ormond dc Rochford,” 
the 14th Odober, 1495; ‘^^cr when, viz. in 1497, he was fent 

emballUdor to the duke of Burgundy, and departed this life the 8 th 
Auguft, 15^5! It^aving iffuc by Anne his wife, daughter and heir to 
Sir Richard Hankford, two daughters, his coheirs. Whereof Anne was 
married to Sir James St. Leger, anceftor to the family of Eggisford, 
in Devonfliire ; and Margaret, to Sir William Bullcn, knight of the 
bath, by whom fhc had Sir Thomas Bullcn, created in 1535, baron 
and vilcount Rochford, and in 1539, made earl of Wiltfliirc and Or- 
mond. (Vid. Bullcn earl of Wilts.)

Sir William Dugdale, in his account of this family, begins with 
William Paget, a pcrlbn cndow'cd naturally with excellent parts, 
who had his birth at a place called Wednelbury, in the county of 
Stafford.” Which

• HU education was better than his birth; his knowledge higher than hU education; hU 
parts abbve his knowledge, and bis experience beyond bis parti : a general learning furnithed 

him 
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William, in 33d Henry VIII. by reafon of his great abilities be- 
came one of the clerks of the lignet, and after that clerk of parliament 
for life. In this employment he deported himfelf with fuch fedulity 
and prudence, that the year after thcle preferments he was fent cm- 
baflador into France, and on his return °was conllituted one of the 
principal fccrctaries of ftate. In the 38th Henry VIII. he was one of 
the commiilioners who treated of, and concluded a peace with the 
French. Shortly after which, the king being on his death-bed, he 
was made one of his executors, and appointed of counfel to king Ed- 
ward VI. In whofe 4th year, being then a knight of the garter, 
comptroller of the king’s houfehold, and chancellor of the duchy of 
Lancafter, he was the 3d of December fummoned, by writ, to the 
parliament then fitting, by the title of lord Fagct of Beaudfert, in 
StafFordfliire, and took his place there accordingly ; and, in January 
next enfuing, had his folemn creation to that honour. 

But notwithftanding his great f:rvices, the great favour he Hood in 
raifed him up fuch enemies, that in the 5th Edward VI. on the fall 
of the duke of Somerfet the protedor, this lord was committed to the 
Tower, and through the means of Dudley duke of Northumberland, 
bereaved of his enfigns of the garter, and fined £. 6000 . Having borne 
all this with a peculiar and manly patience, affairs foon took a better 
turn ; for on the death of king Edward, he joined with the carl of 
Arundel, the chief champion of queen Mary, who had been proclaimed 
queen in the city of London, and rode poft with the faid carl that

Lim for travel, and travel feafoned his learning for employment. His maflerpiece wag an 
inward obfervat ion' of other men, and an exad knowledge of himfelf. His apprehenfion was 
quick, and his mind ever ready and prefent, according to occahon and emergency. 

” The celebrated Spanifh embaiTador, Gondoroar, it is faid, could not lit king James T. fo 
well as Sir William Paget did Charles V. the emperor. Wherefore hiltory relates,* tliat loyjpjjgtjtg 
Charles V. once faid of Sir William Paget, He deferred to be a king, as well as to reprefent Woi thies, 
one." And one day as he came to court, " Yonder is the man I can deny nothing to." This Vol.Il.p.lOp. 
emperor alfo obferved, that three forts of embalTadors were fent him from England ; the hrlt 
was Wolfey, whofe great train promifed much, as his great defign did nothing; the fecond was 
Morilin, who promifed and did much ; the third Paget, who pronifed nothing and did all.

Kitlbn, knight; Dorothy, to Sir Thomas Willoughby, fon of Sir 
Henry of Woollaton, co. Notts, knight; and Anne, to Sir Henry Lee, 
knight. 

Sir Henry Paget fuccceded his fatlier, and had fummons to par- 
liament the 8 th of Elizabeth ; and by Catherine his wife, daughter of 
Sir Henry Knivet, knight, had iflue one foie daughter and heir, Eliza- 
beth,*’ married to Sir Henry Lee, knight.* Dying thus ’without iflue 
male, 

Thomas, his next brother, according to all the printed peerage 
accounts, fucceeded him in his honour. Wherefore it muft be con- 
cluded, Sir Henry Lee had no child or children by Elizabeth his wife, 
foie daughter and heir of the laft lord, or the title, being a barony in 
fee, would have become veiled in his iflue. This Thomas had fura-

mons to parliament the 13th Elizabeth ; but in the zpth of the fame 
reign, being zealoufly atFcAed to the Roman catholic religion, he wa» 
attainted in parliament as a wellwifliiir to Mary queen of Scots ; and 
going over into France, died there at '^Bruffels, the 32d Elizabeth ; 
leaving ilTue by Nazaret his wife, daughter of Sir John or Henry New- 
ton, knight, William, his fon and heir. Which 

William was with the earl of Eflex, the 39th Elizabeth, in the 
memorable attack upon Cadiz; and the ift of James I. was reftored 
to the lands and honours forfeited . by his father’s attainder. He died, 
AuguR 29th, 1629, and was buried at Draiton. His wife was Lct- 
tice,* (not Mary, as by fomc authorities), daughter and coheir of 
Henry Knowlys, efquire, of Kingbury, in the county of Warwick 
(younger fon of Sir Francis Knowlys, K. G.), by whom he had three 
fons and four daughters; viz. William, of whom hereafter; Henry 
and Thomas, who both died unmarried ; Mary, married to Sir Wil- 
liam Hicks, of Buckholt, in Effex, baronet; Dorothy died unmarried; 
Catherine married to Sir Anthony Irby, of Bofton, in Lincolnfhirc, 
from whence is defeended lord Bofton ;f and Anne, firft to Sir Simon 
Harcourt, of Stanton Harcourt, Oxon, knight, anceftor of carl Har- 
court; and, fccondly, to Sir William Waller, knight, the famous 
parliament general, temp. Charles I.

' Hollingfhcd relates, that Charles Paget, this lord's brother, was principal agent for the 
Roman catholics, as it was proved on examination of the carl of Norlliumberland's cafe; viz. 
that in September 1583, he came privately from beyond fca to the earl of Northumberland at 
Petworth, where the lord Paget met him : and that on Throgmorton’s being committed to the 
Tower, the earl of Northumberland prevailed on the lord Paget to quit the realm, and provided 
him a ihip on the coad of Sulfex wherein he embarked. 

Thereupon, in the parliament holden at Weftminfter, the 29th Elizabeth, he was attainted, 
with his brother Charles, and their lands and poiTelGons conhfeated ^ whereby the earl of Lci- 
ceficr got a grant of Paget houfe. 

Camden obferves, that his death was a fad and uuiverfal lofs to the conunoowealth of 
learning.

Frances Rich, one of the daughters of Henry earl of Holland, beheaded 
by the rebels in 1648-9; by whom he had iflluc three Ions, and feven 
daughters. Of the Tons, William, the eldeft, was the next lord; 
Henry, the fccond, married a daughter of ----- Sandford, of Sand- 
ford, in the county of Salop, efquirc; and fettling in Ireland, had ilTue 
a foil, Thomas (who was a brigadier general, and married Mary, 
daughter, and one of the coheirs of Peter Whitcombe, efquire, of 
Great Braxted, in Elfcx, by whom he had ilfuc an only daughter, Ca- 
roline, married to Sir Nicholas Bayley, baronet, and was mother to 
the prefent carl of Uxbridge) ; and a daughter, Dorothy, who married 
Sir Edward Irby, of Boilun, in the county of Lincoln, baronet, grand- 
father of the prefent lord Bofton. Of the feven daughters; firft, 
Ifabclla died unmarried ; fecond, Lettice married Richard Hampden, 
of Great Hampden, Bucks, efquirc ; third, Elizabeth died unmarried ; 
fourth, Frances married Rowland Hunt, of Boreaton, in co. Salop, 
efquirc ; fifth, Penelope married Philip Foley, of Preftw'ood, in Staf- 
fordfliire, cfquire; fixth, Diana married Sir Henry Alhurft, of Watcr- 
tock, co, Oxon, baronet ; and, feventh, Anne died unmarried. 

William, fon and heir, was the fixth lord Paget; the reputation 
of whofe great abilities will laft as long as the memory of that cele- 
brated peace of Carlowitz, concluded anno 1698, lhall remain in 
hiftory. He died in an advanced age, the 25th February, 1712-13; 
having lived much eftcemed and honoured by all who knew him. 
His firft w ife was Frances, daughter of Francis Pierpoint, cfquire, a 
younger fon of Robert earl of Kingfton ; by whom he left only furviv- 
ing, Henry, his heir (his eldell fon, William, having died in his life- 
time, unmarried). His fecond lady w'as Ifabclla,* daughter of Sir 
Anthony Irby, knight, of Bofton, in Lincolnftiire ; by w hom he had 
iflue another fon, William, who died young, but who is not men- 
tioned in any of the hitherto printed accounts of this family. 

Henry, only furviving fon beforenamed, of William, fixth lord 
Paget, fucceeded his father, in whole lifetime he had been made a peer, 
by the ftyle and title of baron Paget, of Burton, anno 1711. And,

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0 <^lobc^ 19th, 17141 was further created carl of Uxbridge, by king 
George I. He fulfilled many high and important offices; but in 1715 
refigned his employments. By his fecond wife, Mary, daughter of Sir 
Walter Bagot, baronet, he had no iffue; but by his firft, Mary, daugh- 
ter and coheir of Thomas Catefby, of Whifton, in Northampton- 
Ihire, he had ifluc Thomas Catelby, lord Paget,' who died in February, 
1 741 -2, in his lifetime. Which Thomas lord Paget was colonel of 
a regiment of foot ; and by the lady Elizabeth Egerton, his wife, fiftcr 
to Scroopc duke of Bridgewater, had ilTue two Ions, Henry, and 
George, who died at Colcheftcr, I737> li' the feventeenth year of his 
age. The faid Henry earl of Uxbridge died in 1743, and with his 
fecond lady was buried in the church of Hillingdon, Middlefex, where 
an elegant monument is erected to their memory.* His fuccclTor was 
his grandfon Henry. Wliich 

Henry, fecond earl of Uxbridge, dying unmarried in November 
1769, the faid earldom, and the barony of Burton, became extinft; 
but the barony of Paget devolved on Henry Bayley, eldeft fon and heir 
of Sir Nicholas Bayley, baronet (beforementioned), of Placc-Newyth, 
in Anglefea, by Caroline his wife, daughter and foie heir of brigadier- 
general Paget, youngeft grandfon of William fifth lord Paget. Which 
Henry Bayley, on his acceding to the barony of Paget on the death of 
his coufin, took the name and arms of Paget in addition to his own ; 
and May the 19th, 1784, w as advanced to the title of earl of Uxbridge, 
which title he now enjoys.

The leartied Camden affcrts, that this famous family of Percy is 
dcfccnded from the carls of Brabant; and inherited^ together with 
that ancient furnamc, the pofleffions al/b of Percy, ever flnce that Jof- 
cclin of Lorain (a younger brother to Adcliza, queen to Henry I.) 
married Agnes, the daughter, and at length fble heir of Wileiam 
DE Percy; from which illuftrious couple, all the fuccceding branches 
of the Percy family deduce their origin.^ They had ifl'ue four fons ; * vid. ivrcy 
viz. Richard, Henry, Robert, and Jofceline ; bcfidcs two daughters, ^ ** 

Eleanor and Alice. 

Richard de Percy, the eldeft fon, was one of the chief of thofc 
barons who took up arras againft the tyranny of king John ; and had 
a principal hand in extorting from that monarch the great charter of 
Britifli liberties, of which he was chofen one of the twenty-five 
guardians to tec it duly obferved. The 6th of king John, on the death 
of his mother (who died that year), he had livery of all thofc lands in 
com. Ebor, whereof file died feifed ; as alfi) of thofc which Maud 
countefs of Warwick, his aunt (and mother s filler), held of the carl 
of Chcllcr in fee. In the ad of Henry III. he was in arms for that , 
king ; and the /th of Henry III. was one of the w'itnclTes to the 
agreement which Lewellne, prince of Wales, entered into ; whereby 
he promifed to make fuch latisfai^lion to the king for damages done, 
as the archbifhop of Canterbury fliould think expedient. After this 
period no further mention is made of him, other than he granted the 
nunnery at Handale, in com. Ebor, to Richard Malebifc, and his heirs; 

and 
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and that he died without iffuc, whereby the inheritance devolved upon 
his brother Henry. Which 

Henry was his heir and fuccelTor, and married Ifabcl, daughter

fons, viz. William and Henry. Ot whom 

William, the 17th of Hcniy' III. gave 500 marks to the king, for 
the wardftiip of the five daughters of William de Briwcrc ; and the 
28th of Henry III. doing his homage, had livery of all the lands of 
llichard de Percy, whofc coufin and heir he was, excepting the ma- 
nor of Topelive, which was then the dowry of Agnes, the widow of 
the faid llichard. So that by the account of Robert de Creeping 
(fliortly after given up into the exchequer), it appears that he had 
thirty knights fees de veteri fcoffamento, in Yorkfliirc, and two knights 
fees in Lincolnftiirc. 

This William dcceafcd the 2Qth of Henry HI. He married two 
wives ; viz. firR, Ellen, daughter of the lord Bardolpli ; and, fccondly, 
.loane, fifth daughter of William de Briwere, a great baron, and fiftcr 
and coheir to the laft William de Briwere, by whom he had four 
daughters; but by his firft wife he had iflue feven fons, as in the Table 
^ of Defcent.f ‘ Whereof 

Hknrt, the eldeft, fucceeded his father; and the 33d of Henry III, 
gave a fine of jf^.900 for livery of his lands, and that he might marry 
whom he plcafed. 

He was one of the northern barons who, in 1258, was fummoned 
to prepare himfelf with horfc and arms, and al! his power, for refeu- 
ing the king of Scots (a minor), whom his fubjeifts had rcbellioufly 
feized upon, and held in reftraint ; and who had married the daughter 
of king Henry. In the great contention between Henry Ilf. and his 
barons, he was on the king’s fide at the battle of Lewes, where he 
was taken prifoncr, but was foon after rcleafed. He married Eleanor,

daughter 
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daughter of John carl of Warren and Surrey ; by whom he had illuc 
William, John, and Henry. Whereof the two firft dying S. P. the 
youngeft, 

Henry, became the next heir ; whofc wardlhip (being under age), 
was granted to Edmund, the king’s brother: but in the 33d of Ed- 
ward I. having attained his majority, he had livery of his inheritance, 
and alfo fummons to be at Portfmouth, to attend the king, with horfc 
and arms, into Gafeoigne. After when, he diilinguiUicd himfelf 
greatly in the wars of Scotland during that reign ; and obtained from 
Edward I. the government of Galloway and Aire, in Scotland, and 
the earldom of Garrick, part of the polTcffions of Robert de Brus. The 
3d of Edward II. he had a grant from Anthony Bekc, bifliop of Dur- 
ham, of the barony of Alnwick, to hold to him and his heirs for ever ; 
and the king, at Shene, the 23d January, 1310, confirmed the fliid 
grant 

This Henry deceafed the 8th of Edward II. (having been fummoned 
to parliament as one of the barons of the realm during the grcatcfl 
part of his life) ; and was buried at Fountains Abbey, in Yorkfhire. 
By Eleanor his wife, daughter of John, and fitter to Richard Fitz- 
Alan, earl of Arundel, he had two fons ; Henry, and William de Percy, 
who was made a knight of the bath, the 20th Edward II. 

Henry, the fecond lord Percy of Alnwick, at the time of bis fa- 
ther’s death was in minority; but the 15th of Edward II. he procured 
an abfolute livery of his lands, although he had not then made proof 
of his age. In 1331, he had livery, on a grant, of the inheritance of 
the cattle of Werkworth, in Northumberland ; which, after the death 
of Sir John Clavering without iffuc male, was to devolve on the king 
(Edward III.) and his heirs. In 1346, he was a principal commander 
at the battle of Durham, where the Scotch array was totally defeated, 
and David their king taken prifoner ; Ihortly after when he died, 
viz. the 26th of February, 1351, and was buried in the priory of 
Alnwick. 

He married Idonea, daughter of Robert lord Clifford ; by whom he

had ilTuc Henry, his fon and heir ; Thomas, bifhop of Norwich, who 
died the 44th of Edward III. and was buried in his own cathedral ; 
William, to whom his father granted the manor of Kirk-Levington ; 
Roger, who had the manors of Stanerbot and Dalton-Percy ; and Ri- 
chard, who died young alfo four daughters, married as Ihcwn in the 
annexed Table of Defcent. 

Henry, the eldeft fon, at his father s death was thirty years old ; 
and doing his homage, had livery of his lands the fame year, the 
dowry of Idonea his mother, then living, excepted. In 1356, he was 
appointed warden of the Scotch Marches, and in 1359, governor of 
the caftle of Berwick ; and was much diRinguiihed in the wars of 
Edward III. till his death in 1368. He married, to his firfl wife, 
Mary Plantagenet, daughter of Henry carl of Lancaftcr (grandfon 
to king Henry III.) by whom he had two fons ; Henry, of whom 
hereafter; and Thomas, who was created carl of Worcefter;* and one 
daughter, Ifabella. By his fecond wife, Joane, daughter and heir of 
John dc Orreby, he had alfo one daughter, Mary. Of the fons, the 
eldeft, 

Henry, having performed his homage, had livery of his lands the 
fame year his father died. He was made earl marfhal of England; 
and at the coronation of Richard II. was created earl of Northumber- 
land, by patent. In 1387 and 1388, he was fent ambaflador into 
Scotland, and was governor of Calais in 1390: but, after a long feries 
of public fcrvices, the king receiving information, that he and his fon 
Hotfpur had fpoken fome words refleding upon the public meafurcs, 
which at that time were very unconftitutional, fent for him, and upon 
his rcfufing to come, banifhed him the realm in ’398. Such arbitrary 
treatment, therefore, feems fufficicntly to have juftified, what has 
been deemed, by fome, the moft culpable meafure of his life ; viz. his 
joining Henry duke of Lancafter in his return to England the year

following: 
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following, while Richard was in Ireland, and ailiRing him in thofe 
Reps which led to the deposition of that unfortunate monarch. 

On the acceflion of Heniy duke of LancaRer to the throne, by the 
title of Henry IV. this Henry carl of Northumberland was advanced 
to the great office of conRable of England for life, and other high 
truRs ; and had, moreover, a grant of the Ifle of Man. 

Three years after, he gained a Signal viRory over the Scots at Hal- 
wcdon-Hill. But our hiRorians relate, that the king not fatished with 
the peace which followed the earl’s conqucRs, was eager to Riare in 
the gains; and therefore demanded of him all his moR profitable 
prifoners, whofc redemption would raife great fums ; which being re- 
fufed, the king not only took the prifoners, but refufed admitting the 
earl into his prefcnce ; who confidering that he had been the great 
inRrument of railing king Henry to the throne, refented this Severity, 
not only as an injuRice, but as a great aR of ingratitude ; and there- 
upon joining with Edmund Mortimer, earl of March, and Owen 
Glcndour, they entered into a league to depoSe Henry ; and railed a 
large army, wherewith the malcontents marched to Shrewffiury, near 
which city, after a vain attempt to accommodate thefe difeontents on 
the part of Henry, a battle enfued, wherein the royal army gained a 
complete viftory ; and Sir Henry Hotfpur, the valiant hero, the earl’s 
fon, was Slain, and the carl of WorccRer, his brother, taken prisoner, 
and afterwards beheaded. 

The earl of Northumberland himfelf, by indiSpoSition, had been 
prevented from joining his brother and fon ; and, upon aSTuranccs of 
mercy, difmiRed his forces, and attended the king at York; who par- 
doned him his life, but deprived him of his honours and cRates for the 
prefent, yet afterwards rcRorcd them to him again. 

This reconciliation was, however, of Short duration ; for rcfledling 
on the lofs of his fon, and finding himSelf flighted by the king, he 
became So discontented, that he joined with Thomas Mowbray, earl 
marshal, and Richard Scroopc, archbiShop of York, in their rebellion. 
Who failing in that attempt, loR their lives, and the earl was forced

to icek refuge in Scotland, from whence he went into France and 
Flanders ; but meeting with no fucccfs there, he returned into Scot- 
land, and obtaining fomc aflSftance from that nation, advanced into 
England. Where, at Bramham Moor, near Hafelwood, on the sd of 
March, the 8th of Henry IV. he was refolutely encountered by Sir 
Ralph Rokcrt)y, high IhcrifF of Yorklhirc, and after a lharp light, de- 
feated and flain.* 

This great earl, to his firll wife, had Margaret, daughter of Ralph 
lord Nevil, of Raby, filler to Ralph lirll carl of Wellmorcland; by 
whom he had Sir Henry Percy, commonly called Hotfpur; Sir Tho- 
mas Percy, who married Elizabeth, cldcll of the two daughters and 
coheirs of David dc Strabolgi, carl of Athol ;* Sir Ralph Percy, who 
married Philippa, the other daughter and coheir of the faid David dc 
Strabolgi, and died S. P. ; Alan Percy ; and a daughter, Margaret. To 
his fccond wife, he married Maud, filler and heir to Anthony lord 
Lucy ;f who fettled, on him and his heirs, the honour and callle of 
Cockermouth, with other great ellates, on condition that her arms 
Ihould be for ever quartered with thofc of the Percies. 

Henry lord Percy, fnrnamcd (as before mentioned), from his fpi- 
rited condudl, Hotfpur, early dillinguillicd himfelf for his valour and 
military fkill, and was cllccmcd the grcatcll warrior of his age. For 
the general fcrics of his exploits, it is fufficient to refer the reader to 
the fcveral hillorics of England ;y and only here obferve, that he 
fought the famous battle of Otterbourn, near the Cheviot Hills, in 
Northumberland (commonly called Chevy Chacc), where James carl 
of Douglas was flain, and himfelf, with his brother Sir Ralph Percy,

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taken prifoners ; who were, however, both exchanged that year. In 
1399, he had a principal lhare, with his father, in eftablilhing 
Henry IV. upon the throne, and jointly with him gained the noted 
battle of Hallidon Hill, where Archibald earl of Douglas, the Scots 
general, was wounded and taken prifoner, with the carls of Athol, 
Montgomery, Fife, Monteith, and Angus. The ranfom for which 
noblemen, befides one hundred knights and gentlemen, was always 
confidered the property of thofe who guarded the Marches; but which 
the king, for particular rcafons, now claimed to himfelf. This unge- 
nerous condud highly provoked the Percies; who therefore combined 
their ftrong refentments with others, and took up arms; not doubting 
their power to pull down a king they had fo lately fet up. Hence a 
new revolution feemed near at hand, when this afpiring young noble- 
man was flain by an arrow at the battle of Shrewfbury, as before 
ilated, anno 1403.* He married Elizabeth, daughter to Edmund 
Mortimer, carl of M^rch, by Philippa, daughter and heir of Lionel 
duke of Clarence ; by whom he had ifluc a daughter, Elizabeth, and 
one fon, 

Hen'rt, who, after the death of his grandfather, was carried very Henry, 
young into Scotland, and educated at St. Andrews. But at the ac- 
ceflion of king Henry V. he was fent for out of Scotland, and was 
fully reftored in parliament from the attainder of his father and grand- 
father, to all the honours of his family, by the interceffion of the king’s 
aunt, Joane, countefs of Wcftmorcland (daughter of John of Gaunt), 
whofe daughter, Eleanor, he had married on coming into England. 

In 1416, he was at the celebrated battle of Aglncourt; and diftin- 
guilhcd himfelf by many exploits in the jcign of Henry V. and alfo 
in that of Henry VI. by whom he was made conftable of England, in 
1450. The 3d of Henry VI. for the better confirmation of the dig-

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nity of carl of Northumberland, he obtained a charter of creation 
thereto. 

On the breaking out of the civil wars of York and Lancaller, grate- 
fully remembering the good offices and favours he had received from 
Henry V. he continued loyal to his fon : and as his father and grand- 
father died in battle, oppofing the Lancafter caufe, this Henry loft his 
life in bravely maintaining it ; being flain in the battle of St. Albans, 
22 d May, 1455, and was buried in St. Albans Abbey. By Eleanor 
his wife, he had ifluc nine Tons; viz. Henry, his fuccclTor; John, who

Henrj, Henry, the cldcft fon, fucceeded his father, and was made governor 
3d Earl. Berwick, and warden of the Eaft and Middle Marches. He mar- 
ried, in his father’s lifetime, Eleanor, daughter and folc heir of Richard 
Poynings, who died during the life of his father, Robert lord Poynings, 
on whofe deceafe llie was heirefs to both ; wherefore, in her right, he 
had fummons to parliament as lord Poynings, in his father’s lifetime, 
till he became carl of Northumberland, when the barony merged in 
the faid earldom. 

At the fccond battle of St. Albans, on Shrove Tuefday, 1461, he 
had the good fortune to furvive ; but in the great battle of Touton- 
Ficld, the 29th of March following, he was unfortunately llain. At 
this adlion the carl commanded the vanguard; but there being a ftiow 
dircA in his mens faces, whereby they could not difeem how they 
ffiot, ffie led them on to charge fword in hand ; in which bloody con-

In the parliament holden the 4th of November following, he was 
attainted; and the king (Edward IV.) conferred the earldom of Nor- 
thumberland on John Nevil, lord Montagu, brother to Richard earl of 
Warwick and Salifbury, by letters patent, dated at York, i^Sth May, 
4th Edward IV. 

This carl, by Eleanor his wife, before mentioned (belidcs three 
daughters ; Elizabeth, Eleanor, and Margaret, who all married),* had 
one fon, 

Henry, his fucccflbr ; who being under age at his father’s death, 
was kept in the Tower by king Edward IV. and at length, in 147*, 
was fully reftored in blood and title, the attainder of his father being 
made void.** Soon after which, he was inftallcd a knight of the gar- 
ter, and appointed warden of the Marches, with an allowance of 2000 
marks per annum, in time of peace, and of 6000 in time of war. At 
the battle of Bofworth, where king Richard was killed, he flood 
neuter; and was after one of the privy council to Henry VII. to whofc 
avarice he at length fell a vidim. For, in 1489, the parliament having 
granted the king a tax, the fame was found fo heavy in the North, 
that the whole county was in a flame. 

The carl, then lord lieutenant of Yorkfhire, wrote to inform the 
king of the difeontent, and recommended the tax to be abated : but 
the avaricious monarch anfwered, that not a penny fhould be abated. 
And this mefTage being incautioufly delivered by the earl, the populace 
rofe, and fuppofing him to be the promoter of the calamity, cruelly

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murdered him, with fcveral of his attendants, at his houfej near 
Thirtke, in Yorkfhire. 

He married Maud, daughter to William Herbert, firft earl of Pem- 
broke (who, together with her lord, has a fine monument in Beverley 
minftcr); and by her had four fons, viz. Henry, his fuccefibr; Sir 
William Percy; Alan, who, the 36th of Henry VIII. was warden of 
the Holy Trinity College, at Arundel, when, with his brethren there, 
he furrendcred it to the king; and Jofcclinc. He had alfo three 
daughters ; whereof Eleanor married Edward Stafford, duke of Buck- 
ingham ; Anne, William Fitz-Alan, earl of Arundel ; and Elizabeth 
died young. 

Henry, fifth elR*! of Northumberland, the Tsth Henry VII. was 
one of the chief commanders againfl lord Audley and his adherents, 
at the battle of Blackheath, and was employed in various other public 
fervices ; but was particularly noted for the very fplcndid manner in 
which he conduced the princefs Margaret, the king’s daughter, to the 
borders of Scotland, on her marriage with James IV. of that kingdom; 
on which occafion, as Hall writes, his drefs and equipage were mofl 
princely and magnificent. 

In the reign of Henry VIII. he aflifted at the taking of the cities 
of Therouene and Tournay, and was one of the commanders at the 
famous battle of the Spurs. He was a knight of the garter;' and 
departed this life the 18th of Henry VIII. having the happinefs to 
die in his bed, which not one of the preceding earls had ever done. 
He was buried at Beverley. He married Catherine, daughter and co- 
heir of Sir Kobert Spenfer, knight, and of Eleanor his wife, daughter, 
and at length coheir of Edmund Beaufort, duke of Somerfet, by Eleanor 
his w ife, daughter and coheir of Richard Beauchamp, carl of Warwick; 
by whom he had three fons ; viz. Henry, his fucceflbr ; Sir Thomas

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Percy, who was concerned in Afkc’s confpiracy, and was executed for 
the lame, 29th Henry VIII. leaving two Tons, Thomas and Henry, 
who afterwards became earls of Northumberland; Siringelram Percy, 
third fon, died S.P. He had allb two daughters: who were, Margaret, 
wife of Henry Clifford, firft earl of Cumberland, of that furnamc; and 
Maud, married to the lord Coniers. 

Henry Percy, the next earl, was, loon after his father’s death, Heno', 
made warden of the Scotch Marches, and a knight of the garter. But 
he did not long outlive the attainder of his brother ; for he died the 
fame year without ilTuc, leaving all his eftates to the crown, with a 
wife forelight, that in cafe the attainder came to be reverfed, they 
might be reftored entire to his family, as afterwards happened. Yet 
he is fometimes called Henry the unthrifty," from his having fo dif- 
pofed of his paternal inheritance. This carl (who had been an admirer 
of AnneBoleyn), married Mary, daughter of George earl of Shrcwlbury; 
and on his death, at his houfe at Hackney, in 1538, was buried in the 
choir of the church there. 

After his decafe, the title of this earldom lay dormant for many 
years, until John Dudley, earl of Warwick, was created duke of Nor- 
thumberland ; but on the acceffion of queen Mary, this duke being 
executed and attainted, the earldom was once more rellored to the 
Percy family, in the perfon of Thomas, cldell: fon of Sir Thomas 
Percy, who w'as executed and attainted, as already mentioned.

Thomas was rellored in blood to the honours of his family, by an ThoBiai. 
exprefs creation, on the 30th April, the 3d and 4th of Philip and 
Mary, by the favour of that queen, in confideration of bis noble ■ 
defeent, conllancy, virtues, valour in deeds of arms, and other 
Ihining qualifications (as the words of the patent import), and was 
made a baron, by the title of lord Percy, with a limitation of that 
honour on the heirs male " of his body, with remainder, in default, 
to Henry his brother, in tail male.* Allb, the day following, he was 
created earl of Northumberland, with the like entail of that honour to and Mary, 
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his Iffuc male; and, in default, to Henry his brother, and the heirs male 
of his body.* He was afterwards made warden of the Marches, and 
knight of the garter. But, like his father, being zealous for the old 
religion, and confpiring againft queen Elizabeth, he fled into Scotland. 
Whence being betrayed to the regent, the carl of Morton, he was (for 
a large bribe) delivered to lord Hunfdon ; who had him conveyed to 
York, where he w'as beheaded, 2 2d Auguft, 1 572. He had to wife, 
Anne, daughter of Henry Somerfet, earl of Beaufort ; by whom he 
had one fon, Thomas, who died young ; and five daughters ; viz, 
Elizabeth, wife of Richard Wodrove, of Wolley, in com. Ebor, 
cfquire ; Mary, of Sir Thomas Gray, of Wark, in com. Northumb. 
knight ; Lucy, of Sir Edward Stanley, of Eynfliam, in com. Oxon, 
knight, brother to Henry earl of Derby Jane, of lord Henry Sey- 
mour, brother to the earl of Hertford ; and Mary, priorefs of the 
Englifli nunnery at Bruflels.® 

Dying thus without ifliic male. Sir Henry Percy, knight, the carl’s 
younger brother, by virtue of the entail made by queen Mary (as be- 
fore mentioned), was fummoned to parliament as earl of Northumber- 
land, and baron Percy, the i8th of Elizabeth, and admitted accord- 
ingly. Which 

Henry, on his brother’s defedion, flood loyal to queen Elizabeth ; 
and, with all the forces he could raife, accompanied Sir John Forfler, 
warden of the Middle Marches, againfl the carl of Weflmoreland; and 
on the 7th of December, routed his army, and purfuing afterwards the 
flattered remains, put an end to the rebellion. 

Notwithflanding, however, thefl, and his other eminent fcrvices, he 
was fufpeefled of plotting to fet the q.ueen of Sco^s at liberty ; and on

on the infide. Camden fays, Certainly many good men were much 
“ affcdled that fo great a perfon, who was of a lively and adivc fpirit, 
“ died fo miferable and lamentable a death ; as well bccaufe men na- 
“ turally favour nobility, as that he had acquired fingular commenda- 
dation for his valour. What fufpicions the fugitives muttered 
concerning one Baliffc, one of Hatton’s fervants, and a little before 
“ appointed to be the earl’s keeper, I omit; as thinking not meet to 
“ infert any thing upon nicer hearfay and reports.” 

He married Catherine, cldcft daughter and coheir of John lord La- 
timer; by whom he had a numerous ilfue, as in the Table of Defccnt 
appears.* Whereof 

Henry, his eldeft fon, was his heir and fuecelTor; who, in 1585, 
was a volunteer under the earl of Leicefter in the Low Countries ; 
adive in the defeat of the Spanith Armada in 1588; fignalized by a 
challenge of Sir Francis Verc, and implicated afterwards in the gun- 
powder plot, for which he paid a very heavy fine, and endured an 
imprifonment of upwards of fifteen years, which he fpent in the wifeft 
and nobleft maimer, in the company and converfation of the moft 
eminent fcholars; having for his fellow prifoner, his intimate friend 
Sir Walter Raleigh ; and engaging, befidcs, others the moft profound 
in literature and fcience. Three of w'hich, viz. Thomas Harriot, 
Robert Hues, and Walter Warner, from their diftinguiflied emi- 
nence in mathematical knowledge, were ufually called the earl’s 
“ ibree magi ;” and he himfclf acquired the name of “ Henry the 
•jcizard." 

Arthur Wilfonf gives the following account of his relcafe from the 
Tower : 

“ About this time, Henry earl of Northumberland, who had been 
a prifoner in the Tower ever lince the gunpowder plot (a long rc- 
clufc), was fet at liberty. The caufe of his confinement was upon a 
fcntcncc in the ftar chamber, for nourifliing in his houfe Thomas

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Piercie, his kinfman/ who was one of the complottcrs of the trcafon f 
and though nothing could be proved againft the carl to endanger his 
life, yet upon the prefumption of his knowledge of it, he was lined 
^•30 ,000, and imprifoned in the Tower.” 

Camden writes, that upon his enlargement, anno 1631, the great 
guns were difeharged for joy of his delivery. 

“ The old carl, when he had got loofc, hearing that the great favour- 
ite, Buckingham, was drawn about with a coach and fix horfes 
“ (which was much wondered at then as a novelty, and imputed to 
** him as a domineering of pride), thought, if Buckingham had fix, 
** he might very w'dl have eight in his coach, with which he rode 
through the city of London to Bath, to the vulgar talk and admi- 
ration ; and recovering his health there, he lived long after at Pet- 
** worth, in SulTcx; bating this overtopping humour, which Ihcwcd it 
** rather an affeded fit than a diftemper. Nor did the addition of two 
horfes by Buckingham grow higher than a little murmur, for in the 
“ late queen’s (Elizabeth) time, there were no coaches ; and the firft 
** had but two horfes, the reft crept in by degrees, as men firft ven- 
ture to fea ; and every new thing the people difalFcd, they ftumble 
“ fometimes at the adion ; for as the perfon, which riles like a little 
** cloud, but foon vanilhes; fo after, when Buckingham was carried 
i* in a chair upon men’s Ihoulders, the clamour and noife were vche- 
'' ment, that the people railed at him in the ftreets ; loathing that 
men (hould be brought to as fervile a condition as horfes..” So 
irklbme is every little new impreflion that breaks an old cuftom, and 
rubs and grates againft the public humour ! but when time had made 
thofc chairs common, every loofe pimp or minion uled them ; fo that 
what at firft gave fo much fcandal, was the^ means to convey thole 
privately to luch places, w here they might give much more. 

In the 4th of king Charles I. this earl obtained a confirmation to

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himfclf, and the heirs male of his bod)', of the barony of Percy, and 
earldom of Northumberland, in fuch manner as he did then enjoy his 
place and precedence. Soon after which, viz, the 8th of Charles I. 
1632, he departed this life at Petworth, and w'as there buried. 

He married Dorothy, daughter of Walter, and lifter to Robert De- 
vereux, earl of Eflex, by whom he had four Tons ; viz. Henry, and 
another Henry, who died in their infancies ; Algernon, his fucceflbr ; 
and another Henry, who, by Charles I. was created lord Percy of 
Alnwick.* Alfo two daughters; viz. Dorothy, married to Robert 
Sidney, fecond carl of Lciccfter; and Lucy, to James Hay, earl of 
Carlifle.s 

Algernon, tenth earl of Northumberland, fucceeded his father in 
; before whofe death he had been fummoned to parliament as 
lord Percy. In 1635, he was inftalled a knight of the garter: pro- 
ceeding from Dorfet houfc, in Salilbury court, to Windlbr, in a grand 
cavalcade of ftatc, being the laft performed in that fplendid manner j 
whereof Mr, Aflimole has given a full account,f in his Hiftory of that 
illuftrious order. In 1637, he was conftituted lord high admiral of 
England. The year before which, he had the command of a fleet fent 
to reprefs the infolcncics of the Dutch, and to aflert the fovereignty 
of the crown of England over the Britifli fcas, which fervice he per- 
formed with equal firmnefs and conduft. 

In 1640, when the difeontented Scotch made an irruption into 
England, he was appointed general iflimo of the army to oppofe them, 
but was prevented, by ficknefs, from executing a fervice which he 


g His laily, the fiid I.ury, was the earl’s youngeft daughter, and of incomparable beauty

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probably did not very heartily approve ; for in the approaching civil 
war, he continued firmly attached to the parliament, yet, from a nice 
fenfe of honour, he refigned the command of the fleet to the king, 
from whom he had received it, though contrary to the intereft and 
entreaties of his party. 

He was, indeed, confidcred by both parties as one of the firft men 
of his age; and although lord Clarendon has refleded upon him in 
his Hiftory as guilty of ingratitude, for not adhering to the king; if 
we fiippofc the carl difapproved of the court meafures, and thought 
them fatal, or even dangerous, to the liberties of his country, he will 
be found to have ac^led upon the nobleft and mofl: honourable prin- 
ciples. 

When Charles II. w'as crowned, the carl of Northumberland w^as 
made high conflablc on that occafion ; after when, he accepted of no 
office in the ffiitc, chufing to retire in the Summer to his feat at Pet- 
worth, and in the Winter to live in town, where he w'as conflant in 
his attendance in parliament. 

His lordlliip firft married Anne, daughter of William Cecil, carl of 
Salift 3 ury, by whom he had five daughters ; viz. Catherine, Dorothy, 
Anne, Elizabeth, and Lucy. Ills fccond wife was Elizabeth, daughter 
of Thcophilus carl of Suffolk, by whom he had an only fon, Jofccline, 
and a daughter, Elizabeth, that died in her childhood. 

Dcccafing the 13th of Odober, j668, he was buried at Petworth; 
and in honours and eftate was Succeeded by 

.Tosceline, his only fon and heir, born in 1644 , a youth of great 
hopes and promife, but who only outlhcd his father two years; for 
travelling with his countofs into France and Italy, he departed this life 
at Turin, on the 21ft of May, 1670 ; and his body wa.s lirouglit over 
to England, and interred at Petworth. 

By Elizabeth his wife, daughter and coheir of Thomas Wriothfly, 
carl of Southampton, he had an only fon, Henry, who died an infant, 
and two daughters ; viz. Elizabeth, who was four years of age at his 
deceaVe; and Henrietta, who died foon after baptifm. 


On 
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On the death of this Jorccline without ifluc male, the earldom of 
Northumberland became extinft, but was claimed by one James 
Percy, who came out of Ireland ; whofe claim, however, on the 28th 
March, 1673, was rcfolvcd, by the houfc of lords, to be difmiffcd; 
the faid James having had a month’s time given to him to fubftan- 
tiatc his prctcnfions, and having refufed to make appear any probability 
of right thereto. Yet notwltliftandiiig tliis rejection, he carried on his 
prctcnfions at common law, with no better fuccefs; and was generally 
reputed an impoflor. 

But though the earldom thus expired for \want of male heirs, the 
barony of Percy'* has, by gencalogifts and liillorians, been alTcrted to 
have continued, and to have devolved upon the before- mentioned Eli- 
zabeth, foie furviving daughter and heir of the faid Jofccline, laft carl 
of Northumberland. Which 

Elizabeth, ufually termed baronefs Percy, was married, firft, to 
Henry Cavcndifli, lord Ogle, only fon and heir to Henry duke of 
Newcaftle; but he died on the ift of November, 1680, and was bu- 
ried at Petw'orth : but this was more properly a contradl than a mar- 
riage, by reafon of the tender years of the parties. After this flic was 
again contraded to Tliomas Thynne, cfquirc, of Long Leatc, in 
Wilts ; who was, on that account, alTairinatcd by the procurement of 
count Coningfmark, in Pall Mall, anno 1682.' Soon after which Ihe 
was married to Charles Seymour, duke of Somerfet; by whom amongft 
other iffuc, Ihc had 

Algernon, her eldcft fon and heir; who, on her deccafe, anno 
1722, had fummons to the houfc of peers, and took his feat there as 
lord Percy; and, on the deccafe of his father, became duke of 
Somerfet. 

This duke, a fhort time before his death, was created baron of

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Warkworth, and carl of Northumberland, with remainder to his fon- 
in-law, Sir Hugh Smithfon, baronet, who had married Elizabeth, his 
foie daughter and heir. Wherefore, on his deceafe, 7th February, 
1749-50, thefe honours, with a moll princely fortune, tranfmitted 
down from the ancient carls of Northumberland, devolved on the faid 
Sir Hugh, and Elizabeth his wife. Which titles they retained till 
1766, when, by patent, his majefty, George III. was pleafed to create 
him duke of Northumberland, and carl Percy; whofc fuccclTor, 
his cldcll fon and heir, is the prefent duke of Northumberland, 
who alfo bears the ancient and once famous furnamc of Percy; a 
name, than which none has been more celebrated in the annals of 
Britifli hillory, and in the pages of romantic fable ; though none of 
this illullrious Hock have promulgated their own fame, fo as to obtain 
literary honour, and mention in Walpole’s Catalogue of Noble 
Authors. 


POLE LOUD MONTAGUE. 


ARM$~rer Pale 0. and S. a Saltire engrailed couiiterchanged. 

The lirll of this family, of whom any memorable notice occurs, is 
Sir Richard Pole, fon of Sir GcfFery Pole, defeended from an an- 
cient flock of that furname in Wales ; who having valiantly ferved 
king Henry VII. and being a perfon much accomplilhed, was made 
chief gentleman of the bedchamber to prince Arthur, and a knight 
of the garter. 

The time of his death is not mentioned ; but by the lady Margaret 
his wife, daughter to George duke of Clarence (afterwards made 
countcfs'‘ of Salilbury), he had ilTue four fons ; viz. Henry, GefFciy,

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Arthur, and Reginald ; and one daughter, Urfula, married to Henry 

lord Stafford * Of thefe Tons, *jVid. staf. 

Henry, the eldcft, had a fpccial livery of the lands of his inherit- 
ance, the 5th of Henry VIII. fo that it is likely his hither died much 
about that period ; and afterwards, the 31ft of Henry VIII. had fum- 
mons to parliament as lord Montague, as being defeended from Alice, 
daughter and heir to Tliomas Montague, carl of Salifbury ; but being 
convided of high treafon, for endeavouring, witli others, to depofe 
the faid king Henry, in order to advance his brother, the cardinal, to 
the crown, he was beheaded on Tower Hill, anno 30th Henry VIII. 
leaving iffuc by Jane his wife, daughter to George Nevil, lord Aber- 
gavenny, two daughters and colicirs , w hereof Latherinc married 
Francis carl of Huntingdon ; and Winifred, Sir Thomas Haflings, a 
younger brother to the faid Francis carl of Huntingdon ; and, le- 
condly. Sir Thomas Barrington, of Barrington-Hall, in ElTex, 
knight. 

Touching the younger brother of this Henry lord Montague, it 
appears that Geffery, the fccond, though he aceufed this Henry of 
what, in fubrtance, was laid to his cliargc, he had alfo fentence of 
dcatli pafled upon him, yet did not futfer. 

Arthur, the third brother, the 5tli Elizabeth, was charged with 
purpofing to go to the duke of Guife, in France, and to return to raife 
a force in Wales, to adviince Mary queen of Scots to tlic crown of 
England, and himfclf to be declared duke of Clarence ; for which he 
had judgment of death ; but, by rcalbn of his near alliance to queen 
Elizabeth, no execution enfued. 

Rrgin'ald, the fourth brother, was the celebrated cardinal, and 
one of the three that prcfidcd in the Council of Trent when queen 
Mary began her reign ; and being fent for into England, came as 
Legate from Pope Julian III. and obtained a repeal of his attainder by 
a fpccial ad: of parliament, the ift and 3d of Phili]) and Mary. He 
was alfo made archbifliop of Canterbury, and fo continued till his 
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death, which happened the very day on which queen Mary died ; the 
the tidings whereof are faid to have broken his heart, being much 
weakened with a quartan ague. Whereupon he had burial in the ca- 
thedral at Canterbury. 

He had his education, firft at Magdalen College, and after at 
Corpus Chritti College, Oxon ; and being a perfon of excellent parts 
and learning, integrity of life, and modeft behaviour, he obtained 
from Henry VIII. (his kinfman), the deanry of Exeter. He next 
travelled into Italy, and other parts, for feven years, refiding chiefly at 
Padua ; at what time king Henry having abolilhed the pope’s fupre- 
macy, fent for him home : but he refufing to come, the king dilpofed 
of his deanry, and proclaimed him a traitor. The pope, however, 
compenfated this lofs, and created him a cardinal. Such, indeed, w-as 
his moderation, that he never fued for greatnefs, though that fued for 
him : for great men, he laid, were flaves to fix things : firll, to men’s 
humours ; fecond, to bufinefs ; third, to fortune ; fourth, to their 
own followers ; fifth, to fame ; and, fixth, to the public.

In the time of king Henry II. Adam de Poyiiings, of Poynings, in 
Suffex, had three funs, Adam, William, and John; from one of which 
fons defeended, as prefumed, Mjchael de Poyning, who, the 17th 
of John, adhered to the rebel barons of that time, and was fucceeded 

by 

Thomas de Poynings, who held ten knights fees in Poynings; 
and had ilTuc two fons, viz. Michael and Lucas. W^hieh 

Michael, the 23d of Edward I. had fummons, amongft other 
great men, to attend the king touching the important affairs of the 
realm ; and ferved in the wars of Scotland during a great part of the 
hilt years of the reign of Edward I. and the beginning of the reign of 
ICdward II. His fucceffjr was another 

Thomas, his fon and heir (as imagined) ; who having married 
Agnes, one of the coheirs of John, the fbn of Bartholomew de Cryol, 
was flain in the great fca-fight with the French, at Slufe, the 13th 
Edward III. leaving' 

Michael, his Ibn and heir, twenty-two years of age, who ferved 
with great reputation in the wars of France ; where he was prefent at 
the great battle of Crefly. The 40th of Edward III. giving 1000 
marks to qxiecn Philippa, he obtained the wardfliip and marriage of 
William, the fon and heir to .Toim lord Bardolph, to the end he 
might take Agnes his daughter to wife. And having been fummoned 
to parliament, from the 16th to the 43d of Edward III. includvc, he 
departed this life, tlie 7th of March, the 43d ot Edward III. leaving

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Joane his wife,"* widow of Sir John de Molyns, knight, and Thomas, 
his fbn and heir, furviving. Which 

Thomas, the 44th of Edward III. doing his homage, had livery of 
his lands, but died foon after without iflue ; leaving Blanch dc Mou- 
bray, his wife, furviving, and Richard, his brother and heir. Which 
Richard, the 4th of Richard II. making proof of his age, and 
doing his homage, had livery of his lands. He married Ifabcl, daugh- 
ter of Sir Robert dc Grey (then called Fitz-Paync)*' and having had * Vid. hit /. 
fummons to parliament, the 6th, 7th, 8th, and pth of Richard II. died 
the next enfulng year, leaving 

Robert, his fon and heir, then in minority ; who, the loth of 
Henry IV. upon the death of Blanch, widow of his uncle. Sir Thomas 
de Poynings, knight, had livery of all the lands which ihe held in 
dower. After this he was in the w'ars of France, during the reigns of 
Henry IV. V. and VI. and had alfo fummons to parliament, from 
the 5th of Henry IV. to the of Henry VI. inclufive; fhortly after 
when, he was unfortunately llain at the fiege of Orleans, in France. 

His fon, Richard Poynings, died in his father’s lifetime, leaving 
by Alianorc his wife, daughter of Sir John Berkeley, of Beverftone, 
knight, an only daughter and heir. 

Alia NO RE (or Eleanor), who alfo on the dcceafe of her grandfather, 
as beforementioned, became his heir ; and having married Sir Henry 
Percy, fon and heir of the carl of Northumberland, brought to him 
her great inheritance, whereof, in her right, he had a fpccial livery, 
and alfo fummons to parliament, during his father’s life, as lord Poyn- 
ings. Which title thereupon became afterwards merged in the fuperior 
one of the earldom of Northumberland.f ^ Vid. Percy.

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This laft mentioned Robert lord Poynings, had alfo a younger Ion, 
called RojiEiiT, who died the 49th of Henry VI. (i. c. 9th Ed- 
ward IV.) being tlicn feifed of the manors of Eaft-Hall, Faukam 
Aylke, and Chellcftficld, in com. Cantii, leaving 

Edward, his Ion and heir, who was a raoft active and expert fol- 
dicr ; and adhering to the earl of Richmond againft Richard III. was, 
after that happy vi<ftory at Bofworth, whereby the earl obtained the 
crown, made one of his privy council; and the 5th of Henry VII. was 
one of the chief commanders fent in aid of Maximilian the emperor, 
againd the French. The 20th of Henry VII. he was conllable of 
Dover caftlc ; and was in the fame office at the time of his death. 
He was the third of eighteen counfellors, bequeathed by Henry VII. 
to his fon, with his kingdom ; a privy council, in which, it is fiiid, 
there was not one lawyer, and a complete body of a<flivc and knowing 
men in their own orb. The 5th of Henry VIII. (being then a knight 
of tlic garter), he was with the king at the fiegc and taking of The- 
rouene, of which he was left governor. He is deferibed with a ferious 
and plodding brow, that befpoke his deep prudence; and a fmartlook, 
which denoted his rcfolvcd valour. 

He died the 14th of Henry VIII. without lawful ilTue ; John, his 
only child by Elizabeth his wile, daughter of Sir John Scot, knight, 
having deccafed in his lifetime : but, by four concubines, he had three 
other Ions, and four daughters ; viz. Sir Thomas, Sir Adrian, and Ed- 
ward, who was llain at Boloin, the 38th Henry VIII. (^f the daughters, 
Mary married Thomas Clinton ; Margaret, Edmund Barry, of Sen- 
nington, in Kent ; another married Sir Thomas Wilford, knight; and 
Rofe, I ecame the wife of Leukcnorc. 

Sir Thomas, the cldeft of the fons, for his military fkill and emi- 
nent ferviccs, was, by king Henry VIII. advanced to the dignity of a 

baron 
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baron of the realm, the 30th of January, the 37th of his reign ; and, 
the next day following, conftituted general of the king’s whole army 
then being at Boloin, in France : but after this no further mention is 
made of him, excepting that by his nuncupative will, dated 17th of 
Auguft, 37th Henry Vllf. he bequeathed his body to have ChriHian 
burial. Shortly after this, for the probate is dated the i8th of May 
next following, he died without ifluc. His wife was Catherine, daugh- 
ter and coheir of John lord Marncy, and widow of George Ratcliffe, 
efquire, by whom he acquired a confidcrablc property in the county 
of Dorfet; which, the 35th of Henry VIII.'* he veiled in truftccs, to * Hutebim* 
the ufe of himfelf for life, and after his deceafe, of two whole parts to ^ 

the ufe of his lawful heirs, and, if none, to the ufe of his brother 
Adrian ; remainder to his brother Kdward ; remainder to Edward lord 
Clinton; remainder to Richard, fon of Robert Lewknor; remainder 
to Thomas Barry. 

Adrian Poynings was governor of Portfmouth in 1561, and died 
the 13th Elizabeth, leaving three daughters ; viz. Elizabeth, wife of 
Andrew Rogers; Mary, of Edward Moore; and Anne, of George 
Moore, cfquires.

Of this line of the Poynings family, Dugdale Hates, was Lucas, a 
younger Ion of Thomas de Poynings, and brother to Michael dc Poyn-

Lucas de Poynings having married Ifabel, widow of Henry dc 
Burgherfli, one of the daughters of Hugh, but lifter and coheir to Ed- 
mund de St. John, of Bafmg, who died in his minority, had an aftig- 
nation of her purparty of the lands of her inheritance ; and, moreover, 
the 36th Edward III. upon the death of Margaret de St. John (mother 
of the faid Ifabel), had a further alfignation of the manors of Baling 
and Shircbornc, with the advowfon of the priory thereof, and of the

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chapel of Bafing, together with the bayliwick of Pambere, which the 
faid Margaret held in dower. 

He is faid to have had fummons to parliament, from the 42d of 
Edward III. to the 9th of Richard II. inclufive: “but the time of his 
death is not mentioned, only that he left Ifabel his wife furviving, 
who died the 17th of Richard II. leaving 

Sir Thomas PoY^M^GS, knight, her fon and heir, then thirty-lix 
years of age, who foon after doing his homage, had livery of the lands 
of her iidieritance ; and in the 2d of Henry IV. by the title of lord 
St. .John, obtained a licence to go on a pilgrimage to Jerufalcm. 

During the warlike reign of Henry V. no mention is made of him; 
but the lit of Henry VI. it is faid he was with the earl of Salifbury 
at the fiege of Pont-Mculnn, and, the year following, to have been 
ad'oeiated with Robert de Wilhiughby, to condud; and command 400 
men at arms, and 1200 archers, unto John duke of Bedford, then 
regent of France. Soon after when he died (for his will bears date, 
7th Henry VI.) leaving ConRance, the wife of .lohn Paulet ; Alice, 
of JohnOrrell, and John Bonevile, his grandchildren, and next heirs; 
viz. the laid Conftance and Alice, the daughters of Hugh, his fon, who 
died in his lifetime, and the faid John Bonvilc, the fon of Joane the 
third daughter; which faid John Paulet, and Conllancc his wife; John 
Orrell, and Alice his wife; and Thomas Bonevile, guardian of John 
Bonevile, doing their homage, had livery of the lands of their inherit- 
ance; Maud, the widow of Thomas Poynings, lord St. John, having 
allb an aflignment of dow'cr. Which Maud died of Henry VI. 

From this John Paulet defeended the Paulets dukes of Bolton; which 
title is now confidered extinct, though that of tl ? marquis ol Win- 
cheller yet remains in a younger branch of the fame family. 

" If ihls Lucas be, as Dugdalc makes him, tlic fon of tlie firft Thomas de Poynings, and bro- 
ther to AJicliiifl, who lived ihe 22d of Edward I. he mud have been a great age; the gth of 
Richard II. the peiioJ bclwceii the 'i2d of Edward I. and yth Richard II. being ys years. 


ROOS, 
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RODS, OR ROS OF HAMLAKE. 


Arms — G. Three Water Budgets Arg. 

In refjjeft to the family with which this barony coniicdls itfclf, its 
founder was Peter de Ros, who, in the reign of Henry III. is thought 
to have taken his furname from the lordfliip or manor of Ros, in Hol- 
dernefs wapentake, in the Eaft Riding of Yorklhire. 

This Peter de Ros married Adeline, one of the three fillers and co- 
heirs of Walter Efpcc,*’ lord of the manor of Helmefley, called fome- *Vid. Efpec. 
times Helmeflac, and fometimes Hamlake, in the North Riding of 
Yorkfliire ; and founder of the monafterics of Ricvaulx, Kirkham, and 
Wardon, in the fame county ; and by her left ifluc, 

Robert, his fon and heir; who, the 3d of Henry II. paid 1000 
marks of filver to the king, for livery of thedands of the inheritance of 
his mother Adeline, from the fiiid Walter Efpec, and w^as a fpecial 
benefador to the Knights Templars. His wife was Sibyl de Valoincs, 
by whom (dying before the 12th of Henry 11 .) he left 

Everard, his fon and heir, then in minority, and in ward to Ra- 
nulph Glanvill. The 12th of Henry 11 . he held eight knights fees 
and an half; and the 14th of Henry II. upon collcdlion of the aid for 
marrying the king’s daughter, anfwcred one hundred and twelve Ihil- 
lings for thofe fees which were de veteri feoffamento, and thirty-one 
Ihillings and one penny, for thofe de novo. The Z2d of Henry II. he 
paid a fine of ^[.526, for his lands ; and the 26th of Henry II. £. 100 
more, to have pofl’cffion of thofe which the earl of Albemarle then 
held. 

His wife was Rofc, one of the daughters and coheirs of William 
Trufbut,'!' who is faid to have holdcn a baronial cflate or manor, i Vid.Truf- 
called Trufbut, and fometimes Trufbut and Wartre ; by whom he '

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had ifluc two fons ; whereof the eldcft was called Robert dc Ros, ol 
Furfan, and on the dcceafc of his father, the 32d of Henry II. was his 
fucceffor. 

Which Robert was then a minor, and afterwards paid looo marks 
to the crown for livery of his lands; and appears to have obtained 
from tlie crown the baronial eftate and caftle of Werke or Warkc, in 
Northumberland, which at length paded into a branch of the Grey 
family. In the 17th of king John, he was one of the twenty-five 
barons cledcd by the whole body, to fccure the king’s performance of 
the great charter of that year. Nevcrthelefs, upon the death of king 
John, he approved himfclf firm and faithful to Henry III. from whom 
he received many favours. 

This Robert is faid to have been the founder of the caftlcs of Hcl- 
mefley, alias Hamlakc, and of Werke. The former of which, on his 
death, the i ith of Henry III. he left to William, his cldeft fon; and 
the latter, to Robert de Ros, his younger fon ; both of whom he had 
by Ifabcl his wife, daughter of William Leo, king of Scotland. Hav- 
ing become a Knight Templar, he was buried in the Temple church, 
and in his barony was fucceeded by 

William, his fon and heir, beforenamed; who being at age on his 
father’s dcceafc, nth Henry III. had livery of his lands, on giving 
fccurity for payment to the crown of ,^.100 for a relief. 

By the deaths of his two great aunts, the two fillers of his grand- 
mother, Rofe Trufbut, S. P. he became foie heir of the baronial eftate 
of Trufbut and Wartre. 

In the contentions between king John and his barons, he fupported 
the latter, and was on their part at the battle of Lincoln, the 3d of 
Henry III. where he was taken prilbncr, but did not long continue 
in reftraint ; for, making his peace, he was the fame year in the royal 
army at Newark ; after when, he continued faithful to that king, in 
the 42d year of whofe reign he dcceafed, leaving iffue by Lucy his 
wife, daughter of Reginald Fitz-Piers, of Blewleveny, in Wales, Ro- 
bert, 
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bert, his fbn and heir; and was buried in the quire of Kirkham priory 
before the high altar. 

Which Robert, the 48th of Henry III. was one of the chief jf 
the rebel batons at the battle of Lewes, where the king and prince 
Edward were taken prifoners, and had the cuftody of the faid prince 
committed to him, in the caftle of Hereford; and, moreover, had 
fumraons, amongft others, to that parliament which, in the 49th of 
Henry III. was then called in the king’s name. But the battle of 
Evelham, which foon after enfued, giving a very unfavourable turn to 
the barons’ intcreft, his lands were extended ; which, however, on 
compofition under the Didum dc Kenilworth, were reftored to him 
again. 

He married Ifabcl, daughter of William de Albini, lord of Relvoir; 
in Leiccftcrlhire (or, as from the nearnefs, it is fometimes Rated, in 
Lincolnfliire), whofe father was great grandfon of Robert dc Todeni,* 
recorded in Domefday Book, as bolding great poffeffions in Lcicefter- 
Ihire, and various other counties; and dying the 13th of Edward I. 
had fepulture for his body in the priory of Kirkham, and for his 
bowels before the high altar at Belvoir (whereof he Rood poffefled in 
right of his faid wife), leaving William de Ros, his fon and heir, thirty 
years old ; Robert, a younger fon ; and Ifabel, a daughter, married to 
Walter de Fauconberge ; alfo Ifabcl his wife, furviving.^* 

Which William, doing his homage the fame year, had livery of 
his lands. And the 19th of Edward I. being grandfon and heir of 
Ifabcl, daughter of William (furnamed Leo), king of Scotland, was 
one of the competitors for the crown of that kingdom ; but was one 
of the unfuccefsful claimants.P 

The 29th of Edward I. he was one of thofe nobles in parliament,.

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who fcaled the fpirited anfwcr to the pope’s letters, aiTuming an ap- 
pellant jurifdidion of fovcrcignty over Scotland. 

To this William, in confidcration of his fidelity, and of his eminent 
fcrviccs, king Edward I. granted him the caftlc of Werke, with its 
appurtenances, which, by the rebellion of Robert dc Ros, of Werke, 
had fallen to the crown. In the feveral parliaments of the 23d, 
23d, and 30th of Edward I. he had fummons, as alfo to thofe of 
the I ft, 3d, 5th, 6th, yth, 8th, and 9th of Edward II. but died the 
year following, and was buried in the priory of Kirkham, He mar- 
* VkI. \ .mx. Maude, one of the daughters and coheirs of John de Vaux,* who 
brought him the manor of Frefton, and lands in Bofton, in com. Line, 
as alfo the manor of Hackford, and divers other lands and knights fees, 
to the number of nineteen, or thereabouts. By the faid Maude he had 
iflue, William ; John, a younger fon and a daughter, Anne, wife to 
Paine, fon of Robert dc Tibetot; and was fucceeded by 

William, his fon and heir; who being of full age at his father’s 
death had livery of his inheritance, and, in exchange of other lands, 
pafled away his caftlc of Werke to the king. He was repeatedly in 
the wars of Scotland and of France ; and had fummons to parliament, 
from the i ith to the 20th of Edward II. and from the ift to the i6th 
of Edward III. and took to wife Margery, eldcft of the lifters and co- 
heirs of Giles dc Badlefmere, of Ledes Caftle, in Kent, a great baron, 
by whom he had two fons, William and Thomas ; and two daughters, 
Margaret and Maude ; and deceafing the 17th Edward III. was inter- 
red in the priory of Kirkham. 

William, his fon and heir, being then in minority, was in ward 
to the king ; whofe lands were fo valuable, that Ralph lord Nevil paid 
1300 marks for the cuftody of only two parts. 

S This John liad fummons to parliament, from the 1ft to the 10th of Edward III. inclaftve, 
and was a perfon of confiderable eminence in his time. He died without iifue ; whereby Wil- 
liam, his brother, became bis heir.

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The aoth of Edward III. this youthful warrior" was iii the wars of 
France ; where, it is faid, he was one of thofe lords who led the fecond 
brigade in the famous battle of Crefly, where the Englilh obtained fo 
glorious a vidory over the French army. 

The 23d of Exiward III. on proof of his age, he had livery of his 
lands, and the 24th and 25th of Edward III. had fummons to parlia- 
ment; but the year following, going into the Holy Land, he there 
died, without iflue, leaving Margaret his wife, daughter of Ralph lord 
Ncvill, furviving, and Thomas, his brother and heir, then fourteen 
years old. Which 

Thomas, the 32d of Edward III. having had livery of his lands, 
was often employed in the wars of France, temp. Edward III. and had 
fummons to parliament, from the 36th of Edward III. to the 7th of 
Richard II. inclulivc ; in which year, intending a journey to the Holy 
Land, he died before he left England, and was buried in the quire of 
Rievaulx abbey, in com. Ebor ; leaving by Beatrix his wife, daughter 
of Ralph carl of Stafford (and widow of Maurice Fitz-Morris, carl of 
Defmond), four fons ; viz. John, William, Thomas, and Robert ; as 
alfo two daughters; Elizabeth, wife of Thomas, fon and heir of Roger 
lord Clifford ; and Margaret. To whom fucceeded 

John, his fon and heir; who, the loth of Richard II. making proof 
of his age, and doing his homage, had livery of his lands. He was 
eminent, both for his military acJlions, flicwn in the wars of France 
and Scotland, and for his piety; which, according to the cuflom of that 
aera, was manifefted by his engaging in a pilgrimage to Jerufalem ; in 
which he died at Paphos, in the ifle of Cyprus, by the ill air of the 
country, the 17th Richard II. 

His wife was Mary, daughter to Henry dc Percy, by Joanc his wife, 
daughter and heir of John de Orreby ; but having no ilfue, 

William, his next brother, became his heir, and had livery ot hi\

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lands accordingly. In the 4th of Henry IV. he was one of thofc who» 
on behalf of the lord Grey of Ruthyn (then a prifoner in Wales), 
undertook the raifing of 10,000 marks for his ranfom. The fame 
year he was conflituted lord trealurer of England; in which office 
he continued till the 7th of Henry IV. and in fuch efteem was he 
holden by the king, that his refidence near the court was thought 
abfolutely ncceflary ; whereupon he had the town of Chingleford, in 
Effex, allowed him for lodging his fervants and horfes. He is named 
as a trier of petitions, by the defeription of “ Seigneur de Roos,” in 
the rolls of parliament, of 4tli, 7th, 8th, nth, and 15th of 
Henry IV. 

He died at Belvoir, the id of Henry V. (having had fummons to 
parliament, from the i8th of Richard II. to the ill of Henry V. in- 
clufiYc), and was there buried. 

By Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir John Arundel, knight, he 
had five Tons ; John, William, Thomas, Robert, and Richard ; and 
three daughters; viz. Alice, Margaret, and Elizabeth. 

John, the elded fon and heir, was fuccelTor to his father; who, the 
6th of Henry VI. being with the dukes of Exeter and Clarence, at the 
fiege of Roan, gave fuch tedimonies of his valour and Ikill, that by 
favour of that renowned king, he received from him a grant of the 
cadle of Bafqueville, in Normandy, to hold unto himfclf, and to his 
ifluc male; but this fignal mark of royal beneficence was of Ihort 
duration, for about two years after, being with the duke of Clarence, 
the king’s brother, in that fatal battle of Baugie, he was there unfor- 
tunately llain, together with William, his brother, as allb the duke of 
Clarence, and divers others of the flower of the Englifli nobility. 

His wife was Margery, daughter and heir to Sir Philip Wentworth, 
knight,' whom he left a young widow : but having no ifluc, nor his.

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faid brother William, the barony and inheritance devolved on the next 
brother, 

Tjiomas de Ros, then a minor; who, having attained his age of 
twenty-one years, w'as twice fummoned to parliament, the 7th of 
Henry VI. but had the fate of a very (hort life ; for he deceafed the 
1 8th of Auguft, 9th Henry VI. leaving iffuc by Alianor his wife, 
daughter of Richard Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, Thomas, his fon 
and heir, then a child, only four years of age. Which 

Thomas, after having been in ward to the crown for many years, 
was, as an cfpccial favour, permitted to have livery of his land the 
24th Henry VI. when he w'as only eighteen years of age.' Where- 
fore he firmly adhered to the faid king through the whole courfe of 
his troublefomc reign ; and upon the fatal overthrow of the Lancaf- 
trian army at the battle of Teuton, being then with the king at York, 
he fled with him to Berwick ; and for this his noble fidelity to his 
fovcrcign, he was attainted in parliament the ifl of Edw'ard IV. and 
his lands were confifeated, and his caftle of Belvoir given to the lord 
Haftings. 

This Thomas had fummons to parliament, from the 27th to the 
38th of Henry VI. but died the ift of Edward IV. the fame year 
that he was attainted ; leaving ifTuc by Philippa his wife (one of the 
daughters of John lord Tiptoft, and fifter and coheir to John carl of 
Worcefter),* Edmund and John ; and three daughters, Eleanor, Ifa- 
bel, and Margaret. 

Which Edmund, cldcfl fon and heir of the faid Thomas, the ift 
of Henry VII. obtained an aft of parliament, annulling, and making 
entirely void, the aft by which his father was attainted, and reftoring

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and enabling him and his heirs, to inherit, hold, and enjoy all his 
honours and poffeflions, the lame as if the faid aft of attainder had 
never paffed. After which aft of reftitution, he lived feveral years ; 
viz. till the 34th of Henry VII. in which year he died at Enefield, 
and was buried in the parifli church there. It docs not appear that he 
was ever married, for no name of any wife is mentioned ; wherefore, 
dying without iflfuc, and his brother John having done the like, this 
Edmund lord Ros’s three fillers, namely, Eleanor, Ifabcl, and Marga- 
ret, became his heirs; and fo the barony of Ilos (or Roos, as Ibmetimes 
called) fell into abeyance between them. Whereof Eleanor, the eldcft, 
married Sir Robert Manners; Ifabcl, Sir Robert Lo\cl, but died with- 
out ilfue ;* and Margaret moll probably died unmarried, as no other 
mention than her name is any where made. 


MJNNERS BARON ROS. 

Of this family, Sir Robert Manners, of Etall, in the county of 
Northumberland, knight, married Eleanor, eldcfl. of the three fillers 
and coheirs of Edmund lord Roos; and by her, who died in 1487, had 
feveral children. Whereof 

Sir George Manners, the eldell fon and heir, married Ann Sel- 
lynger, foie daughter and heir of Sir Thomas Scllynger (or Sentlynger) 
and alfo of lady Anne Plantagcnct his wife, who was the eldell of the 
four fillers to king Edward IV. by whom he had ilTuc Thomas Man- 
ners, his eldell fon and heir; and died the 5th of Henry VIII. (1513). 
But it appears, that Sir George’s two aunts, Ifabel and Margaret (the 
younger fillers to Edmund lord Roos), were both dead, S. P. before 
the death of Sir George ; and in the epitaph to his monument, in St. 
George’s chapel, Windlbr, he is llylcd “ Lord Roos;” as alfo in the 
letters patent of livery of the lands of his mother to his fon, the i6th 
of Henry VIII. Yet it is not on record that he had ever fummons to 
parliament ; whence it may be prefumed, that the termination of the 

abeyance 
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abeyance of the barony, frorn the deaths of his two aunts, the 
other coheirs, S. P. did not take place till a ihort time before his own 
deceale. 

Thomas Manners, the cldeft fon and heir of Sir George, having 
thus become the foie heir to the Roos barony, was fummoned as a 
peer to the parliament, the 6th and yth of Henry VIII.; and, according 
to the Lifts in Dugdalc’s Summons to Parliament, the writ to him 
was direded, “ Thomae Manners de Rofle chivalicr,” without any 
other defeription ; and it appears, from the Journals of the Houfe of 
Lords, that he fat as lord Roos with reference to the antiquity of the 
faid barony. 

The i6th of Henry VIII. this Thomas lord Roos had a fpecial 
livery of all the manors, caftlcs, and lands which had defeended to 
him from his grandmother, Eleanor de Ros, as alfo from Ifibcl, the 
furvivor of her two fifters and coheirs. 

The licence is thus addrefled to him : “ Diledo conftnguinco 
“ noftro Thomaj Manors domino Roos, filio et hcredi Gcorgii 
“ Manets militis nuper domini Roos, lilii ct heredis Roberti Maners 
ct Alianorc uxoris cjus fororis et unius hcredum Edmundi nuper 
“ domini Roos, ac confanguinei ct heredis Ifabcllc altcrius fororum et 
“ hcredum ejufdem Edmundi, filii ct heredis Thomae nuper domini 
“ Roos defundi, filii ct heredis Thomae nuper domini Roos patris 
ejufdem Thomae nuper domini Roos defundi.” Thus the entirety 
of the Roos eftates became completely in his pofleffion equally with 
the Roos barony. 

On the 28th of June, 17th of Henry VIII. this Thomas Manners 
lord Roos was advanced to the dignity of carl of Rutland (being one 
of the titles of Edward IV. father of the duke of York), by letters 
patent fb creating him, with limitation to the heirs male of his body. 
After which, he was fummoned as earl of Rutland, and fat accord- 
ingly in the fevcral fubfequent parliaments of Heniy VIII. during his 
life. 

From this period the barony of Roos remained merged in the earl- 
VOL. a. 3 M dom 
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ROS. 

(lorn of Rutland, and did ib continue until the deceafe of Edward the 
third Manners earl of Rutland, without iffue male, in 1587, when the 
faid earldom devolved on John, his next brother, as his heir male, but 
the barony defeended to his only daughter and heir, Elizabeth. And 
this reparation of the faid barony from the earldom was fo forefeen by 
earl Edward, that by his will he adverted to the event; and therefore, 
to make a provifion for the fupport of the honour, devifed all that his 
manor and eftatc of Roos, or Ros, in Yorkflrirc, with other manors 
and hereditaments, to his faid daughter, Elizabeth, and the heirs of lier 
body, with remainder to his own right heirs. 


CECIL BARON ROS. 

The barony of Roos (or Ros) having thus fallen to the inheritance 
of a female foie heir, the laid Elizabeth Manners, upon the death of 
her father, Edward third earl of Rutland (as beforeraentioned), be- 
came baronefs Roos, and married Sir William Cecil (commonly called 
lord Burleigh), eldcft fon, and heir apparent to Thomas Cecil, carl of 
Exeter; and about the year 1591 Ihe died, leaving by the faid Sir 
William (who furvived her), a fon, William Cecil, who was her only 
child and heir ; and, as fuch, fucceeded to the Roos barony, and was 
accordingly called and acknowledged* to be lord Roos, from the death 
of his mother to his own death. 

But it appears that Francis, the fixth Manners carl of Rutland, not 
enduring the feparation of fo ancient a barony from the family, and 
encouraged by the fpcculations of fome learned and ingenious men of 
the time, made an effort to reunite the earldom and barony, on the 
ground of the barony’s being attradled to the earldom, and thereby 
fimilarly dcfccndable to the heirs male only. Accordingly, in 161^, 
he made a claim to the barony of Roos, by petition to James I. treat- 
ing the fame as if it was not Roos, the manor and eftate of which 
denomination had been feparated from the Rutland earldom by the 

third 
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third earl’s dcvite; but Roos of ffamhke, Trtf/butf and Bclvotr; the 
eftates of which denomination were in his pofleflion. 

King James granted the carl the reference be prayed ; and on the 
ift of February, i6'r6, and the 27th of April following, the claim was 
brought to an hearing before the commiflioners for the earl raarflial’s 
office. When the refult of the controverly was, a folcmn declaration 
of king James in favour of Cecil's right. 

It is contained in letters patent, dated 22d July, the 14th of James I. 
which recite, that the referees having heard the feveral allegations, as 
well on the one fide as the other, with the anfwcrs and replies of their 
learned counfcl, had fully made relation to the king of the evidence 
on both fides; and had informed his majefty, that in the record of 
the Seffion of parliament, the 49th Henry III, Robert de Roos was 
fummoned, and did fit in parliament as a baron, by the name of lord 
Roos, without any other addition ; but that in the time of king Ed- 
ward I. there were given to the name the addition of Hamlakc, and 
other additions, diftinguifliing feveral baronies of Roos. The letters 
patent then conclude ; “ Wherefore and bccaufc the land and baronic 
** of Hamlake is conveyed to the faid carl of Rutland, and the prin- 
'' cipal and moft ancient feat of Roos, in Holdernefs, is dcfccndcd 
unto the faid William Cecil, as heir general: We therefore knowing, 
** that as from the fovcrcign power of princes all honors do flowc, foe 
alfo the admiffion and allowance of lionors do reft in their grace 
“ and favor, being difpofed in our princely regard towards both the 
faid parties, to reconcile the variances between them, upon mature 
confidcration, do accept and declare the faid William Cecil to be 
“ lord Roos ; and to be reputed, named, and called ; and to have and 
“ ufe the antient feat and place of lord Roos in our parliaments, and 
" all other our aflemblics ; and that the faid Francis carl of Rutland 
lhall be accepted, declared, and called lord Roos of Hamlake ; and 
** his heir, according to the laudable cuftom of England, lhall enjoye 
“ the faid name, title, and dignity of lord Roos of Hamlake, Truffiut, 
and Belvoir, in our parliaments, and other aflemblifes.”

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MANNERS RESTORED. 

('ecil lord Roos did not long enjoy the benefit of this adjudicatory 
declaration from the crown; for in June, i6i8, he died in Italy, with- 
out ifluc, whereby his coufin Francis, the fixth earl of Rutland, having 
furvived him, was his heir; and accordingly fuccccdcd to the very 
barony of Roos, for which before he had been an unfuccefsful compe- 
titor, and fo the earldom and barony became again united. 

But a new reparation from the earldom foon took place. It occurred 
thus : Francis, the fixth Manners earl of Rutland, who fo, at length, 
as heir general, fucceeded to the Roos barony, by Francis his firft wife, 
had iflue an only daughter, named Catherine ; and by a fecond wife, 
Cecily, had iflue two fons, who both died S.P. in his lifetime; where- 
fore, on his own dcceafc, in 1633, the barony of Roos defeended to 
his only furviving child, the faid Catherine, and the earldom of Rut- 
land devolved on his only furviving brother George Manners, the next 
and feventh carl of his name and family. 


VILLIERS BARON ROS. 

This Catherine, only daughter and heir of Frances, fixth earl of 
Rutland, was the widow of George Villiers, duke of Buckingham, 
who was aflaflTmatcd by Felton ; and, on the deceafe of her father, be- 
came baronefs Roos (or Ro^); which title, on her own death, circ. an. 
1666, defeended to 

George Villiers, iccond duke of Buckingham, her cldeft fbn 
and heir; but he ncverthclcfs had a competitor for this ancient honour, 
in his kinfman, John Manners, cldeft fon of John, the ninth Manners 
carl of Rutland, who claimed to be caUed, and ftyled himfelf lord Roos; 
as if Rdbs was his father’s baronial title. 


Hence 
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Hence the duke being anxious to prote<^ his rights, and to have the 
fame guarded againft even the lead appearance of participation, and 
to prevent all miftakes on the point, prefented a fliort petiticn to king 
Charles II. praying his majefty to refer the confideration and determi- 
nation to the houfe of lords. Which having been granted, by an order 
of the king, dated loth December, 1666, the faid houfe, on the i^th 
of December, were made acquainted therewith ; on which they im- 
mediately ordered counfel on both fides to be heard at their bar, on 
the of January following, 1666-7. 

The refult of which was, that the earl of Rutland’s counfel having 
defircd time, an adjournment took place till the 31ft of the fame 
month ; when, after much argument on both fides, it fhould feem as 
if thofe concerned for the earl had confidered the llrength thereof very 
much againfl him ; the journal of the lords exprefling, that the earl’s 
counfel moved the houfe to hear another argument for him by ferjeant 
Maynard. Which was granted, on the terms of his being ready the 
next morning. 

But on the fuccceding day, February the ift, the houfe was in- 
formed, that ferjeant Maynard was fick, and could not attend. Upon 
which notice, the houfe proceeded to take into confideration the matter 
in difpute between the duke and the carl ; and, after a long and ferious 
debate, agreed to make a reprefentation to the king. 

“ That upon the difFcrcncc between the duke of Buckingham and 
** the carl of Rutland, concerning the barony of Rofle, in purfuance 
** of his majefty’s reference, and a dccifion of his late majefty king 
“ James being produced concerning the fame title, in the cafe of the 
lord Cecil ; and the duke of Bucks, out of expreflion of kindnefs to 
** the houfe of Rutland, from whence he is defeended, propoftng that 
“ it might be offered to his majefty’s wifdom, whether this controverfy 
“ may not be alfo compofed in like manner ; the lords thereupon 
“ thought fit to offer this propofal to his majefty.” 

Whether the recommendation thus agreed upon, was aftually pre- 
fented to the king ; or, if it was, what was his majefty’s anfwcr, is not 

at 
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at prefent traced: but foou afterwards, viz. the i8th Charles II. an 
adl, entituled, “ an aft for the illegitimation of the children of lady 
** Anne Roos,”“ was palTed ; and on the examination of the record of 
this aft, it appears that the carl of Rutland’s cldeft fon is called ** John 
lord Roos yet accompanied with a recital, of the duke of Bucks 
having claimed to be lord Roos, and of his petition to the king, and 
of the king’s referring it to the houfc of lords; and alfo, with a provifb 
at the end, to prevent all prejudice to the duke’s claim, by the faid 
aft giving the appellation of “ lord Roos,” to the carl’s eldeft fon. 

But it Ihould feem, as if the houfe of Manners did not choofe to be 
under any obligation to that of Villiers : and that the carl of Rutland, 
and John, his eldeft fon, at length rcfolved, not only to abandon all 
claim to the old Roos barony, but to wave being called by a Roos 
barony of a fecondary defeription ; at leaft there is an appearance to 
that effeft : for, fomc few years after this vote of the houfe of lords, 
viz. the 31ft Charles II. when it was thought fit, for the firft time, 
to fummon the carl of Rutland’s fame eldeft fon as a peer to parlia- 
ment, in his father’s lifetime, the writ* was direfted to him by the 
defeription of John Manners, knight, not of Roos, or Roos of Ham- 
lake, Trufbut, and Belvoir, or cither of them, but of Haddon ; and in 
confccjucnce of the crown thus creating a new barony for the carl’s 
eldeft fon, he, on taking his place in the houfe of lords, 2d May, 
1679, was confidered as youngeft baron, and fo placed at the lower 
end of the bench of barons. 

It now remains to deduce the defeent and heirfliip of the Roos ba- 
rony, from the death of this George, the fecond and laft Villiers duke 
of Buckingham, to the prefent time. 

The duke died in 1687. ^ fifter, Mary dutchefs of Rich- 

mond, alfo S. P. about two years before ; his great uncle, George, 
feventh carl of Rutland, died in 1641, S. P.; Sir Oliver Manners, the 


* Tilts was the lady Anne Pierepoint, the firft wife of John lord Roos, afterwards earl of 
Rutland, from whom he was divorced.

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youngeft fon of John, fourth earl of Rutland, died iffuelefs in idij. 
Wherefore there was a complete failure of iffuc from all the fons of 
the duke’s maternal great grandfather, John, fourth earl of Rutland ; 
fo that the heirlhip to the barony devolved upon the heirs of the bo- 
dies of the faid fourth earl’s daughters, who had left ifliie ; as in the 
Table of Dcfccnt, on reference thereto by the reader, will be more 
clearly and particularly afeertained ; between whom the faid barony 
has for many years remained in abeyance. 

But, anno 1803, lady Charlotte Boyle, otherwife called lady Henry 
Fitz-Gcrald, wife of lord Henry Fitz-Gerald, one of the coheirs, pre- 
fented a petition to the king, praying his majefty to terminate the faid 
abeyance, by declaring and confirming the right to the barony of Roos 
in her favour ; which petition was referred to the attorney general, 
and on his report to a committee of privileges of the houfe of lords, 
by whom the faid barony was rcfolved, yth May, i 8 o 5 , to be in abey- 
ance between Sir Henry Hunlokc, of Wingerworth Hall, in com. 
Derb. baronet ; George carl of Effex ; and lady Henry Fitz-Gcrald. 

His majefty was, however, pleafed to terminate the abeyance, and 
thereby allow this ancient barony to her the faid lady Henry Fitz- 
Gerald."*^ 


SANDYS OF THE VINE.

Though none of this family attained the dignity of peerage until 
the time of king Henry VIII. yet were they perfons of the fuperior 
rank of gentry in Hampflnrc, long before. For the 6th of Richard II.

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Sir John dc Sandys was fiieriff of that county, and governor of Win- 
chefter caftle; fo likewife was Sir Walter Sandys, the 12th of 
Henry IV. and 1 ft of Henry VI. but it was 

Sir William Sandys, whofc eminent ferviccs, temp. Henry VII. 
and VIII. were the firft ftep to his further advancement in wealth 
and honour ; and recommended him fo to king Henry VIII. that, 
anno, the 15th of his reign, he was raifed to the degree of a baron of 
the realm, by the title of lord Sands (having been before made a 
knight of the garter) ; but there is not upon record any patent of his 
creation. And his firft writ of fummons to parliament bears date the 
2iftof Henry VIII. in which year he was one of thofc peers who 
fubferibed the articles which were then exhibited to the king againft 
cardinal Wolfey ; and the next year was alfo one who figned that de- 
claration fent to the pope, intimating the danger of lofmg his fupre- 
macy, in cafe he did not comply with the king in that bufinefs of his 
divorce from queen Catherine. After when, the 28th, 31ft, and 33d 
of Henry VIII. he had alfo fummons to parliamant, and died in 1 542 
(34th Henry VIII.) leaving, by Margery his wife, only daughter of 
John Bray (brother and heir to llcginald Bray), Tiiomas, his fon and 
heir, and four daughters; whofc names arc not mentioned by Dug- 
dale. Which 

*Tjiomas had fummons to parliament, from the 35th of Henry VIII. 
to the 6th of Philip and Mary. He married Elizabeth, daughter of 
George Manors, lord lloos, by whom he had ifl'iic two fons; Henry, 
and Sir Walter Sandys, knight. Which Henry died in his father’s 
lifetime, but left ill'ue by Elizabeth his wife, filler to Edward lord 
Windfor, two fons, William and Tliomas ; and a daughter, Margery, 
w'ho married Henry Carey, of Hamw'orthy, in the county of Dorfet. 
Of which fons, 

William fucceeded his grandfather; and in the 13th of Elizabeth,

was 
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was one of the peers upon the trial of Thomas duke of Norfolk. And, 
the 29th of Elizabeth, was alfo one of the peers which fat at Fo- 
theringhay, on the trial of the unfortunate Mary queen of Scots : but, 
the 43d of Elizabeth, he was one of thofc lords who appeared with 
Robert earl of Eflex, in his infurredion, for which he fuffered impri- 
ibnment. 

This William was twice married; firft, to Chriftian, daughter of 

- Anllow, efquire, by whom he had one ion, William ; and, 

fecondly, to Catherine, called “ the fair Bridges” (daughter of Ed- 
mond Bridges, lord Chandos), celebrated by Gafeoigne the poet,* by 
whom he had an only daughter, named Elizabeth, who married Sir 
Edward Sandys, knight, fon of Miles Sandys, of Latimers, in com, 
Bucks, Efquire and having had fummons to parliament, from the 
14th of Elizabeth, to the 21ft of James I. inclufive, died that year, 
and was fucceeded by 

William, his fon and heir; who married Alatheia, eldeA daughter 
and coheir of John Panton, of Brinnefkid, in com. Dcnb. ; and died 
the 5th of Charles I. 1629, without iiTue, whereupon 

Col. Henry Sandys, fon of the before-named Edwin, and Eliza- 
beth his filler, became his heir. But though the honour was a barony 
in fee, he had not fummons to parliament, by rcafon of the civil war, 
and his adherence to the king’s party. He was an adive loyalift; and 
being mortally wounded in the fight at Bramdcne, near Alresford, in 
Hants, 29th March, 1644, died the 6th of April enfuing, ‘leaving 

William, his fon and heir; who married Mary, daughter of Wil- 
liam carl of Salifbury; and had fummons to parliament T3th Charles II. 
(after the reftoration), but died in 1668, without ifluc,* whereby his 
next brother,

Henry, became his heir; who had alfo fummons to parliament, 
the 31ft and 32d of Charles II. but died without ifluc; when he was 
fucceeded by his brother 

Edwyn, who does not appear to have had fummons to parliament, 
and is laid to have died iffuclefs about 1700, and to have been buried 
in the vault of his anceftors, in the Holy Ghoft chapel at Bafingftoke; 
leaving his fix fillers (or their reprefentatives), his coheirs. Who were, 
viz. Heller, wife of Humphrey, fon of Sir William Noy, attorney- 
general to king Charles I. ; Alethea, of Francis Gofton, of Alderidgc, 
in com. Southton. efquirc ; Mary, of Dr. Henry Savage, principal of 
Baliol college, Oxford; Jane, of John Harris, of Old Woodftock, com. 
Oxon, efquirc ; Margaret, of Sir John Mill, of Tachbury, in Hamp- 
(hire, baronet ;* and Margery, of Sir Edmund Fortefeue, of Fallowpit, 
in com. Devon, baronet.'*

Enoelram, who, in the time of king Stephen, took part with 
that prince againft Maud the emprefs; and fighting valiantly on 
his behalf (when others turned their backs), was taken prifoner 
with him at the battle of Lincoln. After him, the next perfon of 
note is 

William de Say who, by Beatrix his wife, lifter to GelFery de 
Mandevil, earl of Effex, had ilTue two Ions, William and Geffery; 
which William dying in his father’s lifetime, left two daughters, his 
heirs; viz. Beatrix, who married Fitz-Piers,'* from whom defeended 
thole of that line, who afterwards aftumed the furname of Mandevil, 
aud became carls of Eflex;* and Maud, who married William de *vid. Effex. 
Bocland. 

Geffert de Say, fecond Ion, having married Lettice, lifter, and 
at length heir to Walkelinc Maminot, died the i6th of John; for then 
it feems, that Geffery, his fon, gave 400 marks to the king, for livery 
of the lands of his inheritance, both by his father and his mother. 

Which 

Geffery married Alice, one of the daughters and coheirs to John 
de Cheney; and confirmed to the canons of Rudbam, in Norfolk,

all thofe grants which William de Cayneto (i. c. Cheney), and 
John de Cheyney, nephew of the faid William, had made unto 
them. 

The 17th of king John, being one of the barons then in arms 
againft that prince, his lands in the counties of Kent, Bedf. Bucks, 
Northamp. Camb. Eflex, Herts, Norf. SufF. and Line, were given to 
Peter de Crohun. However, after the death of king John, he returned 
to his allegiance, and was received into favour; and in the 8th of 
Henry III. on levying the feutage of Montgomery anfwered for 
twcnty-leven knights fees of the fees of Maminot, and for fifteen more 
of the fees of Ingelram Patric. After when, he died in Gafeoigne, the 
14th Henry 111 . whereupon 

William de Sat, his fon and heir, doing his homage, had livery 
of all the lands whereof he died feifed. The 44th of Henry III. this 
William was conftituted governor of Rochefter caftle; but in the 48th 
of Henry III. being then on the king’s part at the battle of Lewes, he 
fled ; and in the 56th of the fame reign dcceafcd, leaving Mary* his 
wife furviving, and William, his Ion and heir. Which 

William, the *2d of Edward I. was one of thofe barons who were 
then fummoned to advife with the king upon the weighty affairs of 
the realm ; but the next year enfuing, viz. the 23d of Edward I. he 
deceafed, leaving 

Geffery, his fbn and heir, then only fourteen years old; the ward- 
Ihip of whom was given to William de Leyburne fhortly after, to the 
intent that he might marry Idonea, his daughter ; as he thereafter did 
accordingly perform. 

The 34th of Edward I. being then at age, and doing his homage,

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he had livery of his lands, and was in the expedition then made into 
Scotland ; and the yth of Edward II. had fummons to parliament 
amongft the barons of the realm; fo, alfo, the 8th, 9th, nth, lath, 
13th, and 14th of Edward II. but in the year next enfuing he died; 
leaving GefFcry, his fon and heir, fcventeen years old, and Idonea his 
wife, then furviving. Which 

Geffery, the 19th of Edward II. making proof of his age, had 
lively of his lands. After when, the 8th of Edward III. he obtained 

the king’s charter for free warren in all his demefne lands, in his lord- 
fhips of Greenwich, Depfourd, Codham, and Bcrlyng, in com. Cantii, 

with view of frankpledge, and other privileges. Moreover, the loth of 
Edward III. he was conftituted admiral of the king’s fleet, from the 
Thames weftward; and was employed in the wars of France and Flan- 
ders, where he performed many good fervices ; but in the 33d of Ed- 
ward III. he departed this life, having lived with honour, and been 
fummoned to parliament the ift, i6th, 33d, 23d, 26th, and 27th of 
Edward III. 

By Maud his wife, daughter of Guy dc Beauchamp, carl of 
Warwick, he left ifTuc, William, his fon and heir, and three 
daughters ; viz. Idonea, wife of Sir John Clinton, of Maxtock, in 
com. Warw. knight; Elizabeth, of Thomas dc Aldone ; and Joanc, 
firfl, of William Ficncs; and, fccondly, of Stephen de Valoines. But 
of this 

William, no further notice is made, than that he left iffue, John, 
his fon and heir; who died in his minority, and in ward to the king, 
the 6th of Richard II. leaving Elizabeth, his fitter and heir, at that 
time fixteen years of age. Which 

Elizabeth married, firtt. Sir John dc Fallefle, knight,*^ a very 
eminent man ; who, in her right, had fummons to parliament as lord 
Say, but died without ilfuc before her ; who then married, to her 
fecond hufband. Sir William Heron, knight, f who alfb, in her right, 
had fummons to parliament as lord Say ; but dcccafcd likewife with- 
out

out iflue. Wherefore the inheritance of the barony, upon her death, 
anno 1428, devolved upon her aunts, Idonea, Elizabeth, and Joane, 
or their reprefentatives. 

William lord Clinton, grandfon of Sir John Clinton, who mar- 
ried the faid Idonea, the 6th of Henry IV. doing his homage, had 
livery of his purparty of the lands of William de Say beforementioned, 
and thereupon bore the titles of lord Clinton and Say,* which his 
poflerity have continued to bear ever fince ; although John, his ion 
and heir, by deed, dated ift November, 27th Henry VI. granted and 
confirmed to his kinfman, Sir James Fienes, knight, then called lord 
Say and Sele,f and to his heirs and afligns for ever, the name and 
title of lord Say, with the arms thereunto belonging; which Sir 
James was defeended from Joane, third and youngeft of the faid fillers 
and coheirs.

^Ingelram de Fienes, the firll of this ancient family of whom 
mention is made, married Sibyl de Tyngril, daughter and heir to 
Faramus de Boloin, fon of William, fon of Geffery, fon of Euilace, 
fometimc earl of Boloin. Which Faramus being nephew to Maud, 
wife of king Stephen, ruled that king's houfehold ; and was llain at 
the ficgc of Aeon, in the Holy Land, anno 1190. 

To this Ingclram fucceeded 

William, his Ion and heir; who, the ad of Henry III. paid a fine 
to the king of 200 marks, for livery of the manor of Wendover, in 
com. Bucks, and died the 25th of Henry III. for then his fen and 
heir (by Agnes de Dampmartin his wife), called 

Ingelram, had livery of his lands; his relief, with all debts due 
from William his father, to the crown, being pardoned, by reafon of 
his fpecial fcrvices. The 3 2d of Henry III. he had the honour of 
knighthood conferred upon him by bathing ; and the next year doing 
his homage, had livery of his lands in Northamptonfliire. He died, 
anno 1269, leaving by Maud his wife, filler of Bartholomew Hamp- 
den, of Hampden, in com. Bucks, 

William, his Ion and heir, who, the aift of Edward I. poITefled 
the honour of Chokes, in com. Northt. and the next year had fum- 
mons to attend the king at Portfmouth, with horfe and arms, for the 
war in Gafeoigne. After which, ere long, viz. the 30th of Ed- 
ward 1. he died, being then feiied of the .manor of Clopham, in com. 


f Sir William Dugdale only commences his account with this Ingclram; bat Edmonfon re- 
prefents him as the fon of Allen^ fon of John, fon of James, whofc father, John de Fienes, was 
iirfi hereditary conRable of Dover cattle, and warden of the Cinque PortSt

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Surrey ; Wendover, in Bucks ; and Mcrtock, in com. Somerfet. His 
wife was Blanch dc Brienne, by whom he left his fon and fucccflbr, 
John, then twenty-four years; who, although not born in Eng- 
land, yet, by reafon his father had done his homage to the king, and 
died a loyal fubje^E his homage was alfo accepted, and he had livery 
of lands. 

But here Sir William Dugdale breaks off from the regular defeent 
of this family, and contents himfclf with laying, that cotemporary with 
this John was Robert dc Ficncs, who, the loth of Edward II. had 
livery of the manor of Wendover; but being afterwards attainted, 
loft all.*' 

This want of connexion, however, of the Baronagian, is fupplied 
• Fdmonfoii, Edmonlini ;* who proceeds to lay, that

John, his only fon, who died in 133 1, leaving iffuc by his wife, 
.loan, daughter and heir of John Jordain, forefter of Windfor, John, 
his only fon and heir, who died in 1351 , and by Maud his wife, 
dauiditcr and heir of ----- Monccaux, of Ilurft Monceaux, in com. 
Sufl'. had ilTue three fons ; viz. .Tohn, William, and Robert. Of 
whom John, the eldcft, died S. P. and 

William, the fecond, married Joane, third and youngeft lifter 
and coheir of William baron Say, and aunt and coheir of Elizabeth 
1(1. Siv. baronefs Say, who died iffuclefs.f Whereby his poftcrity lliarcd in the 
inheritance of that family, being fuccccdcd by 

William, his fon and heir; who, the 6 th of Henry IV. was found 
to be fon of William (fon of John dc Ficncs), by Joane his wife, third 
filler and coheir to William de Say. 

He married Elizabeth, daughter and heir of William Batisford, by 

t According to Edinonfon, this Robert, after hw difgracc with Edward II. went into France, 
and there fettled.

Margery, 
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Margcr}', heir to Simon Peplelham, by whom he had ilVue two fons, 
Kogcr and James; whereof Roger, the cldeft, left a fon, Richard, who, 
marrying Joane, daughter and heir of Thomas lord Dacre, was declared 
lord Dacre, the 37th Henry VI.* and 

Jamks, the fecond fon, who, the 25th of Henry VI. by rcafon of 
his defeent from the beforenamed Joanc de Say, was by fpecial writ, 
dated 3d March, 1446, fummoned to parliament; and three days after, 
by afl'ent of the lords fpiritual and temporal, in open parliament, ad- 
vanced to the degree and dignity of a baron of this realm, by the title 
of lord Say and Sele, and to the heirs male of his body ;f and for the 
further corroboration of that title and honour, on November 1 ll next 
following, had a full confirmation and quit-claimer thereof from John 
lord Clinton, as alio of the arms of Say; which, by caufc of his defeent 
from the beforenamed Idonca, cldcft of the fillers and coheirs of Wil- 
liam de Say, did or might belong unto him. 

After which, viz. February 24th, he obtained a grant of the office 
of Contlable of Dover, and w'arden of the Cinque Ports, to himfclf 
and the heirs male of his body ; and on the 30th of Odober, 28th 
Henry VI. was conllitutcd lord treafurer of England. Rut this high 
employment was of no long duration ; for though he had been railed 
gradually to fo high a pitch of honour, his fall was fudden and moft 
unhappy. For about the ortaves of the Eaficr following, the parlia- 
ment being adjourned to St. Edmund’s Rury, the commons accufed 
him, the duke of Suffolk, and fome others, of treafon; whereupon the 
king, to appeafe them, baniflied the duke, and fequcflered the lord 
Say and Sele from his office of treafurer : but this availed but little ; 
for on the infurre<ftion of the Kentilh men under .lack Cade, though 
the king had committed him to the Tower of London, yet the infur- 
gents entering that city, fetched him thence to Guildhall, and there 
arraigned him before the lord mayor, and other the king’s julliccs, 
notwithllanding his rcqucll to be tried by his peers ; whence hurrying 
him to the Ilandard in Cheapfide, they cut off his head, and carried 
it on a pole, caufing his naked body to be drawn at an horfe’s tail 

into

into Southwark, unto St. Thomas of Watering, and there hanged and 
quartered. 

This certainly Iheweth the fearful cfFc<ft of the people’s rage ; and is 
fit to be a warning to all thofe on whom the mifearriages in govern* 
ment may poUibly be charged, and on whom the fury of the multi- 
tude may thus barbaroufly fall. Till this unhappy period he had been 
confidercd a good ftatcfman and a foldier ; and had ferved Henry V. 
in his Gallic wars with fufficient glory and reputation, and had even 
been much refpeded by the populace. 

On this his untimely death, July 4th, 1451, he was fiicceeded by 

William, his fon by Emmeline his wife, daughter of - Cromer, 

about that time twenty-four years old. Which 

William, by fpecial writ, the 29th of Henry VI. was then fum- 
moned to parliament. Before the end of which year, he fold to Hum- 
phrey duke of Buckingham, and to his heirs male, the patent of 
conflable of Dover caflle, and warden of the Cinque Ports, which had 
been before granted to James, his father. 

The I oth of Eidward IV. he was one of thofe lords that fled with 
the king into Flanders (on the then prevailing power of the Lancaf- 
trians) ; and attending him on his return to England, was fbon after 
(lain in the battle of Barnet, anno 1471. 

He married Margaret, daughter and heir to William Wickham, fbn 
and heir of Sir Thomas Wickham, knight, fon of William Perot, by 
Alice his wife, daughter of William Champneis, by Agnes his wife, 
After to William of Wickham,* the celebrated hlihop of Winchefter, 
and founder of New (’ollcge, Oxford ; by which match he had the 
lordfliip of Broughton, near Banbury, in com. Oxon. 

This is the lord Say, of whom Leland, in his Itinerary (Vol. IV, 
f. 1 8), fays, 

“ I'he laftc of the lordc Sayes being in renowne was twife taken 
“ })rifoncr, whereby he was punilhed by the purfe. Whereupon he 
“ was fain to lay moft of his land to mortgage, and folde clerely 
" part of it. So that flns the name of the barony of Say is extinded, 

' “ but 
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“ but the heirc of the lord Say, in defeent, yet remainith, caullid by 
“ the name of Fines.” 

The fa<ft is, that Henry Fines, fon of this William, died in 1476, 
without having received fummons to parliament, in confequence of 
the lols of propfcrty, as did his fon, Richard, in 1486; though they 
both were called lord Say. But Edward, fon and heir of Richard, did 
not even ufc the title ; becaufe his mother held the capital feat, and 
the greateft part of the eRate : but his fon and heir, Richard, was 
father of another Richard. Which 

Richard Fienes obtained from king James I. certain letters pa- 
tent, dated at Hampton Court, 9th Auguft, ift James I. whereby the 
faid title of Say and Sele was fully recognized and confirmed to him, 
and to the heirs male of his body.'* After which. 

Sir William Fenys (Fienes), his fon and heir, by other letters 
patent, dated 7th July, 2 2d James I. v’^as created vifeount Say and 
Sele. 

This William became famous for his oppofition to the court during 
this reign, and for his adivity in the rebellion of the next. He feems 
to have been far from a virtuous or amiable man. He was poor, 
proud, and difeontented. Arthur Wilfon* obferves, ** Say and Sele 
“ was a ferioufly fubtle pecce, and always averfe to the court wayes ; James I. 
fomething out of pertinatioufnelTe. Yet it appeared afterwards, 
when the harfhnelTe of the humour was a little allayed by the fweet 
rcfrelhments of court favours, that thofe fterne comportments, fup- 
pofed naturall, might be mitigated; and that indomitable fpirits, by 
“ gentle ufage, may be tamed and brought to obedience.” 

Lord Clarendon fays, the lord vifeount Say was a man of a clofc 
and referved nature, of a mean and narrow fortune, of great parts, and 
of the higheft ambition ; who had for many years been the oracle of

thofe who called thcmfclvcs Puritans, in the word fenfe; and fleered 
all their counfcls and defigns. In a word, he had great authority with 
all the difeontented party throughout the kingdom, and a good repu- 
tation with many who were not contented; who believed him to be 
a wife man, and of a very ufcful temper in an age of licence, and one 
who would flill adhere to the law.* 

He lived to fee the reftoration, and to be made lord privy feal ; and 
died at Broughton Cafllc, j 4th April, 1662. By Elizabeth his wife, 
daughter of John Temple, of Stow, in com. Bucks, efquire, he had 
iflue four fons; viz. James, Nathaniel,' John,''^ and Richard; alfo five 
daughters; viz. Bridget, wife of Thcophilus earl of Lincoln; Eliza- 
beth, of Richard Norton, of Southwick, efquire ; Conflanee, of Sir

• Oliver Cromwell, in order to try how far the people would like to have the government 
tentre ill a monarchy, had it propolod to the cominoibs, that an houfe, to be called the other 
houfe,” Ihoiild form one of the branches of tlie llatcj and tliat it Ihtiuld coniill of at moll but 
feventy members, and thole to be nominated by the protedor. Of ihcfe members, among othen 
who were nominated, were 

Nathaniel Ficnes (fecond fon of the lord Say and Scle), one of the commillioncrs of the great 
feal. He was a man of great power of language; and, next Mr. Hampden, was regarded as 
poll’dling the confidence of the people. In 1642, the pailiamciit had given him a commillion 
of colonel in their army, and appointed him to the government of the important city of Brifiol; 
which be furrendcred to the royal arms after fuftaining a finglc day’s fiegc. On which the ge- 
neral opinion bearing hard againll him, he requefled and obtained a court martial, which con- 
demned him to lofc his head : .but his friends (who were numerous and powerful), witli diffi- 
culty obtained his pardon. Whereupon he for a (hort time withdrew from the kingdom; yet 
again returned, and regained the confidence of both parliament and army; and was much 
trulled, and highly valued, as well by Oliver, as by his fon, llid.ard Cromwell, the next protec- 
tor; on whofe abdication, he was cholen one of the council of liate, and was in the convention 
parliament that reftoreJ king Charles II. Soon after w’nich he retired to the country, and died 
at Ncwton-Toiicy, near Salilbury, iGth December, l0(>9; m”'h neglcfted, and in great 
obfcurity.f 

This John w'as the next brother to Nathaniel beforementioned ; and fat in the long par- 
liament for Morpeth, in Nortluunberland. He was alfo nominated one of the members of 
Olivers other houfe i” being, as Morgan obferves, Such a one as they call a fc.dary, but no 
** great ftickler ; therefore not being redeemed from the fear or favour of man, i.s, as it is 
** thought, much fleered by old Subtlety bis father (who lies in his den at Thurlowby, his 
mailer St, John's), and will lay No with the reft, when ar^y tiling oppofes the intereft of the 
new court, their power, and grcatnefs.”{

heir of Sir Walter Earle, of Charlbury, in coin. Dorf. knight ; and 
Anne, of Sir Charles Wolfeley, of Wolfeley, baronet.* To whom 

fucceeded 

.Iames, hij eldeft fon and heir, who married Frances, one of the 
daughters and coheirs of Edward Cecil, vifeount Wimbledon ; and 
died 1 6th March, 1673, having had iflue three fons; viz. James and 
William, who died in their infancy ; and another William, who died 
in France, under age ; as alfo two daughters ; viz. Elizabeth, married 
to Sir John Twifleton, of Barley, in com. Ebor. knight; and Frances,, 
to Andrew Ellis, of the county of Flint, cfquire. 

Dying thus without iflue male, the title of vifeount Say and Scle 
devolved upon his nephew 

William (only furviving fon of Nathaniel, fccond fon of William 
the firfl: vifeount), who married, firft, Mary, one of the daughters of 
his uncle, Richard Fienes, by whom he had an only fon, Nathaniel ; 
and, feeondly, Anne, daughter of John (or Richard), Walker, of Ban- 
bury, but by her had no iflTuc; and dying in 1696, he was fucceeded 
by Nathaniel, his fon, before fpecified. Whieh 

Nathaniel, the fourth vifeount, dying unmarried in 1710, the 
title next defeended to Lawrence, cldeft furviving fon of John Fienes, 
third fon of William, the firil vifeount. Which 

Lawrence alfo dying unmarried, in 1742, was fucceeded by his 
coufin, Richard, only fon of the Rev. Richard Fienes, by Penelope his 
wife, daughter of George Chamberlain, of Wordington, in com. Oxon. 
Which Richard was only fdh and heir of Richard, fourth and youngeft 
fon of the aforefaid William, the firfl: vifeount. Which 

* He was alfo one of the members of Oliver’s other hoiifc,” Which flicws the flrength of 
rorineftion of the Fienes fa/niljr at this sera. Morgan* fays, He was a gentleman who cjime 
fomething late into play, being converted from a cavalier, in a good hour.

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Richard, iixth vifcount Say and Selc, married Chriftabclla, daugh- 
ter of Sir John Tyrrel, baronet, and rclid of John Pigot, of Dodder- 
fhil, in com. Bucks, cfquirc; and died in 1781, without ilTue, whereby 
the vifeounty became extind. 

But the barony of Say and Sele has fince been recognized in the 
family of Twifleton ;■* defeended from Elizabeth, eldeft of the two 
daughters a-ul coheirs of .lames, the fccond vifcount; which Eliza- 
beth, by Sir .lolin Twifleton her hufl^and, who died in 1682, left 
ilTuc an only daughter, Cecil, who died in 1723, having mar- 
ried George Twifleton, of Woodhall, in Yorkfliirc; by whom flic 
had Fiencs Tv\iflelon, father of John, whofe Ion, Thomas, was 
fummoned to parliament as baron Say and Selc, by writ, the 29th 
of June, 1781.

Of this name and family (anciently written Esciialers and Sca- 
lers), the firft mentioned by Dugdalc is 
Hugh, who, in the time of king Stephen, held Berkhamftcd, in 
com. Eflex,'!' as a member of his barony, and gave to the monks of 
Lewes, in com. SulT. the churches of Wadone, Withiall, Ruthcnalle, 
and Berchamftede ; the impreflion of his fcal to which grant, was the 
figure of an armed man, {landing on his left foot, and putting his right 
on the flep of a ladder, with his hands on the fame as if he were 
climbing, and this circumfeription, “ Sigillum Hugonis de Scalariis.” 
This Hugh had two Ions, Henry and GefFery; and was luccceded 
by 

Henry, who, the 12th of Henry II. upon the aflclTment of aid 
for marrying the king’s daughter, certified that he had fifteen 
, knights 
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knights fees, all which his father held of king Henry I. His fuccelTor 
was 

Hugh, his fon and heir; who ratified the grants made to the 
monks of Lewes, by Henry his father, and Hugh his grandfather; and 
left to fucceed him 

Henry, his fon and heir; who going to Jcrufalcm, either died there 
or on his journey; for, the 5th of Henry III. Gcffery, his brother, 
doing his homage, had livery of his lands. Which 

Gekfery, the 8th of Henry III. (being called GcfFcry, the fon of 
Hugh), upon the collcdion of the feutage of Montgomery, paid thirty 
marks for thofc fifteen knights fres he then held; and the 51ft of 
Henry III. died; Alianor his widow furviving, who had the wardfhip 
of his heir; whofc name is not, however, mentioned. 

Ha\ ing thus terminated this line, the next of which notice is made 
is Stephen de Scalers, nephew to the firft Hugh. Which 

Stephen, the uth of Henry II. upon the afTeffmcnt of aid for 
marrying the king’s daughter, certified that he held fifteen knights 
fees; whereof five were in his own demefne. To whom fuc- 
cceded 

William de Scalers, who died,* as it feems, the 9th of John; 
for in that year, in confideration of ^.100 fine, 

lliCHAKD, his Ion, obtained livery of his lands; and the 8th of 
Henry III. on colledion of the feutage of Montgomery, was acquitted 
for his fifteen knights fees (having been in that fervice), but died the 
T5th of Henry III. Whereupon Baldwin Frevil, for 200 marks, ob- 
tained the wardihip of his daughter and heir, Lucia, whom he after- 
wards married. 

Of this family, alfb, was John de Scalers, flicrifif of the counties of 
Cambridge and Huntingdon, the 33d, 44th, and part of the 49th and 
ijift of Henry III. But the principal remaining branch in the male 
defeent was 


Robert 
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"Robert de Scalers, who, the 42d of Henry III. with Alice his 
mother," paid feventeen marks of gold to the king, for livery of the 
manors of Neufeles and Ruwehall. He was in fcveral expeditions into 
France, and died about the 50th of Henry III. leaving iffue, by Muriel 
his wife, a fon, William, who became a canon at Blackburgh, in com. 
Norf. and 

Robert, his fon and heir; who, the 14th of Edward I, being in 
*hat expedition then made into Wales, had feutage of all his tenants 
who held their lands by military fcrvice. After when, he was in fcveral 
military expeditions into France and Scotland ; and having had liim- 
mons to parliament, from the 27th to the 33d of Edward I. inclufivc, 
died the fame year, leaving^ 

Robert, his fon and heir, who doing his homage foon after, had 
livery of his lands; and the 34th of Edward I. was created a knight 
of the bath with prince Edward (and divers others), whom he at- 
tended in the expedition then made into Scotland. And the ill of 
Edward II. by writ, dated at Dover, January VIII. had fummons to 
attend at the coronation to be folemnized after the Feaft of St. Valen- 
tine; and having had fummons to parliameni, from the 34th of Ed- 
ward I. to the 15th of Edward II. died the i8th of the fame reign, 
leaving Robert, his fon and heir, then in minority ; for whofe

Parkins, in his Topography of Frcebridgc Hundred and Half, in com. Norf. fays, ** in

Hugh Courtney, carl of Devon), paid 200 marks fine to the king.

Robert, the yth of Edward III. doing his homage, had livery of 
lands, and ferved in fcvcral military expeditions during that reign, as 
well in France as in Scotland ; and had fummons to parliament, from 
the 1 6th to the 43d of Edward HI. inclufive, in which year he died; 
leaving by Catherine his wife, daughter of Robert, and filler and coheir 
to William de UlFord, carl of Suffolk, 

Roger, his heir and fucceflbr, twenty-two years of age ; who, the 
4th of Richard II. upon that infurredion under Jack Straw, was one 
of thofc eminent perfons whom the rebels feized and compelled to 
march along with them.'* The 5th of Richard II. he was, by inqui- 
fition, found one of the coheirs to William dc Ufford, earl of Suffolk ; 
and having been fummoned to parliament, from the 49th of Ed- 
ward III. to the 9th of Richard If. inclufive, died the next year; 
leaving Joanc his wife (daughter and heir of Sir John de North- 
woodc,'’f furviving, and 

Robert, his Ton and heir, fourteen years of age; who, in the ill 
of Henry IV. was one of the lords in parliament that voted for the fafe 
cullody of the late king Richard II. He married Elizabeth, daughter 
of William, and filler to Thomas lord Bardolf (who furvived him), by 
whom he had iffuc, Robert and Thomas ; and having had fummons 
to parliament, from the 20th of Richard II. to the 2d of Henry IV. 
died foon after, viz. the 4th of Henry IV. leaving 

Robert, his eldcll fon, then only fix years of age, and in ward to 
Ralph earl of Wcllmoreland ; but he died unmarried,’’ the yth of

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Thomas, became his heir; who, the 8th of Henry V. making proof 
of his age, and doing his homage, had livery ot hib lands ; and the 9th 
of Henry V. was retained, by indenture, to ferve the king in the wars 
of France. In which wars he behaved gallantly, and fignalizcd him- 
felf by fundry martial exploits. The 20th of Henry VI. he was fenef- 
chal of Normandy, as appears from his fcal, with fix efcallops ; his 
creft a plume of oftrich’s feathers, iiTuing out of a ducal coronet, cir- 
cumferibed, “ S. Thomaj dni. Scabs ct de Neuccllus fcncfcalli Nor- 
maniae.” He was, moreover, a knight of the garter, and had fum- 
mons to parliament, from the 23d to the 38th of Henry VI. This 
lord was in high favour with Henry VI. and his queen ; and, 
during the civil wars, firmly adhered to the Lancaftrian intcreft, 
but at laft fell a facrificc to it ; being murdered on the 25th July, 
1460.* 

He married Emma, daughter of John Whalefborough.; and is faid 
to have had a fon, Thomas, who died before him ; wherefore Eliza- 
beth, his only daughter, proved his foie heir, who married, firft, Henry, 
fecond fon to Henry Bourchier, carl of ElTex ; after whofe deceafe, 
without furviving iffue, Ihe took to her fccond hufband, Anthony dc 
Widville, fon and heir of Richard carl Rivers ;f who, the 2d and 
th of Edward IV. had fummons to parliament by the title of 
lord Scales; but by him llic had no iflue, and died the 13th of 
Edward IV. 

On the acceflion of king Henry VII. Elizabeth, daughter and heir 
of Sir John Howard, wife of John de Vere, carl of Oxford, was found 
one of the heirs of Elizabeth, late lady Scales abovementioned, viz. as 
great granddaughter of Margaret, daughter of Robert lord Scales, wife 
ot Sir Kobert Howard, and filler of Roger lord Scales. The other heir 
was Sir William Tyndal (made a knight of the bath on the creation

of 
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of Arthur prince of Wales, eldeft fon of Henry VII.) defeended from 
Elizabeth, lifter to the faid Margaret Scales ; which Elizabeth married 
Sir Roger Felbrigg, and had Sir Simon Felbrigg, wliofe daughter and 
heir; Alana, married Sir William Tyndal, grandfather to Sir William 
before named.* 

This ancient and noble family of Scales, for many generations, re- 
lided in great fplendour and power at the caftle of Middleton, near 
Lynn, in com. Norf. Of which caftle, the Hiftory of Norfolk oblcrves, 
there arc ftill Ibme ruins to be feen; and that the gate houle, or 
tower, remains pretty perfe<ft. 

Few of our modern buildings come up to thefc noble reliques of 
antiquity ; they convey to us no ideas but what luxury infpircs ; be- 
Ipeak no family ; imprefs no awe upon the mind ; nor bring back to 
our remembrance the dignity and power of the founder !

In the 12th of Henry II. on the affeffment of aid then made for 
marriage of the king’s daughter, Robert de Scroope certified, that 
he held three knights fees in com. Glouc. dc veteri feofFamento. To 
which Robert fucceeded 

Henry, written Henry des Scrupes, who, the 7th of John,* paid 
fixty marks for his relief ; and the 2d of Henry III. upon the collec- 
tion of the firft feutage of that king’s reign, paid fix marks for thofc 
three knights fees which he had by defeent from Robert, his grand- 
father; and left ifiuc, 

William, who, the 24th of Edward I. obtained the king’s charter 
for free warren in all his demefne lands, at Eafl: Boulton, Little Boul- 
ton, Fencotes, and Parnewike, in com. Ebor. To whom fucceeded 


■ Concerning thefe arms, Richard lord Scroope, of Bolton, had a memorable difpute, the 
13 lh Bichard II. with Sir Robert Grofvenor, knight. When fentence was pronounced for this 
Richard, and a former fentence in favour of Grofvenor, for bearing the fame arms, with a 
'' itorJure or,'* declared void ; by rcafon that fuch differences between Grangers, and of one 
realm, were not deemed I'ufficient; but intended merely for fuch as arc of near alliance by con- 
fanguinity. 

* About this time, fa3’s Diigdale, was Simon Eferope, in com. Ebor. who gave half a mark 
for licence of concord with the daughter of Philip Eferope. 

Thi.s unconnefled account, however, of that learned author, is vplained by Leiand, who 
carries bis relation of this hunily back to a more early period, and then deduces their defeent 
with rather more coiifitlcncy of infurmation, viz. Walter le Scroop, the firft tliat was memo- 
rable of that name. 

The fiflhc in defeent after Walter was Pbilipe; and he left two doughtars that were mar- 
rictl, and died witheout iffue.*' 

Simon was brother to the aforefayde Philipe, and was heire, and had iffuc male. Philip 
** and Simon ly buried in the Southe porchc fydes of Wcncclaw paroche on Ure, a mile or 
more ^bove Midlebam/* 

Henry, 
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Henry, who, the 2(1 of Edward II. was conftituted one of the 
king’s juftices of his court of common pleas; and the 5th of Edward II. 
obtained another charter for frec-warreri in all his demefne lands at Fen- 
cotes, Eaft Boulton, Little Bolton, Fletham, and Pacham, in com. 

Ebor. ; and in the loth of Edward II. being removed from his office 
of jufticc in the common pleas, w'as made chief juftice of the king’s 
bench. He had fummons to parliament the 8th of Edward II. but 
no more;" and died the loth of Edward III, leaving ifluc, William, 
his fon and heir, lixtccn years old; Stephen and Richard. Which 

William did not long furvive him; but died the 19th of Ed- 
ward III. leaving Cecelie his wife, furvivlng, who afterwards married 
John dc Clopton, and 

Richakd, his brother and heir, who, the 33d and 40th of Ed- 
ward III. was in the wars of France; and in the 45th of Edward III. 
was conftituted treafurer of the king’s exchequer. The 46th of Ed- 
ward III. he obtained the wardlhlp of Mllicent and Elizabeth, the 
daughters and heirs of Robert de Tibetot.* The 2d of Richard II. *Viil.Tibttof. 
he was made the king’s chancellor ; and the fame office, as allb keeper 
of the great fcal inparliament, he held again the 5th of Richard II. 
having (according to Walfingham), “ not his fellow of his degree in 
the whole realm, for prudence and integrity.” Which indeed is fully 
illuRratcd by his noble behaviour, when a favourite courtier of king 
Richard’s had obtained a confidcrablc grant, and applied to him, as 
the chancellor, to affix the great feal to the grant. But he refufed ; 
plainly telling the perfon, that the duty of his office w'ould not permit 


« In the firft part of the Summons to Parliament of this year, Dugdale ohftrves, in liis Lifts 
thereof, that the juftices, and others of the kings council, arc in the record intermixed with the 
barons. In the fccond part of the Summons of the fame year, the name of Henry le Scropc 
appears only among the juftices, and others of the king’s council, and not among tlic barons. 

It is, however, not a little Angular, that whilft this learned author, in his baronage, gives 
no further account, either of this Henry being ever after fummoned to parliament, or of any 
other Henry le Scroope having the like fummons during the reign of Edwaid HI. j he, never- 
thelefs, in his Lifts of Summons, recites the name of Henry le Scropc ; viz. lO'th, 24th, 25ih, 
26th, 27th, 26th, 2pth, 31 ft, 34th, 44lh, 46ih, 47th, 491I1, and 50th Edward HI.

And having had fummons to parliament, from the 44th of 
Edward III. to the 3d of Henry IV. inclufive, died the next year.* His 
ilTuc were three funs ; viz. Roger, his fon and heir ; Richard, arch- 
bifhop of York and Stephen and a daughter, Milicent, named in 
his will, to whom he left a cup with a cover, gilt. 

Rooek, at his father’s death, was thirty years old ; and married Mar- 
garet, one of the daughters and coheirs of Robert de Tibetot, but died 
not long after He had fummons to parliament the 5th of Henry IV. 
and no more ; for in that year he deceafed, leaving 

RiciiAKD, his fon and heir, only ten years of age ; who, the 7th of 
Henry V. attended that king into France, Ihortly after when he died ;

whole homage being refpited, had thereupon livery of his lands, lav- 
ing to Elizabeth his mother her reafonablc dower. This John adhered 
to Edward IV. againil the Lancaftrians ; and during that reign filled 
many high and important employments ; and was in the wars againft 
the Scots, having a very principal command in the Englifli army. 
The 9th of Henry VII. he commanded a part of the Engliih army at 
raifing the fiege of Norham caillc ; and having had fummons to par- 
liament, from the 38th of Henry VI. to the 12th of Henry VII. ac- 
cording to the Lifts of Summons,'’ died, leaving by Joan his wife, 
daughter of William lord Fitz-Hugh, 

Henry, his fucceffor, at that time a knight, and thirty years of age. 
Which Henry married two wives ; viz. firft, Elizabeth, daughter to 
Henry earl of Northumberland, by w'hom he had Henry, his fon and 
heir;' and, fecondly, Alice, foie daughter and heir to Thomas lord

Dugdale fays, he died the gth of Henry VII.; yet in bis Lifts of Summons, he include* 
John Ic Scroope de Bolton, in the 1 1th and 12th of Henry \T1. The fame author fays, that to 
Anne his wife, he gave, by will, all his goods fouth of Trent ; who therefore muft have been 
a fecond wife, as he fays his fon and heir, Henry, was by Joane Fitz-Hugh. 

‘ By Collins and Kimber's printed Baronetages, it appears that Henry lord Scrope, by Eli- 
zabeth his wife, daughter of the earl of Northumberland, had a younger fon, John, whofe 
daughter, Margaret, married Chriflopher Wyvill, cfquire, father of Marmadukc Wyvill, the 
firft baronet of this family.

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Scroopc, of Upfall/ by whom he had a daughter, called Elizabeth, 
VoU. p.U57. married Sir Gilbert Talbot, knight.* To him therefore fuc- 
ceeded 

Henrt, his fbn, before named; who, the 226 of Henry VII. had 
a fpccial livery of his lands; and the 5th of Henry VIII. was one of 
thole Northern barons at the battle of Floddenfield, where the Scots 
were fo fignally defeated by the Englifli, and their king flain.* The 
aad of Henry VIII. he was one of thofe peers who fubferibed that 
memorable letter to the pope, intimating the lofs of his fuprcmacy in 
this kingdom, if he did not comply with the king’s wiflies on the 
fubjeft of his divorce from queen Catherine. His wife was ‘Mabel, 
daughter of Thomas lord Dacres, by whom he had John, his fon and 
heir ; and a younger fon, feated at Hamildon, in com, Bucks as alfo 
four daughters; viz. Anne, married to John Vavafbur, of Hafelwood, 
in com. Ebor. cfquire ; Joane, to .lohn lord Lumlcy ; Elizabeth, to 
Sir Bryan Stapleton, of Carlcton, in com.

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John, the 25th of Henry VIII. had livery of his lands; but footi 
after, viz. the 28th, joined in that infurredion of Aflic’s, called the 
Pilgrimage of Grace.*' He married Catherine, the cldeft of the four 
daughters of Henry carl of Cumberland, and had ilTuc four fons ; viz, 
Henry, George, Edward, and Thomas; and four daughters; viz. 
Margaret, wife of Sir John Conftablc, of Burton Conftablc, in com. 
Ebor. knight ; Elizabeth, of Thomas Pudfey, of Bolton, in Craven, 
cfquire ; Alianor, of Richard Tempeft, of Brafwcll, cfquirc ; and Ca- 
therine. Of the fons, 

Henkv, the cldell, was his father’s fucccflbr; and, the 5th of Eli- 
zabeth, was conftablc of the caftlc of Carlifle, and w^arden of the Weft 
Marches towards Scotland ; after this, he was a knight of the garter, 
and died the 34th of Elizabeth, having had fummons to parliament, 
from the ift to the 31ft of PJizabcth, inclufivc. His firft wife was 
Margaret, daughter to Henry Howard, carl of Surrey, by whom he 
had Thomas and Henry ; his fecond was Alianor, daughter to Edward 
lord North, by whom he had ifliie a daughter, Mary, who married 
William Bowes, of Stretham, in the biflioprick of Durham. 

Thomas, the next lord Scroopc, feems to have very little notice 
made of him by hiftorians, further than he had fummons to parlia- 
ment, from the 35th of Elizabeth to the 8th ol* James I. inclufivc ; 
and married Philadelphia, daughter of Henry lord Hunfdon, and left 
iftuc, 

Emanuel, his fon and heir; who, the 16th of .Tames I. was lord 
prcfidcnt of the king’s council in the North ; and the 3d of Charles I. 
was created earl of Sunderland. He married Elizabeth, daughter of 
•lohn Manners, carl of Rutland ; but by her had no ilTue, whereby 
the earldom of Sunderland became extinift in him. He had, how- 
ever, three natural daughters, amongft whom the ancient inheritance

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of his family was divided ; viz. Mary, who married, firft, Henry, 
fecond fon of Henry Carey, carl of Monmouth ; and, fccondly, Charles 
marquis of Wincheftcr, who thereby acquiring the eftate at Bolton, 
in the county of York, was afterwards created duke of Bolton; Anna- 
bella, the fecond daughter, married John Grubham Howe, elquire, 
anceftor of the late earl, and of the prefent vifeount Howe, and took 
to that family the manor of Langar, in Nottingham,* which had been 
the barony of the Tibetot’s, and came to the Scroope’s by marriage 
with the coheirefs thereof; Elizabeth, the other daughter, married 
Thomas Savage, earl Rivers.

Of the fame family as the Scroopes beforementioned, was Gef- 
FERY LE ScRooPE ; whom Mr. Collins prefumes was fon of William 
lord Scroopc, of Bolton, and 'brother of Henry, the chief jufticc of 
the king’s bench and common pleas, temp. Edward III. Which 
Geffery, in the time of Edward II. was found to be poflclTcd of 
very conliderable inheritance in the county of York ; where, the i ith 
of Edward II. he obtained a licence to make a caftle of his houfe at 
Clifton upon Yore, as alfo for free warren upon all his demefne lands 
there, and at Parnewick, in the fame county. The 17th of Edward II. 
he was conftituted chief jufticc of the king’s bench ; but it feems 
fome difplcafure was taken againft him, for which he was removed 
from this office, to which, however, he was afterwards reftored, the 
ift of Edward III. and continued in it till the 7th, when he was fent 
beyond fea on the king’s affairs. In the 14th of Edward III. having 
been advanced to the ftylc and dignity of a banneret, he had 300 
marks, per annum, given him for the fupport of that honour. Shortly 
after w'hich he deccafed, circ. 1340 leaving iffue by llametta, or 
Ivetta, his wife, daughter of William Rofs, of Igmanthorpe, Henry his 
fon and heir ; and John, a younger fon, who married Elizabeth, one 
of the daughters and coheirs of David de Strabolgi, earl of Athol.’^

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Henry, in coniideration of his father’s fervlccs, obtained the benefit 

of the wardfibip of his own lands. He was often in the wars of France 

and Scotland ; and, in particular, at the battle of Durham, where the 

army of David king of Scots was defeated, and himfelf taken prifoner. 

Moreover, he had fummons to parliament amongft the barons of the 

realm, from the ift to the i6th of Richard 11 . as appears by the Lifts 

of Summons ; though Dugdale, in his Baronage, aflerts, he died the 

laft day of July, the 15th of Richard 11 . ’Of his iflue, William, a

Stephen, his cldeft Ion and heir, was his lucccflor ; who being of 
a martial difpofition, was, in his youth, in the king’s fcrvice at fca, 
and afterwards in Flanders, and received the honour of knighthood. 
He had alfo fummons to parliament, from the 17th of Richard 11. to 
the 7th of Henry IV. inclufive ; and died the lame ycdr, pofleflbd of 
fevcral manors in the counties of Efl'ex, Notts, Stafford, Lincoln, and 
alfo divers lordfliips, efpccially in Yorkfliirc ; and leaving by Margery 
his wife, widow of John de Hnntingficld, 

Henry, his fon and heir, thirty years of age; who doing his homage, 
had livery of his lands, Margerie his mother, furviving, having alfo an 
affignment of her dower. 

This Henry was in great favour with Henry IV. by whom he was 
made treafurer of bis exchequer; and by rcafon of his great abilities, 
as alfo the neceftity of his prefence in parliament and council, he had 
aftigned to him, for the time of his ftay at Weftminfter, or in Lon- 
don, the towns of Hampftedc and Hendon, in Middlefex, for the 
lodgings and entertainment of his fervants and horfes. Nor was he 
lefs eftcemed by Henry V. who had fo entire a confidence in him.

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that nothing of concern, public or private, was tranfaded without him; 
his gravity, piety, and eloquence, being allb fo much a fubjeft of ad- 
miration, as to render him to be looked up to for an oracle. Where- 
fore his perfidioufnefs was the greater and more bafe, when he joined 
that confpiracy,"* for the murder of the king, and of his brothers; 
which plot was providentially difeovered, and he brought, with the 
others, to a fpcedy trial at Southampton ; when being found guilty, 
the carl of Cambridge and Sir Thomas Grey were beheaded, and the 
lord Scroopc fuffered the ufual punilhment of a traitor.* He had 
fummons to parliament, from the 8th of Henry IV. to the 2d of 
Henry V. but died without illuc. His firft wife was Philippa, daugh- 
ter of Guy, foil of Sir Guy dc Bricn, knight ; and his fecond, Joanc, 
dutchefs of York (one of the lifters and heirs of Edmund Holland, carl 
of Kent) ; to whom, as next heir, fuccccdcd

Sir John Scroope, knt. his brother. Which John, upon the death 
of Stephen, his brother, arch-deacon of Richmond, the 2d Henry VI. 
doing his homage, had livery of his lands; and immediately thereupon, 
by the confent of the lords in parliament, obtained a grant from the 
king, of the farms and rents of all thofe lordftiips which came to the 
crown by the attainder of Henry lord Scroopc, his brother, to hold for 
four years. 

This Sir John wrote himfelf of Mafham and Gpfall (where he had 
two eminent feats) ; and by that defeription had fummons to parlia- 
ment, from the 4th to the 33d of Henry VI. incluftve, and died the

wife, then twenty-bx years of age, his next heir; John, his eldeft fon, 
having died in Ills lifetime." Which 

Thomas doing his homage, had livery of his lands; and upon the 
death of his mother, in the 6th of Edward IV. had livery ot thofc 
lands which flie held in dower, his homage being refpited. He liad 
alfo fummons to parliament, from tlic 38th of Henry VI. till the 12th 
of Edward IV. Inclufive ; and died Ihortly after, the 15th of the fame 
reign ; leaving ifluc, Thomas, his fon and heir, then fifteen years of 
age; and three other Tons, Henry, Kalph, and Gcffery; and three 
daughters, namely, Alice, Mary, and Elizabeth, as hereinafter noticed. 
Of the fons, 

Thomas was fiicceflbr to his father, ^nd had fummons to parlia- 
ment, from the 22d of Edward IV. to the 7th of Henry VII. inclufive, 
and died foon after; having ifl'ue by his wife, one of the daughters and 
coheirs of John Nevil, marquis of Montacute (afterwards married to 
Sir Henry Wentworth), one folc daughter and heir, Alice, who be- 
came the fccond wife of Henry lord Scrope, of Bolton.* 

Of the three brothers of this laft-mentioned Thomas, it appears that 
Henry had fummons to parliament the 3d of Henry VIII. and* 
died without ilTue ; whereby 

IIalph, the next brother, became his heir; who had alfo fummons 
to parliament the 6th of Henry VIII. and deeeafed foon after, cire. 
8th Henry VIII. likcwife ilTuclcfs ; as did alfo 

Geffery, the youngefi; brother, 9th Henry VIII. lb that their 
three fillers, beforementioned, proved at length their coheirs. Of which 
Alice, married Thomas Strangeways, cfquire ; Mary, Sir Chriftopher 
Danby ; and Elizabeth, Sir Ralph Fitz-Randolph ; w hofe Ion, John,

The firft of this name and family, of whom mention is made, is 
Gilbert, the fbn of Here ward, who atTumed the furname of Segravc, 
from a lordfliip of that name in com, Lcic. where he had his chief 
refidence in the time of Henry II. 

To this Gilbert fucccedcd Stephen de Segrave, his fon and 
heir ; who, the 5th of John, was conftablc of the Tower of London, 
and bceamc a perfon of great note in his time ; being one of thofc 
courtiers who have taught us the mutability of great power. With a 
great deal of pains he raifed himfclf to an high poll; with as much 
trouble kept it ; and as fuddcnly loft it. In his young days,* from a 
clerk he was made a knight; and though he was but of a mean 
family, yet in his latter days, by his bold induftry, he fo enriched and 
advanced himfclf, that he was ranked amongft the higheft of the no- 
bility, made lord chief juftice, and managed almoft all the affairs of 
the nation as he pleafed. At length he wholly loft all the king’s 
favour, and ended his days in a cloifter; and thus he, who out of pride 
and ambition, muft needs remove from ecclcfiaftical to fccular affairs, 
was forced to reaffume his ecclefiaftlcal office and fliavcn crown 
(without fb much as confulting his bifliop), which he had formerly 
laid afide. However, for fomc good decd.s, and making a difcrcet tef- 
tament, he died with much honour, 1241 (25th Henry III.) 

He married two wives : firft, llohcfc, daughter of Thomas le De- 
fpenfer, and lifter to Hugh; fccondly, Ida, fiftcr of Henry dc Haftings, 
with whom he had in frank marriage, the manor of Brunefwaver, in

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com. Warw.; and was fucceedcd by Gilbert, his Ibcond fon; John, 
his cldeft, having died in his lifetime. Which 

Gilbert, the 38th of Henry III. being fent with Bigot, earl Mar- 
flial, on an embaffy, was treacheroufly feized (along with John dc 
Plcfl'ets, carl of Warwick, and divers others of the Englilh nobility), 
by the French, as he was returning ; and died foon after by the hard 
ufage he received in his imprifonment. He married Annabil, daugh- 
ter and coheir of Robert dc Chaucumbe (with Milifent, her lifter, wife 
of Ralph Baflet), and had ifliie, 

Nicholas, his fon and heir; who, the 49th of Henry III. taking 
arras with the other barons, became a moft adtivc rebel againft that 
king (for which his lands were feized) ; and was by the citizens of 
London conftituted their general, and commanded their troops at the 
battle of Lcw'es, where he made the firft onlet, but was worfted by 
prince Edward ; who, fluftied with fuccefs, followed them too far in 
purfuit, whereby he occafioncd the final lofs of the day: for the barons 
prevailing, the prince himfclf, with the king his father, and the chief 
of the royal party, were taken prifoners. Whereupon a parliament 
being called in the king’s name, this Nicholas was one of the barons 
then fummoned to attend. 

But the tide foon turning againft them, and the rebel army totally 
defeated at Evefham, he was there wounded, and taken prifoncr. 
Howbeit, after this, he was admitted to the benefit of the Didfum de 
Kenilworth ; and obtained a full pardon, with a confirmation of his 
lands, which had been feized. Some ye. rs after this, he attended 
prince Edward to the Holy Land, in whofe favour he continued 
upon his acceflion to the crown ; and was employed in his fervicc in 
Ireland, and againft the Welfh and the Scots; and, moreover, had 
fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, the ^3d of 
Edward I. in which year he deceafed, leaving'’

homage the next year, had livery of his lands. Which John, the 
54th of Henry III. (his father then living, and by his confent), mar- 
ried Chrillian, daughter of Sir Hugh de Pleflets, knight; and with her 
had in !rank marriage, the manor of Stodefdonc ; John, the fon of 
the laid Hugh, at that time alfo marrying Annabil, daughter of the 
laid Nicholas, and having with her in frank marriage, the manor of 
Burton-Hanred. 

This John, the 3-|th of Edward I. was conftable of the king’s army 
in Scotland ; and had a chief command at the battle of Faukirk. He 
was after governor of Berwick ; during which time he was taken pri- 
foncr by the Scots, as he was alfo again in the time of Edward If. 
when the Englifli army was fo completely defeated at the battle of 
Bannockfoourn. But this was not his only misfortune ; for, the i8th 
of Edward II. the king having conceived feme difplcafurc againft him, 
for the cfcape of Roger Mortimer out of the Tower of London, fent 
him, with Edmund, carl of Kent, and others, into Gafeoigne, under 
pretence of defending thofe parts, where, being a great mortality, he 
died; having had fummons to parliament, from the 34th of Edward I. 
to the 14th of Edward II. inclufive. 

Stephen, cldcft fon of the aforefaid John, was in the lifetime of 
his father in the wars of Scotland; but the 12th of Edward II. took 
part with Thomas carl of Lancaftcr; yct,fubmitting himfelf, obtained his

John de Segrave, then his fon and heir, who fuccecdcd his 
grandfather, and married Margaret, daughter and heir to Thomas of 
lirotherton, marlhal of England (cldell Ton of Edward I. by his fecond 
w ife, Margaret of France), whereby he added no fmall honour to his 
family. And having had fummons to parliament, from the loth to 
the 25th of Edward 111 . died the sytli of the fame reign ; leaving, 
according to Dugdalc, Elizabeth, his foie daughter and heir, married 
to John, the fon of John lord Moubray, to whom Ihe brought an 
ample fortune, and the office of marihal of England ; but accord- 
ing to the Genealogy of the Family, quoted by Burton, in his Hillory 
of Lciceflerfliire (p. 77),* the faid John dc Segrave, by Margaret his 
wife, left iffiie a daughter, hJizabeth, and alfb a fon, named John, 
who married Blanch, daughter of Jt)bn lord Moubray, and died S. P. 
whereby Elizabeth his filter, became his heir ; which Elizabeth mar- 
ried John, /bn and heir of the laid John lord Moubray, f from whom, 
by the heirs female, defeend the two noble families of Howard and 
Berkeley. 

Of this family, viz. uncle (fays Dugdale) of the la/ 1 : John, was 
John dc Segrave, who married Julian, daughter and heir of John dc 
Sandvvlc, lord of Folkeftoa, in Kent; vvhofe father, John de Sandwic, 
married Agnes, cldeft of the three daughters and coheirs of Hamon 
Crevequer,! baron of Folkefton, temp. Henry III. 

In the 34th of Edward I. this John de Segrave was in the wars 
of Scotland ; and the 4th Edward II. procured the king’s charter for 
a weekly market at his manor of Folkcfton. After when, viz. the 
33d Edward III. he deccafed, leaving Mary, his daughter and heir, fif- 
teen years old. 

Dcfccndcd, alfo, from the fame family, was Gilbert de Se- 
grave,

GRAVE,* mentioned by Lcland and Bale, who was educated at Oxford, 
and becoming an eminent philofophcr, was afterwards confecrated 
bifliop of London, the yth of Edward II. 

Of this name, iikevvife, appears Geffery de Segrave, IherlfF of 
Lclceftcrflilrc, the ift of Edward II. brother, probably, to the aforc- 
faid Gilbert.f 

SEGRAVE OF BARTON SEGRAVE, IN COM. NORTH. 

The firll: of this line was Nicholas, fccond foil of Nicholas dc 
Segrave, by Maud de Lucy his wife, and brother to that John de Se- 
grave, who died in Gafeoigne, the i8th of Edward II. Which 

Nicholas was called by Matt. Paris, “ Unus dc prjeftantioribus 
militibus dc regno ,” and being accufed of treafon by Sir John de 
Crombw'ell, kuight, in defence of his innoccncy, he challenged his 
accuser to fight a duel, according to the cuftom of that day ; but the 
king not thinking fit to confent to it, Segrave pafl'cd the fca, in order 
to fight out of the kingdom ; which being without licence, fo foon as 
he came back he was taken into cuftody, and brought to trial. The 
judges were at a lofs to pafs fcntcnce upon this affair; however, after 
three days confultation, they declared that he deferved death, and 
that all his goods fhould be confifeated ; yet added, that in regard he 
went not out of England in any affront to the king, but to be re- 
venged on his accufer, he might do well to pardon him. The king 
was extremely difplcafed at the boldnefs of his judges, who feemed to 
fet bounds to his prerogative, and gave them a fevere reprimand. But, 
nevcrthelcfs, he pardoned Segrave (after he had been committed to 
prifon for a few days, ao an example to other offenders in the like kind) 
and reftored him to his poffeffions ; divers of the nobility having in- 
terceded for him, and become furctics for his future good behaviour. 
After this, the 34th of Edward I. he had fummons to be at Carlille, 
to attfend the king in an expedition into Scotland, 


The 
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The I ft of Edward 11 . he was conftituted governor of the caftle of 
Northampton, and marlhal of England. Upon which grant of mar- 
Ihallhip to him, much animofity arofc between him and William le 
Marefchall ; which, however, was allayed by the king’s interfe- 
rence. 

The 4th of Edward II. he obtained licence to make a caftle of his 
manor houfe at Barton- Segrave, in com. Northampt. And having 
had fummons to parliament, from the 33d of Edward I. to the 14th 
of Edward II. by the name of “ Nicholas Segrave, junior,” died the 
next year enfuing ; being then feifed of the manor of Peftnhale, in 
Suflex; Heydon, in Eflex; of the lite of the caftle of Barton, in 
Northamptonfliire (which he had by the gift of Nicholas his father) ; 
as alfo of the manor of Wefton, in that county ; and leaving iflue, 
Maud, his daughter and heir, married to Edmund de Bohun, thirty 
years of age.

Almeric de St. Amand, in the 15th of Henry III. was in the 
king’s fervice in Wales; where he merited fu well, that he had remit- 
ted to him a debt due by Walter de Verdon, his uncle (whofc heir he 
was), of ten marks per annum, which otherwife he fliould have paid 
into the exchequer; and the j6th of Henry III, obtained a grant of 
the manor of Bloxham, in com. Oxon. The 18th of Henry III. he 
was conftituted governor of St. Briavcl’s Calllc, and warden of the 
Foreft of Dene ; as allb llierifF of the county of Hereford, and governor 
of Hereford Caftle. And in fuch efteem was he at court, that the 
23d of Henry III. on the chriftening of prince Edward, he then flood 
one of the godfathers at the font. To whom fuccecdcd 

Kalpii, his fon and heir; who, the 25th of Henry III. paid twenty- 
live pounds for his relief of one moiety of the lands of Joane de Beau- 
champ, one of the coheirs (w'ith Afccline his wife, the younger filler),, 
of Robert de Albini, fon of Robert de Albini, baron of Caynho, 
in Com. Bedf. ; and died foon after, viz. the 30th of Henry III. 
leaving 

Almaric, his Ion and heir; for whole wardlhip, and the benefit of 
his marriage, Pauline Peyvre (a great man in that age), gave 1000 
marks. But in the 1 4th of Edw’ard I. he dcccafcd, and w'as I'uccecded 
by his Ion and heir, 

Guy, who was then only feventeen years of age, and died loon after 
without ilTuc ; leaving Tvucia, his wife, furviving, and Almaric, his 
brother and heir. Which 

Almaric w'as at that time in minority, but aftcrw'ards became a 
perfon of great eminence ; and dillinguilhcd himfelf in the wars of 
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France and Scotland, and had fummons to parliament amongfl: the 
barons of the realm, from the 28th Edward I. to the 4th of Ed- 
ward II. inclufive; before the end of which year he dcceafcd, without 
iffue., wdicreby 

John, his brother, became his heir (Mary his wife, furviving). 
Which John appears to have been a profefTor of the canon law; being 
called “ MaQ;iJlcr Johainh'S de Sandio Amanda And doing bis fealty, 
liad livery of his lands, and alfo fummons to parliament, from the 6tli 
to the i<;th of Edward II. inclufive, Ihortly after when he died; 
leaving 

Alma me, his fon and heir, who was often in the W'ars of France 
and Scotland ; and was jufticc of Ireland, governor of Rockingham 
caltle, and rteward ol‘ the foreft. Moreover, he had fummons to par- 
liament, from the 44th of Edward III. to the 5th of Richard II. and 
died the fame year ; for then had 

Almauic, his fbn and heir, livery of his lands, doing his homage; 
after when, he was in the wars of Scotland; and the ift of Henry IV. 
•was one of the knights of the bath, then folemnly made at the coro- 
nation of that king. And having had fummons to parliament, from 
the 6th of Richard II, to the 3d of Henry IV. Inclufive, died the 
year following, viz. the 13th of June, 4th of Henry IV. leaving Ge- 
rard Braybroke, fon of Alianorc, his only daughter, by Ida, his frll 
wife ; and Ida, his other daughter, by Alianorc,'^ his Iccond wife, his 
next heirs. AVhich Ida afterwards married Thomas Weft, who by 
her had no iflue ; whereby the whole inheritance at length became 
vefted in the daughters and coheirs of Gcrarcl Braybroke, before- 
named. Which faid coheirs were, Elizabeth, wife of William Beau- 
chamj), fon of Walter Beauchamp, of Powyke; Maud, the wife of John 
Babington ; and iMianorc Braybroke.

The firft of this line was Walter, a younger fon of John lord 
Beauchamp, of Powyk. Which Walter married Elizabeth, daughter 
and coheir of Sir John llochc, knight, and was fuccccdcd by 

‘William, his fon and heir; who having married Elizabeth, the 
cldeft of the three daughters and coheirs of Gerard de Braj broke, and 
coulin and heir" to Almeric dc St. Amand,*' a baron of great antiquity, * Vid. St. 
had firft fummons to parliament the 27th of Henry VI. by the ftylc 
of Beauchamp of St. Amand. 

The faid William Beauchamp, by his will, dated i8th March, ^^1457 
(35th Henry VI.)-j' bequeathed his body to be buried in the chantry 1 1" Curia 
of Stcplc Lavynton, in com. Wilts, and died the 19th of the fame 16 Stockton, 
month ; leaving Richard, his fon and heir, four years old, and Eliza- 
beth his wife, furviving. 

Which Richard, the 8th Henry VII. was in that expedition made 
in aid of Maximilian the emperor, againft the French. After when, 
the 1 2th of Henry VII. he had fummons to parliament, but only in ' 
that year; for his name docs not appear in the Lifts of Summons of 
any fubfequent time. This Richard, by his teftament, dated 12th 
June, 1508 (23d Henry VII.)! defired to be buried in the Black Friers Rennet'

church, near Ludgate ; and for want of iffuc, by dame Anne his wife, 
thereby fettled divers lordlhips in the counties of Wilts, Bcdf. Berks, 
Huntington, and Hereford, upon his natural fon, Anthony St. Amand, 
begotten on Mary Wroughton, and the heirs of his body; fliortly after 
when he died, for the probate of his will bears date 8th July next 
enfuing. 

But the heir, cx parte paterna, to this Richard lord St. Amand, feems 
to have been John Baynton, of Bromham, in Wiltlliirc, fon of Sir 
Robert, fon of Sir John, fon of Sir John Baynton, knight, who mar- 
ried Joane, filler and heir of John Dudley, and daughter of Sir Richard 
Dudley, knight, by Elizabeth, daughter of Walter Beauchamp, and 
aunt and heir of Richard, the laft lord Beauchamp of St. Amand.* 
Lcland, in his Itinerary (Vol. VI. p. 36, F. 39), fays, “ Syr Ed- 
** ward Baynton’s father had to wife, the laft lord S. Amande lifter 
** and heire, becaufe he had no legitime childe.” Wherefore, if this 
ftatement of Leland be corred, it then appears, that the Baynton’s 
being defeended from the blood of St. Amand, were heirs general of 
Beauchamp, ex parte paternii et materna. 

But it remains to be obferved, that William Beauchamp, lord St. 
Amand, makes no mention in his will of any other child than Richard. 
Which Richard, in his will, does not notice any fiftcr Elizabeth, al- 
though he mentions the name of Dudley. 

Leland further recites, f “ that Peter Delamar dyed without ilTuc 
'' male in Edwarde the 3d daycs,J but he had 3 doughters, maryed 
** to thefe gentlemen, S. John, S. Amande, and William de la Roebe; 
** the which 3 devided the landes of Delamare ; and that S. Amand 
had by heire general of Gul. de la Roche, fuch landes as the laid 
“ Roche had by Delamare, and that land is now cum to Mr. Bainton.”

So far the Vifitation Book. — The Baronetage adds, that the laft-mentioncd Edward was made 
a K. B. at the reftoration, and was father of Henry, who married a daughter and coheir of the 
famous John Wilmot, earl of Rocheller, by whom he had Anne, heir to her brother John, and 
married to Edward Rolt, Efquire, of Sacombe Park, co. Hertf. whofc fecoiid fon, Edward, 
adopted by his uncle Baynton, took that nanx;, and was created a baronet in 1 762 .

ST. JOHN OF BASING. 

The patcrntJ furname of this family was Port, as already has been 
flicwn in the firft volume of this work :* but when Adam de Port, 
lord of Baling, in com. Southton. married Mabel, grandchild and 
heir to Roger de St. John, viz. daughter of Reginald de Aurevallc, by 
Muriel, daughter and heir of the faid Roger, his poftcrity affumed the 
furnamc of St. John. Which Adam de Port, by Mabel his wife, had 
iflue two fons, William and Robert. Whereof 

WiLLiA.\i alTumed the faid furnamc; writing himfclf, “ Wlllielmns 
de Sandio Johanne jillus et hares Ada de Port and the 15th of king 
John, gave 500 marks to the king, for livery of all the lands of Adam 
de Port, his father; and the 16th and 17th of John, was fheriff of 
Hampfhirc; as alfo the iith of Henry III. was governor of the iflcs 
of Guernfey and Jerfey. To whom fucccedcd (by Godchild his wife, 
daughter of N. Pagancll), 

Robert de St. John, his fon and heir; who> the 50th of 
Henry III. was governor of Porchefter caftlc; and died the 51ft of 
Henry III. or before, for then had John, his fon and heir, by Agnes, 
the daughter of William de Cantilupc, his wife, livery of his lands, 
doing his homvage. Which 

John having the reputation of an expert fbldicr, was conftituted 
the king’s lieutenant in Aquitaine, -ift Edward I. and after that won 
the city and caftle of Bayon ; but going to raife the fiege of Bellegard, 
was taken prifoner. However, being redeemed, he was afterwards in 
the wars of Gafeoigne and Scotland; and with John carl Warren, 
and others, was fent ambaffador into France. Shortly after when he 
died; viz. the 30th of Edward I. leaving iflue by Alice his wife, 
daughter of Reginald Fitz-Piers, John, his fon and heir; and William, 

his 
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Ills fccond Ion; who obtained from his father the caftle of Beaumont, 
in com. Glamorg. ; and is confidcrcd to be the anceftor to the familj 
of St. John of Blctflio. 

John, at tlie dcccafl* of Ins father, was tw’cnty-cight years of age; 
and the year following, doing his homage, had livery of his inherit* 
ance, excepting the dowry of Alice his mother, then furviving. This 
John, in the lifetime of his father, was fummoned to parliament, the 
28th of Edward I. by the name of John de St. John, junior; and 
was after in the wars of Scotland during that reign, fi) likewife in that 
of h'dward II. in whofe lith year he died leaving ifluc by Iliibel his 
wife, daughter of Hugh de Courtney, 

Hugh, his fon and heir, twenty-fix years of age, the 3d of Ed- 
ward III. but he lived not long; for it appears, that the nth of Ed- 
ward III. he died, leaving Mirabel, his wife, furviving; Edmund, his 
fon and heir ; and two daughters, Margaret and Ilabel. Which 

Edmund w'as then only four years of age, and died in his mino- 
rity, and in ward to the king, the 31ft of Edward III. without ifluc, 
kai'ing his laid fillers his coheirs ; whereof Margaret married John de 
St. Philibert, and Ifabel married, firft, Henry de Burgherfli, and, fe- 
condly, Lucas de Poynings.* 

After which, ere long, the faid Margaret died the 19th of Odober, 
33th Edward III. leaving John do St. Philibert, her fon and heir, 
three years old, who alfo died 13th November next enfuing; whereby 
the aforefaid Ifabel, then the wife of Poynings, became heir to the 
W'holc inheritance; and the faid I..ucas having ilfuc by her, and doing 
his homage, had thereupon livery of all the lands (fo delcended unto 
his wife) in her right.

Arms— A, two Chevrons G. iu chief a File of thr<!e Fointi ki. 

Among others who entered England with William the Conqueror; 
or foon alter, were thofe ot' the name of St. Maur, as the learned 
Camden, and other eminent gcncalogills agree ; and that the name 
was anciently fo written, >’ and in old Latin records, “ dc St. Mauro;” 
from a place of the fame name in Normandy. 

lloGER DE St. Maor lived in the reign of Henry I. Almcricus de 
St. Mauro was mailer of the order of Knights Templars; and Milo* 
dc St. Maur (the firft with whom Dugdale cominenccs his account), 
was one of thofe barons who fo ftrenuoufly refilled the arbitrary mca- 
fures of king John. 

The next of whom mention is made, is Gkffery de St. Maur, 
who married the daughtci of William dc llughdon. And after him 
the moll eminent pcrlbn noticed is 

Laurence de St. Maur, wdio, the nth of Edward I. obtained a 
grant for a w'cekly market, and yearly fair, at his manor of Rode, in 
com. Somerf.; and dcccafing the 54th of Edward I. left 

Nicholas, his fon and heir, who doing his homage, had lively of 
his lands ; and was afterwards in the wars of Scotland, during divers 
years of that reign. He married Helen, cldell of the three daughters 
and coheirs of Alan le Zouchc, of Alliby,* in com. Lciccll. by whom, 
for her purparty of that inheritance, he obtained the manor of North 
Molton, in com. Devon ; and the moiety of the manor of Gadcfdcn, 
in com. Hertf. ; and having had fummons to parliament, the 8th and

9th of Edward II. died the year following ; being then leifed of cer- 
tain lands at Bafingbournc, in com. Cantab.; and at Hampton-Meyfi, 
in com. Gloc. of the inheritance of Eve do Mcyli, fometime his wife ; 
likevvife of the manor of Polton juxta Crekeladc, and manor of Eton- 
Meyfv’, in com. Wilts; and of Northam, in com. Devon, of the inhe- 
ritance of Helen his wife, then furvivlng ; and leaving 

Thomas, his fon and heir, then nine years of age; of whom no 
further mention is made, than that he founded the little priory of 
Pulton, in com. Wilts ; annexing it as a cell to that of Sempringham, 
in com. Line. To whom fucceeded 

Sir 'Nicholas de St. Maur, who was in the w^ars of France, and 
fummoned to parliament, fiom the 25th to the 34th of Edward III. 
inclufive, and died the next year enfuing ; leaving iflue by Muriel his 
wife, daughter and heir of James, fon and heir of Richard lord Lovel, 
of Caftle Kary,*’ Nicholas, his fon and heir, aged nine, who died the 
fame year ; and 

Richard, who became heir to his brother, but was then in mino- 
rity. In loth Richard II. he was in the wars of France; and, having 
had fummons to parliament, from the 4th of Richard II, to the ift of 
Henry IV. inclufive, died the 15th May next enfuing; leaving, by 
Ela his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir John dc St. Lo, knight, 
Richard, his fon and heir, then twenty-three years old, and two 
other fons ; viz. John and Nicholas. Which Richard went into Ire- 
land with the earl of Surrey, then lieutenant of that realm, and was 
afterwards in the wars of France. 

He had fummons to parliament, from the 2d to the 8th of Henry IV. 
inclufive ; and died on the Sunday in Epiphany, an. 10th Henry IV. 
leaving Mary his wife, then pregnant, who afterwards was delivered 
of a daughter, named Alice, who was born the 23d July, the loth of 
Henry IV. in the houfe of Thomas Crefly, citizen and mercer of Lon-

don 
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don, in the parlih of St. Lawrence, Cripplcgate, in that city; and was 
baptized in the church of St. Lawrence. 

Which daughter, Alice, was the foie heir of her father, the faid 
Richard lord St. Maur, and became the wife of William, the fifth lord 
Zouche of Haryngworth ; w'ho performing his fealty, had livery of her 
inheritance the sd of Henry VI. 

But although the elder branch of this family thus terminated early 
in female iflue, the male line ftill continued, and was for many years 
after, flourifliing in the defeendants of Sir John St. Maur, fccond 
fon of Richard lord St. Maur ; but this line alfo, at length, ended in 
female heirs, as the annexed Table of Dcfccnt more particularly 
fhews. 

Of this name was like wife Willi \m de St. Maur, fummoned to 
parliament, the iith, 12th, 14th, and 15th Edward II. who is men- 
tioned in the Lifts of Summons, but unnoticed in the Baronage.

The male line of the firft houlc of Stafford of that fiirnamc, termi- 
nated, as before ftated, in an heir female, Milicent (fifter and heir to 
the laft Robert de Statford),* married unto Henry Bagot, of an *

ancient family in the county of Stafford. Which Henry, the 5th of 
Richard I. in confideration of a fine of 300 mark.s, had livery of the 
barony of Stafford, as the inheritance of the faid Milicent his wife. 

They had iflue, 

Henet, their fon and heir; who relinquilhing his paternal furname, 
alfumed that of his mother, and wrote himfelf Hervey de Staff()rd\ and 
died the 21ft Henry III. leaving by Pctronill his wife. After to William 
de Ferrers, earl of Derby, Hervey, his fon and heir, who died iflucleft 
foon after: for, the 25th of Henry III.

RaBER'f, his brother and heir, had livery of all his lands, paying 
TOO marks for his relief, and doing his homage; and upon collcdion 
of the aid for marrying the king’s daughter, paid fixty pounds for the 
fixty knights fees he then held. This Robert married Alice, one of the 
daughters, and at length coheirs, of Thomas Corbet,* ot Caus, in com. 
Salop; and died icth Edward I. leaving 

Nicholas, his fon and heir; who being on an expedition into 
Wales, was killed before Drofclan callle, and was fuccecdcd by his fon 
and heir, 

Edmund, who, the S2d of Edward I. performing his homage, had 
livery of bis lands; and the 25th of Edward I. was in the expedition 
then made into Gafeoigne. He ferved often in the wars of Scotland, and 
had fummons to parliament, from the 27th of Edward I, to the ill of 
Edward II. inclufive, and died the year following. He married Mar- 
garet, daughter of Ralph lord BalTct, of Drayton ; and had iflue two 
fons ; viz. Ralph, his fon and heir; and Richard, who marrying Maud, 
daughter and heir of Richard de Camvillc, of Clifton, was called Sir 
Richard Stafford, of Clifton, knight.* 

Ralph was fucccllbr to his father, but at the time of his dcceafc 
was in minority, wherefore he had not podeflion of his lands till the 
jyth of Edward If. when making proof of his age, and doing his 
homage, he had livery thereof; and the next enfuing year was made a 
knight by bathing, and other facred ceremonies; having his robes, 
with all other accoutrements, as a banneret, allowed him out of the 
king's wardrobe for that folcranity. After which, he foon grew an 
adivc perfon in the wars of that heroic prince, king Edward III. as 
well in Scotland as in France ; and obtained great reputation for his 
courage, conduct, and abilities. Nor was he Icfs eminent in various 
other imp'jrtant affairs of Rate ; being employed at fcvcral times on 
embalfics, and honoured and intrulled with many high offices, and 
made alfo a knight pf the garter at the lirll InRitution of that noble 
order; and, moreover, the 25th of Edward III. was advanced to the 
dignity of carl of Stafford, in confidcration of his great fervices, and 
manifold deferts.

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By accord between this Ralph and Margaret his wife, on the one 
part; Sir Robert de Harley and Elizabeth his wife, on the fccond 
part; and Sir Edward Cornwall, on the third part; as coufins and 
heirs to Peter, fon of Peter Corbet, this Ralph carl of Stafford claim- 
ing the caftlc of Cans, as defeended from Alice, the eldeft aunt of the 
faid Peter Corbet, it was concluded, that he Ihould thenceforth enjoy 
that caflle to him and his heirs ; whereof doing his fealty, he obtained 
livery. ‘He married Margaret, daughter and heir to Hugh de Audley, 
earl of Glouccfter ; by whom he acquired a confiderable inheritance, 
and had ill’ue two fons ; viz. Ralph, who married Maud, daughter of 
Henry carl of Derby, but died S. P. in his lifetime, and Hugh : as 
alfo four daughters ; viz. Beatrix, wife, firft, of Maurice, fbn and heir of 
Maurice Fitz-Thonias, carl of Defmond ; and, fccondly, of Thomas lord 
Ros, of Hamlakc ; and thirdly, of Sir Richard Burley, knight ; Joanc, 
wife of John, fon and heir of John Cherlton, lord Pow is; Elizabeth, 
married to Fouke, fon of Roger le Strange, of Whitchurch, in com, 

Salop ; and, laftly, Margaret, married to Sir John Stafford, knight ; 
dying the 3 ill of Auguft, the 46th of Edward III. he was fuccceded 

Hugh, his fccond, but cldeR furviving fon and heir; who, tracing 
the Reps of his noble father in thofc military times, came early into 
action ; for at the age of fevcntccn he was in the wars of France, and 
when he came at age, the 37th of Edward III. was there again, and 
of the retinue of prince Edward ; and fo continued for fomc time, as 
he did alfo after his accclTion to his honours and inheritance. He was 
alfo a knight of the garter.

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The 8th of Richard II. Ralph, his fon, having been bafely mur- 
dered, near York, in his paflage towards Scotland, by John Holland, 
half-brother to the king, who thereupon took fandtuary at Beverley, 
a great conteft took place between this carl and the criminal : which, 
by the interpofition of many of the nobility, was finally fettled, upon 
condition that Holland fliould maintain, for ever, three priefts to pray 
for the foul of the murdered Ralph, at fomc place near his grave; 
which priefts were accordingly fettled at Langley, In the aforefaid 
county. The 9th of Richard II. he obtained leave to undertake a 
pilgrimage to Jerufalcm, and, in his return, died at Rhodes, lotK Ri- 
chard II.; having had iffue by Philippa his witc, daughter of Thomas 
Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, Ralph, who was murdered in his life- 
time; Thomas, his fucccfl'or ; William, Edmond, and Hugh; which 
Bour- Hugh afterwards had the title of lord Bourchier;'^ and four daughteis; 
viz. Margaret, wife of Ralph Nevil, firft carl of Weftmoreland ; Ca- 
therine, of Michael, the fon of Michael dc la Pole; Joanc, of Ihomas 
Holland, earl of Kent; and Elizabeth, of John lord Ferrers, of Chart- 
ley.* Of the fons, 

Thomas fuccccdcd his father; and the 14th of Richard II. making 
proof of his age, and doing his homage, had livery of his lands. At 
which time, alfo, upon the death of Ralph, the laft lord Baffet of 
Drayton, he was found to be one of his coheirs;^ viz. fon of Hugh, 
fon of Ralph, fon of Margaret, fifter of Ralph BalTet, father of the faid 
Ralph, who died the preceding year. The 15th of Richard 11. he 
was in the wars of France, under the conduct of Thomas of Wood- 
ftock, duke of Glouceftcr, whofe daughter, Anne, he had married ; but 
he died the next year, the 4th July, 16th Richard il. S. P. leaving 

William, his brother and heir, then in minority, whole wurdfhip

Edmund was at that time twenty-two years of age ; and the zzd 
of Richard II. by virtue of the king’s fpecial licence, married Anne, 
the widow of his elder brother, Thomas, and daughter of Thomas 
duke of Glouccftcr.® At the Coronation of Henry IV. he was one of 
the knights of the bath then made, as was alfo Hugh, his younger bro- 
ther; after which, he was alfo made a knight of the garter; but thefe 
honours he lived not long to enjoy, being flain, fighting ftoutly on the 
king’s part, at the battle of Shrewlbury, the 4th of Henry IV. leaving 
ififuc by the faid lady Anne, Humphrey, his fon and heir, and two 
daughters. Whereof Philippa died young ; and Anne married, firft, 
Edmund Mortimer, carl of March ; and, fecondly, John Holland, earl 
of Kent. Which 

Humphrey was then very young; for it appears, that the sd of 
Henry VI. making proof of his age, and doing his homage, he had 
livery of his lands ; as alfo of thofe which had defeended to him by 
the death of his uncle, Hugh lord Bourchier, without iflue. And in 
the 33d of Henry VI. he was created duke of Buckingham ; and the 
35th of Henry VI. obtained a fpccial grant, unto himfelf and bis 
heirs* for precedence above all dukes whatfoever, whether in England * Dugd, 
or France, excepting of fuch as were of the blood royal. But on this 
elevation to the dukedom of Buckingham, great difpute arofc between 
him and Henry Beauchamp, duke of Warwick, to whom the king 
hvid given precedence next before him ; for the adjufting whereof^ 
there was a fpecial ad palled in parliament, viz. that they Ihould have 
precedence by turns ; the one one year, and the other next, and fo

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alternately, during their lives; and the furvivor, during his life, to have 
precedence of the other’s heir: but this arrangement was foon after 
perfedly fet at reft, by the death of the duke of Warwick, S. P. ; nor 
indeed did the duke of Buckingham long enjoy his advancement, for 
the 38th of Henry VI. he was flain, at the battle of Northampton, 
on the king’s part ; to whom he had always conduced himfclf with 
great loyalty, conftancy, and afFedion, during thofe turbulent times. 

His wife was Anne, daughter of Ralph Nevill, firft earl of Weft- 
morcland, by w'hom he had iftue feven Tons ; viz. Humphrey ; Ri- 
chard, who died young ; Sir Henry, who married Margaret countefs 
of Richmond (mother of Henry VII.); Edward, George, William, and 
.*Vid. Siaf- John, who was afterwards created carl of Wiltlhire.* As alfo live 
daughters ; viz. Anne, firft married to Aubrey dc Vere ; and next, to 
Sir Thomas Cobham, fon of Reginald lord Cobham, of Sterborough ; 
Joanc, firft, to William vifeount Beaumont ; and after to Sir William 
Knevet, of Buckenham, in com. Norf. ; Elizabeth, Margaret, and Ca- 
therine, to John Talbot, third carl of Shrewfbury. Of the Tons, 
Hump,iirey, the eldeft, called carl of Stafford, was flain, in his 
father’s lifetime, fighting on the Lancaftrian fide, at the battle of 
St. Albans ; leaving iftue by Margaret his wife, daughter and coheir to 
Edmund duke of Somerfet, Henry, his fon and heir; who, on the death 
of his grandfather, w as his fucceftor. Which 

Henry has very little notice made of him in the time of Ed- 
ward IV. but in the reign of Richard III. was made a knight of the 
garter, and high conftable of England having been a principal inftru- 
ment in raifing that prince to the throne, with whom, for a time, he 
. continued on very good terms : but at length, cither from confciencc, 
wrought upon by the artful difeourfes of Morton bifliop of Ely ; from 
difappoinment, in not being put in pofteftion of that great inheritance

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of the Bohuns earls of Hereford, whereto he pretended a right; or at 
ibme flights experienced from the ufurper Richard ; he entered into a 
defign, with others, to dethrone him (as feme fay, to raife himfelf to 
the crown), and advance Henry carl of Richmond. 

But his defign was fufpc( 5 lcd by the king ; who fought to regain 
him by fair and kind letters and raeflages, but thefe not prevailing, 
ufed threats ; which caufed the duke haftily to put himfelf into arms, 
and with a confidcrable force, to advance towards Shrewlbury (in cx- 
pedlation of being joined by the other malcontents w ho had rifcn)i 
and from thence marched through the Forefl: of Dene, with purpofe 
to pafs the Severn at Gloiiccflcr; but the extraordinary floods whicli 
then happened, delayed him fo long, that his army, for want of money 
and victuals, difperfed themfelvcs ; wherefore, being thus forfaken, he 
repaired for fafety to the houfe of one f-Humphrey Banaflcr, in whom 
he confided; but by him w'as betrayed (in hopes of getting the reward 
of 1 000, offered, by royal proclamation, for his apprehenfion), to the 
flieriff of Shropfhirc, and carried to Shrewlbury, where king Richard 
then lay ; and there beheaded, without any arraignment or li^gal pro- 
ceeding. 

By Catherine his wife, daughter of Richard Widvillc, carl Rivers, 
he had iffue three fons; viz. Edward, his fon and heir; Henry, after- 
wards carl of Wiltfliirc ;* and Humphrey, who died young; and tw'o * Vid. Siaf- 
daughters ; of which, Elizabeth, married Robert Radcliffe, lord Fitz- ** 

Walter; and Anne, married, firft, Sjr Walter Herbert, knight; and 
next, George earl of Huntingdon. 

Edward, the cldefl fon, luccecdcd his father; and was reffored 
duke of Buckingham, carl of Staflbrd, and to all his dignities, by

Henry 
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Henry VII.; was alfo lord high conflable of England, and knight of 
the garter. 

Thus great in blood, eftate, and honour, he, however fell a facrificc 
to cardinal Wolfey, and his own indiferetion. The cardinal, it feems, 
had long owed hi.n a grudge, and was refolved to pay it. It is Rated, 
that the duke holding the bafon to the king, the cardinal, when the 
king had done wafliing, dipped his hands in the fame water; which 
the duke taking as an affront to his quality, threw the water into the 
cardinal’s lliocs; who, greatly incenfed, tnenaced to ftick upon his 
Ikirts. 

The duke, that the king might take notice of the fame, came richly 
clothed into the royal prcfcncc, but w'ithout Ikirts : fo that the king 
inquiring the rcafon of that ftrange fafliion, was anfwered “ To pre- 
vent the cardinal's dcji^n." Wit of little advantage ! for the cardinal 
now refolved to take him oft' firft ; and a fervant, once more, contri- 
buted to the fall of his maftcr, and enabled the cardinal to complete 
his defign. The duke had turned away one Knevet, his fteward, for 
oppreftiflg his tenants. Which fellow the cardinal got hold of; and 
praftifing on his malice, obtained from him an information, that the 
duke had intended to take off the king, that he might reign hirafclf, 
and then certainly punifli the cardinal’s mifderacanours. This infor- 
mation was formed into an accufation, with much other matter to 
aggravate the offence. On which he was arraigned at Weftminfter, 
before Thomas duke of Norfolk, then fitting as lord high fteward of 
England, for the occafion. 

The duke pleaded his own caufe with great judgment and elegancy; 
fliewing the falfencfs of the indidment, and the incompetence of the 
evidence: but all to no purpofe, tor he was found guilty; and the 
high fteward pronouncing fcntencc, though not without tears, he an- 
fwered, 

** My lord of Norfolk, you have delivered judgment in words proper 
** to be fpoken to a traitor, which I never was; and therefore I freely 

forgive them all my death : the king is a gracious prince ; however 

« I ftiall 
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'* I lhall never afk my life of him ; and fo defire you, my lord, and all 
** the reft of my peers, my friends, to pray for me.” Whereupon he 
was beheaded on Tower Hill, 17th May, 1531 (13th Henry VIII.) ; 
and with him died, as an author writes,* the fplcndour of the court; * Lloyd, 
hofpitality, and good landlords, in the country; and the high con> 
ftablcfhip of England. 

When the emperor Charles V. heard of his fall, he is faid to have 
exclaimed, “ A butcliers dog has killed ihcjincji hick in England." 

By Alianore his wife, daughter to Henry Percy, carl of Northumber- 
land, he had one fon, Henry, and three daughters; viz. Elizabeth, 
married to Thomas Howard, carl of Surrey, afterwards duke of Nor- 
folk; Katherine, to Ralph Ncvill, carl of Wcftmoreland ; and Mary, 
to George Ncvill, lord Abergavenny. 

After this cataftrophe, the contemplative reader cannot but view, 
with a mixture of pity and indignation, the misfortunes of the illuf- 
trious houfc of Stafford. 

Edmund earl of Stafford, llain at the battle of Shrewfbury, the 4th 
of Henry IV. ; his fon, Humphrey duke of Buckingham, flaiii at the 
battle of Northampton, 38th Henry VI. ; whole fon, Humphrey was 
ftain in his lifetime, at the battle of St. Albans, 33d Henry Vh; 

Henry, his fon, fecond duke of Buckingham, beheaded at Shrewfbury, 
temp. Richard III. ; and Edward, his fon, the laft duke, beheaded the 
13th of Henry VIII.!!! And here funk for ever, all the fplendour and 
princely honours and eftates, of the renowned family of Stafford. It 
glimmered, however, with a gradually fading light for nearly another 
century ; till (as liercaftcr will be fliewn), from the dregs of this ex- 
piring race, his undoubted rights were extorted by the cruel hand of 
tyrannic power ; and the very poverty which that intolerable power 
had inflided, was made a plea for his total depreflion!!! 

Henry Stafford, only fon of the laft duke, was immediately, on 
his father’s execution, reftored in blood, but not to his honours and 
lands. The 20th of September following, however, a fmall provifion 
was made for him out of thofc iramenfe eftates; and on the 15th of 

July, 
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July, 23d Henry VIII. a further grant of the caftic of Stafford, &c. all 
which together, only amounted to the yearly value of 1 7, 13J. i\d. 
And thefc were all the poffcffions and revenues which he and his wife 
had to live upon. 

lie was a learned man,* of great virtue and piety; who endeavoured 
to avert his thoughts from his misfortunes, by a clofc application to 
literature, in a calm and innocent retirement; which renders the mind 
of fcnfibility to be the more deeply aft'eded, that lord Orford, in his 
“ Roynl ami Noble Authors," lliould have fuffered himfelf to fpeak fo 
ffightingly of this good and unfortunate nobleman. 

The ill of Edward VI. this Henry was again reftored in blood, fays 
Dugdalc, who cites the journals of that year ; but in the llatute book, 
no copy or title of fuch an ad appears ; yet in a MS. copy of the 
ad itfeUV)' it is there fet forth ; “ That the faid Henry lord Stafford, 
“ and the ^ heyres males of his body,' may and lhall be accepted, taken, 
known, reputed, called, and written henceforth by the name of the 
lord Stafford ; and tliat the faid Henry, and the heyres males of his 
“ body coming, lhall have and enjoy, in and at all parliaments, and 
** other places, the name, roome, place, and voice of a baron, &c.” 

• He married Urfula, daughter of Sir Richard Pole, knight, by Mar- 
garet his wife, daughter of George duke of Clarence, and died, 5th 
May, 1365 ; having had fummons to parliament, from the 2d of Ed- 
ward VI. to the 8th of Elizabeth; leaving iffue four fons; viz. Henry,'^ 
Edward, Richard, and Walter : and one daughter, Elizabeth,* wife of 
Sir William Nevill, of Chehfey, knight. Which 
Henry, fecond lord Stafford, had fummons to parliament, the 13th, 
14th, and j8th of Elizabeth ; but probably died unmarried, or with- 
out ill’ue ; being fucceeded by his brother 


Tljis Henry is mmoticed by Dugdale, but be appears in a MS. which undoubtedly was 
once part of the colleCticns of the Staliord family; and by the I.ift.s of Summons to Parliament, 
Ibis Henry appears to have been the next fucceflbr to the title. 

« She is fo called in the MS. before cited, which alfo mentions another daughter. Dngdale, 
howeyer, only notices one, and calls her Dorothy. 

Edward, 
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Edward, third lord, who had fummons to parliament, from the 
23d of Elizabeth ; and by Mary, daughter to Edward carl of Derby, 
had ilTuc two daughters ; viz. Urfula. married to Walter Erdcfwick ; 
and Dorothy to Gerveis of Chadfdcn ; and one fon, 

Edward, who alfo had fummons to parliament, and died in 1625. 
He married Ifabcl, daughter of Thomas Forftcr, of Tongc, in Shrop- 
ftiirc;' and had iflue one fon,. Edward, born in 1600, who married 
Anne, daughter of James Wilford, of Newnham Hall, in Eflex, 
cfquire, and died in the lifetime of his lather ; leaving iflue a daugh- 
ter, Mary ; and a fon and heir, 

Henry, who fuccccded his grandfather, as fifth lord Stafford, but 
died unmarried ; whereupon his inheritance came to his fiffer Mary, 
beforementioned, married to Sir William Howard, knight of the bath, 
a younger fon to Thomas, carl of Arundel and Surrey. 

But Roger Stafford, the fon of Richard Stafford beforementioned, 
as a younger fon of Henry, the firff lord Stafford (after the attainder 
of duke Edw’ard, his father), immediately prefented a petition for the 
barony, and fome of the eflates. But being of himfelf but of flendcr 
fortune, probably having none at all, was borne down by the weighty 
power of the Howards ; who folicited the barony for the fiffer of the 
laff lord, and her hufband. Sir William Howard. Nothing can be 
more plain than the a<ff of Edward VI. whereby the reffitution, or 
rather new creation of the barony, was to the beir male. 

But this unfortunate man, the near defeendant of kings and princes, 
had a link in the chain of his defeent to trace through obfeurity and 
poverty. Yet what has poverty to do with the rights which are an- 
nexed to blood ? if honours are to fluftuatc with property, w'o be to 
the permanence of any family in a country like this ! How mean, how 
ignorant is the prejudice againff the truth ; or the claims of a defeent 
which is involved in poverty !

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Richard Stafford, the younger fou of Henry lord Stafford, died 
very poor. He married Mary, daughter ot John Corbet, of Lee, in 
Shropfliirc, by Anne his wife (widow of Sir William Brereton, of 
Brereton, in Chcfliirc), and daughter of Sir William Boothe, of Dun- 
ham Mafley. Which Mary furvived her hufband, and fued for licr 
jointure, at Eflington, in Glouccftcrfliire, and loft it. She died at 
Congleton, in Chcfliire; and was buried at Brcrclon, about 1633. 
Her daughter, Jane Stafford, was born about 1581 ; and was married 
to a joiner at Newport, by Sheffnal, in Shroplhire ; was living his wi- 
dow in 1637, and had a l()n, then a cobbler or fliocmaker, in Newport. 
The granddaughter of Henry lord Stafford, the great granddaughter of 
the mighty Edward duke of Buckingham, the wife of a joiner, and 
her fon a cobbler! creditc Romani! 

Her father’s mother, Urfu!a, was daughter (as before faid) of Sir 
Richard Pole, by Margaret, daughter and heir of George duke of Cla- 
rence, brother to king Edward IV. but Richard Stafford, her father, 
had alfo a fon, the bcforcmcntioncd Roger. Whicli 

Roger was born at Malpas, in Chcfliire, about 1575. This unfor- 
tunate man, in his youth, went by the name of Fludd, or Floyde ; for 
what reafon, has not yet been explained : perhaps, with the indignant 
pride, that the \cry name of Stafford fliould not be aftbeiated with the 
obfeurity of fuch a lot ! However, one Floyde, a fervant of Mr. George 
Corbett, of Cowlefmorc, near Lee, in Shropfliirc, his mother’s brother, 
is recorded, in the M.S. already cited. And it is not improbable, that 
this was fome faithful fervant, under whofe roof he might have been 
reared, or found a flielter from misfortunes, w hen all his great alli- 
ances, with a cowardly and deteftable felfiflincfs, might have forfikcn 
him ; and that he might have preferred the generous, though humble 
name of Floyde, to one that had brought to him nothing but a keener 
memorial of his misfortunes. 

At the age of lixty-fivc, he became, by the early death of Henry lord 
Stafford (the great grandfon of his father’s elder brother), in 1637, heir 
^ male 
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rnalc of the family ; a circumftance which was to fubjed him to new 
mortifications. 

The ad ift of Edward VI. reftored his grandfather in blood; gave 
to him and the heirs males of his body, the rank of a baron ; and en- 
abled him, and his fuccclfors, to make jointures, or grant a life eftate 
to younger children ; or dlfpofe by will, for advancing children, or 
paying of debts, to the amount of two thirds of the parcels of the 
fmall lands reftored by Henry VIII. Yet Dugdale docs not fpccify 
whether the entail is on the heir male or heir general, except of a fmall 
part. But the entail of the peerage depended upon the ad of Ed- 
ward VI. and that is mod cxprcl's and dccilivc upon the heir male. 

Roger Stafford therefore, in 1637, became, beyond all doubt, lord 
Stafford; and accordingly petitioned the king and the lords. In the 
difcuffion of this cafe, it appeared, that Henry lord Stafford fat in par- 
liament the whole of Edward VT.’s reign, as the younger baron. 

It is flated by Dugdale, that in the reign of cpiecn Mary, he and 
lord Clinton had a dii'pute about precedence ; and for his mcannefs in 
defeending to this difpute, after having loll the dukedom of Bucking- 
ham, is founded lord Orford’s cenfure of him. But Dugdale has mif- 
taken the fad. In the parliament, 4th and 5th Philip and Mary, he 
and lord Clinton joined in petitioning, “ to be rcllorcd to the rooms, 
“ pre-eminences, and places of their ancellors.”'^ I'he matter was re- 
ferred to the lords Arundel, Shrevvff.)ury, and Darcy of Chich ; who 
found, “ That the barons of Stafford were placed next under the lords 
Talbot; and the lords Clinton, next above the lords Audley. 
Whereupon the laid lords Clinton and Stafford were, by all the 
lords then fitting in parliament, reftored and admitted to the places of 
their anceftors.” And this place all the lords Stafford enjoyed, dowm 


^ Edward lord Clinton was but five years old when his falher died ; and when he took liis 
feat in the houfe of lords^ had^ by miflakcj been placed according to the date of his junior ba- 
rony of Say ; and uoWj therefore, petitioned to have the place of the barons Clinton, which was

well, the niirht before his c::ccatlon, and died withort any flic \v of fear 
or difordcr; denvlng all that the wltncfles had fworn againfl; him, and 
protefting, with his lafl: breath, his innocence of the crimes for which 
he flood condemned. 

By the baronci's his wife, he had three fons and fix daughters.* The 
fons were, viz. Henry, John, and Francis ; of which, the latter was 
groom of the bedchamber to James II. at the time of his abdication ; 
and following him into France, died at Paris in ibps, leaving ifluc by 
Eleanor, daughter to Henry Stanford, of New -Inn, in the county of 
Stafford, a fon, Henry; whole wife was daughter to Bartholomew 
Berkeley, of Spetchly, in com. Worcefler, cfquirc, and died S. P. 

IIf.nuy fuccccded his father. King .Tames prevailed with the houfe 
of lords to reverie the attainder; but the commons would not agree to 
it. In 1685, the ad for revcrfing the attainder of William late vifeount 
Stafford, paffed the houfe of peers ; in the preamble to which it is af- 
ferted, that the faid William died innocent; that the teftimony on 
which he was con\ided was falfe; and that by the records of the 
king’s bench, it ajipcarcd that one of the witneffes was convided of 
perjury.*

lldly, Tliat the rcconl of the king’s bench, read at the committee, concerning the conviftion, 
lad term, of one of the witneffes for perjury in collateral points of proof, of no affinity to the 
lord Stafford’s trial, and given fevcral years before, it is conceived can be no ground to invalidate 
the teftimony upon which the faid vifeount was convifteci, which could never, legally, be by 
one witnefs ; and was, in fa^l, by the judgment of his peers, on the evidence of at Icaft 
three. 

3dly, 
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This Henry vifcoiint Stafford, in confideration of his father’s fuffer- 
ings, and his noble dcfcent, was created, by James II. carl of Stafford, 
by letters patent, dated the 5th of Odfober, 1688; with remainder, 
for want of iffue male, to his brothers, John and Francis, and their 
ifl'uc male rcfpcdlivcly. And b^’ the fame patent, the laid Mary, their 
mother, was made countefs of Stafford for life ; and their fillers al- 
lowed the rank of daughters of an carl of England, and to ufe the 
furname of Stafford. Of the faid fillers, Urfula and Mary were nuns, 
as was alfo Alathca, the cldefl; butifabclla, the fccond daughter, mar- 
ried John Paulct, marquis of VV inton; Anaflafia, the fifth daughter, 
wedded George Holman, of Warkworth, in com. Northampt. efquire; 
and Helena, the youngell daughter, died young. 

Upon the abdication of king James II. this Henry earl of Stafford 
retired into France, where he married, the 3d of April, 1694, Claude 
Charlotte, cldell daughter of Philibert count dc Gramont, and Eliza- 
beth Hamilton, his wife (daughter of Sir George Hamilton, knight, 
and Frances his wife, afterwards created countefs of Bantry, in Ire- 
land), by whom he had no ilfue ; and dying in April, 1719, was fuc- 
cccdcd by his nephew, William Stafford Howard, fon of .Tohn, his 
brother, before named. Which John married, lirll, Mary, daughter 
of Sir John . outhcott, of Mertlham, in com. Surr. knight, by whom 
he had two f us, William and John-Paul ; alfo three daughters; viz. 
Mary, married to Francis Plowden, of Plowden, in Shroplhirc, efquire, 
whofe daughter and heir, Mary, in 1733, married Sir George .lerning- 
ham, baronet, and was mother of the prefent Sir William .Icrning- 
ham, baronet, and of Edward Jerningham, the poet, &c. ; Xavaria 
and Louifa, were nuns : he married, feeondly, Terefa, daughter of 
Robert Strickland, efquire, and had iffue a fon, Edward, and a daugh- 
ter, Harriet.

3tlly, It is conceived, the faid judgment in (he king's bench (and iJie whole proceedings) was 
unprecedented, illegal, and unwarrantable j highly (icrognlory to tJie honour, judiernure, and 
authority of this court, who have power to <jiieltion, and pnnifh pcjnricj of witnfdes bc/orc 
them i and ought not to be iiupofcd upon by the judgments of inferior courts^ or thrir attainder 
of a peer iiiYalidaled by implication, kc, &c. 


William, 
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William, next carl of Stafford, married his coufin, Anne, daughter 
to (jcorge Holman, efejuire, by the lady Anaftalla, his wife, before- 
mentioned, by whom he had iffuc an only fon, William-Mathias, and 
three daughters ; viz. Mary, who married the count de Chabot, of the 
houfe of Rohan, in France ; and the ladies, Anaftafia, who died at 
Paris, 27th April, 1807, aged 85, and Anne, both nuns at Paris. And 
dying in France, in January, 1733-4, was fuccecdcd by 
William-Mathias, his only fon and heir; who, in July, 1743, 
married Henrietta, daughter of Richard Cantillon, efquirc; and dying 
S. P. in February, 1730-1, was fuccecdcd by his uncle, 

John-Paul, who, by Elizabeth his wife, daughter of - - - - Ewen, 
of Somerfctfliire, cfquire, had no iffuc ; and dcccafing in 1762, S. P. 
the vifeounty and earldom of Stafford ended with him, for want of 
heirs male ; but the barony of Stafford, is afferted to be veiled in the 
heirs general in the female line, as the annexed Table more particularly 
lets forth.

Humphrey, the eldeff, was fucceffor to his father; and in the 8th 
of Henry IV. having married Elizabeth, the daughter, and afterwairds 
foie heir, of Sir John Maltravers, of Hooke, knight, doing his fealty, 
had livery of the lands of her inheritance, whereof the manor of Hooke 
was the cliicf. And dying the 20th of Henry VI. left Humphrey, his

Humphrey, the 30th of Henry VI. being then a knight, was 
llain by the rebels under Jack Cade, at Sevenoak, in Kent, leaving 
another 

Humphrey, his fon and heir; who, the ill of Edward IV. had a 
grant from the king of the llcwardlhip of the dutchy of Cornwall for 
life ; but died the ill of Augull the fame year without iflue, leaving 
Humphrey StalFord, of Suthwike, his next heir; viz. fon of William, 
brother to John, grandfather of him the faid dcceafed. 


STAFFORD OF SUTHWIKE^ 

Which Humphrey, the ^d of Edward IV. was fummoned to 
parliament among the barons of the realm; and the 4th of Edward IV. 
(24th April), was created lord Stafford of Suthwike; and, moreover, 
the 7th of May, the qth of Edward IV. was created earl of Devon- 
lliire. But this honour he enjoyed only for a few months ; for, as 
he obtained it on the attainder and downfal of his prcdccclTor (Court- 
ney), fo he loll it with ignominy and difgrace ; for, the 9th of Ed- 
ward IV. deferting, with his forces, the earl of Pembroke at Banbury 
(who was routed, and taken prifoner by the Northern rebels), the 
king being difpleafed thereat, caufed him to be apprehended, and 
afterwards beheaded at Bridgewater, 17th Augull, the. fame year. 
He married llabcl, daughter and heir of Sir John Barrc, knight, by 
Idonea his wife, daughter and heir to John Hotoft, cfquirc ; but had 
no ilTue. Whereupon divers manors in the county of Dorlct, by a 
feoffment made to John Stafford, archbilhop of Canterbury, Sir Wil- 
liam Bonvill, and others, by Sir Humphrey Stafford with the Silver

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Hand (which fcofFers paflcd them to Catherine, late wife of William 
Stafford, efquire, to hold for life, with remainder to Sir Humphrey, 
fijn of the faid William, and his lawful heirs ; and in default 
of fuch ilTuc, to the right heirs of Sir Humphrey with the Sil- 
ver Hand), defeended to Elizabeth, wife of Sir John Colfbill, co. 
Devon ; Sir Robert, fon and heir of Anne Willoughby; and Eleanor 
Strangeways, as coufins and heirs to Sir Humphrey Stafford with the 
Silver Hand ; viz. the faid Elizabeth and Eleanor being daughters and 
heirs to Alice, lifter to William, father of the faid Humphrey carl of 
Devon, and Robert Willoughby, fon and heir of Anne, the other 
daughter and heir of the faid Alice. 

Sir John Colfhill dying S.P. the ift of Richard I. the eftate was 
divided between the Strangeways and Willoughbys. 

From the Willoughbys their ftiare came to the Paulets and the 
Blounts, and at length totally to the Paulets ; who thereby came to 
poflefs the capital manor of Hooke, &c. in com, Dorf.

The original furname of this family was Audlet, which was 
afterwards changed to Stanley ; by rcafon that William de Audley 
received from his coufm Adam, the manor of Stanleigh, alias Stanley, 
in Stalfordihire, in exchange for the manor of Talk. Wherefore the 
defeendants of the faid William continued to ail'umc the furname of 
Stanley. Of which, after divers defeents, was 

Sir WiLFviAM Stanley, knight, who was created a baron of the 
realm, by writ of fummons to parliament, the 34th of Henry VI. In 
which rank he continued, until, lor his very meritorious fervices at 
the battle of 1 ofworth, he was, by king Henry VII. railed to the dig- 
nity of earl of Derby; whereby his barony of Stanley became merged 
in tlic fuperior title of the earldom, and o defeended to Ferdinando 
fifth carl of Derby: but ho dying without ilfue male, the faid barony 
being one in foe, is conlidercd, at his deccalc, to have veiled in abey- 
ance among his three daughters and coheirs; viz. Anne, married, flrll:, 
to (ircy lord Chandos ; and, fccondly, to Mervin carl of Caftlehaven ; 
Frances, married to John earl of Bridgewater; and Elizabeth, to Henry 
Haftings, earl of Huntingdon.

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STRANGE OF KNOKYN.

It Is faid, that at a jufts held in the IVak of Dcrbyflilre, at Caftle 
Pcverel, among divers perfons ot note w'ho were there prefent, were 
two fons of the duke of Brctaigne; and that the younger of them being 
named Guy, was called Guy le Strange, from whom the fcveral 
families of the Stranges are dcfccndcd. 

This being taken for truth, it is prefumed, that Guy, Hamon, and 
John, who poireifcd lands in com. Salop, temp. Henry II. were fons of 
the faid Guy le Strange. Of thefe 

Guy, the eldcft, above named, had a grant from Henry II. of the 
manors of Wefton and Alvithcie, in com. Salf)p to hold by the fer- 
vice of one knights fee; and the 6th ot Henry II. w'as IlicrifF of 
Shropfliire, and fo continued for tevcral years. He died before the ifi: 
of John, leaving a fon, Ralph, and three daughters. Which 

Ralph died ifluelefs, whereby his three fillers became his heirs; 
viz. Margaret, w ile of Thomas Noel ; Joanc, of Richard de Wapen- 
bury; and of Griffin, fon of Jerword. Which Margaret after- 

wards became the wife of Thomas de Blancminller. 

Of Hamon, the next brother of the aforefaid (juy, it only appears, 
that he gave his whole part of the common woods in Wombrugge, in 
.com. Salop, to the canons of that houlc, and die 1 S. P. 

John, the third brother, the i ith of John, poirelTcd tlie lordfliips of 
Neffe and Chelewardine, in com. Salop, which he had by lhc gift of 
Henry II.; and the ibth of John wasllieritF of the Counties of Salop, 
and Staff. The jd of Henry III. he had the king’s precept to the 
iheriff of Shropfliire, for aid to rebuild part of his caftle of Knoekyn, 
and to repair the reft. Shortly after when, he died, and was fucceeded 
by

STRANGE. 


John, his fon and heir, who was a perfon of great note in his time, 
and died the 53d of Henry III. leaving by Amice his wife, Robert, a 
younger fon,* and John, his fon and heir; who doing his homage, ♦Vid. Strange 
had livery of his lands. Which of Blackmcre, 

John, the 44th of Henry III. (his father then living), was gover- 
nor of the caftle of Montgomery ; but afterwards adhered to the rebel 
barons againft that king, and was in great ellecm with them. This 
Jtdin married Joane, one of the daughters and coheirs of Roger dc 
Somcri, baron of Dudley, and died the 4th of Edward I. Whereupon 
his lands in com. Northampt. Salop. Norf. Leic. and Clone, were 
feized into the king’s hands: but in the 6th of Edward I. 

John, his fon and heir, paying his relief, had livery of them. The 
33d of Edward I. he was made a knight, by bathing, and other facred 
ceremonies ; and having had fummons to parliament, from the 28th 
of Edward 1 . died the 3d of Edward II. leaving by Maud his wife, 
daughter and licit to Roger D’Eiville, Eubolo, his fecond fon (of whom 
hereafter) ; Hamon, his third fon, who became enfeoffed of the manor 
of Hunffanton, in Norfolk, by his brother .John; and 

John, his eldeft fon and fucceffor, twenty-feven years old; who 
thereupon doing his homage, had livery of his lands, faving the dowric 
of Maud, his mother, then iiirviving. But he outlived his father only 
a fhort time, dying the next year ; viz. the 4th of Edward II. and 
leaving Ifolda his wife lurviving, and 

John, his fon and heir, who was then in minority; but the I4tli 
of Edward II. making proof of his age, had livery of his lands; but 
died foon after, the 17th of Edward II. without iffuc; leaving Maud 
his wife furviving, and 

Roger, his brother and heir; who married Joane, one of the 
daughters and coheirs of Oliver dc Ingham, and died the 23d of Ed- 
ward III.*’ having had fummons to parliament, the i6th, 22d, and 23d 
of that reign. To whom fucceeded

Roger, 
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Roger, his Ton and heir, then twenty-two years old ; who there- 
upon had livery of his lands, and was afterwards in the wars of France. 
He had fummons to parliament, from the 29th of Edward III. to the 
the 6th of Richard II. inclufivc, and died the fame year; John, his 
fon and heir, being thirty years of age, and Aliva, or Allcyne, his wife, 
daughter of Edmund carl of Arundel, furviving. Which 

John, doing his homage, had livery of his lands, and married 
Maud, the daughter, and at length coheir of Sir John de Mohun, of 
Dunftcr, knight ; w ho was filter to Philippa duchefs of York, and 
‘Vitl.Molmn. Elizabeth countefs of Salifbury.''* By whom he had ifluc 

lliciiAKD, his fon and heir; who, the 5th of Henry IV. making 
proof of his age, had livery of his lands, Maud his mother being then 
dccealed. He feems to have enjoyed his honours longer than moft of 
his prcdccelTors ; for he had fummons to parliament, from the 5th of 
Henry IV. to the 27th of Henry VI. inclulivc. 

This Richard w'as twice married ; viz. firft, to Conftance, daughter 

of who, by her will, dated 8th March, 17th Henry VI. left 

100 fliiUings, for 200 malTcs to be celebrated for her foul ; and, fc- 
coiidly, Elizabeth, daughter of Reginald lord Cobham, of Sterborough; 
which Elizabeth, at his dcccafe, the 27th of Henry VI. he left fur- 
viviug, and 

John, his fon and heir, then only five years old ; wlm, the 2d of 
Edw’ard IV^. obtained a fpccial livery of all the caltles, manors, and 
lands, whereof his fither, Richard lord Strange, and fhe, the laid Eli- 
zabeth, his mother, died feifed. But all that is worthy of this .John 
is, that he had fummons to parliament, from the 6th to the 12th of 
Edward IV. and that haung man led Jaquet, one of the daughters of 
Richard Widville, earl Rivers, and filler to Elizabeth, wife of king 
Edward IV. he died the 15th of 0<flobcr, 17th Edward IV. leaving 
ilfue one foie daughter and heir, 

JoANE, aftervNards married to George, fon and heir to Thomas

Suiumous to Parliament, his name appears from the /th to the 21ft of Richard 11. inclulivc.

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Stanley, firft carl of Derby, of that furnamc, who, in her right, had 
fummons to parliament as lord Strange, of Knokyn, 2 2d Edward IV. 
but died in his father’s lifetime, leaving Thomas, his eldeft fon, who 
fuccccded as lord Strange, and on the death of his grandfatlicr became 
earl of Derby ; whereby, on his acccflioii to the faid earldom, the 
barony merged itfelf tliercin, and did fo remain, until by the dcceafe 
of Ferdinando, fifth earl of Derby, the fame, according to the courfc 
of law and inheritance of fuch like baronies in fee, became veiled in 
abeyance between his three daughters and coheirs, Anne, Frances, and 
Elizabeth; married to Grey lord Chandos, John carl of Bridgewater, 
and Henry earl of Huntingdon. (Vid. Stanley.) 


STRANGE OF BLACKMERE. 

*Tiie firfl: of chis branch was Robert le Strange, a younger 
fon of John, the fecond, to whom his brother, John, the third, of 
Knokyn, in the 3d of Edward 1. quitted his right in the manor of 
Wrockwardinc. Which Robert died the 4th of Edward I. being 
then feifed of the manor of Whitchurch, in com. Salop, in right of 
Alianore his wife, one of the four fifters and coheirs to William dc 
Blancminilcr (alias Whitchurch). 

To whom fuccccded 

.John, his fon and heir; called John le Strange of Blackmere, by 
rcafon his manor houfe of Whitchurch, Rood adjacent to a large mere, 
which was fo denominated, from the dark colour of its water. This 
John deccafed the nth of Edward I. being then only about twenty- 
three years of age, and left 

F'ulk, his brother, his next heir, twenty-two years old; who, doing 
his homage, had livery of his lands, and was afterwards in the wars of 
Scotland and France, where, the i6th of Edward II. he w'as conRi- 
tuted fenefchal of the dutchy of Aquitaine. Moreover, he had fum- 
itions to parliament, from the Sid to the 17th of Edward II. inclufive ; 
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ia which year he died/ being then feifed of the third part of the ma* 
nor of Thornh igh, in com. Notts, in right of Alianore his wife, 
daughter and coheir to John GifFard, of Brimsfield, and was fuccceded 

John, his fon and heir; who, the ift of Edward III. making proof 
of his age, and doing his homage, had livery of his lands. He married 
Ankaret, daughter to William Boteler, of Wemme, and one of the 
fiRers and coheirs to Edward Boteler, and died the 33d of Edward III. 
having had fummons to parliament, from the 4th to the 2 ,^^ of Ed- 
ward III. inclufive. 

Folk, fon and heir of the aforeftid John, at his father’s deccafe 
was only nineteen years old ; and died in his minority, leaving Eliza- 
bctlf his wife, furviving (who remarried, firft, John lord Ferrers, of 
Chartlcy; and next, Reginald lord Cobham), and 

John, his brother and heir; who, the 28th of Edward III. making 
proof of his age, and doing his homage, had livery of his lands. And 
having married Mary, daughter of Richard carl of Arundel, died the 
12th of May, 35th Edward III. He had only fummons to parliament, 
the 34th of Edward III. and left 

John, his fon and heir, only fix years old, whofe warddiip was 
granted to the fiid Richard carl of Arundel ; but he deceafed before 
he arrived to the age of twenty-one years, viz. the 49th of Edward III. 
leaving, by Ifiber his wife, daughter of Thomas Beauchamp, earl of 
Warwick, an only daughter, 

Elizabeth, who afterwards became the wife of Thomas Mowbray,

In the LiRs of Summons to Parliament, of the 44th, 46th, and 
47th Edward III. the name of Roger le Straunge, of Blakemere, 
appears ; but Dugdale makes no mention of this Roger in his Ba- 
ronage. 


EUBOLO LE STRANGE. 

This Eubolo was another of the junior branches of the houfc of 
Knokyn; being a younger fon of the fourth John Ic Strange, by Maud 
his wife, daughter and heir of Roger D’Eivill, In the 19th Edward 11 . 
he received the honour of knighthood by bathing, &c. having robes 
allowed him out of the king’s wardrobe as a banneret. He married 
Alice, the daughter, and at length heir to Henry de Lacy, earl of Lin- 
coln (widow of Thomas earl of Lancafter), in whofe right the title of 
carl of Lincoln has been attributed to him ; but he appears only to 
have had fummons to parliament as a baron, from the EOth of 
ward II. to the 9th of Edward III. inclufive; in which year he died 
S.P. 

From Hamon, a younger brother to this Eubolo, to whom John 
lord Strange of Knokyn gave the manor of Hunllanton, in com. 
Norf. the Stranges of that place defeended, who afterwards had the 
honour of baronetage conferred upon them. 
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STRANGE OF ELLESMERE, 

Of this branch, the firft perfon mentioned is Hamon, a younger 
Ton to the firft John Ic Strange, of Knokin.*" Which 

Hamon, the 51ft Henry III. for his attachment to that king in the 
time of his contention with his rebel barons, had beftowed on him the 
manors of Ellefmere and Stretton; which manor of Ellefmerc he gave 
to his brother Roger when he went to the Holy Land, and died with- 
out ifluc. This 

Roger, for his loyalty to Henry III. had alfo a grant of divers 
lands, and was fcvcral times flicriff of Yorkfliirc ; and w'as a man of 
great eminence and confequence in his time. He married Maud, 
Widow of Roger de Moubray, and one of the daughters and coheirs 
of William Beauchamp, of Bedford,^ by whom he had 

Roger lord Strange of Ellefmere, who flew Leoline, laft prince of 
Wales, and cut off his head; and became a perfon of much eminence, 
bearing great rule in Wales, at Buleth Caftlc. 

The name of Roger le Strange, of Ellefmere, is mentioned in the 
Lifts of Summons to Parliament, the 23d, 24th, and 25th Edward I. 
and alfo among thofc barons and great men, who, the 29th Edward I. 
fiibfcribcd that letter to the pope, aflerting the independence of the 
king of England ; and that he was to anfwer no tribunal under Hea- 
ven for the right of the crown ! which, with the help of God, they 
would maintain and defend againft all men. ' 

n The Hiftory of Norfolk, difft-ring from Dugdale, fays,^ that John, fccond lord Strange of 
Knckin, by Amice his wife, Ivul five fonsj viz. ift, John, the third lord of Knokin; 2d, Ha- 
njon, who h.id Ellcfnacre, which he gave to his brother Roger} 3d, Robert, who married the 
coheirefsof Blackmiiiller; 4th, Roger, who became feifed of Ellefmere; Slh, William, who 
died young ; aud alfo a daughter, Avicc, married to Griffin de la Foie.

TALBOT, AND TALBOT OF CASTLE 

GODERICH. 

As the male line of this noble and ancient family of Talbot is yet 
remaining, and flourilhing in the high rank of the premier earl of this 
kingdom, it is irrelevant to the fubjeft of this work, to dilate upon 
their origin, defeendants, meritorious fervices, or diftinguilhed adions; 
we lhall therefore confine the narration folely to the defeent of the 
barony of Talbot, which was created by writ of fummons to parlia- 
ment, the 4th of Edward III. in the perfon of 

Gilbert Talbot,* whofe fon and heir, refiding at Goderich 
Caftlc, in the county of Hereford, had alfo fummons to parliament by 
writ, direfted ** Ricardo Talbot de Caftro Goderici,” from the 4th to 
the 29th of Edward III. and died the 30th of the fame reign, leaving 
Gilbert, his fon and heir ; who, having had fummons to parlia- 
ment, from the 36th of Edward III. to the loth of Richard II. in- 
clufivc, died the fame year ; being fuccccded by his fon and heir 
Richard ; who, having married Ankaret, the filler of John le 
Strange, of Blackmere,* and aunt and heir of Elizabeth, daughter and 
heir of the faid John, the 7th of Richard II. (his father then living), 
doing his homage, had livery of her inheritance, and alfo fummons to 
parliament in that year, and from thence to the i ith of Richard II. 
inclufive, by the denomination of Talbot of Blackmcrc; and after 
that, by the defeription of Richard Talbot, of Caftlc Goderich, to the 
17th of Richard II. fliortly after when he deceafed; viz. the 20th of

Richard II. leaving, among other iflue, Gilbert, his fon and heir, and 
John, his fccond fon (of whom hereafter). AVhich 

Gilbert, the ift of Henry V. on the death of Ankaret, his mo- 
ther, doing his homage, had livery of her lands ; and as ion and heir 
to Richard Talbot, coufin and heir to John de Haftings, fometime 
earl of Pembroke, claimed to bear the golden fpurs at the coronation 
of the faid king. This Gilbert had iflue an only daughter and heir, 
Ankaret, who died young ; wherefore John Talbot, his next brother, 
became his heir, and heir alfo to the faid Ankaret, his niece. Which 
John having married Maude, eldeft of the two daughters and co- 
heirs of Thomas Nevill, lord Furnival,* by Joane his wife, daughter 
and heir of William lord Furnival, was flrft fummoned to parliament, 
the iith of Henry VI. as lord Furnival of Hallom-Shire, that, with 
the caftle of Sheffield, being part of her inheritance. 

This is the famous Sir John Talbot, who afterwards, by king 
Henry VI. anno the ;20th of his reign, was, by letters patent, created 
earl of Shrewfbury, w'ith limitation of that honour to his iflue male. 
From which time the barony of Talbot (and the other baronies in fee 
which had defeended to this illuftrious family), became merged in the 
earldom, and did fo remain, until, by the dcceafc of Gilbert Talbot, 
the feventh carl of Shrewfbury, without iflTue male furviving, the earl- 
dom defeended to Edward his brother ; and the faid baronies (having 
their origin by writ of fummons to parliament), arc prefumed to have 
of right devolved upon his three daughters and coheirs; viz. Mary, 
wife of William earl of Pembroke ; Elizabeth, of Henry carl of Kent ; 
and Alctheia, of Thomas carl of Arundd. But of thefe daughters, 
Mary and Elizabeth left no iflue, fo that Alethcia became at length 
the foie heir. In the divifion of the inheritance, llie brought to her 
hufband, the earl of Arundel, the manor of Workfop, in com. Notts, 
the lord whereof, on the coronation day, claims to find the king a right- 
hand glove, and to fupport his right arm while he holds the feeptre. 
By the heirefs of the carls of Arundel, this manor was brought in mar- 
riage to the houfe of Howard duke of Norfolk.-}*

liT the time of king John, "Wat^ter de Tijbetot adhering to the 
king's enemies, had his lands in the county of Leicefter feized, and 
given to the earl of Ferrers, of whom they were held. 

The next mentioned of this name, is Hen^ry de Tiijetot, who, 
the ift of Henry III. being in arms for the king, had a grant of the 
forfeited lands of Adam do Painel, in the counties of York and Lin- 
coln j and dying the 34th of Henry III. was luccccded by 

Robert, his Ibn and heir, who then doing his homage, had livery 
of his lands ; and the 50th of Henry III. was made governor of Por- 
chefter caftle. He attended prince Kdward to the Holy Land ; by 
whom (after he became king), he was holdcn in great eftimation, and 
was intruded with many high and important offices. His wife was Eve, 
daughter of Pain dc Chaworth ; and his iffiie. Pain, his fon and heir; 
as alfo two daughters; viz. Hawife, who married John, fbn of Robert 
Fitz-Roger (a great baron in Northumberland); and Eve, who mar- 
ried Robert, fon of Robert dc Tatffial. Hying the 26th of Edward I. 
his ibn 

Pain de Tibetot was his fucccflbr, who was conftituted warden 
of the fbrefts beyond Trent, and governor of Northampton caftle ; and 
having had fummons to parliament, among the barons of the realm, ' 
from the ift to the yth of Edward II. incluftvc ; loft: his life in that 
fatal battle of Strivelin, the fame year: being then feiied of the manor 
of AVighton, in com. Ebor.; Everfton and Langar, in corn. Notts. ; 
Nettleftedc, in Suffolk ; Bardefton and Thorpe-Edmer, in com. Leic. ; 
Strathall, in ElTex ; and Bore well and Hardleilon, in com. Cantab. ; 
leaving John, his ibn and heir, and Agnes his wife, daughter of Wil- 
liam dc Ros, of Hamlake, furviving. Which. 

voL, II. 4 C John, 
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John, the 8th of Edward III. making proof of his age, and doing 
his homage, had livery of his lands ; and was afterwards in the wars 
of France and Scotland, and was governor of Berwick. He married 
Margaret, j-oungeft of the fillers and coheirs of Giles lord Badlefmere ; 
by whom (in the divifion of that great inheritance), he confiderably 
incrcafed his eftate; and having had fummons to parliament, from 
the 9th to the 39th of Edward III. inclufive, died the 41ft of Ed- 
ward III. leaving Robert, his fon and heir, twenty-fix years old (John, 
his cldcil fon, having died in his lifetime). Which 

Robert furvived him not long; for, having had fummons to par- 
liament, the 42d and 44th of Edward III. he deccafed the 46i.h of 
Edward III. leaving Maud his wife, daughter of William Deincourt, 
furviving, and three daughters, his coheirs ; viz. Margaret, Milicent, 
and Elizabeth, who were then in minority, and given in ward to Ri- 
chard Ic Scrope, of Bolton ; who difpofed of Margaret, the eldcft of 
them, to Roger le Scrope, his eldell fon, in marriage ; Milicent, to 
Stephen, his third fon; and Elizabeth, to Philip le Defpenfer, the 
younger. Which daughters, the 9th of Richard II. making proof of 
their refpedivc ages, had livery of their lands; in the partition where- 
of, the capital manor of Langar, in com. Notts, went to the 
Scropcs, and from Emanuel lord Scrope, of Bolton, and earl of Sun- 
derland, by one of his natural daughters, in marriage to the Howe 
family ; and the manor of Nettlcftcde, to the Defpenfers ; from whole 
only daughter and heir, Margery, married, lirft, to the lord Ros, and 
alter, to Sir Roger Wentworth, the fame was brought into the latter 
family, who afterwards had fummons to parliament, by the title dr

The male iflue of the chief line of this family having thus failed, 
the principal branch which continued, was in the perfon of Sir John 
Tibetot, fon and heir to Sir Pain Tibetot (a younger brother to the 
laft Robert), by Agnes his wife, filler to Sir John Wrothc, knight. 
Which 

^Sir John was in fo much eftimation with king Henry IV. that 
he obtained many favours from him ; being conftituted chief butler of 
England, treafurer of the king’s houfchold, Icncfchal of Aquitaine, 
ambaflador to the king of the Romans, prefident of the king’s ex- 
chequer in Normandy, and treafurer of that dutchy, chief Reward of 
the king’s caftles and lordfhips throughout Wales; and, moreover, 
had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, from the 
4th to the 20th of Henry VI. inclufive, and died the 2 1 ft of Henry VI. 
leaving, by Joicc his wife, fifter and coheir of Edward Charlton, lord 
Powys,* by whom he obtained a very confidcrablc inheritance, 

John, his fon and heir, fixteen years of age; who afterwards, viz. 
the i6th of July, 27th of Henry VI. was created carl of Worcefter, 
and the 36th of Henry VI. was conftituted lord deputy of Ireland. 
Upon the advancement of the houfc of York to the throne, in the 
perfon of Edward IV. he loft none of his former reputation at court 
(where, being a man of excellent accomplifliments, he had been in no 
fmall favour with Henry VI.) and was made firft jufticc of North 
Wales, and foon after conftable of the Tower of London, and lord 
treafurer of the exchequer, and a knight of the garter. He was a man 
of learning, and wrote divers trads; whereof Bale makes mention.

He was alio a good lawyer; and a foldicr ; and altogether was a great 
ftatefman.* He had many dilFerent employments; and, among the 
reft, was chancellor of England, though at the fame time, made choice 
of to ferve the king in the wars. He was alfo conftable of England. 
Wherefore, the great power and favour he enjoyed, was fufHcient of 
itfclf to raife him many enemies ; but what contributed the moft to 
his ruin was, that the king caufed him, at Southampton, to fit in 
judgment upon feveral perfons taken in an encounter on board fomc 
Ihips at fca; he adjudged them to be drawn, hanged, and beheaded; 
twenty of whom underwent the fcntence. 

Thcfe being of the Lancaftrian intcreft, that party did not fail to 
remember him in due time : when the feene changing, through the, 
power of the famous king-maker, Nevil earl of Warwick, he was 
forced (the king being flefl, and Henry VI. reftored), to fliift for him- 
felf ; and his cafe was fo much the worfe, in that he had the envy of 
many of the Yorkifts, and fo had fcarccly any place of retreat, as ma- 
nifcftly appears from his hiftory ; for he was at laft found on the top 
of an high tree, in the foreft of Waybridge, in Huntingdonfliire ; and 
being thence brought to London, was adjudged to fuffer death ; and 
thereupon was beheaded on Tower Hill, and w'as buried at Black 
Friers, in that city, loth Edward IV. 

This unfortunate earl was twice married; ’lirft, to Elizabeth, daugh- 
ter of llobcrt Greyndour, and by her had a fbn, John, who died the 
day he was born, on which his mother died alfo; his fccond wife was 
Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas, and filler to Sir Walter Hopton, 
knight (widow of Sir Roger Corbet, of Morton Corbet, in com. Salop, 
knight), by whom he had a fon, Edward. Which

Edward was then only about two years of age, and was afterwards 
reftored in blood by king Edward IV. when he regained the crown : 
but he died unmarried, the 13th of Auguft, 1485, leaving his three 
aunts his coheirs ; viz. Philippa, wife of Thomas lord Boos, of Ham- 
lake ; Joanc, of Sir Edmund Inglethorpe ; and Joice, of Edmund, fon 
and heir to John lord Dudley.

This dynafty commenced in the perfon of Theobald de Butler, 
who having married Rohefe, the daughter and heir of Nicholas do 
Verdon,* he, by reafon flic was fo great an hclrefs, rcllnquiflicd his 
own paternal name, and afl'umed that of Verdox ; which was thence- 
forth continued to their pofl:erity. Of whom’’ 

John de Butler, alias Verdon, on the dcccafe of the faid Ro- 
hefe, his mother, anno 1347 ( 3 ’’^ Henry III.) paying 1300 marks to 
the king, had livery of all thofe lands which, by her death, had de- 
feended to him; and the 43d of Henry III. obtained the king’s char- 
ter for free warren in all his demefne lands at Ncwbold, Lutterworth, 
Butlcfliy, Cotefbache, and Keftyngton, in com. Leic. In the great 
contention between king Henry and the confederated barons, under 
Montfort earl of Leicefter, he adhered to the royal fide. And after- 
w'ards, when thofe troubles were at an end, attended prince Edward 
to the Holy Land, the 55th Henry III. 

This John was twice married ; firft, to Margaret, daughter to 
Gilbert, and heir to Walter de Lacie, her grandfather; by which 
means the caftle of Webbelcy, in com Heref. was firll. brought into

of Ireland. The 39th of Edward I. he was one of the barons in the 
parliament at Lincoln, who, by a public inftrument under their fcals, 
lent to pope Boniface VIII. afferted the right of king Edward as 
fupcriorlord of the whole realm of Scotland. And having had fum- 
mons to parliament, among the barons of the realm, from the 2 2d to 
the 35th of Edward I. died the 3d of Edward II. leaving Theobald,

Theobald, in his father’s life, had alfb fummons to parliament, 
from the 28th of Edward I. to the 2d of Edward II. inclufivc ; and 
after then, from the 3d to the 9th of Edward II. inclufivc ; the year 
following of which he died. He was twice married : firfi:, to Maud, 
daughter to Edmund Mortimer, lord of Wigmore, by whom he had 
ilfuc three daughters ; viz.

It has before been obferved, in our firft volume, that among thofc 
valiant Normans who attended the Conqueror into England, were 
Robert and Yvo de Vefei ; on the latter of which he bellowed Alda, 
the daughter and foie heir of William Tyfbn, lord of Alnwick, and 
Malton, in Yorklhire, two great baronies; by whom the faid Yvo left 
an only daughter and heir, Beatrice, who married Eullacc Fitz-John, 
In whom commenced this dynafty of the Vefei name. 

Eustace Fitz-Jojijs was the nephew and heir of Serlo de Burgh, 
the founder of Knarelborough Gallic ; and his father w'as John, fur- 
named Monoculus, by reafon he had but one eye, brother to the faid 
Serlo. Tliis Eullace was a very potent man, and often llylcd the 
chief of the Englilh peers, and moll eminent for his wealth and wif- 
dom : but was at lall unfortunately llain by the Wcllh, the 3d of 
Henry II. being at that time a great and aged perfon. By the faid 
Beatrice, his lirll wife, he had ilfuc two fons ; William, furnamed de 
Vefei, and Geffery. And by Agnes, his fccond wife, a Ion, called 
Richard Fitz-Eullace, from whom the families of Laci, earls of Lin- 
coln, and the barony of Clavering defeended. Which Agnes was 
daughter and heir to William Fitz-Nigcl, baron of Halton, and con- 
ilable of Chcller.* To whom fuccccded in the barony of Vefei, 
William, his fon and heir before-named; who was IbcrilF of 
Northumberland a great part of the reign of Henry II. and had a 
principal Ihare in the battle near Alnwick, where the Scots were to- 
tally defeated. The 12th of Henry II. on the aid for marriage of the 
king’s daughter, he certified his knights fees to be twenty de veteri 
feoffamento, for which he afterwards accounted £. 17, 13 l ; and for

his fees dc novo feofFamento, £.], 8 j. 6 J. HIs wife was Burga, filler of 
Robert de Stutevil, lord of Knarefliorough ; by whom he Ihid two fons, 
Eullacc, his heir, and Warinc, lord of Knapton. But by another wife, 
Agnes,'* daughter to William king of Scotland, he had ilfue a fon, 
called William ;* and dying the 31ft of Henry II. 

Eustacf, his cldcft fon, became his fuccclfor, who was then in mi- 
nority ; but the 2d of Richard I. accomplifliing his full age, he gave 
2300 marks for livery of his lands, with liberty to marry whom he 
plcafcd. In the reign of king John, the flame breaking out between 
him and his barons, this Eullace was one of the chief of them ; and 
one of thofc who invited over the dauphin of France. 

It is related, that king John, who had a model! countenance, was 
a moft libidinous man ; exceflively lulling after women, and deriding 
the hufbands of thofe wives whom he had feduced allray. Among 
thefe his pradices, hearing that this Eullace had a very beautiful wife, 
but far dillant from court, and carnellly ftudying how to accomplilh 
his defircs, fitting at table one day with her hulband, and feeing a 
ring on his finger, he laid hold on it, and faid, “ That he had fuch 
another llone, which he refolved to fet in gold in that very form;” and 
having thus got the ring, prefently fent it to her in her hulband’s 
name ; conjuring her by that token, if Ihc ever expeded to fee him 
alive, to come fpeedily to him. 

Upon fight of the ring, flie gave credit to the melTenger, and came 
with all expedition ; but it fo happened, that her hulband cafually 
riding out, met her on the road ; and being much furprifed to fee 
her, alked what the matter was? and when he undcrllood how 
they were both deluded, refolved to find out a common whore, and

king foon after bragged himfelf of what had pafled ; and faid, “ Eu- 
“ ftacc, thou haft a moft lovely wife, and a pleafant bcd-fcllow.” To 
which he anfwcred, “ How did you know it ?” Quoth the king, “ I 
“ have had experience of it.” “ No,” replied Euftace, ** it was not 
" my wife, but a common whore.” Whereat the king was lb en- 
raged, that he threatened to kill him ; but Euftace haftily retired, and 
joined the difeontented barons, who were then in great force. He 
was, however, afterwards llain before Barnard caftlc. By Margaret his 
wife, daughter of William, and filler to Alexander king of Scotland, 
he left 

William, his fon and heir; who married, firft, Ifabel, daughter 
to William Longefpe, earl of Salifbury (natural fon to Henry II.) ; 
and, fecondly, Agnes, daughter of William dc Ferrers, carl of Derby. 
And dying the 37th of Henry III. left ilTue two fons ; viz. John and 
William ;* Whereof 

John, fuccelTor to his father William, was under age at that time, 
whole wardlhip was committed to Peter de Savoy. He afterwards 
was one of the chief commanders in the wars of Gafeoigne ; but in 
the general confederation of the barons, under Montfort earl of Lei- 
cefter, tided with them againft the king; and was one of thofe barons 
who had fummons to the parliament called by that party, the 49th of 
Henry III. He was, however, made prilbncr at Evelham ; but after- 
wards allowed to compound, under the conditions of the Didtum de 
Kcnilw’orth. He married, firft, Mary, lifter of Hugh dc Lezinian, earl 
of March and Engolefme ; and, fecondly, by procurement of queen 
Eleanor, Ifabel de Beaumont, her kinfwoman; but in the lyth ol'

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the faid Margaret, and her filters (from whom w'ere dcfccnded alfo 
feveral others of the pretenders), were born in holy wedlock, or came 
into the world by unfandified palfages of generation : for had thefe 
ladies been legitimate, the claims under them, as daughters of king 
William, was certainly better than thofe of Baliol and Bruce ; who 
deduced their titles from Margaret and Ilabcl, two daughters of David 
his younger brother. Wherefore the early difmiflion of their claims, 
appears to lliew the fenfe of that age refpeding their legitimacy ; and 
to juftify the Scotch writers, who have affirmed, that many of thefe 
groundlefs prctenlions were fpirited up by Edw'ard, merely to draw the 
matter into his own hands.

Further of the lord Welles, it only appears that he w as eminent for 
his valour, and ferved in the wars of France and Scotland; and, more- 
over, had fummons to parliament, from the 49th of Edward III. to 
the 8th of Henry V. inclufive, lliortly after when he dcccafed ; viz.

and the next enfuing year, had reftitution of the manor of WcHcs and 
divers other manors in the county of Lincoln, and clfcwherc. 

But the 9th of Edward IV. Sir Robert Welles, his fon and heir (a 
gallant foldier), being made by Nevil earl of Warwiek, general of his 
army, raifed in behalf of Henry VI. to effed his reftoration, the king 
(Edward IV.) became fo incenfed, that he fent for this Richard, who 
endeavoured to avoid the journey ; but feeing that would not do, he 
went, taking with him Sir Thomas Dymoke, who had married his 
filler. Perceiving, however, the king’s wrath, he fled to faniftuary at 
Weftminfter. From whence, on promife of fafety, the king took him, 
and Sir Thomas Dymoke with him, and marched into Lincolnlhirc ; 
requiring the lord Welles to command his fon to lay down his arms. 
Which having attempted in vain, the king grew fo enraged, that 
(contrary to his promife before given), he caufed the heads of this 
Richard, and his brother-in-law. Sir Thomas Dymoke, to be forthwith 
cut off. 

In revenge for which cruel adl, Sir Robert Welles, without waiting 
the coming up of Warwick, marched forward, and gave battle to the 
royal army, although fuperior in number; when, after a moll valiant 
fight, and obflinate refiflance, he was defeated (his men, in the end, 
forfaking him, and taken prifoner, and thereupon beheaded) ; Eliza- 
beth his wife, daughter of John lord BernO's, furviving; by whom he 
had no ifllie. 

Richard lord Welles and Willoughby, and Sir Robert, his fon and 
heir, having thus terminated their lives by fo melancholy a cataftrophe, 
Joane, daughter of the laid Richard, and filler to Sir Robert, became 
the next heir. Which

But after thefe two periods, it does not appear that the faid Ri- 
CHA.RD was again furamoned to parliament, although he lived fcveral 
years afterwards; as is evident from his will, dated i8th March, i8th 
Henry VII. in w hich he bequeathed his body to be buried in the Grey 
Friers, in London. 

He had an only fon, Anthony, who died before him; v/herefore 
leaving no iffue furviving, the barony of Willoughby reverted back to 
that family,* and the barony of Welles, on the death of John vifeount 
Welles, S. P. S. became veiled in abeyance (if fully reftored alter the 
fcveral attainders), in the four daughters and coheirs of Leo lord 
Welles; married, as beforementioned, to the lord Hoo and Haflings ; 
Dymoke ; Willoughby ; and De la Launde : of which coheirs, at the 
prefent day, it is conlldered, there is no reprefentative in the dired: 
and immediate line of male continuation, excepting from Margery, 
wife of Sir Thomas Dymoke, knight ; whofe family yet remains in 
the perfon of Lewis Dymoke, efquire, who ftill polTeflcs the ancient 
inheritance of his anccftors,f and the feudal barony of Marmion, of 
Scrivelfby, in com. Line.

Having thus done with the firll branch of this noble family, it 
remains now to treat of John, fon of Leo lord Welles, by his fecond 
wife, Margaret, duchels of Somerfet.

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John, putting himfclf early in arms on behalf of Henry carl of 
llichmond, againft king Richard III, and ftanding thus faithful to 
that earl, was, on his acceflion to the crown, by the name of Hen- 
ry VII. made conftabic of the caftle of Rockingham ; having there- 
with, alfo a grant of the Rewardfiiip of the foreft. Moreover, he was 
created vifeount Welles ; and though the time of this creation does 
not appear on record, yet by that title the writs of fummons Ihew he 
was called to parliament, the 3d, yth, i ith, and 12th of Henry VII. 

He married Cecily, daughter to kirig Edward IV. and filler to Eli- 
zabeth, wife of Henry VII. and died the 14th of that reign, having

Of this family, though of great antiquity In Yorkfhire, the firft that 
was raifccl to the dignity of a baron of the realm was 

Thomas, fon of Sir Richard Wentworth, of Ncttlcfted, in com. 
SufF. ; who, by writ of fummons, was admitted as a peer to that me- 
morable parliament, the 31ft of Henry VIII. which gave the firft 
ftroke to the dilTolution of the monaftcrics. After when, he conti- 
nued to have the like fummons till his death, the 5th of Edward VI. 
to which king he Was lord chamberlain of the houfchold. 

By Margaret his wife, daughter of Sir Adrian Fortefeue, by Anne 
his wife, daughter of Sir William Stonor, he had ifTue a numerous 
progeny of fons and daughters, as in the annexed Table.* Whereof 

Thomas, his eldcft fon, was his fucceflbr; who, upon the death of 
king Edward VI. was among the firft of thofe who appeared on behalf 
of queen Mary ; on whofe acceffion to the throne, he was made one 
of her privy council, and alfb deputy of Calais, and the Marches there- 
of ; in which fttuation he continued till the fiege of that garrifon by 
the duke of Guife, the 5th of queen Mary, w ith an army fo great, 
that he was obliged to furrender up that important fortrefs to the 
French, after it had been in the pofTeftion of the Englifh upwards of 
200 ycars.“ For which misfortune he was tried by his peers, on a fuf- 
picion of cowardice or treachery, in the delivering of it up f but he 

was

The 15th of Elizabeth, he was one of the peers on the trial of the 
duke of Norfolk ; and, the apth of Elizabeth, was on the trial of Mary 
queen of Scots. And having had fummons to parliament, from the 
6th of Edward VI. to the 3Tft of Elizabeth, inclufivc, died the 33d of 
the fame reign ; having had iffuc by Anne his wife, daughter of Sir 
John Wentworth, of Gosfield, in com. ElTex, knight, two fons ; viz. 

William, who married Elizabeth, daughter of William lord Burleigh, 
and died in his lifetime, S. P. ; and Henry ; as alfb a daughter, who 
married William, fon and heir to Sir Francis Hynde, knight. Which 

Henry, fuccccding him in the honour, had fummons to parliament 
the 35th of Elizabeth, but died foon after ; viz. the 36th of Eliza- 
beth : leaving by Anne his wife, daughter of Sir Owen Hopton, knight, 
and widow of Sir William Pope, knight,’’ 

Thomas, his fon and hpir; who, the 4th of June, i6io (8th 
James I.) was created lord Wentworth, of Nettleftcd, in com. Ebor.* * Dug. Bm. 
and the 5th of February, ift Charles I. was further raifed to the dig- p.alo. 
nity of carl of Cleveland. He was a perfon of extraordinary prudence, 
courage, and loyalty ; which he manifefted moft cxcmplarily to the 
unfortunate king Charles I. throughout the time of his greateft dif- 
trclTes : and had the good fortune to live to fee the happy reftoration 
of Charles II. ; and accompanied his majefty, in his triumphant entry 
through London, at the head of three hundred noblemen and gentle- 
men.

Henry, the fecond ion, according to the infeription on his monument, at Saperton, in com. 
done, was a major general in the fervicc of Charles 1. and died in I6i4. (Mag. Britan,

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With this monarch he enjoyed the fame efteem as he had of James 
and Charles L, And, moreover, was appointed to fill the fame honour- 
able polls he had enjoyed during their reigns. He died the 35th of 
March, 1667, in a good old age (feventy-fix.) By Anne, his firft 
wife, daughter of Sir John Crofts, of Saxham, in SufF. knight, he had 
three fons; viz. Thomas (of whom hereafter); William, and Charles; 
wlio both died young. Alfo three daughters; viz. Anne, who died 
an infant ; Mary, vvlio died unmarried ; and another Anne, w ho be- 
came the wife of John lord Lovelace. His fccond wife was Catherine, 
daugliter and coheir of Sir John Wentworth, of Gosficld, in Efl'ex, 
by whom he had an only daughter, Catherine, married to William 
Spenfer, of Cople, in com. Bedf. ; but died illuelcfs. 

Tiio.mas, the eldell fon bcforcinentioned, in his fathers life, was 
fummoned to parliament as lord Wentworth of Nettleftcd ; and be- 
haved himfelf with great bravery during the civil wars againll the 
rebels: but dying before his father, anno 1664, without iflue male, the 
earldom beeamc extinft, and the barony of Wentworth defeended to 
his only daughter and heir, 

’Henuietta Wentworth, who dying, unmarried, in i 685 , it 
devolved upon her aunt, 

Anne, daughter to Thomas earl of Cleveland, and wife to John 
lord Lovelace, beforenamed. 

S She refided at Toddiiigton, in coni' Bedf. with an illuftrioin inmate, the duke of Mon- 
mouth; whofe attachment to lady Wentworth continued to his death. On the fcaffbid he 
fpokc in vindication of her honour, although it was fujfidently uolotiaus, nor did he deny it to 
the divines who attended him, that they lived together ns man and wife, after he had foriaken 
the dtichefs. I-ady Wentworth is faid to have died broken hearteci, in confequence of his un- 
timely end.

Of this family, which is of great antiquity in the county of Weft- 
moreland, taking its denomination from a lordfhip of that name, fituatc 
upon the banks of the river Eden, was

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Sir Thomas Wharton, knight, governor of the town and caRle 
of Carlifle, who greatly fignalized himfelf in the wars of Scotland, 
temp. Henry Vllf. as alfb at the battle at Pinkney ; and for his faith* 
ful fcrvices, had fummons to parliament among the barons of the realm, 
the 36th of Henry VIII, 

He was twice married : lirll, to Eleanor, daughter to Bryan Staple- 
ton, of Wighill, in com. Ebor. cfquire, by whom he had iffue, 
Thomas, his fon and heir ; Henry ; and two daughters ; viz. Joane, 
wife of William Penington, of Moncafter, in com. Cumb, efquire ; 
and Anne, of Sir Richard Mufgravc, of Harcla CalUe, in com. Weftm. 
knight. His fecond w ife was Anne, daughter of George earl of Shrewf- 
bury; and dying the 10th of Elizabeth, was fucceeded by 

Thomas, his fon and heir, then forty-eight years of age; who hav- 
ing married Anne, daughter of Robert carl of EITcx, had ifluc Philip, 

his fon and heir, and two daughters ; of w'hich Mary married 

Gower, of Stittenham, in com. Ebor.; and Anne wedded William 
Woolrich, of Suffex, cfquire. 

Philip, the next lord Wharton, fucceeded his father the 14th of 
Elizabeth, being then feventeen years old; and married Frances, 
daughter of Henry carl of Cumberland, and had by her two Ions, Sir 
George and Sir Thomas; and three daughters; whereof Margaret 
married Edward lord Wotton ; Eleanor, William Thwaytes, of Long 
Marfton, in com. Ebor. efquire ; and Frances became the wife of Sir 
Richard Mufgravc, of Edcnhall, in Cumberland, K. B. and baronet ; 
and of the fons. 

Sir George Wharton, the eldeft, married Anne, daughter of 
John Manners, carl of Rutland; but was ilain in a duel with his 
friend, James Stuart, fon of the firft lord Blantyre. Thefc two un- 
fortunate young men both fell in this conteft; and by the king’s 
command, were buried in one grave at lllington, loth November, 
1609. 

Sir Thomas Wharton, thus, on his brother’s death, became heir 
apparent, but he died alfo in his father’s lifetime ; leaving by Phila- 
delphia 
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dciphia his wife, daughter of Robert Carey, carl of Momifoiith, two 
fons, Philip and Thomas. Of which 

Philip, the eldeft, on the death of his grandfather Philip, in 
was the next lord Wharton ; who was a violent Puritan, and an aftive 
partizan of the parliament in the time of Charles I. His firft wife 
was Elizabeth, daughter of Sir Rowland Wandesford, attorney of the 
court of wards, by whom he had an only daughter, Elizabeth, who 
married Robert Bertie, third earl of Lindfey. His iecond wife was 
Jane, daughter and heir of Arthur Goodwin,* of Winchend'on, Bucks, 
by whom he had two fons, Thomas and Goodwin ; and four daugh- 
ters ; viz. Anne, married to William, only fon of William Carr, groom 
of the bedchamber to James I.; Margaret, to major Dunch, of Pufey, 
in com. Berks ; Mary, to William, fon and heir of Edmund Thomas, 
ofWcnnoe, in com. Glaraorg. cfquire; and Philadelphia, lirft, to Sir 
George Lockhart, of Carnwarth, in N. B. knight; and after, to cap- 
tain John Ramfay. His third wife was Philadelphia, daughter to the 
beforenamed William Carr, and widow of Edmund Popham, efquirc ; 
by whom he had one fon, William, who died unmarried. 

Thomas lord Wharton, fuccclTor to his father Philip, was one of 
thofe who invited over the prince of Orange; being a worthy and 
complete ftatcfman ; a principal promoter of the rerolution ; zealous 
for the Hanover fettlemcnt ; of great fagacity, elocution, and fpirit. 
He was created vifeount Winchenden, in Buckinghamfliirc, and earl 
of Wharton, in lyod, by queen Anne; and in 1714, was further raifed 
to the dignity of marquis of Wharton ; but died the following year, 
1715. He was twice married ; firfl:, to Anne, one of the two daugh- 
ters and coheirs of Sir Henry Lee, of Ditchley, in com. Oxon, by 
whom he had no iiTue ; fecondly, to Lucy, daughter to Adam Loftus, 
baron Lifbume, in Ireland; by whom he had idue two daughters, 
Jane and Lucy ; and a fon; 

Philip; who fucceeded his father in all his titles and abilities, but 
none of his virtues. Walpole, in his Account of Royal and Noble 
Authors, thus deferibes him: viz. ** With attachment to no party,

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** though with talents to govern any party, this lively man changed 
“ the free air of Weftminfter, for the gloom of the Efcurial; the pro- 
** fpcdl of king George’s garter for the Pretender’s ; and with indif- 
ference to all religion, the frolic lord who had written the ballad on 
“ the A. B. of Canterbury, died in the habit of a Capuchin.” 

In 1717, by the great favour of king George I. he was created duke 
of Wharton ; from which time he adled in total oppofition to the in- 
tereft of the king and kingdom. Having wafted a large eftatc, he 
turned Papift ; a<fted for the Pretender ; and was a volunteer in the 
Spanifti army before Gibraltar, in 1727. Then retiring into a monaf- 
tery in Spain, he there died without iftuc, in 1731. His firft wife was 
the daughter of major-general Holmes ; his fecond, Mils Obern, maid 
of honour to the ouecn of Spain. 

There is one anecdote recorded of this duke, refpeding his cele- 
brated fpecch in the houfc of lords, on the third reading of the bill to 
infli(ft pains and penalties on Francis lord bifliop of Rochefter,* May 
15, 1723, that we cannot let pafs unnoticed. It is. 

That his grace, then in oppofition to the court, went to Chelfea the 
day before the laft debate on that prelate’s affair, where, ading con- 
trition, he profeffed being determined to work out his pardon at court, 
by fpeaking againft the bifhop ; in order to which he begged fomc 
hints. The miniftcr was deceived, and went through the whole caufe 
with him ; pointing out where the ftrength of the argument lay, and 
where its weaknel'i. The duke was very thankful; returned to town, 
paffed the night in drinking, and without going to bed, went to the 
houfc of lords, where he fpokc for the bifliop ; recapitulating in the 
.moft maftcrly manner, and anfwering all that had been urged againft 
him. 

His fpcech againft the miniftry two years before, on the aftiiir of the 
South Sea Company, had a fatal effect; earl Stanhope anfwering it 
with fo much w’armth, that he burft a blood velTcl, and died.

The firft of this family, it fcems, was John, fccond foa of Sir John 
Williams, of Burhcld, in com. Berks (by Elizabeth his wife, daughter 
and coheir to Richard More, of Buriield, cfquire) ; of the iame family 
as Sir Richard Williams, knight, who aiTumed the furname of Crom« 
well. Which 

John, the ayth of Henry VIII. was clerk of the king’s jewel of- 
fice, and afterwards obtained a patent for the office of mafter or trea- 
furer of the fame jewel office; by which, and other means, he acquired 
confidcrable wealth ; and the ^pth of Henry VIII. purchafed the ma- 
nors of Great and Little Ricott,, in com. Oxon. 

Upon the death of Edward VI. he was among the firft who ap- 
peared on behalf of queen Mary, and thereby recommended himlclf to 
her favour and notice ; fo much fb, that he was foleranly created lord 
Williams of Thame, as foon as fhe attained the crown ; having fum- 
mons to parliament the firft year of her reign, but no patent of crea- 
tion was ever enrolled. On the marriage of queen Mary with Philip 
of Spain, he was conflituted lord chamberlain ol the houfehold to that 
king ; and had further fummons to parliament all the years of their 
reign. Nor was he in lefs favour with queen Elizabeth; who, the ift 
year of her reign, made him prefident of her council in the principality 
of Wales ; in which year he died at the cafUe of Ludlow. 

He was twice married : firft, to Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of 
Thomas Blcdlow, cfquire, and widow of Andrew Edmonds, efquirc, 
of Greffing-Temple, in com. Efiex, by whom he had two fbns; viz. 
Hcniy, who married Anne, daughter to Henry lord Stafford ; and

Francis : but both of them died in his lifetime, S. P. And dfo two 
daughters, who became his heirs ; viz. Ifabel, married to Sir Richard 
Wenman, knight ; and Margery, to Henry lord Norris.* 

His fecond wife was Margery, daughter of Thomas lord Wentworth, 
by whom he had no ifluc. 


WILLOUGHBY OF ERESBY.

Of this name was Ralph de Willeghbt, of Willeghby, in com. 
Line. temp, king John ; whofe lands were feized for his adherence to 
the rebel barons, but reilored again the ill of Henry HI. This Ralph 
had iffue two fons ; viz. Hugh and Robert ; whereof 
Hugh, by the marriage of Frethcfend, one of the daughters and 
coheirs to William de Cokerinton, by Berta his wife, daughter and co- 
heir to Lambert de Scoteni (a great man in Lincolnfliire), had for her 
purparty certain lands in Cumberworth and Thorpe, which were of 
the fee of Scoteni. And was fucceeded by 
William de Willoughby; who, the 44th of Henry III. on the 
death of Frethefcnd his mother, had livery of the lands of her inheri- 
tance ; but, fays Dugdale, had no iiTue which continued : for Robert 
his uncle enjoyed the efiatc, and the 48th of Henry III. was one of 
the rebel barons of that age. 

This Robert, however, Mr. Collins obferves, in point of time, was 
more likely to be the ion of William than the uncle (for Dugdale 
cites no authority); and by the daughter and heir of John Orreby, had 
ilTue 

Sir William Willoughby, knight, who, the 54th of Henry III. 
was figned with the crofs, together with many others, who then ac- 
compamed prince Edward to the Holy Land ; and by Alice his wife, 

daughter

daughter of John, and lifter and coheir to Walter Bee, lord of Erefby, 
in com. Line, had 

Robert, his Ion and heir; who, the 4th of Edward II. on the 
death of that great prelate, Anthony Bee, bilhop of Durham, was 
found to be one of his coufins, and next heir; viz. fon of Alice, 
daughter of .John, brother to that bilhop ; and at that time forty years 
of age. And having been ferviccable to the king in his wars of France 
and Scotland, and polTefling fo ample an eftate, he had fummons 
to parliament among the barons of the realm, the 7th of Edward II. 
but died foon after; viz. the loth of Edward IL leaving Margaret his 
wife, daughter of the lord Deincourt, furviving; and John, his fon and 
heir, then fourteen years of age. Which 

John, the 20th of Edward II. received the honour of knighthood 
by bathing, having all his accoutrements relating to that folemnity 
allowed out of the king’s wardrobe ; and the ift of Edward III. mak- 
\ ing proof of his age, had livery of his lands. After when, he was in 

the wars of Scotland and France, and at the famous battle of Crclly ; 
and having been fummoned to parliament, from the 6th to the 33d 
of Edward III. died the fame year; leaving by Joane his wife, daugh- 
ter and heir to Sir Thomas Rofcclin, knight. 

Sir John Willoughby, knight, his heir and fuccelTor, who ferved 
in the wars of France, and cfpecially at the glorious battle of Poi<ftiers, 
under Edward the Black Prince.

Robert, his fon and heir, then twenty-three years of age ; who 
doing his homage, had liveiy of his lands; and, like his noble anceftors, 
ferved with high reputation in the wars of France and Spain, where

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he accompanied John of Ghent, duke of Lancafter, for his recovery of 
the kingdom of Caftile. This Robert was twice married: firR, to 
Alice, daughter of Sir William Skipwith,* by whom he had William, *Segar’sM.s 
his fucceflbr; and, fccondly, to Eiiaabeth,' widow of John Nevill, lord 
Latimer,+ by whom he had four others fons;t via. Robert; Thomas, tvid. uti-

anceftor to the lord Willoughby of Brook ; John, and Bryan. And * 
having had fumraons to parliament, from the 49th of Edward III. to Voi.li. p .33 
the 1 8th of Richard II. died the ijoth of the fame king, leaving the 
beforementioned 

William, his fon and heir; who, the zzd of Richard II. was one 
of the peers in parliament, at what time that unfortunate monarch 
made a refignation of his kingly dignity. The 3d of Henry IV. he 
was retained to ferve the king in an expedition into Scotland; and 
having had fummons to parliament, from the 30th of Richard 11 . to 
the 1 ith of Henry IV. inclufivc, died the fame year; leaving ifliic by 
Lucy his firft wife, daughter of Roger lord Strange, of Knockin, Ro- , 

bert, his fon and heir, and another fon, Thomas, anceftor to the lord 
Willoughby of Parham. || His fecond wife was Joane, one of the II Vid. Wii- 
ftfters and coheirs to Eidmund Holland, earl of Kent, and widow of 
Edmund of Langley, duke of York ; by whom, according to £ximon> 
fon, he had an only daughter, Margaret, who married William baron 
Fitz-Hugh; whereupon 

Robert, his cldeft fon, was his fucceflbr; who, the 12th of Hen- 
ry IV. obtained from that king a confirmation of king Henry II.’s 
charter, made to Hugh, the fon of Pinchon (his anceftor), fome time 
fteward to the bilhop of Durham, of all thole lands which the faid 
Pinchon held of him; viz. Erelby, and its members. The 3d of

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Henry V. he attended that warlike prince when he took HarHeur* 
and obtained that glorious vi< 5 tory over the French at Agincourt ; and 
being of an adivc and heroic fpirit, became one of the greateft wor- 
thies of the age. He married Maud, the daughter of Sir Richard 
Stanhope, and coufin and coheir of Ralph lord Cromwell; and having 
been fummoned to parliament, from the 13th of Henry IV. to the 
39th of Henry VI. died the year following; leaving Joane, the wife 
of Sir Richard Welles, knight, his daughter and heir.'

Which Sir Richard, eldeft fon, and heir apparent of Leo lord 
Welles, thereupon had fummons to parliament as lord Willoughby, 
during his father’s life ; but this honour continued only for a Ihort 
time in the Welles family,* as in the account of them has been 
fully noticed. Wherefore, on the deccafe of Richard Haftings, lord 
Welles, and Joane his wife, without iflue furviving, the barony of 
Ercfby again reverted to the fame line from whence it had for a while 
departed.

The iflue male of the principal branch of this family having failed, 
as already ftiewn. Sir Robert Willoughby, knight, fon of Thomas 
(by “Joane his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir Richard Arundel), 
a younger brother to the laft Robert lord Willoughby, became the 
next heir male, and died the 3d of Edward IV. leaving by Cccilic

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his wife, daughter of Leo lord Welles,* two fons, Robert and Chrif- 
topher. Of which, 

Robert enjoyed the inheritance but a fliort time; dying the yth of 
Edward IV. under age, leaving his brother Chriftoplicr, his heir, four- 
teen years old. Which 

Christopher, the 14th of Edward IV. making proof of his age, 
had livery of his lands ; and was made one of the knights of the bath 
at the coronation of Richard III. He married Margery, daughter of 
Sir William Jenney, of Knotfliall, in com. SufF. ; by whom he had 
iffuc five fons; viz. William; Chriftopher (father of William, who 
was created lord Willoughby of Parham) ; John, George, and Thomas 
(anceftor to Willoughby lord Middleton). And dying anno 1499, was 
fuccccded by 

William, his fon and heir (beforenamed), who at length, through 
the failure of ill'uc from Sir Richard Welles, who had married Joanc, 
daughter and heir of Robert lord Willoughby, came to be one of his 
coheirs, and to re-enjoy the barony of Ercfby, which had bcloic 
defeended to the faid Sir Richard Welles ; and thereupon had fum- 
mons to parliament, as lord Willoughby of Erclby, the 1 ft, 3d, 6th, 
yth, and 14th of Henry VIII. ftiortly after when he deceafed ; 
viz. the 17th of Henry VIII. leaving, by the lady Mary Salines his 
wife (a Spaniard),, one foie daughter, his heir, named Catherine. 
Which 

Catherine, the 36th of Henry VIII. had livery of the lands of 
her inheritance, and became the fourth wife of the great Charles 
Brandon, duke of Suffolk ;f whom furviving, (he afterwards married 
Richard Bertie, cfquire ; a perfon fingularly accompliflied, and learned 
in the French, Italian, and Latin languages. And had iffuc by

CBERTIE LORD mLLOUGHBY OF ERESBYJ 

Peregrine Bertie, her fon and heir (fo called, by reafon of his 
birth in a foreign country ; vi/. at Weld, one of the Hans Towns in 

the dutchy of Cleveland). Which Peregrine, on the death of his mo- 
ther, the zzd of Elizabeth, claimed the dignity and title of Wil- 
loughby of Erelby, and was allowed the fame ; and had fummons to 
parliament accordingly ; as had Robert, his fon and heir, by the fame 
title. But in 1656, the 2d of king Charles I. this 

Robert was created earl of Lindfay ; and his great grandfon, Ro- 
bert, being further raifed to the dignity of duke of Ancaftcr, in 171^, 
the barony of Willoughby of Erelby, became merged in thole fuperior 
titles, and did fo remain, until by the deceafe of Robert, the fourth 
duke, S. P. in 1779, the fame fell into abeyance between his two 
fillers and coheirs, the ladies, Prifcilla Barbara Elizabeth, and Geor- 
giana Charlotte; wdicreof the firll named married Peter Burrel, efquire; 
and by patent, dated the i8th of March, 1780, had confirmed to her, 
and the heirs of her body lawfully begotten, the faid barony of Wil- 
loughby of Erelby. 

But wx cannot conclude our account of this family, without men- 
tioning, that the duchefs of Suffolk, and her hulband, Richard Bertie, 
clquire, were eminent for their fufferings in the cuule of the Reforma- 
tion ; which being moll zealous to promote, they were obliged, in the 
time of the pcrfecution of queen Mary, to provide for their fafety by 
quitting the kingdom. When the hardlhips they underwent were fo 
fingular and fevere, that they were afterwards commemorated in the 
following curiou.s old ballad, intituled, The moll rare and excellent 
Hillory of the Dutchefs of Suffolk, and her Hulband Richard 
“ Bertie’s Calamities. To the tune of ^ Queen Dido,’ Originally 
“ publilhed in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth; re-printed in 1738; 
“ and again in 1806.”

Thomas married Elizabeth, fifter and heir to John Nevil, lord 
Latimer and had ifluc, Sir John Willoughby, knight, father of 
another Sir John, who, by Alice his wife, daughter and coheir of Sir 
Edmund Cheney, of Brooke, in com. Wj^ts, knight (by Alice his 
wife, daughter and heir of Sir Humphrey Stafford, of Hooke) had 
ifluc 

Sir Robert Willoughby, knight, who married Blanch, one of 
the daughters and heirs of Robert Champernoon, efquirc;' and having 
iflue by her, had livery of the lands of her inheritance. The ifl: 
of Richard III. he was one of thofe who rofe in arms on behalf of 
Henry carl of Richmond, with whom he was prefent at the dccifive 
battle of Bofworth, where king Richard was flain ; and being a perfon 
very much efteemed for his fidelity to that earl, who thereupon af- 
fumed the crown, by the name of Henry VII. he was, in confideration 
of his rare qualities and eminent fervices, advanced to the rank of a 
baron of the realm, by writ of fummons to parliament, the 12th of 
Auguft, the 7th of Henry VII. by the title of lord Brooke; in regard 
of his refidcnce at Brooke, near Weflbury, in com. Wilts. Moreover, 
the 8th of Henry VII. he was conftituted marflial of the Englifti 
army then fent into France, where the king was in perfon, whom he 
attended at the fiegc of Boloinc ; and the I2th of Henry VII. on the 
infurredion of the Cornifli men, he was one of the chief commanders 
fent to fupprefs them.

has omitted the name of the lord Willoughby of Broke entirely ; but, 
on reference to the Summonfes themfelvcs, it appears he was named 
in thofc of the yth, nth, and I2th of Henry VII.* He died the lyth 
of Henry VII. and was fucccedcd by 

Rohert, his fon and heir ; who, the 3d of Henry VIIL was one 
of the chief commanders*of thofe forces fent into Bilcay, on behalf of 
Ferdinand king of Arragon. And the fame year alfo had fummons to 
parliament; and again the 6th and 7th of Henry VIII. 

To his firft wife he married Elizabeth, cldeft daughter and coheir 
of Richard baron Beauchamp, of Powyke,*|' whereby he acquired the 
manor of Alceftcr, in com. Warw. ; of which the principal feat is 
called Bcauciiamp’s Couif. By which Elizabeth he had ilTuc a fon, 
Edward. His fccond wife was Dorothy, daughter of Thomas Grey, 
marquis of Dorfet ; by whom he had two fons, Henry and William, 
who both died of the fwcating ficknefs ; and two daughters, viz. Eli- 
zabeth, who married John Paulct, cldeft fon of William firft marquis 
of VVinchefter ; and Anne, who married Charles Blount, fon and heir 
to V'illiam lord Montjoy. Between which daughters, very confidcrablc 
eftates in Dorfctfliirc, Wiltfliirc, and clfc where, came to be divided; the 
chief whereof at length came folely to the Paulets; of which the capital 
feat and manor of Hooke, in the county of Dorfet, was a part. He died 
the 13th of Henry VIII. leaving Elizabeth, Anne, and Blanch, his 
granddaughters, and next heirs; viz. daughters of Edward, his cldeft 
fon, who died in his lifetime, by Elizabeth’ Iiis wife, daughter of 
Richard Ncvill, lord Latimer; a match, whereby a conlidcrablc inhe- 
ritance was acquired, by rcafon that Robert, father of this laft Robert 
lord Willoughby de Broke, having preferred a ciaim to the faid ba- 
rony of Latimer ag.iinft the laid Richard, after fomc controverfy, 
dropped all further pro'.cedings, refting fatisfied with making an alli- 
ance between the daughter of the beforementioned Nevill lord Lati- 
mer, and Edward, fon and heir apparent of his own fon and heir, Ro-

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bcrt ; and receiving, as the condition of compromife, certain manors, 
parcel of the inheritance of the barony of Latimer, then in difpute.* 

Of the daughters beforenamed, Anne died young ; Blanch married 
Sir Francis Dawtry, knight, but had no iflue; and Elizabeth, the 
cldeft, being one of the greateft fortunes of her time, was obtained in 
ward by Sir Edward Grcvilc, of Milcot, in Warwicklhirc, with intent 
to marry her to John, his cldeft fbn ; but the younger brother, Fulke, 
being the favourite, ftie became his wife, and had iffue by him feveral 
children. Whereof 

Sir Fulke married Anne, daughter of Ralph carl of Weftmoreland; 
and dying in 1606, left an only fon, Fulk, and one daughter, Marga- 
ret. Which 

Fulke was a favourite courtier of queen Elizabeth ; and, in 1620, 
was created baron Broke, of Beauchamp’s Court, in co. Warw. by 
king James I. with limitation, in default of ilTuc male, to Robert, 
grandfon of his uncle, Robert Grevile. But in 1628, he was alTaflinatcd 
by his own fervant, Haywood, when he found his mafter had left him 
nothing in his will; who immediately retiring to another room, 
killed himfelf. 

Deccafing unmarried, the faid Margaret, his only ftftcr, was his heir; 
and having married Sir Richard Verney, knight, their grandfon, an- 
other Sir Richard, in right of his defeent through the heirefs of Grcvilc 
from Robert, the laft baron Willoughby of Broke, claimed that title ; 
which, after much difculTion, was allowed to him in parliament, the 
28th of February, 1695, and he had fummons to parliament, and took 
his feat accordingly,

Having already, in the firfl: volume of this work, given the origin 
of this family; and in particular made mention of Sir William de 
Windsor, who had fummons to parliament, temp. Richard II. we 
now come to Thomas, only fon and heir of Miles de Windfor, the 
grandfbn of Bryan dc Windfor, who w'as grandfon of Sir James, bro- 
ther to the fuid Sir William de Windfor. Which 
Thomas married Elizabeth, daughter and coheir of John Andrews, 
of Baylam, in com. SulF. efquirc ; and had ilTuc, 

Sir Andrews \^'INDS0K, knight, who had his principal feat at 
, Stanwcll, near Ilonnflow, in com. Middlefex; which his anceftors 

r had enjoyed (as before obferved),* by fucceffion from the time of the 

Norman conquell. He was fummoned, by writ, to that notable 
parliament which gave the firft: ftroke to the dillblution of mona- 
lleries, the 3d of November, 2 1 ft Henry VIII. ; and the next enfu- 
ing year, was one of thofc peers who fubforlbed the famous letter 
to the pope, intimating the danger of his fupremacy, unlefs he 
complied with the king’s pleaftire, touching his divorce from queen 
Catherine. 

He it was who exchanged his ancient feat at Stan well, by the 
arbitrary mandate of Henry VIII. (againft which he in vain remon- 
ftrated), for Bordfley Abbey, in com. Wigorn. And having had fum- 
mons to parliament amongft the barons of the realm, the 21ft, 35th, 
and 28th of Henry VIII. deceafed in 1545 ; leaving by Elizabeth his 
w'ife, lifter and coheir to Edward Blount, lord Montjoy, divers fons 
and daughters. Whereof George, his eldeft fon, having died in his 
lifetime ’Jvithout ilTue, 


Sir 
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Sir William, the fccond fon, became his fucceflbr; and upon the 
death of king Edward VI. was one of the firll that appeared in behalf 
of queen Mary. He was twice married firll, to Margaret, daughter 
and heir to Sir William Samburnc, of Southcot, knight, by whom 
he had a numerous family, of feven fons, and nine daughters, as in 
the Tabic annexed. His fccond wife was Elizabeth, daughter and 
coheir of Peter Cowdray, of Harict, in com. Southt. efqnirc, widow' 
of Richard Paulct, efquire ; by whom he had a fon, Philip, w’ho died 
young. 

This William had fummons to parliament, from the 3ill of 
Henry VIII. to the 6th of Philip and Mary; and deccafing, anno 1558, 
was fuccccdcd by 

Edwaho, his eldell furviving fon, and heir; who, the 4th of queen 
Mary (his father then living), was at the fiege of St. Quintins. He 
married Catherine, daughter of John Verc, carl of Oxford, by whom 
he had iflue four fons; viz. Frederick, Henry, Edward, and Andrew; 
and alfo four daughters ; Mary, Elizabeth, Margaret, and Catherine. 
And having had fummons to parliament, the 5th, 8th, 14th, and i8th 
of Elizabeth, died at Venice ; but the exad: time does not appear, 
though Edmonfon fays in 1575. To w'hom fuccccdcd 

Frederick, his eldell fon and heir; who, the 33d of Elizabeth, 
had fummons to parliament, but died loon after, unmarried ; and was 
fuccccdcd by his brother' ♦ 

Henry, who was a nobleman of great qualifications and virtues ; 


* This ftatcraent is after Edmonfon and Lodge j but Dugdalc makes Elizabeth Cowdray the 
firft wife. Brother to this William, it appears, was Thomas de Windfor, who had fummons 
to parliament, the 5lh of Philip and Mary; as is evident, from his name inferted in the writ of

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and had fummons to parliament, from the 28th of Elizabeth, to the 
ift of James I. and died in 1605. He married Anne, daughter and 
coheir of Sir Thomas Rivet, of Chippenham, in com. Cantab, knight 
(by Grifil his wife, daughter to William lord Paget), by whom he 
had four fons, and five daughters ; whereof there only lived to matu- 
rity, Thomas, his fon and heir ; and two daughters ; of which, Eliza- 
beth, fenior, married Dixie Hickman, efquire ; and Elizabeth, junior, 
married her coufin, Andrew Windlbr, efquire as alfo fcvcral other 
children, who died young. 

Thomas, fixth and laft lord Windfor of this furname, was made a 
knight of the bath, at the creation of Henry prince of Wales (fon of 
king James 1 .) and in 1623 fent rear admiral of the fleet to 
bring prince Charles from Spain ; when he gave a fumptuous enter- 
tainment to the grandees of that court, to the great honour of the 
Engliih nation. His equipage and expenles, in that employment, all 
at his own charge, (landing him in not lefs than jf. 15,000. Which- 
he cheerfully undertook, being of a mod free and generous fpirit; 
and a perfon accomplilhed in learning, and efpccially in anti- 
quities. 

This noble lord married Catherine, daughter of Edward earl of 
Worceftcr; and having had fummons to parliament, from the 18th 
of James I. to the 15th of Charles I. he died foon after, in 1642, 
without ilTue ; leaving his whole eftatc to Thomas Windfor Hickman, 
his nephew (fon of Dixie Hickman, by Elizabeth, his elded fidcr), 
whom, in default of his own ilTue, he had deCgned his heir; giving 
him at his baptifm, the Chridian name of Thomas Windfor ; and by 
a fpecial deed, dated in December, 1641, fettled his edatc on him, 
on condition that he alTumed the name and arms of Windfor. To 
which 

^ He was fon of Edmund, third fon of Andrew tJrft lord Windfor $ and dying S. P. in Sep- 
tember, 1620, was buried in the church of Farnbam, in Surry j where, on a brafs plate in the 
wall, was an infeription to his memory.

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Thomas Windsor Hickman, his majefty, Charles II, was 
pleafed to confirm, and to his heirs, the laid title of lord Windfor, with 
fuch place in parliament as his predeccflbrs had formerly enjoyed, by 
patent, dated i6th June, anno the 13th of his reign; and he there- 
upon had furamons to parliament, the 13th, 31ft, and 32d of 
Charles II. from whom is defeended the prefent earl of Plymouth ; 
in which fuperior title, the barony of Windfor at prefent is fuf- 
pended.

All gencaloglfts agree, that this ancient and noble houfc dcfccndcd 
from the earls of Brittany ; though they do not deduce the line of 
that defeent in each point alike. 

Burton, in his Hiftory of Lciccftcrfliirc, fpcaking of Alhby dc la 
Zouche, in that county (fb called from the Zouches, fomc time lords 
thereof), fays, “ The family of Zouch, dcfccndcd from Geffery, 
“ fccond fon of Alan vifeount Rohan, in Little Brittainc, in France 
** (by Conftance, daughter and heirefs of Conan the Grofs, duke of 
“ Brittainc, by Maud his wife, daughter (a natural one), of king 
“ Henry I.) who bare “ G. ten Mafcles pierced O and this Gef- 
“ fery, for his difference, bare, ** G. ten Bezants, O.” called Zouch 
“ (which in French fignifieth a Stock) ; for that he, in the reign of 
“ Henry II. coming over into England, was the founder of another 
“ (Stock) here propagated from him.” This Geffery had iffue Alan 
Ic Zouche, that w'as father of Roger, whole fbn 

William, is the firfl with whom Dugdalc commences his account 
of this family ; and afl'erts, died the ifl of John, when Roger, his bro- 
ther, gave X-ioo for livery of his lands. Which 

Roger adhered faithfully to king John againft his rebellious barons, 
and had a grant from him of feveral manors and lordlhips; and in the 
j^th of Henry III. was Ihcriff of Devonfhirc, and fo continued to the 
j 5th of the fame king. To whom fucceeded 
Alan, his fon and heir; who, the 34th of Henry III. had a grant 
of the cuftody of all the king’s lands in Chcfhire and Wales ; with 
the government of both committed to his charge, the 36th of 
Henry III.

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The 45th of Henry III. he obtained a charter for a weekly market 
at his manor of Aftiby de la Zonche, and the lame year was confti- 
tuted warden of all the king’s forefts South of Trent. As alfo, foon 
after, a juftice itinerant for the counties of Southampton, Bucks, and 
Northampton. Furthermore, he Hood firm to king Henry in the con- 
tentions between him and his rebellious barons ; whereby he was in 
fuch favour, that the 51ft of Henry III. he obtained the redemption of 
the lordfhips of Tonge, in Shropftiirc, and Aylefton, in com. Leic. for 
the benefit of his nieces, Orabil and Margerie, daughters of William 
dc Harccourt, who had forfeited the fame, for his adherence to the 
king’s enemies. 

It has been faid by fbme, that this Alan was killed in Weftminfter 
Hall, by John earl Warren, upon fome quarrel between them : but 
this is an error, as he was only forely wounded, with Roger, his fon ; 
and died foon after, 54th Henry III. 

His wife was Elene, one of the daughters and heirs of Roger dc < 

Qinci, carl of Winton : by whom he had iffue Eudo, a younger fbn,* Zouche

Roger, his fon and heir, who died the 13 th of Edward I. and was 
fucceeded by Alan his fon, then eighteen years old. Which 

Alan became a perfon of very confiderable note ; ferved often in- 
the wars of Scotland and of France ; was made governor of Rocking- 
ham caflle, and Reward of the foreft there; and, moreover,, had fum- 
mons to parliament among the barons of the realm, from the 35th of 
Edward I. to the 7th of Edward II. inclufive, when he died ; leaving 
by Eleanor his wife, three daughters and coheirs; whereof Elena mar- _ 
ried Nicholas de St. Maur ;+ Maud, Robert de Holland ;t and Eliza- t Vid.

beth, the youngeft, was a nun at Brewode, in com. StaiF. ; between * y-j

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ZOUCHE OF MORTIMER. 


The paternal name of this family was Mortimer; and the branch 
whereof wc arc now to treat, commenced in William, a younger fon 
of Robert Mortimer, of Richard’s Caftle,* by Joicc his wife, daughter *Vid.Morti- 
and heir of William le Zouche, of Afhby. Which 

William, by reafon that he came to poflefs the lordfliip of Alhby 
dc la Zouche, alTumed that furnamc; and was therefore vulgarly called 
William le Zouche of Mortimer. In the ift of Edward III. he had 
a grant of the cuftody of the lands of Glamorgan and Morgannoc ; 
and the year following, was made jufticc of all the forcRs South of 
Trent, as alfo conftable of the Tower of London. 

In 4th of Edward III. this William, and Alianore, then his wife, 
one of the daughters and heirs of Gilbert de Clare, earl of Glouccfter, 
and widow of Hugh le Defpenfer, were in parliament reftored to their 
lands of Glamorgan and Morgannoc ; as alfo to other lands in the 
counties of Worcefter and Glouceftcr, which were the inheritance of 
the faid Alianor, and had been extorted from her by Roger Mortimer, 
earl of March, to be by him palTcd to the king for £.1000. The 9th 
of Edward III. he was in the Scotch wars, fliortly after when he died ; 
viz. the loth of Edward III. having had fummons to parliament 
among the barons of the realm, from the lyth of Edward II. to that 
year, inclufive. By the faid Alianore, who was his fecond wife, he 
left a fon, Hugh ; but by Alice de Tony, his firft wife, widow of Guy 
dc Beauchamp, carl of Warwick, he left 
Alan le Zouche, his fon and heir, who ferved often in the Scotch 
and French wars ; and particularly was at the battle of Crefly, fb glo- 
rious to the Englilh arms. But fliortly after then he died ; leaving 
Alianore his wife furviving, and

Hugh, his fon and heir ; of whom it is only faid, that he had ifluc 
one fon, called Hugh, and Joice, a daughter, who married Sir John 
Botetourt, of Weoly Caftle, in com. Wigorn; and by the death of 
her faid brother, Hugh, S. P. became his heir. But Burton, in his 
Hiftory of Lcicefterlhire, differs from this account of Dugdale, and 
alTerts, that Joice, the wife of Botetourt, was daughter of William, 
and filler to Alan le Zouche. Be this, however, as it may. Sir John 
Botetourt, by Joice le Zouche his wife, had a fon, John, who left 
ilTue, a daughter and heir, Joice, married to Sir Hugh Burncl, 
knight, who died feifed of the manor of Afhby de la Zouche, the 8th 
Henry V. without iffue by her. After when, James Butler, fifth earl 
of Ormond, in Ireland, who was created carl of Wiltfliire by Henry VI. 
died feifed of the fame manor ; though by what title he came to its 
poirefTion, does not appear. Upon his attainder it fell to the crown ; 
and was granted to William dc Haflings, ancellor to the Haflings 
family, late earls of Huntingdon.*

The firfl of this houfc was Eudo, a younger fon of Alan le Zouche, 
of Afhby,f by Helena, his wife, daughter and coheir of Roger de 
Quincy, earl of Winchefler. Which 
Eui>o LE Zouche, the 47th of Henry III. had the cuflody of the 
cafllcs of Cheflcr, Beeflon, and Shotwik ; and by his marriage with 
Milicent, widow of Roger de Montalt, and one of the fillers and co- 
heirs of George de Cantilupc, baron of Bergavcnny,;{; among other 
lands of her inheritance, obtained the manor of Haryng worth j which 
he left to

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William, his fon and heir/ who, feating himfelf at the faid ma- 
nor, in com. Northampt. was fummoned to parliament, by the title 
of William le Zouche de Haryngworth, the 17th of Edward II.; and 
from thence, by the fame title, to his death, the 36th of Edward III. 
though it appears, in the Lifts of Summons, that by the defeription of 
William Ic Zouche only, he had fummons to parliament before then, 
from the 3d to the laid 17th of Edward II. 

This William married Maud, daughter of John lord Lovel, of Tich- 
merfli, and had ilTuc a fbn, Eudo, who died in his lifetime ; leaving 
ilTue by Joanc his wife, daughter, and at length heir, of William Inge, 
a fon, W illiam, who fucceeded his grandfather. Which 

William, in his grandfather’s lifetime, had alfb fummons to par- 
liament, from the 33 d of Edward III. and afterwards, to the 5th of 
Richard 11 . when he died ; leaving Elizabeth his wife furviving, and 
William, his fon and heir ; as alfo a younger fon, Thomas, who after- 
wards had the manors of Ightam and Eynesford, in Kent ; and another 
fon, Edmund; both named in the will of their mother, dated 1408 • 

(9th Henry IV.) 

Sir William, the cldcft fon and heir, was forty years old at his 
father’s death. He was accufed of fcandalizing John of Ghent, and 
brought before the parliament, but acquitted. In loth Richard II. 
being then called William lord Zouche, of Totneys, refiding there at 
that time, as it feems, he obtained licence to make a caftle of his 
manor houfc at Haryngworth. The nth of Richard II. he was ba- 
nilhed the court, as one of the evil counfellors to that king. And the 
15th of Richard II. was found, by fbmc inquiiltions, to be next heir, 
of John de Haftings, earl of Pembroke; viz. fon of William, fon of 
Eudo, fon of William, fon of Milicent, daughter, and one of the 
heirs, to William de Cantilupe, brother of Nicholas, father of Wil-

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liam, father of Nicholas, father of William, father of another William, 
who died S. P. ; and having had fummons to parliament, from the 6th 
to the i8th of Kichard II. died the year following; leaving 

William, his fon and heir, then twenty- two years old; who doing 
his homage, had livery of his inheritanee. He was much in favour 
with Henry IV. and for his good fcrvices, had a: grant of £,ioo a year 
out of the exchequer. The yth of Henry IV. on the death of Tho- 
mas le Zouche, his uncle, who held the manors of Middle Claydon 
and Elcfynburgh, in com. Bucks, for life, he then came to the polTcf- 
fion of thofe lordfliips. He ferved often in the wars of France, where 
he was one of the cmbalTadors to the French king, and lieutenant of 
Calais. He had alfo fummons to parliament, from the aoth of Ri- 
chard II. to the 2d of Henry V. and died the following year. To 
whom fucceeded 

William, the fifth lord Zouche of that name, who married Alice, 
* vi.l, St. daughter and heir of Richard lord St. Maur ;* and having had 

MVur. fummons to parliament, from the 4th of Henry VI. tef the sd of 
Edward IV. died the fame year ; leaving William his fon and heir, as 
alfo John, a younger fon, who married Elizabeth, aunt and heir to 
( Henry lord Grey of Codnor-j' (from whom defeended the Zouches of 
Codnor), and tw'o daughters; Margaret, the wife of Sir Thomas Tre- 
iham, and Elizabeth. 

William, fixth lord Zouche, the 2d of Edward IV. bearing the 
title of lord Zouche and St. Maur, having performed many Ijjecial fcr- 
vices for that king, to his very great charge, had a fpccial livery of the 
lands of his inheritance ; and in the 6th of Edward IV. had fummons 
to parliament, but died the next enfuing year ; leaving John, his fon 
and heir; William, a younger fon; and two daughters; viz. Elizabeth 
and Margaret. Of 

John, the next lord, very little is faid. For it only appears, that 
the 22d of Edward IV. and the ill of Richard III. he had fummons 
to parliament; but taking part with the faid king Richard, he was 
attainted in parliament the ill of Henry VII. 


But 
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But this attainder was reverfcd the 1 ith of Henry VII. and he was 
furamoned to parliament afterwards# by the name of “ John Zouche de 
Zouebe^' the lit, 3d, 6di, and 7th of Henry VIII. He married Joanc, 
one of the illicrs and coheirs of John lord Dynham; and dcccafini^ the 
18th of Henry VIII, was fucceeded by 
John, his fon and heir; who had likewife fummons to parliament, 
from the 3 id of Henry VIII. to the 2d of Edward VI. inclufive; and 
by his will, dated the 4th of Edward VI. bequeathed his body to be 
buried in the chapel at Haryngworth, where other of his anceftors lay 
interred, and deccafed the fame year leaving ifl'ue by Dorothy his 
wife, daughter to Sir William Capel, knight, Richard, his fon and 
heir; and John, a younger fon; as alfo two daughters; viz. Mary, who 
married Robert Burbige, of Hay, in com. Middlefex ; and Catherine, 
to Sir Francis Uvedale, of Horton, in com. Dorf.f 

Another wife w'as Sufan, daughter and heir of William Welby, of 
Halftcd, in com. Line, widow of Nicholas Davenport, of Bulwyke, in 
com. Northarapt. 

RicHxMid, ninth lord Zouche, had fummons tp parliament, the 5th 
of Edward VI. and died the follow ing year ; leaving Margaret his 
wife,® daughter of - - - - - Cheney, and George, his fon and heir fur- 
viving. ^V^hich 

George married Margaret, one of the daughters and heirs of Wil- 
liam Welby, of Molton, in com. Line efquirc; and having had fum- 
mons to parliament, from the 6th of Edward VI. to the 8th of Eliza- 
beth, died the nth of the fame reign ; leaving 

Edw.4rd, his fon and heir, tlien in minority; who, the 29th of 
Elizabeth, was one of the peers who fat in judgment on Mary queen 
of Scots, and w^as afterwards font ambaflador into Scotland to palliate 
that matter. In the reign of queen Elizabeth, this Edward was a

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pcrlbn of confiderable note, nor was he lefs fo in that of James I. by 
which king he was continued lord preiident of Wales (whereto he 
had been appointed 44th Elizabeth), and was conftituted conftablc of 
Dover caftle, and warden of the Cinque Ports, for life ; during which 
time. Sir Edward Nicholas, afterwards fo celebrated, and fo well 
known as the friend of lord Clarendon, was his fccretary. He was the 
friend of Sir Henry Wotton, ■who addreded many of his letters to 
him ; and is faid to have been well acquainted with Ben Jonfon. 
Concerning whofe intimacy, the following circumftance is recorded in 
Bridges’ Hiftory of Northamptonfliire ; viz. “ That eaftward from 
** the church of Haryngworth, and contiguous to the old manor houfe, 
** are large ruins of the outward walls of a chapel ; and againft the 
** South wall, are the remains of the monument of George lord 
" Zouche, who died in 1569. At the bottom of the North wall, is a 
“ fmall hole communicating with the cellar of the houfe , which, ac- 
** cording to tradition, gave occation to the following verfes of the 
facetious Ben Jonfon : 

Whenever I die, let this be my fate. 

To lye by niy good lord Zouche j 
'' That when I am dry, to the tap 1 may hyc. 

And fo back again to my couch.” 

Lord Zouche married, firft, Eleanor, daughter of Sir John Zouche, 
of Codnor ; and, fecondly, Sarah, daughter of Sir James Harrington, 
of Exton, widow, firft, of Francis lord Haftings; and, fecondly, of 
Sir George Kingfmill ; and having had fummons to parliament, from 
the 13th of Elizabeth, to the ift of Charles I. died in 1625. When, 
by reafon he left only two daughters, his coheirs; viz. Elizabeth, mar- 
ried to William Tate, of Dc la Pre, in com. Northamp.; and Mary, 
to Thomas Leighton, cfquirc, the barony fell into abeyance between 
them or their reprefentatives, and hath fi>, from the period of his death, 
remained dormant. 

A few years fince, however. Sir Cecil Biftiop, baronet, defeended 

through

through the Hedges and the Tates, from Elizabeth, the eldeft of the 
beforementioned two daughters and coheirs of Edward lord ^Touche, 
preferred a claim to the barony ; which, after much delay, difficulty, 
and dilcuffion, in a committee of privileges of the houfc of lords, he 
at laft fo far fuccceded in, as to have it reported, that he had made 
good liis defeent, anno 1807.'* 

The family of Zouche, once lb numerous, feems now almoft en- 
tirely extindt, unlcls the Reverend Dr. Zoucii, prebendary of Dur- 
ham, the ingenious editor of Welton's Lives, be, as his name indicates, 
a remaining branch of this ancient Rock. 

Collins, in his Dictionary (Vol. II.) records " James Zouche, of 
“ an ancient family in Surrey and Hants, the fon of James Zouche ; 

“ who having raifed a troop of horfc for Charles I. at his own cx- 

penfe, in which Sir Alan Zouche, and Edward Zouche, his two 
“ younger fons, were captains, died at Redding, in his return from 
** Oxford. He was the fon of Sir Edward Zouche, knight, marflial * 

“ of England ; probably the Sir Edward mentioned by Weldon, in 
“ his Court of James I.”

Catherine was of the faid Sir Cecil Bilhopp, and Mary was y>r^>//^6r of Edward Long, 

efquire, living at the fame time; by which it is plainly evident. Sir Cecil Bifliopp was not 

only male refrefentathe of the laft lord Zouche, then known to cxift : for Mr. JiOng was alive, 

and, in faft, one degree nearer in blood. 

Again, it is aflerted, there are in poffeffion of the Claimant’s family, fome papers which W'cre 
drawn up many years ago, with a view to a claim of this dignity in the perfon of Bartholomew 
Talc, cfquire. Yet, it is ftrange to remark, that with all this anxiety to obtain and perpetuate 
evidence, no clue (liould be preferved, fo os to fay at what parifh a regifter could be found of 
the birth of William, fon of Zouche Tate, nor of Bartholomew, the eldeft fon and licir of the 
ftiid William 'late, cfquirc.'l* *|*PrintedCare

Martyris in Chrifti feflo cecidere calixti : 

Sexagenus erat fextns ntiliefimua annua 
Cum pereunt Angli, ftell& monftrante cometa. 

To this Lid we hear vain pcrfbns making perpetual references 
for proof of the antiquity of their families. HolingOicd and Stow 
have both printed copies from it ; but lb variant from each other, 
that the former conlids of nearly 200 names more than the latter. 

Fuller, in his Church Hidory, has reprinted both in oppofite 
columns ; and the learned Andrew du Chclrje, in the Appendix to 
his Colle<dion of the Hidorians of Normandy, has inferted a copy, 
which agrees modly with Stow’s. 

Yet nearly two centuries ago, the excellent Camden, who lur- 
palTcd as much in the depth and extent of his knowledge, as in the 
elegance of his tade and his language, pronounced, that whofoever 
** conlidereth it well, lhall find it always to be forged ; and thole 
** names to be inferted which the time in every age favoured^ . ‘

Under all circumdances attending this Icroll of pretended fiune 
and veracity, the degree of credit due to its authenticity is very 
liifpicious. But the copy here given is taken from Holinglhed, V 
reafon that his Chronicles have lately been deemed worthy 
printing, and he, as fuch, may be conlidered as no 
follow. 
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the article^ of Hungerford was printed off, I .have been In- 
formed from very good authority, that the arms aft not given cxadly 
right; and that Mr. Peach Hungerford, is imt in podTcifion of the

erroneous,” this flatcment may ferve to warrant me; and to redify 
the miflakc made in thofe two works .of acknowledged reputation.
